Sir, — I am in receipt of a communication from the 
Secretary of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
asking my opinion as to the validity of the following 
resolution now before that body: 

Resolved, That the title of the appropriation under the 
head of ''Advertising, Printing, Stationery and Blank 
Books " in the Final Estimate for the year 1888, entitled 
" Publication of the City Record, including the Prepara- 
tion and Printing of the Registry of Voters," be amended so 
that it shall read u Publication of the City Record, includ- 
ing Preparation and Printing of the Registry of Voters, 
and including Arrearages of $±,233.42 for 1887," the 
amount of the appropriation remaining the same. 

It is very evident from a consideration of the proposed 
amendment that the change introduced might possibly be 
regarded as a diversion of a portion of the amount of 
money appropriated for the purposes mentioned, during 
the year 1888, to a new and distinct purpose not contem- 
plated by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment when 
it adopted the Final Estimate for the present fiscal year. 
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If it be conceded that the Board of Estimate possesses 
this power over the Final Estimate adopted by preceding 
boards, I fear a possible danger to the integrity of the 
financial system of the city as established by the charter. 
Moneys which had been raised by taxation, in accordance 
with the method prescribed by law, for distinct and well- 
ascertained purposes, might, in this way, be diverted from 
these objects to others not contemplated by the financial 
authorities of the city when the appropriations were com- 
pleted by the signatures of the members of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. The very evils which the 
General Term of the Supreme Court in the case of Bird 
against The Mayor, 33 Hun, foresaw in the attempt that 
was made to transfer unexpended balances to purposes 
for which no appropriations whatever had been made, are 
certainly to be apprehended from any attempt to amend, 
add to or alter the items of appropriation set forth and 
declared in Pinal Estimate. A very careful reading of 
Section 207 of the Consolidation Act, as well as of Section 
189, has convinced me that this power is not vested in 
your body, and cannot be properly exercised. I do not 
wish to be understood, howover, as intimating that where 
the Board of Estimate has finally decided on an item of 
appropriation in the Final Estimate, and by reason of a 
clerical error in the transcription of that document the 
item is improperly expressed, or has not been expressed at 
all, that the Board may not thereafter, by proper action, 
correct such mistake and conform the estimate to that 
which was actually adopted. I have, however, as I have 
said, no evidence that such is the case in the present in- 
stance. 

What may not thus directly be accomplished may, how- 
ever, in this particular case, be accomplished indirectly, I 
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think, in the following manner: Section 207 of the Col 
solidation Act, to which I have alluded, reads: "Tl 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment shall have pow< 
at any time, to transfer any appropriation for any ye 
which may be found by the head of the department 
which such appropriation shall have been made to be 
excess of the amount required or deemed to be n< 
for the purposes or objects for which appropriations 
insufficient, or such as may require the same." 

It will be observed that this action expressly vests 
your body the power to, at any time, transfer any app] 
priation for any year, which may be found by the head 
the department for which it shall have been made in ei 
cess of its needs, etc. In view of the fact, as I am in 
formed, that the appropriation for 1888 was fixed at it 
present figure for the express purpose of meeting th 
arrears for 1887, alluded to in your proposed amendment 
the Board of City Record having control of that appropri 
ation are undoubtedly now in a position to certify tha 
the appropriation would be in excess of what is necessar 
for the purposes set forth in the item of appropriation a 
contained in the Final Estimate for the year. A transfe 
may therefore be made from the present appropriation, oi 
the proper certificate from the Board of City Record t 
your body, of the sum of $4,233.42, to the appropriate 
for 1887, which has been found to be deficient ior the pui 
poses for which it was made.

At the meeting of this Board held January 20, 1888, a 
resolution was adopted directing the Comptroller to ascer- 
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tain the contract price of the construction, cost of obtain- 
ing necessary land and water front for approaches, and 
amount of bonds that have been issued to date for the 
bridge over the Harlem River, built pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Chapter 487, Laws of 1885. 

On January 21, 1888, I addressed a letter to the Harlem 
Bridge Commission, requesting a statement to be furnished 
containing the desired information, and showing the total 
expenditures made for construction to January 1, 1888, 
and an estimate in detail of additional expenses necessary 
for the completion of the bridge. 

The detailed statement and estimates prepared and fur- 
nished by the Harlem River Bridge Commission, with 
copies of the contract and specifications, are herewith sub- 
mitted. 

It appears from the statement of the Bridge Commission 
that the contract price for construction of the bridge was 
$2,055,000, and that the estimated cost of construction 
under the contract will amount to $2,483,757.54, being an 
estimated increase of cost of $428,757.54, by substitution 
of better classes of work and material for common, re- 
quired by the alteration in design, as follows:

This estimated increase of cost includes $182,232 addi- 
tional expense of deeper foundation of Pier II., leaving 
$246,525.54 for the increase of cost of the superstructure 
of the bridge under the contract. 

The cost of the land for the approaches is not included, 
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however, in the estimated cost, as the land was acquired 
by proceedings confirmed by the Supreme Court, Novem- 
ber 28, 1876, and the awards paid by assessments on pri- 
vate owners of property benefited. The total amount of 
awards and expenses of the proceeding was $37,751.78, 
and the assessments have all been paid, excepting $2,- 
760.98.

Sir, — I have the honor to acknowledge your favor of 
January 21, 1888, requesting " a statement of the contract 
price of construction and cost of the land and water-front 
approaches, including all incidental expenses connected 
with the construction of the bridge, showing the total 
expenditures that have been made, together with an esti- 
mate in detail of the expenses which will be necessary for 
the completion of the bridge," and by direction of the 
Commission to submit the following: 

The contract price for construction was $2,055,000, 
based upon a plan, a copy of which is hereto appended 
and marked "A"; and upon estimated quantities of each 
kind or class of work called for in the plans and specifica- 
tions, as shown in the schedule hereto appended and 
marked "B"; and upon an estimated depth of founda- 
tion of Pier II. of twenty-two feet, as shown on the plan 
"A." 

By reference to the contract on file in your office, a copy 
of which is hereto appended for your convenience, and 
marked "C," you will observe that the Commissioners 
reserved the right to alter, change or amend the plans in 
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any particular, and that if by reason of any such change 
the quantity of any kind or class of Work should be in- 
creased or diminished, then such increase should be paid 
for at the prices specified in the schedule annexed to the 
contract, in addition to the contract price of $2,055,000, a 
copy of which schedule forms a part of Appendix " C " 
hereto annexed. And if by reason of any such change 
there should be diminution in any kind or class of work, 
such diminution should be deducted at the schedule price 
from the contract price of $2,055,000. 

And if there should be an increase or diminution of any 
kind or class of work not embraced in the Schedule " C,'> 
then such increase or diminution should be made at cost 
as certified by the Engineer. 

By the application of the foregoing rules, as you will 
observe the cost of the bridge might materially vary, as 
the quantity of the various classes was increased or dimin- 
ished.

Chapter 487. 

An Act to Provide for the Construction of a Bridge over 
the Harlem River in the City of New York. 

Pasted June 11, 1885; three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The Mayor, the Comptroller and the Presi- 
dent of the Board of /lldermen of the City of New York 
are hereby authorized to appoi nt three competent persons 
Commissioners, to construct a suitable bridge for the 
passage of persons, animals, vehicles and traffic across the 
Harlem River in said City, at a point measured along the 
easterly water-line of said river, distant about fifteen 
hundred feet north of High Bridge, and where the land 
on both sides of said river for the approaches to a bridge 
has already been acquired by said City. Said Commis- 
sioners, when appointed, shall immediately proceed to 
construct said bridge. 

Sec. 2. Said Commissioners shall hold office till such 
bridge is completed, which shall be within three years 
from the passage of this act. Said Commissioners shall 
not receive any salary or other compensation, but may 
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provide all necessary materials and employ such persons 
as they may deem necessary for the work of constructing 
said bridge, and fix their compensation. In case a 
vacancy shall occur in the office of such Commission by 
death, resignation or otherwise, the officers mentioned 
in the, first section shall appoint a person to fill such 
vacancy. 

Sec. 3. Said bridge shall be constructed of stone, steel 
or iron, or of one or more of these materials; shall in its 
width for passage be not less than eighty feet, and the 
grade thereof shall be at an elevation not less than one 
hundred and forty-five feet above mean high water-mark 
of said river. Said bridge shall always be free for the 
passage of persons, animals, vehicles and traffic, and 
when completed shall be kept and maintained in good 
order and repair by the Department of Public Works of 
said city. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment of 
the City of New York shall, on the requisition of said 
Commissioners, specify the amount needed in any calendar 
year for the work of constructing said bridge, raise such 
amount by taxation on the real and personal property 
liable to taxation in said city. The Comptroller of said 
city shall pay from such moneys upon vouchers certified 
by said Commissioners, in form to be approved by said 
Comptroller, the cost of the materials, labor and services 
required in the constructing of said bridge, and the neces- 
sary expenses connected therewith. The said Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment is hereby authorized to use 
any unexpended balance for any year prior to the year 
1885, toward the payment of the cost of constructing said 
bridge, and also to provide the necessary moneys for the 
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construction of said bridge, or any part thereof, by the 
issue of bonds of said city whenever said bonds can be 
issued without violating the provisions of the Constitution 
of this State; and whenever such bonds cannot be so 
issued, then the moneys necessary for such construction 
shall be provided, by taxation, as provided in the next 
preceding section. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect immediately. 



This agreement, made this 14th day of July, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eighty-six, by and between Jacob 
Lorillard, Vernon H. Brown and David James King, as 
Commissioners appointed and acting under an act of the 
Legislature of the State of New York, entitled " An Act 
to provide for the construction of a bridge over the Harlem 
River, in the City of New York," being Chapter 487 of the 
Laws of 1885, and hereinafter called the "Commissioners," 
parties of the first part, ahd the Passaic Rolling Mill Com- 
pany, a corporation created and existing under the Laws 
of the State of New Jersey, and Miles Tierney, of Jersey 
City, in the State of New Jersey, hereby binding them- 
selves jointly and severally and hereinafter called the 
"Contractors," parties of the second part, witnesseth as 
follows : 

First.— The contractors, in consideration of the sum of 
two million and fifty-five thousand dollars, to be paid in 
the manner hereinafter provided, shall and will furnish and 
provide all necessary materials and labor for the construc- 
tion and completion of, and shall and will construct, 
finish and complete, ready for use and operation, the en- 
tire bridge to be erected over the Harlem River at One 
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Hundred and Eighty-first street, in the City of New York, 
pursuant to the provisions of tfre act of the Legislature 
of the State of New York, entitled " An Act to proride 
for the construction of a bridge over the Harlem River in 
the City of New York," being Chapter 487 of the Laws of 
1885. The said contractors shall furnish all of said ma- 
terials and perform all of said labor, and fully construct, 
finish and complete said bridge in strict conformity to the 
preliminary plans and specifications hereto annexed, 
marked Schedule " A," and the strain sheet submitted by 
the contractors, and annexed hereto, marked Schedule 
" B," and in strict conformity to the working drawings to 
be made or approved by the Engineer of the Commission- 
ers, as hereinafter provided, and fully complete and deliver 
the said bridge in all its parts ready for use and operation 
in a thorough, workmanlike and substantial manner, on 
or before eleventh day of June, 1888, to the full satisfac- 
tion of the Commissioners. 

Second. — It is mutually understood and agreed that 
the Commissioners may at any time vary, alter, modify 
or amend the said preliminary plans and specifications, 
and in case by reason of any such change the quantity of 
any kind or class of work shall be increased beyond the 
amount thereof required by the said preliminary plans 
and specifications, then and in each such case the con- 
tractors shall receive payment for such increased quan- 
tity at the rate sot forth in the schedule hereto annexed, 
marked "C," in addition to the said sum of $2,055,000. 
And in case, by reason of any such change, the quantity 
of any kind or class of work shall be diminished from the 
amount thereof required by the said plans or specifica- 
tions, then and in every such case, the said sum of 
$2,055,000 shall be diminished, according to the rates set 
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forth in said last-mentioned schedule. In case there shall 
be, by reason of any such change, an increase or decrease 
in quantity of any kind or class of work not specified in 
said Schedule "C," then there shall be added to or de- 
ducted from said sum of $2,055,000, as the case may be, 
such sum as shall be certified by the Engineer as the cost 
of such increase or decrease in quantity. In every case 
the increase or decrease in quantity of any kind or class of 
work shall be conclusively fixed by the final estimate of 
the Engineer, to be certified to by the Commissioners. 

Third. — The Commissioners agree to pay the con- 
tractors the consideration hereinbefore expressed in the 
following manner: On or before the fifth day of each 
month the Engineer shall estimate the proportion which 
the work done and material furnished during the pre- 
ceding month shall bear to the whole amount of work to 
be done and material to be furnished under this contract, 
and shall thereupon certify to the Commissioners that the 
work embraced within said estimate has been done in ac- 
cordance with the specifications, and shall also certify the 
amount due to the contractors for such preceding month. 
The Commissioners shall thereupon audit the said state- 
ment and certificate, and upon being satisfied of its cor- 
rectness, and that the contractors have in all respects 
complied with this contract, then said Commissioners shall, 
on or before the 12th day of the month, pass and forward 
to the Comptroller of the City of New York, for payment, 
a proper voucher, in form to be approved by said Comp- 
troller, in favor of the said contractors, for ninety per 
cent, of the amount which shall be shown by said certi- 
ficate to be due to the contractors. The above mentioned 
estimates and certificates of the Engineer shall be deemed 
approximate and provisional only, and any error in any of 
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said estimates or certificates may be corrected by the Engi- 
neer in any subsequent estimate or certificate. In case any 
statement or certificate herein provided for shall, in the 
opinion of the Commissioners, be incorrect, or require al- 
teration or explanation, then the same maybe returned to 
the Engineer for such alteration, correction or explana- 
tion, and the time for auditing the same shall be extended 
until one week after a corrected or altered statement and 
certificate shall be received by the Commissioners. 

Fourth. — Detailed working drawings of the rental work 
shall be furnished by the contractors, embodying any 
changes or modifications of the preliminary plans and 
specifications hereto annexed which the Commissioners 
shall require. Such detailed drawings, when approved by 
the Engineer of the Commissioners, and any further 
drawings of masonry work made by the Engineer, shall 
constitute a part of this agreement, and the work shall be 
made to conform to the same. It is further agreed by the 
contractors that any change or alteration of the said plans 
or specifications shall not affect the price herein specified 
to be paid for said work, nor shall any claim for " extras," 
or increased or other compensation, be made by the con- 
tractors for or by reason or on acccount of any such 
change or modification, or any difference thereby occa- 
sioned in the nature, cost or expensiveness of the work, 
except only as in the second article hereof expressly 
provided. 

Fifth.— And it is further understood and agreed that 
all work provided to be done under this agreement shall 
be of the best character, and shall be made complete 
and satisfactory before acceptance, and all material shall 
be fully inspected and tested by the Engineer or his 
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deputies before going into said bridge; but such inspec- 
tion and tests shall not release the contractors from 
liability to make good any defects in such materials then 
or afterwards discovered; and it is expressly understood 
and agreed that such inspection and tests shall be m^de 
at such times and in such manner as not to delay the pro- 
gress of the work. 

Sixth. — And it is further understood and agreed that 
the Engineer shall at all times have easy and ample 
access to said bridge and all parts of the work, and to 
the materials in the possession of the contractors, and 
shall have assistance as he may require from the con- 
tractors in testing, examining, inspecting and supervising 
the work provided to be done by this agreement, and said 
Commissioners shall have the right to place such inspec- 
tors on said bridge and in the workshops, etc., as they may 
see fit, who shall be afforded by the contractors every 
facility for performing their duties. 

Seventh. — And it is further understood and agreed 
that, except as in this contract otherwise provided, no 
omission in this contract or in the specifications for said 
bridge, nor any failure or omission on the part of the 
Commissioners, or any of their officers or agents, nor any 
failure to inspect or examine, nor any exercise of the 
power or the right to inspect, examine or test, nor accept- 
ance of any work or material expressed or implied, nor 
any allowance Of the same in said bridge, shall be held to 
absolve said contractors from the responsibility and lia- 
bility of completing and delivering said bridge as a whole, 
and of every part thereof, to the full satisfaction of the 
Commissioners and in accordance with the requirements 
of this agreement. 
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Eighth.— It is further understood and agreed that the 
contractors shall have the right to sublet any part of the 
work to be performed under this contract, but only with 
the written consent of the Commissioners, but such sub- 
letting shall not release the contractors from any obliga- 
tions imposed by law or the terms of this contract. 

Ninth. — And it is further understood and agreed that 
the contractors shall promptly pay the men, laborers 
and sub-contractors employed on said bridge, and also for 
the materials used therein, and in case any moneys due 
therefor in any month shall remain unpaid at the time of 
the making by the Engineer of the estimate of work done 
and materials furnished during the succeeding month, the 
Commissioners may pay the amount so due to said men, 
laborers or sub-contractors, or for such materials, and de- 
duct the same from the amount of the voucher to be given 
to the contractors upon saifl estimate, or from any moneys 
due or to grow. due to them under this agreement, and the 
receipts taken therefor shall be full discharges and acquit- 
tances in settlement with said contractors. 

Tenth. — It is further understood and agreed, that if the 
work to be done under this agreement shall be abandoned 
by the contractors, or if this contract shall be assigned, 
whether by the act of the contractors or by the operation 
of law, or if the same, or any part of the work, shall b*e 
sublet without the written consent of the Commissioners, 
or if at any time the Engineer shall be of the opinion, and 
shall so certify in writing to the Commissioners, that the 
said work or any part thereof is unnecessarily or unreason- 
ably delayed by the contractors, or that they are willfully 
violating any of the provisions of this agreement, or of the 
specifications for said work, or fulfilling the said contract 
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in bad faith, then the Commissioners, after giving ten 
days' notice in writing to the contractors, may notify the 
contractors to discontinue the work, or such part thereof 
as may be designated, and said Commissioners shall there- 
upon have power to make a contractor contracts with any 
person or persons for the completion of said work, or such 
designated part' thereof, or to employ such and so many 
persons, and obtain by purchase or hire such animals, 
carts, wagons, implements or tools as said Engineer may 
determine to be necessary to complete the same, and to 
use such material as may be found at the work, and may 
procure other material for the completion of said work, 
and charge to the contractors the cost and expense of such 
labor, materials, animals, carts, wagons, implements and 
tools, and such cost and expense shall be deducted from 
any moneys due or to grow due to the contractors under 
this agreement, and in case such moneys shall not be suffi- 
cient to pay for the same, the contractors shall be liable for 
and shall pay the deficiency. 

Eleventh. — The work under this agreement is to be 
prosecuted at and from as many different points, at such 
times and in such part or parts of the work, and with such 
force as the said Commissioners by their Engineer, may 
from time to time determine, at each of which points an 
inspector may be placed to supervise the same. 

Twelfth.— The contractors shall and will clean off all 
surplus materials, sand, dirt and rubbish from said work, 
and the right of way, and from the land mentioned in the 
Twenty-first Article hereof, within thirty days after the 
work shall have been completed; and the work will not be 
accepted as completed until the same shall have been re- 
moved to the satisfaction of the Engineer. And upon the 
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full completion of the work embraced in this agreement, 
the contractors will be required to file in the office of the 
said Commissioners a certificate, signed by the Engineer, 
to the effect that the stipulations relative to the removal 
of all surplus materials, sand, dirt and rubbish from the 
line of the work and the right of way and land above 
named have been faithfully complied with, and the final 
payment to the contractors shall not be made until after 
such certificate shall have been filed. 

Thirteenth. — All Joss or damage arising out of the 
nature of the work to be done under this agreement, or 
from any unforeseen or unusual obstruction or difficulties 
which may be encountered in the prosecution of the same, 
or from the action of the elements, is to be sustained by 
the contractors aforesaid ; and in case any work shall be 
done in such manner as to require any consent, permit or 
license from municipal or other authorities, or from any 
other person or persons, corporation or corporations, the 
contractors shall procure the same at their own cost and 
expense. 

Fourteenth.— The contractors hereby covenant to and 
with the Commissioners that they have full right and 
authority to use any and all patented improvements and 
appliances which may be used in the construction of said 
bridge, and expressly agree to indemnify the Commission- 
ers and the City of New York, and save them and it harm- 
less from any and all liabilites, damages, costs, charges 
and expenses which they or it may incur or suffer by 
reason of the use in the said bridge of any such patented 
articles, improvements or appliances, including all ex- 
penses or charges incurred by them or it in defending 
suits relating to the same. 
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Fifteenth. — No work shall be done in laying or setting 
masonry, curb, or flagging when the weather is below 
freezing point, except on the written consent of the En- 
gineer. 

Sixteenth. — And the said contractors further agree 
that the work shall be performed in the best manner, and 
the stone and iron, and all other materials of which the 
work is composed, shall be of such kind and quantity as 
shall be satisfactory to the Engineer, and that a sufficient 
number of persons shall be at all times employed to exe- 
cute the work with due dispatch, the whole to be done to 
the satisfaction of said Commissioners ; and any materials 
furnished or work done not satisfactory to the Commis- 
sioners or their Engineer, shall be immediately removed 
and satisfactorily replaced by the contractors ; or if they 
shall neglect or refuse to remove the same when notified 
so to do by the said Commissioners, then the said Com- 
missioners may remove, or cause the same to be removed, 
and satisfactorily replaced, by contract or otherwise, and 
charge the expense thereof to the contractors; and the ex- 
pense so charged shall be deducted and paid by the Com- 
missioners out of such moneys as are or may become due 
under this agreement. And in case the same shall be in- 
sufficient for the purpose, the contractors shall be liable 
for, and shall pay, the deficiency. 

Seventeenth. — And the said contractors further agree 
that during the performance of the said work they will 
place proper guards upon and around the same for the 
prevention of accidents, and at night will put up and keep 
suitable and sufficient lights, and will take such other 
means as shall be required by the Engineer for the pre- 
vention of accident to persons or property, and that they 
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will indemnify and save harmless the Commissioners and 
the City of New York against and from all suits and 
actions of every name and description brought against 
them or it, and all costs and damages, charges and ex- 
penses to which they or it may be put by reason or on 
account of any injury or damages to person or property 
caused by the contractors, their servants or agents, in the 
construction of the said work, or by or in consequence of 
any negligence in guarding the ^ime, or of any improper 
materials used in its construction, or by or on account of 
any act or omission of the said contractors or their agents; 
and the said contractors hereby further agree that so 
much of the moneys due to them under and by virtue of 
this agreement as shall or may be considered necessary by 
the Commissioners, shall or may be retained by the said 
Commissioners until all such suits or claims for injuries or 
damages as aforesaid shall have been settled, and evidence 
to that effect furnished to the satisfaction of the said 
Commissioners. 

Eighteenth. — It is further agreed that the return of 
the Engineer shall be the account by which the amount of 
materials furnished and work done shall be computed; 
and that the certificate of the inspectors appointed to 
inspect said work, that the same has been faithfully per- 
formed in accordance with the requirements of this con- 
tract, approved by the said Engineer and filed with the 
said Commissioners, shall be a condition precedent to the 
right of the said contractors to payment for work done by 
them under this agreement or any part thereof. 

Nineteenth. — It is further expressly understood and 
agreed by and between the parties hereto that the action 
of the Engineer by which the said contractors are to be 
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bound and concluded, according to the terms of this con- 
tract, shall be that evidenced by his final certificate ; all 
prior certificates upon which ninety per cent, payments 
may be made being merely estimates ; and said final cer- 
tificate may be made without notice to the contractors 
thereof, or of the measurements upon which the same is 
based. 

Twentieth. — And it is hereby expressly agreed and un- 
derstood by and between the parties hereto that the said 
Commissioners, their successors and assigns, shall not, nor 
shall any department or officer of the City of New York 
be precluded or estopped by any return or certificate made 
or given by any 1 engineer, surveyor, inspector or other 
officer, agent or appointee of said Harlem River Bridge 
Commissioners, under or in pursuance of anything in this 
agreement contained, from at any time showing the true 
and correct amount and character of the work which shall 
have been furnished by the said contractors, or any other 
person or persons under this agreement. 

Twenty-first. —The Commissioners hereby covenant 
and agree to furnish to the contractors the free and unin- 
terrupted use of the land shown on plan hereto attached, 
and marked Schedule "E," for the purpose of depositing 
any working material. 

Twenty-second. — The contractors hereby further agree 
that they will give their personal attention constantly to 
the faithful prosecution of the said work, and will keep 
the same under their own control; that they will not assign, 
by power of attorney or otherwise, any of the moneys 
payable under this agreement, unless by and with the con- 
sent of the said Commissioners in writing ; that no right 
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under this contract, nor to any moneys to become due 
hereunder, shall be asserted against the Mayor, Aldermen 
and Commonalty of the City of New York, or against the 
said Commissioners by reason of any so-called assignment 
in law or equity of this contract, or any part thereof, and 
that no person other than the parties signing this agree- 
ment as the parties of the second part has now any claim 
hereunder. If at any time any overseer or workman who 
shall be employed by the contractors shall be declared 
by the Engineer to be unfaithful, disobedient or incom- 
petent, the contractors, on receiving written notices, shall 
forthwith dismiss such person, and will not again employ 
him on any part of the work, except with the consent of 
said Engineer. 

Twenty-third. — And it is further agreed by and between 
the parties hereto, that if at any time before, or within 
thirty days after, the whole work herein agreed to be per- 
formed has been completed, or accepted by the Commis- 
sioners, any person or persons claiming to have performed 
any labor or furnished any materials towards the perform- 
ance or completion of this contract, shall file with the 
said Commissioners or with the head of the Finance De- 
partment of the City of New York, any claim under the 
act entitled " An Act to secure the payment of laborers, 
mechanic^, merchants, traders, and persons furnishing 
materials towards the performing any public work in the 
cities of the State of New York," then and in every such 
case, the said Commissioners shall retain, anything herein 
contained to the contrary thereof notwithstanding, from 
the moneys under their control, and due or to grow due 
under this agreement, so much of such moneys as shall be 
sufficient to pay off, satisfy and discharge the amount in 
such notice alleged or claimed to be due to the person or 
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persons filing such notice, together with the reasonable 
costs and expenses of any action or actions brought to en- 
force such claim or the lien created' by the filing of such 
notice. The moneys so retained shall be retained by the 
said Commissioners until the lien created by the said act 
and the filing of the said notice shall be discharged, pur- 
suant to the provisions of the said act. And the said con- 
tractors hereby further agree that they will furnish said 
Commissioners with satisfactory evidence that all persons 
who have done work or furnished materials under this 
agreement, and who may have given written notice to the 
said Commissioners, at any time within ten days after the 
completion of the work aforesaid, that any balance for 
such work or materials is still due and unpaid, have been 
fully paid or satisfactorily secured such balance. 

Twenty-fourth.— Upon the completion of the whole 
work, the Engineer shall examine the same, and in case 
he shall find that all the matters and things herein pro- 
vided to be done by the contractors have been done to his 
satisfaction, he shall make a certificate of that fact and 
file the same with the Commissioners, and shall also 
certify to the Commissioners the amount remaining due 
to the contractors upon this contract. Said certificate 
shall be final and conclusive upon the contractors unless 
the same shall be returned by the Commissioners to the 
Engineer for correction, and upon the same being cor- 
rected accordingly, such corrected certificate shall be final 
and conclusive upon the contractors. Upon the comple- 
tion of the whole work in accordance with the require- 
ments of this contract, and to the satisfaction of the Com- 
missioners, and upon acceptance thereof by the Commis- 
sioners, and upon the filing of the certificate last above 
mentioned, and the performance by the contractors of all 
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acts and things by this contract required to be done by 
them, and upon the Commissioners being satisfied of the 
correctness of said certificate, the Commissioners shall 
pass and forward to the Comptroller of the City of New 
Yorfc, for payment, a proper voucher, or proper vouchers, 
in form to be approved by said Comptroller, in favor of 
the said contractors, for the amount shown by said certi- 
ficate to be due to the said contractors. 

Twenty-fifth.— Whenever in this contract or in the 
specifications for said bridge, it is provided that any- 
thing is to be, or to be done, or as, or when or where 
" required" or "specified," it shall be taken to mean 
and intend "required" or "specified" (as the case may 
be) by the Engineer in charge of the work. Whenever 
the word " Engineer " is used in this contractor in said 
specifications, it refers to and designates the Engineer 
who may, by the said Commissioners, be appointed regu- 
larly, or for the time being to have charge of the construc- 
tion of the work herein specified. 

Twenty-sixth.— Nothing herein contained shall sub- 
ject the parties of the first part, or either of them, to 
any personal or individual liability. 

In witness whereof, the parties of the first part and 
the said Myles Tierney have hereunto set their hands 
and seals, and the said Passaic Rolling Mill Company 
hath hereunto caused its corporate seal to be affixed, and 
these presents to be subscribed by its President, the day 
and year first above written.

Harlem River Bridge— Specifications for its Con- 
struction. 

general description. 
The bridge will consist of two arches of steel, each of 
508 feet span in the clear; three piers, each 40 feet thick, 
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at springing line of arches, with two abutments of ma- 
sonry, the east abutment being about 342 feet long, the 
west abutment about 277 feet. Through each abutment 
will be a masonry arched passage of 60 feet clear span. 

The contract will include such excavation, embank- 
ment, grading, paving, etc., as may be required for com- 
plete connections between the masonry abutments and 
Tenth avenue on the west side and Aqueduct avenue on 
the east side. These connections to be graded, paved, 
curbed and drained. 

The total length of the bridge and its approaches will be 
about 2,373 feet. The clear width of the bridge 80 feet, 50 
feet of which will be carriageway, and the remainder 
sidewalks of equal width. 

The piers from the rock foundation to a level 1 foot be- 
low ground line or low water shall be formed of dressed 
stone facing with an interior of concrete. The facing to 
be of granite in heavy courses. From this level to the 
springing line of arches the general construction will be 
the same, but the facing will be of granite of approved 
color and texture, with rusticated joints. 

Above the springing line the piers will be faced with 
coursed ashlar of gneiss, rock faced, with quoins of dressed 
granite. Courses may change the height occasionally on 
the long faces of the* piers. 

Abutments will be faced with random coursed work of 
gneiss, or other approved stone, rock faced. 

All backing and cross walls of rubble. Ring stones 
( ) of arched openings will be of cut granite, the rest of 
the arch of dressed gneiss; cornices, balustrades, etc., of 
granite. 

The roadway between Tenth avenue and the west abut- 
ments and Aqueduct street and the east abutment will be 
80 feet wide, as on the bridge. Excavations for the road- 
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way will be made 2£ to 3 feet below grade, surface, earth 
or rock. 

Slopes of the roadway excavations and embankments 
which would extend outside the City's land 1Q0 feet in 
width, must be supported by dry retaining walls of rock 
from the excavations. Slopes of embankments will be 
protected by slope walls 1 foot thick. 

The work will conform to the drawings exhibited and 
to such others, in explanation of details, or to conform to 
such new conditions as may arise, as may be furnished 
from time to time. 

The contract will include preparation of the site, exca- 
vation, embankment, masonry, iron and steel work, and 
the entire construction and completion of the work accord- 
ing to the plans and specifications, together with the re- 
moval of all rubish and surplus material. 

Excavations will include all material removed for foun- 
dations, for grading the ground adjacent to the bridge, 
etc. Rock in place which requires blasting, and boulders 
of more than 10 cubic feet, shall be classified as " rock; " 
all other material as " earth." But all excavation for the 
middle pier (No. 2) is to be classified as dredging, the price 
for which is applicable only to the net lines of the coffer- 
dam required, and to the depth shown on the exhibited 
plans as depth of foundation of Pier No. 2. Excavations 
will be made to such slopes as may be directed by the 
Engineer, and be neatly finished. 

Embankments will be formed of selected earth carted 
in layers of 1 foot in thickness, each layer to be kept as 
nearly horizontal as may be, wetted and rolled with a 
heavy grooved roller— such rock as it may be necessary to 
nse will be placed in the outer slopes, or if any is permitted 
under the roadway it shall not be larger than 16 inches in 
any dimension. It shall be placed compactly and all 
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spaces and interstices filled with small stones, gravel and 
earth. The upper three feet will be made with fine gravel 
and clay wetted and rolled to be water-tight. 

FOUNDATIONS. 

The piers will be founded upon the solid rock, and such 
means as the Engineer shall direct shall be used to lay the 
rock bare and visible. The western abutment will also 
rest upon the rock, which, on the west side of the valley, 
will be found at or near the surface. On a portion of the 
eastern side the rock lies at a considerable depth, and the 
foundations of the abutment at such points will be on 
earth at such depth as the Engineer may direct. 

All rock which, in the opinion of the Engineer, is too 
soft or too much decayed to give a suitable support, shall 
be removed to such depth as may be necessary. 

The surface of the rock shall be leveled off or cut down 
to such planes as the Engineer"may direct, and all hollows 
and fissures will be filled with mortar or concrete, as 
directed. 

If, in the opinion of the Engineer, the solidity of the 
foundation will be injured by blasting, the rock must be 
removed by other means. 

Where the facing stones of the piers rest upon the rock, 
proper beds will be prepared for them by dressing the 
rock. 

The face stone in foundation of abutment walls will also 
be fitted to the rock in such manner as the Engineer may- 
direct; for rubble or concrete backing, it will be sufficient 
that the rock is approximately level. 

Granite will be sound, strong and durable, to be ap- 
proved by the Engineer; all above the surface will be of 
uniform and approved color and texture, in courses two 
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and three feet high; the highest courses in bottom of wall. 
Each stone shall have at least as much bed as rise. 

It will be cut to fair plane parallel beds to lay half -inch 
joints, with clean, sharp arrises; joints to be full for twelve 
inches back from the face. 

Below the surface of ground and water— £ e., from one 
foot below the graded surface of the ground, or extreme 
low water— the face shall be pitched off to the lines of the 
beds and joints, to the true batter. 

From surface to springing line the lower bed and the 
vertical joints shall be cut straight and true to the rock 
face of the stone; the upper bed shall have a horizontal 
draft four inches wide sunk two inches from the general 
face of the stone, conforming to the batter of the wall, 
and a flat draft, corresponding to the same on each angle 
of the pier. 

The quoins will be rock faced, arranged to show alter- 
nately three and six feet on the front and side of pier, 
with a flat draft two inches wide around each face of each 
stone, and two inches back from its general rock face. 

All cornices and parapet to be cut to true surfaces with 
true, clean arrises; to conform to drawings. 

On coping of parapet, and all faces of same next the 
roadway to be six-cut work, outside wall to be plane axed. 

Rails or coping and posts of parapet to be secured with 
such dowels or clamps as may be directed. 

Face voussoirs of sixty feet arches— average depth 
three feet — will be cut to close plane beds and joints ex- 
tending through the stone; to be fine cut (axed) on the 
soffit, rock faced on the heads, with three-inch draft on 
each radical joint, and on each exposed arris. Interior 
arch stones may be of granite or gneiss, with fine cut 
beds and joints; face on soffit to be axed. The joints to 
be at right angles to the beds. 
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Bridge seats to conform to drawings of large selected 
dimension blocks of granite, close dressed upon all sides, 
six-cut work on top where arches rest. To be well bedded 
and bonded, and secured with clamps and holding down 
bolts. 

Coursed ashler will be of the best quality, sound, dur- 
able New York or Weschester gneiss, or equally accept- 
able stone in twelve to eighteen inch courses dressed to 
plane, parallel beds with verticle joints six inches back 
from the face, to lay one-half inch joints pitched to line 
with not mox*e than three inches rock on the face. Beds 
to average two and one-half feet wide, if required. 

Broken range ashler same as above, but courses may 
vary by checking, or by the occasional use of levelers, no 
leveler to be less than four inches high. Joints may be 
three-quarter inch thick, but stones which range together 
must be of the same height, and beds must be truly hori- 
zontal. 

Eandom coursed work for facing abutments will be of 
the same or other approved stone with horizontal beds; 
end joints need not be vertical, but as nearly so as the 
stone will break; no sharp thin points allowed; all stones 
to have good beds whether natural or made so with the 
hammer or other tool, to lay three-quarter inch joints. 

Rough rubble will be of hard, sound, clean, well-shaped 
stone, hammered if need be to good fair beds so that they 
will lie solid. All to be well bonded. 

Dry retaining walls of such thickness as the Engineer 
may direct will be laid up of the best stone taken from ex- 
cavation, laid to a fair face, and bonded as well as the 
character of the stone will permit. 

Slope walls of same stone will be laid by hand on the 
slopes of banks to line, well fitted. 

Cement will be equal to the best Rosendale brands, to 
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be fresh and ground so fine that ninty-five per cent, will 
pass through a sieve of 2,500 messes to the square inch. 
To be subject to continual inspection and test, and the 
approval of the Engineer. Portland cement of approved 
quality shall be used when required by the Engineer, and 
will be paid for at cost less the cost of the same quantity 
of Rosendale cement. 

Sand will be sharp, silicious, clean and not too fine, 
screened when required by the Engineer. 

Mortar will generally be composed of one part of 
cement and two parts by measure of sand, thoroughly 
mixed without excess of water on a bed of plank pro- 
tected from the sun and rain, and used before it has begun 
to set. It cannot be used as grout or on the second set. 

Concrete will be composed of one part by measure of 
cement, two parts of sand, and five parts of sound, hard 
durable stone broken to pass through a ring two and one- 
half inches in diameter, the stone to be clean and free 
from dust. The whole to be thoroughly mixed without 
excess of water by machinery where practicable, put in 
place and compacted by ramming, before it has begun to 
set. 

Two parts of the broken stone may be replaced with ap- 
proved gravel of proper size and character ; when required 
it ehall be made of Portland cement, with two parts of 
sand and five of broken stone as above. 

LAYING MASONRY. 

All stone shall be laid upon its natural bed. For granite 
facing of piers, no stretcher shall have less length than 2i 
times its rise; every fourth stoile shall be a header, with 3 
feet breadth of bed, and 4 to 5 feet long; joints shall be 
broken at least a foot. 
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For coursed and broken ranged ashlar, the bond will be 
8 inches, one header in every 10 feet of course, to be at 
least 4 feet long, be well bonded to the rough rubble back- 
ing. 

All stone to be well and solidly laid to the proper lines 
in full beds of mortar and settled in place with a wooden 
maul. The stones to be clean and moistened at the time 
of setting. Joints of face stone will be filled with the 
trowel or other tool. 

Rubble stone also will be laid perfectly solid in full beds 
of mortar, and all joints well filled with the same. All 
spaces shall be filled with mortar, and spalls and selected 
pieces of stone driven in until the whole is full. Every 
stone shall have at least one good flat bed. It will be laid 
upon its best bed and a proper bed prepared upon it for the 
stone above. 

The cross- walls of nibble masonry and the rear of all 
walls backed with rubble will be nearly laid to line, with 
full, clean joints. 

The walls must be solid, free from holes or voids. 

Face work will be pointed and jointed as the work pro- 
gresses, with the same mortar with which the work is 
laid, pressed in and burnished with a proper tool. The 
whole to be left fair and clean when the work is finished. 

Suitable machinery must be used for handling large 
stones, and every stone the bond of which is broken must 
be taken up and reset. 

All stone for the same class of face work shall be as 
nearly as practicable of the same quality and color, that 
the appearance of the finished work may be uniform. 

The cross and transverse walls will carry longitudinal 
beams of iron or steel properly connected by tie rods. 
Upon these will be built arches of rubble or concrete of 
such dimensions as may be prescribed. All metal to be 
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well bedded ia concrete or masonry and protected from 
the elements. . 

The face of the masonry shall be left clean and free 
from stains and spots; all masonry broken or injured shall 
be replaced by the contractor at his own cost. If by 
direction of the Engineer the face should not be pointed 
as the work progresses, as hereinbefore provided, then, 
after completion, all joints shall be raked out to the proper 
depth and pointed with dark mortar made with finely 
ground Portland cement, driven in with a culking tool. 

On the abutments the sidewalks shall be of blue-stone 
flags, not less than three inches thick, planed on the top 
surface and front edge. The joints are to be caulked. 

The flags shall extend the full width of sidewalk in not 
more than three lengths, breaking joints; to be from five 
to seven feet wide, and have an inclination of three inches 
towards the roadway. They shall be laid in cement 
mortar. The curb and gutter stone shall be of blue-stone, 
with its exposed surfaces axed, to be laid in cement 
mortar. At distances of about 150 feet in length of the 
bridge there shall be drain openings on each side, nine 
inches diameter, from which drain-pipes of cast-iron shall 
extend so as to deliver the water clear of the bridge. The 
opening shall be covered with suitable iron gratings. All 
of the above are to be furnished and placed by the con- 
tractor for masonry. 

Upon the buckle plates or jack-arches will be laid con- 
crete to the depth of two inches, in which the stone shall 
be broken to not exceed three-quarters of an inch in dia- 
meter, and above this additional concrete as before de- 
scribed crowning to six inches at the centre, and over the 
latter a layer of one inch of Trinidad asphalt and sand, 
and so laid as to render it water-tight. 

Upon the asphalt covering shall be laid two inches of 
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clean, coarse, sharp sand, upon which shall rest the granite 
paving, which shall consist of blocks of six inches deep, 
eight to twelve inches long, set three to four inches wide, 
separated by joints of one-half inch, which shall be filled 
with hot coal tar and asphalt, into which double-screened, 
clean gravel shall be rammed. The paving stone shall be 
so selected and laid as to place those of nearly the same 
size contiguous. 

There shall be gas-lamps, of an approved pattern and of 
a value of at least $60 each, at about fifty feet apart on 
each side of the bridge; also clusters on the two outer cor- 
ners of each pier, of a value of not less than $300 each, 
with the necessary pipes leading thereto, which shall be 
thoroughly tested by hydraulic pressure before acceptance. 
There shall be fine cut stone seats in each refuge bay 
over the three piers, of a value of not less than $500 for 
each bay. 

Passageways in the walls shall be made where directed. 
The general plans of the masonry, as shown on Sheets 
No8. 2, 3, 4 and 5, are not intended for working plans, 
but solely to enable the bidders to determine the quan- 
tities, and, in connection with the specifications, the gen- 
eral character of the work. Modifications must be made 
in these plans to adapt the bridge seats to the plan of 
the arches, and to comply with the specifications in regard 
to the foundations. 

From the ends of the abutments to Aqueduct street 
on the east, and Tenth avenue on the west, the roadway 
will be of granite blocks, sand, asphalt and concrete, as 
on the bridge proper. The concrete will be 9 inches deep, 
crowning 6 inches, and rest upon a bed of fine gravel of 
12 inches depth, wet and rolled with a 20-ton roller. 
The crowning of the roadway will be made on the earth 
embankment or excavation. 
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The sidewalks shall each be 15 feet wide, of blue-stone 
flags and concrete, as on the bridge proper. The concrete 
shall be of the same depth as under the roadway. The 
curbs will be of blue-stone, 6 feet long, 8 inches wide, 
and 20 inches deep, fine dressed on all exposed surfaces 
and end joints, and rough dressed elsewhere. The gut- 
ters also of blue- stone, 12 inches wide, 10 inches deep, and 
6 feet long, dressed on top, side and end joints; their sur- 
face will be placed 1 inch below the level of the pavement, 
and the latter beveled off to meet it. 

The drains will be of vitrified clay pipe, 12 to 18 inches 
diameter under each gutter, at about 5 feet below ground, 
with manholes 3 feet square, provided with the usual cast- 
iron covers, gratings and ladders, and silt basins below. 
On the embankments, at the ends of the abutments, will 
be placed granite posts, 6 feet apart, each 8 feet long, set 
4 feet above and 4 feet below the surface, the upper half 
to be fine dressed, 6 inches square at top, and 8 inches 
square at the surface of the ground. There will be two 
chains of £-inch galvanized iron attached to bolts passing 
through the post and leaded to it. 

Vitrified pipe of 12 inches diameter, placed at 5 feet be- 
low grade, under each gutter, with manholes, silt basins, 
cast-iron covers, gratings and ladders. 

At the west end of the abutment the pipe from the south 
side will be extended across and connect with that on the 
north side, and then will descend vertically, by a well on 
the rear of the abutment, to its bottom, and pass through 
it to the interior, where it will connect with the drain-pipe 
within the abutment. 

The drain-pipe within the abutment will follow the rear 
face of the north abutment wall and be carried through or 
under all of the cross walls to the rear of Pier No. 1, and 
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thence either through or around the north end of the pier, 
and thence to the river. This pipe will be 12 inches dia- 
meter, and placed at such depth as will drain all of the 
space under the abutments. 

In each of the spaces between the the cross walls will be 
dug in the rock a trench descending from the south to the 
north side, and discharging into the main 12-inch drain- 
pipe. 

The vertical cast-iron pipes from the roadway of the 
bridge will descend to and discharge in these cross drains. 

The spaces within the abutment (east and west) will be 
leveled off to smooth surfaces as may be directed. 

Such of the materials excavated (rock, sand, etc.,) as 
the Engineer shall consider suitable for any portion of the 
work, may be used by the contractor without charge 
therefor. 

All excavation, except the above, shall be deposited at 
such places within one half mile haul as the Engineer 
shall indicate. 

The Harlem River Bridge — Specifications for the 
Steel and Iron Work. 

general description. 

The work comprised under these specifications will con- 
sist of two main arch spans with their bracing, supporting 
columns, floor-beams, stringers and buckle plates; also the 
floor-beams over the piers and abutments; also the hand- 
railing and cornice work over the main spans. 

MAIN SPANS. 

The main spans will be arches, having a clear opening 
of 508 feet, with a rise of 90 feet, and a depth of arch 
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rib of 13 feet, as per the general plan (Sheet No. 2). Each 
span will have six arch ribs, spaced 14 feet, centre to 
centre. Each rib will be formed of a plate web, properly 
stiffened, and of flanges of plates and angles. All parts 
of the ribs shall be of mild steel. The ribs must be united 
together by a system of wind-bracing on the line of each 
flange, and by a system of sway-bracing between all the 
ribs at every panel point. 

The lateral and sway systems may be either of iron or 
steel. 

The vertical columns supporting the cross floor-beams 
shall be formed of shaped iron, latticed. These columns 
must be stiffened, transversely of the bridge, by a proper 
system of sway -bracing, and shall be rigidly connected to 
the arch ribs and the cross floor-beams. 

The arch ribs may, at the option of the designer, be 
pivoted or fixed at the ends. For pivoted ends the bear- 
ing pressure upon the pivot shall not exceed 5,000 pounds 
per square inch of effective bearing surface. The bearing 
surfaces must be of steel. For fixed ends the anchorage 
must have a resistance equal at least to three times the 
overturning forces. 

The floor shall be formed of cross floor-beams at inter- 
vals of about 15 feet, and longitudinal floor beams resting 
upon and securely fastened to the cross floor-beams with a 
floor surface formed of buckle plates. 

The cross floor beams will be rivete I girders formed of 
angles and plates of iron or mild steel. The longitudinal 
beams will be rolled beams of steel or iron, and will be 
spaced at the proper distances apart to receive the buckle 
plates. The buckle plates will be of steel or iron, about 3 
feet square, at least finch thick, and crowning 2 inches at 
the centre. They must be firmly and closely riveted to 
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the longitudinal beams and to each other. The floor-beams 
on the abutments and piers will be rolled beams of steel 
or iron. 

All parts must be readily accessible for inspection, clean- 
ing and painting. No close sections will be accepted. 

LOADS. 

The floor and its supports shall be proportioned to carry 
a dead load of 225 pounds per square foot of bridge floor, 
inclusive of its own weight and either of the following 
live loads: (a.) A distributed live load of 100 pounds per 
square foot of bridge floor; or (6.) a twenty-ton road roller 
of the ordinary dimensions placed in any position on the 
roadway. The floor beams on the abutments and piers 
shall be proportioned for the above load, and, in addition, 
the weight of the jack arches. The arches of the main 
span shall be proportioned to carry their own weight 
assumed at 15,000 pounds per lineal foot of arch, an 
assumed weight of floor and paving equal to 18,000 
pounds lineal foot of bridge, a live load assumed at 8,000 
pounds per lineal foot of bridge, and a wind pressure of 
1,200 pounds per lineal foot of bridge distributed in pro- 
portion to the exposed surfaces. 

A range of temperature of 75 degrees Fahrenheit, above 
and below the mean, shall be considered in proportioning 
all parts of the structure. 

The modulus of elasticity for iron and steel to be 
assumed at 26,000,000 pounds. 

ALLOWED UNIT STRAINS. 

The maximum strains produced by any combination of 
the above loads shall not exceed the following: 
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Tension or compression in the flanges of the 

arch ribs, per square inch of gross 

section 15,000 pounds. 

Tension in same, per net section 18, 000 

Tension in flanges of cross floor- beams, per 

square inch of net section for iron... 10,000 

Same for mild steel 12,000 

Tension of compression, extreme fibre of 

longitudinal beams, for iron 12,000 

Same for steel 15,000 

Tension, lateral and sway rods, iron 15,000 

Tension, lateral and sway rods, steel 20,000

No compression member, however, shall have an un- 
stayed length exceeding 45 times its least width. The 
lateral struts shall be proportioned by the above formula 
to resist the resultant due to an assured strain of 10,000 
pounds per square inch upon all rods attached to these 
struts. 

The rivets connecting the parts of any member must be 
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so spaced that the shearing strain per square inch shall 
not exceed 7,500 pounds for iron, nor 9,000 pounds for 
steel; nor the pressure on the bearing surface of the 
rivets, per square inch, exceed 12,000 pounds for iron or 
15,000 pounds for steel. 

Plate girders shall be proportioned upon the supposition 
that the bending or cord strains are resisted entirely by 
the upper and lower flanges, and that the shearing or web 
strains are restricted entirely by the web plate. No part 
of the web plate shall be estimated as flange area. The 
web plates shall not be subjected to a shearing strain per 
square inch greater than 4,000 pounds for iron or 5,000 for 
steel. ' No web plate shall, however, be less than f -inch 
thick. 

Similarly, the web of the arch ribs shall be considered 
as resisting shearing strains only. 

All web plates must be properly stiffened, and must be 
spliced at all joints by a plate or two angles on each 
side. 

The flange plates of the arch ribs must be limited in 
width so as not to extend beyond the outer line of rivets 
connecting them to the angles more than 5 inches or more 
than 8 times the thickness of the first plate. Where two 
or more plates are used on the flanges, they shall either be 
of equal thickness, or shall decrease in thickness out- 
wardly from the angles. 

The pitch of rivets in all classes of work shall never ex- 
ceed 6 inches, or 16 times the thinnest outside plate, nor 
be less than 3 diameters of the rivet. 

The distance between the edge of any piece and the cen- 
tre of a rivet-hole must never be less than 1 J inches, ex- 
cept for bars less than 2£ inches wide. Where practicable 
it shall be at least 2 diameters of the rivet. 
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The rivets, used shall generally be f-inch or more in 
diameter. 

All rivet-holes must be so accurately spaced that when 
the several parts forming one piece are assembled together, 
a rivet ^ inch less in diameter than the hole can be en- 
tered, hot, into any hole. 

The rivets, when driven, must completely fill the holes. 
The heads must be round and of a uniform size for the 
same sized rivets throughout the work; they must be full 
and neatly made, and be concentric to the rivet-hole and 
thoroughly pinch the connected pieces together. Wher- 
ever possible all rivets must be machine driven, both dur- 
ing the shop manufacture and the erection. 

The several pieces forming one built member must fit 
closely together, and, when riveted, shall be free from 
twists, bends, or open joints. 

All joints in riveted work, whether in tension or com- 
pression, must be properly spliced. All abutting ends 
shall be planed to careful fits. 

All the details and connections of the several parts of 
the structure shall be of such strength that rupture would 
occur in the body of the members rather than in any of 
their details or connections. 

No steel or iron of a less thickness than f-inch shall be 
used in any part of the structure. 

No tension rod shall have a less sectional area than 1 \ 
square inches. 

The sheared edges of all the steel shall be planed off to 
a depth of J-inch. 

All punched holes shall be clean cuts without torn or 
ragged edges. 

All punched holes in steel must be reamed to a diameter 
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^-inch larger so as to remove all the sheared surface of the 
metal. 

All bed plates must be of such dimensions that the 
greatest pressure upon the masonry shall not exceed 800 
pounds per square inch. The bed plates must be firmly 
anchored to the masoniy of the piers and abutments. 

The workmanship of all parts of the work shall be first- 
class in every particular, not only as regards the effective 
working of all parts of the structure as to maximum 
strength, but to secure in all respects neatness of appear- 
ance and finish to all detailed parts. 

Wherever the floor girders of the main arches are sup- 
ported on the masonry, suitable bearings of cast or 
wrought iron shall be secured to the masonry to carry the 
same. 

Provision must be made at the junction of the pave- 
ments on the abutments, piers and main spans to allow for 
the movements from expansion. 

The contractor shall furnish promptly all bolts and 
anchors, which must be inserted in the piers and abut- 
ments during the construction of the same. He will also 
furnish all necessary drawings, showing the proper loca- 
tion of each bolt and anchor, for the use of the masonry 
contractor. 

The cornice and parapet over the arches shall be made 
of cast iron, as shown on Sheet No. 6, and shall not 
weigh less than 190 pounds per lineal foot. 

These castings must be clean and sharp on the edges, 
and perfectly straight and out of wind. They must be 
free from blow-holes and surface defects, and shall be 
equal to the best class of architectural iron- work. 
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QUALITY OP MATERIAL. 

Iron. — All wrought-iron must be tough, fibrous and 
uniform in character. It shall have a limit of elasticity 
of not less than 26,000 pounds per square inch. 

Finished bars must be thoroughly welded during the 
rolling, and be free from injurious seams, blisters, 
buckles, cinder spots or imperfect edges. 

For all tension members the bars shall stand the follow- 
ing tests: 

Full-sized pieces of flat, round or square iron, not over 
4i inches in sectional area, shall have an ultimate strength 
of 48,000 pounds per square inch, and stretch 12£ per cent, 
in their whole length. 

Bars of a larger sectional area than 4£ square inches, 
when tested in the usual way, will be allowed a reduction 
of 1,000 pounds per square inch for each additional square 
inch of section, down to a minimum of 46,000 pounds per 
square inch. 

When tested in specimens of uniform sectional area of 
at least £ square inch for a distance of 10 inches, taken 
from the tension members, which have been rolled to a 
section not more than 4| square inches, the iron shall 
show an ultimate strength of 50,000 pounds per square 
inch, and stretch 18 per cent, in a distance of 8 inches. 

Specimens taken from bars of a larger cross-section 
than 4£ inches will be allowed a reduction of 500 pounds 
for each additional square inch of section, down to a min- 
mum of 48,000 pounds. 

The same sized specimens taken from angle and other 
shaped iron shall have an ultimate strength of 48,000 
pounds per square inch, and elongate 15 per cent, in 8 
inches. 

The same sized specimens taken from plates less than 
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2± inches in width shall have an ultimate strength of 
48,000 pounds, and elongate 15 per cent, in 8 inches (a). 

The same sized specimens taken from plates exceeding 
24 inches in width shall have an ultimate strength of 
46,000 pounds and elongate 10 per cent. 

All iron for tension members must be capable of being . 
bent cold, for about 90 degrees to a curve whose diameter 
is not over twice the thickness of the piece, without crack- 
ing. At least one sample in three must bend 180 degrees 
to this curve without cracking. When nicked on one side, 
and bent by a blow from a sledge, the fracture must be 
nearly all fibrous, showing few crystalline specks. 

Specimens from angle, plate (a) and shaped iron must 
stand bending cold through 90 degrees, and to a curve, 
whose diameter is not over three times its thickness, with- 
out cracking. When nicked and bent its fractures must be 
mostly fibrous. 

Iron rivets shall be made from the best double refined 
iron. 

Steel. — The steel shall be uniform in character for each 
specified kind. The finished bars, plates and shapes must 
be free from cracks on the faces or corners, and have clean, 
smooth surfaces. 

All steel for the arch ribs, girders and tension rods, shall 
have an ultimate strength of 62,000 to 70,000 pounds per 
square inch, with an elastic limit not less than 32,000 
pound? per square inch, and a minimum elongation of 18 
per cent, when measured on a original length of 8 inches. 

All steel for rivets shall have an ultimate strength per 
square inch of 56,000 to 64,000 pounds, with a minimum 
elongation of 25 per cent. 

Tests shall be made by samples cut from the finished 
material after rolling. The samples to be at least 12 inches 
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long and to have a uniform sectional area not less than £ 
square inch. All the samples must show uniform fine 
grained fractures of a blue steel-gray color, entirely free 
from fiery lustre or blackish cast. 

Samples cut from finished material for the arch ribs, gir- 
ders or tension members, tested before or after heating to 
a low cherry red, and cooled in water at 82° Fahr. must 
stand bending to a curve whose inner radius is one and a 
half times the thickness of the sample, without cracking. 
Samples of rivet steel, before and after being heated to a 
light yellow heat and quenched in cold water, must stand 
closing solidly together without sign of f racture. To check 
the uniformity of the material, the manufacturers of the 
ingots shall cause to be made from each cast sample bars 
of \ inch round, with a definite and uniform reduction 
equivalent to reducing a 4-inch ingot to the sample size. 
They shall mark the same in a manner to identify the final 
product. 

The usual chemical tests shall be furnished in connection 
with these samples. 

No work must be put upon any steel at or near the blue 
temperature, or between that of boiling water and the 
ignition of hard-wood sawdust. 

Any steel straightened or worked cold by use of the 
hammer or gag press must be afterwards wholly annealed. 

The contractor must furnish the use of a testing ma- 
chine, capable of testing the above samples, at all mills 
where the iron or steel may be manufactured, free of 
cost. 

All facilities for inspection of the material and work- 
manship shall be furnished by the contractor. He shall 
furnish the above samples, prepared, of both the steel and 
iron, without charge. 
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PAINTING. 

All the steel and iron work, except the buckle plates, 
shall receive a thorough coating of pure linseed oil as soon 
as practicable after its manufacture, and an additional coat 
of paint before erection. 

The paint shall be made of strictly pure linseed oil and 
finely ground red lead. 

The paint must be well worked into all joints and open 
spaces. 

Before painting, all the iron and steel work shall be 
thoroughly cleansed from rust or lose scale. 

In riveted work, all surfaces coming in contact shall each 
be painted before being riveted together. 

The buckle plates shall be treated by immersion, hot, 
into a bath of the usual preparation of coal-tar and as- 
phaltum, now customary for cast-iron water-pipe. 

After erection, all exposed surfaces of the steel and iron 
work shall receive two full coats of white lead and linseed 
oil paint of six selected tints and shades. 

ERECTION. 

The contractor shall so conduct his operations during 
erection as not to obstruct the river passage, or any pub- 
lic street, without due authbrity; nor to interfere unnec- 
essarily with the work of the other contractors. 

He shall assume all risks of accidents to men and mate- 
rial prior to the final acceptance of the completed struc- 
ture by the Commission. 

At the completion of his work he must remove all false 
works, piling and other obstructions or unsightly material 
produced by his operations. 
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GENERAL CLAUSES. 

All working drawings required by the Commission must 
be furnished free of cost. 

No work shall be commenced or materials ordered until 
the working drawings are approved in writing by the En- 
gineer of the Commission. 

The iron hand-railing, cornice and ornamental iron 
work will be in accordance with the general plans. 

The Commission reserve the selection of the hand-rail- 
ing and ornamental work, providing its actual cost in 
place to the contractor, plus ten per cent, profit, does not 
exceed the price of eighteen dollars per running foot for 
the iron hand-railing, and a fixed price of thirty-six dollars 
per lineal foot of span for the cornice and ornamental iron 
work, exclusive of hand-railing, but inclusive of all 
brackets and attachments.

Sir, — I am in receipt of your communication of the 14th 
inst., in which you state that at a meeting of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, held on the 10th inst., a 
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report of the Harlem Bridge Commission, containing a 
statement indetail of the contract price of construction, the 
total expenditures that have been made, the expense that 
will be necessary to complete, etc. , the Harlem River Bridge, 
was received and referred to the Counsel to the Corpor- 
ation for his opinion as to how far the City is liable for 
the extra expense under the contract. 

Chapter 487 of the Laws of 1885, entitled " An Act to 
Provide for the Construction of a Bridge over the Harlem 
River in the City of New York," provides in its first sec- 
tion for the appointment of three Commissioners to con- 
struct a suitable bridge for the passage of persons, ani- 
mals, vehicles, and traffic across the Harlem river at a cer- 
tain point mentioned therein, and requires said Commis- 
sioners, when appointed, immediately to proceed with the 
construction of said bridge. 

Section 2 provides that said bridge shall be completed 
within three years from the passage of the act; that the 
Commissioners shall not receive any salary or other com- 
pensation, but may provide all necessary materials and em- 
ploy such persons as they may deem necessary for the 
work of constructing said bridge, and fix their compensa- 
tion. 

Section 3 provides generally for the construction of 
said bridge of stone, steel or iron, or of one or more of such 
materials; specifies a minimum width of eighty feet, and 
a minimum grade or elevation of one hundred and forty- 
five feet above mean high water-mark. It also directs 
that the bridge shall be free, and when completed shall be 
kept and maintained in good order and repair by the De- 
partment of Public Works. 

The fourth section requires the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to raise the amount needed for the work 
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of constructing the bridge by taxation, and authorizes 
them also to provide the necessary moneys for such con- 
struction, or any part thereof, by the issue of bonds of the 
City. It also directs that "the Comptroller of said City 
shall pay from all such moneys, upon vouchers certified 
by said Commissioners, in form to be approved by the 
said Comptroller, the cost of materials, labor and services 
required in the constructing of the said bridge and the 
necessary expenses connected therewith. ", 

The.foregoing is an abstract of all the provisions con- 
tained in said act. No other act of the Legislature has 
been passed in any way affecting the subject, so that 
whatever may be the powers of these Commissioners and 
the duties of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
are to be found within the limits of this single law. 

The powers of the Commissioners have been considered 
by one of my predecessors, who, on October 12, 1885, in 
an opinion given to Jacob Lorillard, Esq., Chairman of the 
Harlem Bridge Commission, stated as follows : 

" The act under which your Commission was appointed 
(chapter 487 of 1885) directs the Commissioners to con- 
struct said bridge, and provides in its second section that 
they 'may provide all necessary materials and employ 
such persons as they may deem necessary for the work of 
constructing said bridge and fix their compensation. 3 
Under an unrestricted grant of power, such as this, public 
officers may do the work within their jurisdiction in such 
£ manner as they see fit. 

" Parr vs. Greenbush, 72 N. Y., 463. 

" Kingsley vs. Brooklyn, 7 Abb., N. C, 29. 

" The Commission may, therefore, adopt whatever 
method seems best adapted to accomplish the purpose of 
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the act. They may contract for the preparation of the 
plan and, after its adoption, for the work and materials 
necessary to build the bridge, without complying with the 
regulations of the City charter and ordinances." 

Subsequently the Commissioners, having decided upon 
a plan for the bridge, entered into a contract with the 
Passaic Rolling Mill Company and Miles Tierney, for the 
construction of the entire work at the contract price of 
$2,055,000. The second section of the contract reads as 
follows: 

"2d. It is mutually understood and agreed that the 
Commissioners may at any time vary, alter, modify or 
amend the said preliminary plans and specifications, and 
in case, by reason of any such change, the quantity of 
any kind or class of work shall be increased beyond the 
amount thereof required by the said preliminary plana 
and specifications, then and in each such case the con- 
tractors shall receive payment for such increased quantity 
at the rates set forth in the schedule hereto annexed, 
marked ' C,' in addition to the said sum of $2,055,000, and 
in case, by reason of any such change, the quantity of any 
kind or class of work shall be diminished from the amount 
thereof required by the said plans or specifications, then 
and in every such case the said sum of $2,055,000 shall be 
diminished according to the rates set forth in said last- 
mentioned schedule. In case there shall be, by reason of 
any such change, an increase or decrease in quantity of any 
kind or class of work not specified in said schedule 'C,' 
then there shall be added to or deducted from said sum of 
$2,055,000, as the case may be, such sum as shall be certi- 
fied by the engineer as the excess of such increase or 
decrease in quantity. In every case the increase or 
decrease in quantity of any kind or class of work shall be 
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conclusively fixed by the final estimate of the engineer, to 
be certified to by the Commissioners," 

The fourth section of the contract provides, among 
other things, as follows: 

" It is further agreed by the contractors that any change 
or alteration of said plans or specifications shall not affect 
the price herein specified to be paid for said work, nor 
shall any claim for i extras ' or increase or other compensa- 
tion be made by the contractors, for or by reason or on 
account of any such change or modification, or any differ- 
ence thereby occasioned in the nature, cost or expensive- 
ness of the work, except only as in the second article here- 
with expressly provided." 

It will be seen from the citations which I have made 
from the contract, that it was the intention of the con- 
tracting parties that they should be at liberty, from time 
to time, to make such changes in the plans and character 
and method of doing the work as, in their judgment, the 
public interests might require, and as might seem to be 
expedient in the light of experience, as the work pro- 
gressed. There can, therefore, be no question, assuming 
the power of the Commissioners to enter into such a 
contract, that the modifications made, which have resulted 
in the increased cost of the bridge, were within their 
powers under the contract, and that the additional ex- 
pense occasioned by such changes should be paid by the 
Comptroller upon the requisition of the Commissioners 
and the certificates of the engineers, in the manner which 
the contract itself points out in such cases. An examina- 
tion of the act leads me to concur in the opinion expressed 
by my predecessor as to the plenary powers of these Com- 
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missioners to construct this bridge in such manner and 
at such cost as in the honest exercise of their judgment 
might seem to be proper. The general provisions of law 
contained in the Oity Charter and in the Eevised Ordin- 
ances, are applicable only to charter officers and the de- 
partments of the city government expressly subordinated 
to those provisions. I am unable to find any law which 
imposes any limitation upon the reasonable exercise of 
any power coming within the purview of the act under 
which this Commission is organized and the bridge author- 
ized to be built; nor is there any power vested in the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment to limit or control the 
expenditures of the Commission. Whatever obligations, 
within the purview of their powers, may have been hon- 
estly incurred by them in the work of constructing the 
bridge upon any plan or plans which they may have 
devised, or under any modifications of such plans or con- 
tracts which they may have entered into for the perform- 
ance of the work, must be provided for by the granting of 
the necessary supplies through appropriate action by the 
Board of Estimate [and Apportionment. The act in that 
respect is mandatory. 

I am of the opinion, therefore, that it was competent 
for the Harlem River Bridge Commissioners to modify the 
plans and contract in question and to incur the increased 
liability referred to for the completion of the bridge, and 
that it is the duty of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment to make the necessary provision for meeting such 
extra expense.

pared, and hand you herewith, a general plan for carrying 
One Hundred and Fifty-fifth street on a viaduct from St. 
Nicholas avenue to the Harlem River, uniting with Mc- 
Comb's Dam Road at the Central Bridge. In explanation 
thereof I comment as follows: 

The data furnished by your Department covered the lay- 
out of the streets, with profile of the natural surface of 
the ground, and desired grades. No foundation data has 
been obtained further than could be judged from the 
physical character of the ground and surroundings, some 
borings made by the Department of Public Parks con- 
tiguous to the Central Bridge, and the experience gained 
in the foundations of the elevated railroad in Eighth 
avenue. The foundation profile had, therefore, to be as- 
sumed, but it is believed that actual borings will not ma- 
terially affect the character of foundation shown on the 
plans. 

The requirements were for an elevated structure of 
wrought iron or steel, supporting a paved roadway and 
side walks, extending the width of the lower roadway 
between curbs, a column support being permissible in 
centre line of said roadway. The structure to be treated 
as architectually as possible within the limitations of the 
problem and correct constructive principles. 

The design submitted is for a steel structure proportioned 
for a general moving load of one hundred pounds per square 
foot, with local provision for heavy concentrated wheel- 
loads of two tons per wheel. The spacing of the spans is 
governed by the great weight the girders must support due 
to a paved roadway, the use of plate girders and general 
appearance, regard being paid at the same time to freedom 
of passage in the lower roadway. 

The roadway and sidewalks are supported upon a longi- 
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tudinal buckle plate floor, as shown, resting upon and loosely 
secured to transverse girders at about four-feet intervals, 
the girders being shaped to conform to formation lines of 
walk and roadway. The plates are covered with an asphal- 
tum (natural) surface as usually made, underlaid with 
heavy felting, well asphalted, on which is spread two 
inches of dry sand. 

The roadway is paved with six-inch granite blocks, well 
run in with tar and gravel, while what is known as grano- 
lithic pavement is proposed for the sidewalks. A cut- 
stone curbing protects the inside sidewalk girders. 

The longitudinal girders, five feet deep, on which above 
transverse girders rest, are spaced at intervals of ten feet 
eight inches, all inside girders being plate girders, while 
the extreme outside ones are double latticed. The trans- 
verse girders are six feet deep, with plate webs, between 
which are framed the longitudinal girders. The posts are 
eighteen inches square, box section, two sides plated and 
two sides double latticed. Transversely and longitudinally, 
they are stoutly bracketed to the girders resting upon 
them. The posts are socketed in base castings, capping 
Beton piers to which they are securely bolted, and which 
are founded on rock or piles, as future borings may regu- 
late. 

The arrangement of posts, as the structure crosses the 
elevated railroad with a special span of one hundred and 
five feet, necessitates the replacement of the elevated rail- 
road columns, supporting rear end of station platforms, 
with those required for the street viaduct, into which the 
platform girders must be framed. Crossing exterior 
street the posts are arranged parallel to said street iu two 
rows, in such manner as will best conserve the under street 
traffic uniting at this point. 
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The westerly end of the structure is bounded by a re- 
taining- wall about one hundred and thirty feet from St. 
Nicholas avenue, having a straight flank on north side, 
and following the curve of Edgecomb road on the south 
side until lost in the grade. At the river end it finishes on 
a masony pier, being at the same time the westerly pier 
of the Central Bridge as it should be. McComb's Dam 
road unites with the One Hundred and Fifty-fifth street 
viaduct by means of a short stretch of elevated roadway, 
starting from a retaining- wall, as shown on plan, a flight 
of steps suggesting a connection with exterior street, if 
deemed desirable. 

Connection with the elevated railroad overhead bridge is 
made as shown on the drawing, from which passengers 
can reach Elevated or Northern Railroad stations, or Eighth 
avenue. 

Drainage west of Eighth avenue connects with the 
sewer on that avenue, and on the east side of Eighth ave- 
nue the drainage is conducted to the Harlem River. 

The architectural features of such a structure as the 
proposed viaduct must be of necessity simple in character, 
growing out of the constructive necessities of the case. 
To avoid a trestle-work appearance is an t exceedingly dif- 
ficult matter in a structure of this character. 

The omission of longitudinal bracing in the high part of 
the structure may be open to criticism, and as too bold 
engineering, but their unsightliness is a strong induce- 
ment to leave them out. It is believed that the great 
inertia of the massive roadway and columns of only 40 
diameters (posts 18-inch square) well planted in their 
foundations, with their stiff corner bracing are sufficient 
to maintain the posts in position. All observations on the 
high work of the elevated roads indicate little, if any, 
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longitudinal motion in the columns. This is a subject on 
which figures cannot be made, and largely a matter of 
precedent. If put in at all it would connect every alter- 
nate pair of posts west of Eighth avenue. In any event 
transverse bracing is required on the high portion of the 
structure in addition to the arches shown in cross section. 
The whole depth of roadway and girders in side elevation 
has been treated as a deep cornice and facia, in which 
heaviness is relieved by the double-latticed outside girders, 
whose angularity is modified by the curved shaping of the 
intersection plate connections. The cornice proper is a 
strong projection, necessarily simple in section, being 
made from plate and angle irons, but harmonious with 
constructive necessities. 

The corner brackets and transverse arches, shaped, 
framed and ornamented as shown, stiffen the whole con- 
struction, relieve the forced angularity of girder work, 
and preserve the integrity of pure wrought decorative 
construction throughout, which has been the architectural 
motive aimed at. The railing suggested is also wholly of 
wrought iron, except the newel posts, which are repre- 
sented as cast-iron, although possibly it might be well to 
work them up in wroughtiron design. 

The masonry has been treated with reference to mass 
and color, any refinement of moulding or detail being con- 
sidered out of character in a work of such magnitude. 

On the drawing submitted is a small map, suggesting the 
proper location of the Central Bridge in connection with 
the proposed viaduct, in which the bridge is shown at right 
angles with the bulkhead-line and the connection required 
with the road on the Westchester side. It will be noticed 
that the suggested location provides a more sightly and 
natural connection between bridge and viaduct, while the 
main roads on the other side of the river enter the bridge 
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full as well, if not better, than they do now. The Central 
Bridge should be part of the proposed improvement, and a 
structure should be planned in harmony with it, both in 
alignment and character. A connection with the old 
bridge as it stands must be a makeshift at best. It is 
inadequate for the traffic, wrongly located, and a disgrace 
to the city. 

My approximate estimate for the cost of this work 
borders closely upon $800,000, made up from a reasonably 
accurate list of quantities, which, it is believed, a detail 
development of the plan and accurate foundation borings 
will not materially modify.

Sir, — By your letter of the 1st instant, this Departm< 
was requested to furnish certain information with regi 
to the construction of a tunnel between the Boulevard z 
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the elevated railroad station on Eighth avenue, and if the 
information could not be found in the records here to 
supply the same. 

Accordingly, I directed a profile to be made of the 
ground between the two points, and requested Mr. Julius 
W. Adams, a Civil Engineer attached to this Department, 
to furnish the estimates, which I herewith submit in the 
form of a letter from him addressed to me. 

I desire to say that the project is feasible. However, I 
do not think that anj communication can be made from 
the intersecting streets, owing to the difference of level to 
the bottom of the tunnel, which at Tenth avenue would 
be about seventy feet, and more at the other intersecting 
streets. 

The width of the tunnel cannot be fixed by any 
arbitrary rule, and there is an allowable difference of 
opinion. The estimate of the tunnel proper, including 
the brick lining and pavement, and all the fixtures, ex- 
cept the shaft, could be adapted to a small change of 
widths by making the estimate proportional to the width. 
This, of course, is approximate, but it is near enough 
to the truth for comparison.

Sir,— I append an approximate estimate of the cost of a 
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street tunnel between the intersection of the Boulevard 
and One Hundred and Fifty -fifth street, on a descending 
grade of 4.6 per 100 toward the Eighth avenue railway 
station; length, including open cut approaches, 2,127 feet. 
Failing any borings in the locality, and guided by the 
known irregularity of geological formation on the island, 
I have assumed that the excavation may develop disin- 
tegrated rock, or even pockets of hard pan or gravel, and 
have taken a price for tunneling of $8 per cubic yard, of 
which fifty cents is to cover the cost of the disposal of the 
material outside of the tunnel. For a similar reason, and 
in view of faults and slips, the lining of brick masonry 
has been taken as three feet in thickness, and the price 
per cubic yard at $12, the latter to cover the cost of back- 
filling. The dimensions are shown on the accompanying 
cross-section.

Gentlemen,— I am directed by the Harlem River Bridge 
Commission to acknowledge the receipt of your communi- 
cation of March 1, 1888, requesting a " detailed statement 
of the extra work done on Pier 2 of the Harlem River 
Bridge, together with the certificate of the Engineer, and 
the authorization by the said Commission for the said 
extra work which increased the cost of the same," and to 
reply thereto as follows: 

You will observe, by reference to the provisions relating 
to foundations, found on page 17 of the printed contract 
and specifications, that the piers were required to be 
founded on solid rock, and that such means as the Engi- 
neer should direct should be used to lay the rock bare and 
visible. 

When the contract was made, the depth to which it 
would be necessary to sink Pier 2 had not been deter- 
mined, although it was known that it would exceed 22 
feet; nor had it then been decided whether the additional 
depth would be better reached by the process of com- 
pressed air or by some other method. 

It was, therefore, left an open question, to be decided 
by the Engineer, and the most convenient method of pro- 
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viding for it in the contract was to show a depth of 
twenty-two feet only on the plans, leaving the additional 
depth to come under the operation of the seventh clause 
of the contract and of Schedule " C," which provided that 
any additional depth should be paid for at $45 per cubic 
yard of displacement, timber and masonry, if compressed 
air should be used, and at cost and ten per cent, if any 
other process should be used. 

This additional depth, you will therefore see, was not 
extra work, but a part of the work originally contem- 
plated by the contract. 

No authorization by the Commission beyond the con- 
tract provision was necessary. It being an engineering 
question, the right to determine the means was by the 
contract reserved to the Engineer of the Commission. 

The Engineer of the Commission, with the Consulting 
Engineers, being of the opinion that a caisson with com- 
pressed air was the safest and most certain way of found- 
ing said Pier 2, and at the same time of supporting the 
railroad tracks immediately alongside, which were in con- 
stant use by the trains of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad and the New York City and 
Northern Railroad, ordered the rock to be laid bare and 
visible by the means of a caisson and compressed air. 

So much of said foundation as was more than twenty- 
two feet below mean high water, viz.: 4,049.6 cubic yards 
actual displacement in place, thereby became payable for 
at the price for increased foundations below line, viz. : $45 
per cubic yard, as per schedule. 

From month to month as the work progressed on said 
foundation, the Engineer certified the work to be done, 
and the amount due the contractor for so doing, and the 
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Commission approved the same and certified the same 
payment. 

The certificates of the Engineer were duly forwar 
with the voucher in favor of the contractor.

Reasons for Opposing Viaduct and Advocating 

Tunnel. 

1. The tunnel will be far less expensive: 

The viaduct will cost one million dollars. 

The tunnel will* cost three hundred thousand 
dollars. 

The petitioners for the viaduct will have the via- 
duct or nothing, and do not express a willingness to 
bear the expense of it. 

2. The tunnel will be far more convenient: 

It is a lighter grade than the viaduct. 
Tunnel, 4J feet in 100. 
Viaduct, 4£ feet in 100. 

The inconvenience of the viaduct to every one in 
the vicinity, except those on the hill, is manifest. 
For the entire distance between St. Nicholas place 
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and Eighth avenue the viaduct will be from 50 to 
85 feet in air. How are teams to reach the viaduct 
from Eighth avenue or from Coogan avenue, or 
from any point between St. Nicholas place and 
Eighth avenue ? 

As the property along One Hundred and Fifty- 
fifth street becomes populated the inconvenience of 
a viaduct in front of the dwellings will be as great 
as the elevated roads in the streets occupied by 
them. 

3. The viaduct is in its character temporary, the tunnel 
* permanent: 

The cost of maintenance of the viaduct will be 
very great, while that of the tunnel will be insig- 
nificant. 

4. A tunnel will accommodate the greatest number: 

The dwellers on the hill can easily reach the val- 
ley, and the inhabitants of the valley have access to 
the hill. 

While the viaduct would accommodate the 
dwellers on the hill, it would practically exclude 
the inhabitants of the valley, unless they chose to 
climb the stairs which the petitioners so violently 
oppose for themselves, and it would be inaccessible 
by teams. 

Every approach to the hill is as well served by a 
tunnel as by the viaduct, and every argument 
founded on this consideration applies as well to the 
tunnel as to the viaduct. 

5. The tunnel obviates the necessity of traveling a heavy 

grade up St. Nicholas place: 

A great objection to the viaduct is the heavy 
grade from St. Nicholas avenue up St. Nicholas 
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place to reach it; this is apparent by looking at the 
map. 

The tunnel furnishes a uniform grade of 4£ feet 
in 100 for the entire distance between the natural 
surface of One Hundred and Fifty-fifth street and 
Eleventh avenue. 

6. The tunnel is a practical and common sense way of 
opening One Hundred and Fifty-fifth street: 

It is a recognized mode of regulating and grading 
a street (Park avenue tunnel, Forty-second street 
tunnel, Montague street tunnel). 

One Hundred and Ffty-fifth Street was laid out 
and opened as a thoroughfare from McComb's Dam 
Bridge to the Hudson River, and is the only street 
so opened between One Hundred and Forty-fifth 
street and Dyckman street. 

By means of the tunnel One Hundred and Fif fcy- 
fifth street is opened in every part as a thorough- 
fare between the points named. The viaduct will 
practically close a large part of it. 

With a viaduct all of One Hundred and Fifty- 
fifth street, between Eighth avenue and St. Nicho- 
las place, will be a mere court or cut de sac. 

The property in the valley ought not to be so 
placed if by any other practicable means than a via- 
duct it can be avoided, and it can be avoided by a 
tunnel. 

7. A viaduct will require heavy assessments and largely 
reduce the value of property in the valley: 

The cost of the viaduct alone will be one million 
dollars, while the other changes contemplated by 
Section 2 of the act will require a large additional 
expense. 
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No one can look at the property in the valley and 
say that with a viaduct running the length of One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth street the value of the prop- 
erty can fail to be largely diminished.

Sir, — I have received your letter of the 9th instant, en- 
closing resolutions of the Board of Police Commissioners 
in relation to procuring the system of signaling presented 
by the Herzog Teleseme [Company. 

The resolution, in the first place, recites that the matter 
of procuring a perfect system of electric signaling has 
been under consideration for twenty months; that a 
thorough examination has been made of the features 
and details of numerous systems; that competitive con- 
tests have been made by the Board with the working 
plants installed by the respective contestants; that after 
careful consideration, it is the opinion of the Board that 
the system of the Herzog Teleseme Company only, meets 
all the requirements of the service; the Board therefore 
adopts said system. 

The resolution, in the second place, provides " that the 
Counsel to the Corporation be requested to proceed imme- 
diately to advised and to take all steps necessary to enable 
us to procure the said system for the city, to the extent of 
the funds at the disposal of the Board for this purpose." 

In the Final Estimate adopted December 30, 1886, I find 
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an appropriation made " For the Construction of Electri- 
cal Boxes, $100,000," which I am informed is the fund 
proposed to be used in procuring the Herzog Teleseme 
System. 

I am also informed that the system in question is 
patented, and, for that reason, my opinion is required as 
to the method of procedure to be observed in making the 
purchase. 

(1.) The expenditure involved exceeds one thousand 
dollars, and therefore, if the article desired was not 
patented, the supply should be procured by contract based 
upon competitive bids after public advertisement, pursu- 
ant to Section 64 of the Charter. 

The fact, however, that the system in question is pat- 
ented, renders the provisions of the charter requiring ad- 
vertisement and competitive bids inapplicable, and it is, 
therefore, proper to procure the supply desired without 
such advertisement and competition, 

Harlem Gaslight Company against The 
Mayor, 33 N. Y. Rep., 309. 

(2.) The Consolidation Act, however, provides as fol- 
lows: 

"Section 63. Except for repairs, no patented pave- 
ment shall be laid, and no patented article shall be adver- 
tised for, contracted for, or purchased, except under such 
circumstances that there can be a fair and reasonable 
opportunity for competition, the conditions to secure 
which shall be prescribed by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment." 

This section, as found in the Consolidation Act, seems 
by its language to require that the terms and conditions of 
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purchase of patented articles should be prescribed, in every 
case, by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

The provisions in question, however, first became a part 
of the City Charter in 1873, as Section 115 of Chapter 335 
of the Laws of 1873. 

That section, as originally enacted, provides, in the first 
place, that no street which has once been paved, and the 
expense thereof paid by assessment, shall afterwards be 
paved at the expense of the adjacent property owners, 
unless the repavement be petitioned for and that ordin- 
ances theretofore passed, directing a repavement which had 
not been petitioned for, and for which no contract had 
been made, should become inoperative and void. 

Following the provisions in respect to repavement, and 
as part of the same section, is the provision above quoted, 
which now constitutes Section 63 of the Consolidation 
Act. 

The provision as thus enacted in 1873 came under dis- 
cussion, and in repeated instances the Counsel to the Cor- 
poration advised several heads of departments that pat- 
ented pavements only were covered by the provisions of 
the act, and that the purchase of patented articles, other 
than patented pavement, was not affected thereby.

These opinions are founded upon and illustrate the 
well-established principle that when general words follow 
special provisions in relation to a particular subject-mat- 
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ter, the general words will be deemed to be limited in 
their application to the special subject-matter indicated. 

The separation of the general prohibitory clause from 
the special provisions in relation to the repavement of 
streets, which has been effected in the Consolidation Act, 
may, perhaps, be deemed to indicate an intent that the 
provision in question shall be extended to comprehend 
any purchase of a patented article, and that it shall no 
longer be limited to the purchase of patented pavements; 
it seems to me, however, that since the object of the Con- 
solidation Act, declared in its title, is to consolidate into 
one act and to declare the special and local laws affecting 
public interests in the City of New York, it is probable 
that no change of the existing law was intended. 

However that may be, I am of the opinion that the 
facts recited in the resolution of the Police Board, which 
asserts that thorough examination has been made of the 
features and details of numerous systems of electric sig- 
naling, and that competitive tests have been made in the 
presence of the Board with the working plant installed by 
the respective contestants, show that everything intended 
to be secured by the provisions of Section 63, in the way of 
competitive examinations of rival systems, has already 
been secured, and under the strictest construction of the 
act, it is only necessary now to secure the approval of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to the result of 
such examination by the Police Board. 

If the Board of Estimate and Apportionment are satis- 
fled that a fair and reasonable opportunity for competition 
has been given, and that the conditions of the proposed 
contracts will secure a just result, they may ratify the 
tests that have been made, approve the proposed pur- 
chase, and sanction the acquisition of the system desired. 
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If they are not satisfied with the competition tests 
already had, they should prescribe others before approving 
the purchase. 

Therefore, without intending to reverse the opinions 
pronounced by my predecessors in office, which were given 
before the Consolidation Act was enacted, yet, in view of 
the changes which the provision in question has under- 
gone (as incorporated in that act), I suggest that prior to 
the purchase the matter should be submitted to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, and their resolution pro- • 
cured sanctioning the proposed contract. 

I enclose herewith a form of resolution which I recom- 
mend to be submitted to the Board named.

Hon. Abbam S. Hewitt, Mayor of New York City, N.Y.: 

Dear Sir, — We desire to call your attention to the con- 
clusion reached by the Police Commissioners in reference 
to the selection of the " Herzog" system of telegraphing, 
and desire that we may be allowed to enter, as one of the 
competitors for the contract, our protest against awarding 
the contract to this system. 

We do not desire to criticise in any way the judgment 
of the Commissioners, but knowing that it is their inten- 
tion and aim to procure for their Department the best, 
simplest, and most perfect system, we cannot but conclude 
that the system they have selected has certainly been mis- 
represented to them, as it certainly does not meet the 
above requirements. 

While our system has been in use in several cities for

various lengths of time, with the best of satisfaction, 
which is certainly the only proper test of any system, in 
proof of which we shall be pleased to submit you reports 
and references from these cities, or can refer you to these 
places, if you so desire, the " Herzog" system has never 
been in service as a Police Patrol System anywhere, and 
can furnish no recommendation as to its working. Our 
simple system furnished the Police Department, and now 
in use in the Thirty-second, Thirty-third, Thirty-fourth 
and Thirty -fifth Precincts, has worked with good results, 
and by its use most of the requirements of the Department 
are met. 

The object carried out by us in this system, before all 
others, was simplicity, and with this end in view our im- 
proved system, which we placed on exhibition in the Nine- 
teenth Precinct, was made as simple as possible, so as to 
render it easy of use by the men in the Department, and 
to require no skill in handling, also the addition of the 
telephone, which we understood would furnish the further 
service required, which we lacked in our simple system. 

In handling a system of telegraph, one of the principal 
items considered by us was that of the expense of same, 
and under these circumstances a single wire running from 
box to box is the only one to consider. The cost of a 
system, in the maintenance alone, in which a separate 
wire is used for each box, would in a single year amount 
to a very large sum. As you can see, that a single pre- 
cinct with, say forty, posts, on each of which a box is 
located, would require forty wires, and almost forty times 
as much labor and battery material to maintain and, when 
you increase the single precinct to thirty-five — as in this 
City — the cost of maintenance amounts to an enormous 
sum in the total. With a system such as we propose this 
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expense is saved, and without doubt with better results 
to the workings of the Department. 

We should also ask if the privilege granted to the 
" Herzog" system that of the sole right of connecting pri- 
vate parties to the Department, would be granted to us, 
as this right we consider of considerable value, and if ex- 
tended to us would allow us to make considerable differ- 
ence in our estimate, as submitted for our system, which 
would very much more increase the saving to the City, 
providing our system was adopted. Not having been in- 
formed that such right was to be given to the system 
selected, we did not in any way enter its value into our 
estimate as submitted to the Police Commissioners. 

In conclusion, we respectfully request that you will 
grant us permission to personally explain to you, fully, the 
advantages in operation and effectiveness, cost and main- 
tenance of our system, and to call your attention to a few 
points of the " Herzog," which, when put to a practical 
test, will be only an experiment, instead of giving good 
results, and will be the means of making it an expensive 
additional cost to the City, without giving what is needed 
and desired viz. : A simple and complete patrol system, and 
one not expensive in its maintenance. Without any doubt, 
the more line-wire used the greater the cost for maintain- 
ing, the greater the chance for trouble, the larger the cost for 
battery material; and the construction of the Central Office 
apparatus and boxes of the " Herzog " are so complicated, 
when compared with our system, that you will readily see 
there is very much more liability of confusion and trouble 
in its operation, and the greater the knowledge required 
throughout the Department in using it. 

The records kept by the Police Department during the 
time these systems have been in service in the Nineteenth 
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Precinct, will show that while our system has been in con- 
stant use since its introduction, the " Herzog " system has 
been in use only a very short time, and that during this 
period it has not been successful in its workings, which, 
without doubt, is due to the complicated apparatus used. 

Knowing that you take a very lively interest in all city 
improvements, and feeling that you certainly would be 
interested in this, as the Chairman of the Finance Board, we 
desired to call your attention to the matter, and we shall 
be pleased to meet and explain more fully the details of 
our system and the objections to the system selected by 
the Board of Police Commissioners.

Sir, — As requested by you in January last, we p 
some suggestions to the Board in regard to the perm 
landscape improvement of the section of the Centra! 
lying between One Hundred and Second and One Hu 
and Tenth streets, west of Fifth aVenue. 

The existing state of things as furnished to us b; 
Engineer of Construction is shown on Plan No. 1, aj 
improvements we recommend for your considerat: 
this time are shown on Plan No. 2. 

The dotted lines A, B, C and D show the genera 
of propagating houses, as approved by the Board, A 
9, 1886, and partially executed at that time in reg 
foundation work and the general construction of s 
etc., in the carpenter shop. 

This block of propagating houses was designed 
executed (under the instructions of the Department 
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a view to its removal at small cost from the position on 
which it was then ordered to be temporarily located. 

If the improvements recommended for your considera- 
tion (Plan No. 2) are carried into effect the time will come 
when such a block of buildings will be out of place in this 
part of the park. As, however, for a number of years this 
territory must be comparatively uninteresting on account 
of the slow growth of trees and shrubs, we advise an ad- 
herence to the existing plan of operations, which will un- 
doubtedly have its own features of interest for the general 
visitor during the transitional period above referred to. 

The plan contemplates the removal of the buildings 
marked E, F, G, H, I, K and L. E and I are conserva- 
tories for growing large and small green-house plants; their 
removal is expedient, because they are so decayed as to be 
unsafe, and the original plan of each is defective either 
for the purposes of exhibition or propagation. 

F, G and H are small separate houses open to the same 
objections in regard to propagating that have been made 
above with reference to buildings marked E and I. 

K is a tool-house, originally made out of an old building, 
and so much decayed now that it requires to be pulled 
down. A new tool-house and ladies' cottage at Point K 
on Plan No. 2 is proposed to take its place. 

L is a rude building put up originally as a temporary 
stable, which is no longer needed, as all the horses em- 
ployed on maintenance are now satisfactorily accommo- 
dated at the Department stables on Eighty-fifth street 
transverse road. 

The territory marked M M, originally planted as a park 
nursery, is partially occupied at present by old and young 
trees and shrubs. 
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Some of the old stock is unsuitable for removal, but the, 
greater portion of the new stock is in a thrifty condition 
and will be transplanted. 

At the commencement of the Central Park improve- 
ment the permanent design of this territory was left un- 
developed, because it was a part of the Mount St. Vincent 
Convent grounds, which the City did not get possession 
of immediately, and because the whole district was 
selected for office and nursery purposes till the convent 
buildings burned down; the conservatory attached to the 
convent building was thus allowed to fctand, and was 
used for a greenhouse in connection with the nurseries. 

For twenty years, therefore, this ground has been de- 
voted to the experimental growth of plants, under the 
direction of the Department of Parks, and as the result 
of all this to-day we have a number of curious and well- 
developed specimens of trees and shrubs thriving year 
after year, because they have been growing in a sheltered 
position. Fine specimens may be seen here of the deodar 
cedar, limonia trifoliata, the cedar of Lebanon, and cer- 
tain more or less tender varieties of Japanese maples, rho- 
dodendrons, azaleas and yews. 

We propose, therefore, not only to extend the planta- 
tion of trees and shrubs that have already succeeded in this 
protected amphitheatre, but to collect here as large a 
variety as possible of choice and somewhat tender plants. 

There is some unfinished ground close to the boundary 
wall on the inside of the Park, between One Hundred and 
Sixth and One Hundred and Tenth streets, near Fifth 
avenue, and on the line of One Hundred and Tenth street, 
between Fifth and Sixth avenues. 

The completion of this unfinished work should, we think, 
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be undertaken at this time to the extent colored green on 
Plan No. 2, one hundred feet in each direction being left 
unchanged at the northeast angle (as shown) with refer- 
ence to future adjustment in connection with contem- 
plated plaza. 

The grade of Fifth avenue at one hundred and Second 
street having been changed since a Park entrance was 
made at that point, a readjustment has become necessary, 
and should now be made. The work of reconstruction 
thus involved is estimated by the Engineer of Construc- 
tion at $4,800. 

The general lines remain unaltered on the plan.

Sir, — I beg to acknowledge the letter of Mr. James W. 
McCulloh, Secretary of your Committee on Real Estate, 
dated April 6, 1888, enclosing for my examination a pro- 
posed form of agreement to be entered into by your Com- 
mission with the Mount Hope Cemetery Association of the 
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Town of Greenburgh, Westchester County, by the terms 
of which, in consideration of receiving the broken stone 
and debris taken out of Shaft 15£, except such as may be 
required for the construction of the Aqueduct and shaft, 
the Cemetery Association binds itself to make no inter- 
ments within a certain area of land lying over the line of 
the Aqueduct, and to grant to the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Commonalty of the City of New York a right of way from 
Jackson avenue to Shaft 15£, over a roadway to be con- 
structed by the Association through its own grounds. 

By Mr. McCulloh's letter I am asked to make any sug- 
gestions which I may deem requisite. My attention is also 
called to clause " Fourth " of the agreement, providing for 
the delivery of a deed by the Association, in accordance 
with the terms of the agreement, and I am asked whether 
the form of the proposed agreement itself, \yhen executed 
and recorded, is not such as to render a deed unnecessary. 
I have examined the proposed agreement and return a 
fair diaft to you with certain changes in form. 

This agreement, if duly executed and recorded, in my 
opinion, will be fully effectual for its purposes. It is in 
fact a deed; clause " Fourth," therefore, can be omitted. 
I suggest that a map be attached to the agreement, 
and when the latter is recorded, a copy of the map, pre- 
pared on suitable paper, should also be recorded at the 
same time. 

Since the subject-matter of this agreement would seem 
to be "real estate," as that term is defined in Section 24 
of the Aqueduct Act, Chapter 490, Laws of 1883, for which 
compensation is undertaken under the agreement to be 
made by the delivery of broken stone and debris from the 
shaft, I advise, as a matter of abundant caution, that the 
agreement, prior to its execution, be approved by a reso- 
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lution of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, as 
provided in Section 23 of the Act referred to.

This Agreement, made and entered into this 
day of April, 1888, by and between the Mayor, Aldermen 
and Commonalty of the City of New York, acting by and 
through the Aqueduct Commissioners by virtue of the 
power vested in them by Chapter 490 of the Laws of 1883 . 
of the State of New York, parties of the first part, and the 
Mount Hope Cemetery Association of the Town of Green- 
burgh, Westchester County, a corporation for cemetery 
purposes, organized under the Laws of the State of New 
York, party of the second part. 

Witnesseth: That, in consideration of the sum of one 
dollar by each of the parties to the other in hand paid, 
and for other valuable considerations, the receipt whereof 
is hereby acknowledged, said parties have agreed and do 
hereby agree as follows: 

First. — The parties of the first part do hereby relinquish, 
transfer and set over unto the party of the second part the 
broken stone and debris taken or to be taken from and out 
of Shaft No. Fifteen and one-half upon the line of the 
New Croton Aqueduct, which shaft is situated within the 
area of the lands heretofore set apart for use by the party 
of the second part for cemetery purposes, and now owned 
and occupied by said party of the second part; which said 
stone and debris includes all of the same that is now upon 
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the land occupied by said parties of the first part adjacent 
to said Shaft Fifteen and one-half, and all thereof which 
may hereafter be taken out of said shaft, excepting and 
reserving such stone as may be required for the construc- 
tion of said Aqueduct and shaft. 

Second. — Whereas, The New Aqueduct passes through 
a portion of the cemetery lands of the party of the second 
part in the aforesaid Town of Greenburgh and an ease- 
ment for the use of the lands under the surface on the line 
of said Aqueduct, for aqueduct purposes, has vested in 
the party of the first part; and the Aqueduct Commis- 
sioners deem it important for the prevention of any pollu- 
tion or unwholesome drainage, into the said Aqueduct 
from the surface, that no interments whatsoever shall be 
made or caused to be made by the party of the second part 
in their cemetery lands lying directly over and upon the 
line of said Aqueduct, within the area hereinafter de- 
scribed, and for the full protection of said Aqueduct, the 
parties hereto covenant and agree as follows: 

That in consideration of the use and benefit of the afore- 
said stone and debris, and in furtherance of the objects 
and purposes of the parties of the first part, and for the 
complete protection of the said Aqueduct, the party of the 
second part, for itself, its successors and assigns, hereby 
covenants and agrees to and with the parties of the first 
part that it, said party of the second part, will set apart, 
and it does hereby set apart, the following-described strip 
or piece of land, running from south to north through its 
said property, and said party of the second part does here- 
by covenant, promise and agree, for itself, its successors 
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and assigns, that within said strip or piece of land it will 
never make, nor suffer or permit ever to be made, any 
interment whatsoever. Said strip or piece of land is one 
hundred and fifty (150) feet in width, and is bounded and 
described as follows, to wit: Beginning on the northerly 
side of Jackson Avenue, otherwise known as Ravensdale 
road, at the point where the centre line of the said Aque- 
duct intersects the northerly line of said avenue and run- 
thence northwardly along the line of said Aqueduct to the 
centre of said Shaft 15£, said strip of land, for that dis- 
tance being of the uniform width of seventy-five feet on 
each side of said centre line of said Aqueduct; and from 
the centre of said shaft northwardly along the line of said 
Aqueduct to the extreme northerly boundary line of the 
lands of said parties of the second part, the said strip of 
land being of the uniform width of fifty feet on the east- 
erly side and one hundred feet on the westerly side of said 
centre line of said Aqueduct, as will more fully appear by 
a reference to the annexed map or diagram hereby made a 
part of this agreement. 

And Whereas, It is the intention of the party of the 
second part to ornament and beautify the said piece or 
strip of land as may be most in keeping with the general 
style of ornamentation or landscape gardening upon the 
remainder of its grounds, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent its so doing, the intention of this 
agreement being only to assure the parties of the first part 
that the said strip or piece of land hereinbefore described 
shall be forever kept at all times free from interments. 

Third,— Said party of the second part, for itself, its sue- 
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cessors and assigns, in consideration as aforesaid, does 
hereby give and grant unto the parties of the first part and 
their successors a right of way over the roadway to be con- 
structed by the party of the second part, from a point near 
said Shaft Fifteen and one-half to the nearest point of 
access to said Jackson avenue or RavensdaJe road, which 
said roadway will extend from said avenue to said shaft in 
a general northeasterly direction; and said party of the 
second part, for itself, its successors and assigns, does here- 
by covenant and agree that said parties of the first part 
and their successors shall at all times have, possess and 
enjoy full right of ingress, egress and regress over the said 
road of the party of the second part to, from and between 
said Jackson avenue and said shaft; and the party of the 
second part, for itself, its successors and assigns, does 
hereby give, grant and confirm to the party of the first 
part and its successors the easement for the use of the said 
lands on and within the lines of the New Aqueduct for 
aqueduct purposes, and does hereby release to the party of 
the first part and their successors all damages that have 
been or may hereafter be sustained by the party of the sec-

Hon. Theodore W. Myers, Comptroller : 

Sir,— In the Final Estimate for 1887, with transfers 
made during the year, the total sum of $110,500 was set 
apart for " Public Buildings— Construction and Repairs," 
including therein special amounts for the office of Re- 
ceiver of Taxes, Public Markets, Sixty-ninth Regiment 
Armory, and the Brown Stone Building. The total amount 
drawn by this Department against the appropriation, in- 
cluding all the special accounts, is $109,339.09, leaving a 
balance of $1,160.91, against which there are liabilities 
amounting to $1,033.17, thus leaving an absolute balance 
above expenditures and liabilities of $127.74. 

While the expenditure has thus been kept within the 
aggregate amount of the appropriation, it has occurred in 
the exigencies of the work, and through unforeseen cir- 
cumstances, that in some of the subdivisions of the appro- 
priation, the liabilities are slightly in excess. This is 
notably the case in the matter of expenditure incurred in 
providing adequate heating apparatus for the Ninth Regi- 
ment Armory, where the lessor by the conditions of the 
lease, was required to put in the apparatus, but failed and 
refused to do so; and, in accordance with a letter of your 
predecessor, dated November 18, 1887, the apparatus was 
put in by this Department, and the expense charged to the 
appropriation for " Public Buildings — Construction and 
Repairs," to be afterwards deducted and retained from the 
rental for the building, and placed to the credit of the ap- 
propriation. The expense has been charged to the appro- 
priation, but in consequence of litigation still pending, the 
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amount to be charged against and retained from the rental 
has not been credited to the appropriation. 

Under these circumstances, the best and most simple 
adjustment of the several accounts would be to have the 
unexpended balances of the several subdivisions of the ap- 
propriation merged into the general appropriation, viz. :

An Act to amend section two hundred and ninety-four of 
chapter four hundred and ten of the Laws of eighteen 
hundred and eighty-two, entitled " An act to consoli- 
date into one act and to declare the special and local 
laws affecting public interests of the City of New 
York." 

Approved by the Governor, April 14, 1888; pawed, three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Section two hundred and ninety-four of 
chapter four hundred and ten of the Laws of eighteen 
hundred and eighty-two, entitled " An act to consolidate 
into one act and to declare the special and local laws affect- 
ing public interests in the City of New York," is hereby 
amended by adding thereto the following: Within thirty 
days after entering upon office, the Superintendent of 
Police shall give a bond, with one or more sureties, in the 
sum of thirty thousand dollars, for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties, and the Inspectors of Police shall each 
give a bond with one or more sureties, in the sum of 
twenty thousand dollars, for^ the faithful performance of 
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his duties, said bonds to be approved by the Comptroller 
of the City of New York and filed in his office. The 
Senior Inspector shall be known as Chief Inspector and 
shall have charge of the Detective Bureau of the Police 
Department of said City, and in the absence of the Super-

My Dear Sir, — I take pleasure in giving you the infor- 
mation requested in your letter of the 27th instant, with 
regard to the nature and extent of the work done by my 
firm in the matter of the Ward's Island investigation con- 
ducted by the State Board of Charities. 

The proceeding occupied thirteen days of my time, of 
which five were spent in the trial or hearing before the 
State Board, six in consultation with my clients and the 
necessary work of preparation for the hearing, and two in 
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the preparation of a brief for submission to the State 
Board. In addition to this, considerable work was done 
by my partner and by clerks in our office, who assisted 
me in collating and examining the evidence, in corre- 
spondence and in consulting with witnesses called on be- 
half of the Commissioners, etc., to an extent occupying in 
the aggregate about seven days. 

No account is made in the foregoing statement of a 
number of days in which the case required, to a limited 
extent, the attention of some one in our office in the shape 
of correspondence, interviews and similar small matters. 

The members of the State Board of Charities were ex- 
tremely desirous to close the proceedings without delay, 
and for this reason nearly all of the work required was 
done under pressure. While the hearings were in pro- 
gress I was compelled, after being engaged all day, to 
spend the evenings until twelve or one o'clock in prepar- 
ing for the next day's session,by examining the testimony, 
talking with witnesses, etc. While no legal questions of 
peculiar difficulty were involved, the issues to be handled 
were numerous, embracing not only specific charges of ill- 
treatment of patients by certain employees, but also gen- 
eral administration of the Department, including its sys- 
tem of bookkeeping and its purchases of supplies by con- 
tract and otherwise. The record of the five days' hearings 
covered over twelve hundred pages. 

It is proper that there should be taken into account in 
considering the reasonableness of the charges made our 
clients, that the proceedings resulted in their favor, the 
report of the Commissioners being substantially upon the 
lines that were indicated on my brief submitted on their 
behalf. 
• I may also add that the amount of the bill is quite satis- 
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factory to them, and that before it was rendered it was 
submitted as a matter of courtesy to your predecessors 
in office, Judges Lacombe and O'Brien, as the first was in 
office at the time of my employment by the Commission- 
ers, and the latter it was supposed would be called upon 
to pass upon its reasonableness by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. Each of these gentlemen assured us 
that they were entirely satisfied of its reasonableness and 
would so certify, if desired. 

I trust that the foregoing sufficiently answers your in- 
quiry. If not, I shall be glad to give you such further in- 
formation as you may desire.

Contract for Furnishing to the Police Depart 
400 Teleseme Electric Signaling Boxes ani 
purtenances. 

1. This agreement, made and entered into this 
day of April, 1888, by and between the " Herzog Tele 
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Company of New York State," a corporation incorporated 
under the laws of the State of New York, party of the 
first part, and the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of 
the City of New York, party of the second part, by the 
Board of Police of the Police Department of the City of 
New York, witnesseth, as follows: 

2. Whereas, The said party of the first part controls 
and is, for the State of New York, the sole grantee of cer- 
tain United States patent rights, covering various features 
used in and necessary to the system of automatic electric 
signaling known as the " Herzog Teleseme System," and 
has the right to manufacture and sell articles covered 
by said patents, and the right to license others to operate 
the methods and processes covered thereby, and has agreed 
to sell the right to use the same to the City; and 

Whereas, The said system was, on the 6th of March, 
1888, duly adopted by a resolution of the Board of Police 
Commissioners of the City of New York; and 

Whereas, Said Board of Police Commissioners has at 
present on hand, or to its credit, the sum of $100,000, 
which was duly appropriated, and which, by law, it is em- 
powered to expend for the " construction of electric sig- 
naling boxes " within the city limits, and it is desirous of 
immediately beginning the construction and installation 
of boxes, as hereinafter specified, to the extent of the 
above sum. 

3. Now, therefore, the parties hereto, in consideration 
of the above, and of the several agreements, promises 
and undertakings herein contained, do promise, undertake 
and agree to and with each other, as follows: 
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4. The party of the first part agrees as follows: 

To license, and it does hereby so license, the said party 
of the second part, for the use of the Police Department 
in the City of New York, to use all the patented features, 
processes and appliances comprised in the installation of 
electric signaling boxes hereinafter described, in the man- 
ner and upon the terms and conditions, and to the extent, 
as follows, that is to say: 

5. To furnish and sell to the party of the second part, 
four hundred (a) Teleseme signaling boxes, as hereinafter 
more particularly specified; together with all the necessary 
receiving or station-house apparatus of every description; 
and all necessary poles, fixtures, insulators, wires, cables 
or other supplies for connecting the same; or any other 
supply of any nature necessary to fit the whole, when 
properly erected, connected and delivered, to be an electric 
telegraph signaling system of the character known as the 
Herzog Teleseme Municipal Signaling System. 

6. To deliver all the above boxes, material, supplies, 
etc., wherever necessary, and properly to equip, erect, 
construct, connect and install the same, and otherwise set 
the same in complete working order, in any properly desig- 
nated police precinct or precincts below Forty-second street 
in this city; and whenever any precinct is so ready, to de- 
liver the same to the said party of the second part. 

7. To make the entire installation in all material re- 
spects, of manner of installation, style, grade, quality, 
value, patented features, workmanship, labor, details and 
operativeness, substantially to conform and be similar to, 
and in said qualities, the " Nineteenth Precinct" sample 
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or competition plant or installation, as improved and mod- 
ified by the specifications hereto annexed (b). Any essen- 
tial modification hereafter must be mutually agreed to in 
writing. The party of the second part may, for the pur- 
pose of consenting to such modifications, from time to 
time appoint the Superintendent of Police Telegraph or 
other person as its agent. 

8. To make, hereafter, all repairs, and all hereafter in- 
vented improvements, whether in details of any part of 
said system or in its mode of operation (provided these are 
free from patent rights not controlled by the party of the 
first part), at a profit of twelve and one-half per centum 
over the cost, to the party of the first part, of the manu- 
facture, construction or installation of the same. This 
cost is never to exceed one hundred per cent, over the 
actual expenditure for the labor and material used in and 
about the same. 

9. To commence the work of constructing the boxes for 
this installation with due speed after being notified in 
writing by the party of the second part of the precincts to 
be first fitted up, and to continue such work with due dili- 
gence. 

10. To demand no part of the sum to be paid to it, 
as hereinafter provided, until at least forty street boxes 
and appurtenances together with the entire connecting 
precinct station-house plant have been erected, connected 
and installed in complete working order. Thereupon it is 
to be entitled to receive a payment of ten thousand dollars 
on account of the consideration money hereinafter speci- 
fied; and it shall be entitled t6 receive a like sum there- 
after whenever forty other street boxes and co-operating 
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appurtenances, etc., shall have been so installed in com- 
plete working order, until the last forty boxes and co- 
operating appurtenances, etc., to be furnished under the 
present contract, shall have been so installed, when it 
shall receive the final installment due, to wit, the sum of 
ten thousand dollars. Each of such payments, excepting 
the last, shall be subject, however, to the right of the said 
party of the second part to retain ten per centum thereof, 
pursuant to the ordinances of the Common Council, to re- 
main as security until the whole work shall be completed, 
according to the terms and provisions of this contract. 
Failure of payment of any installment is to excuse discon- 
tinuance of the work until payment is made. If any in- 
stallation is not within two weeks rejected in a written 
notice, which clearly specifies the faults or changes claimed 
necessary, all parts of the same are to be considered as 
accepted, and the payment for the same is to be considered 
as due. 

11. To install, in connection with and as an extension 
of the general police signaling system, Teleseme sub-sta- 
tion boxes in such private residences, stores, offices, insti- 
tutions or any other buildings or locations as may be 
requested by any taxpayer or the city, subject to the rea- 
sonable consent and control of the Board of Police, on the 
following terms: Prepayment, by the occupant, of the 
installation price (which is never to exceed forty (40) per 
centum profit over the cost of the same to the party of the 
first part, or one hundred per centum over the actual ex- 
penditure on account of the actual labor and material used 
in and about the same) and, in addition thereto, prepay- 
ment of an annual rental or royalty not exceeding, for 
each sub-station instrument, nine dollars annually for re- 
sidences, and eighteen dollars annually for other places. 
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12. To pay semi-annually to the proper custodian of the 
fund called the " Police Pension Fund," for the use of such 
fund, an amount equal to the sum of three dollars ($3) an- 
nually for every building connected with the general Tele- 
seme system, the annual rentals or royalties of which have 
been duly paid. But from this payment to be made to the 
Police Pension Fund is to be deducted an amount equal to 
the expense of such repairs to the street boxes or central 
station apparatus, or other part of the system, as are ren-^ 
dered necessary on account of derangements or breakages 
occasioned by an unduly rough or improper handling, or 
the careless, or malicious operation of the same. 

13. To protect and save harmless the said party of the 
second part from all claims, damages, judgments or de- 
mands arising on account of alleged infringements of any 
of the patented articles or processes comprised in the afore- 
said installation during the time when such articles or 
processes are in use by tho said party of the second part; 
provided that the party of the first part is duly and 
promptly informed of all steps taken in the matter, and 
that no steps are taken before fair opportunity is given it to 
defend any suits that may be brought against the party of 
the second part in relation to the same. 

14. To detail a competent superintendent to give his 
personal attention constantly to the faithful prosecution 
of said work. 

15. Not to assign or sublet (except as below) the present 
installation, without the previous written consent of the 
Police Department (c), but to keep the same under its own 
control. Not to assign by power of attorney or otherwise 
in law or in equity (except as below) any of the moneys 
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payable or claims against the party of the second part 
under this agreement, unless by and with the like consent 
to be signified in like manner. But this is not to include 
the assignment, in whole or in part, of any portion of this 
contract to a corporation to be organized under the super- 
vision of the party of the first part for the express purpose 
of operating any of its patent rights for municipal signaling 
purposes. Provided, however, and it is distinctly under- 
stood, that this is not in any manner to relieve the party 
of the first part from any liability herein incurred, but the 
party of the first part and said " sub-company '' (if any 
such be incorporated and becomes an assignee hereunder) 
are to be and become jointly and severally liable here- 
under.' 

16. That no right under this contract, nor to any 
moneys to become due thereunder, shall be asserted 
against the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the 
City of New York, or any department, bureau, officer or 
officers thereof, by reason of any so-called assignment, in 
law or equity, of this contract or any part thereof, or of 
any moneys due or to grow due thereunder (except as spe- 
cified in the next preceding clause), unless such assign- 
ment shall be authorized by the written consent of the 
said Police Department. 

17. That no person other than the party signing this 
agreement as the party of the first part hereto now has 
any claim thereunder. 

18. To pay the workmen who shall be employed on the 
aforesaid work, and persons who supply material used, 
punctually and in cash current, and not in what is denom- 
inated store pay. 
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19. If at any time before or within thirty days after the 
whole work herein agreed to be delivered and performed, 
has been delivered and performed, or accepted by the par- 
ties of the second part, any person or persons claiming to 
have performed any labor, or furnished any material 
towards the performance or completion of this contract, 
shall file with the said Department of Police, or with the 
Bureau having charge of this work, and with the head of 
the Finance Department of the said City of New York, and 
such notice as is described in the act of the Legislature of the 
State of New York, passed May 22, 1878, entitled " An Act 
to secure the payment of laborers, mechanics, merchants, 
traders, and persons furnishing materials towards the per- 
forming of any public work in the cities of the State of 
New York;" then, and in every such case, the said parties 
of the second part shall retain, anything herein contained 
to the contrary thereof notwithstanding, from the moneys 
under their control and due, or to grow due under this 
agreement, so much of said moneys as shaU be sufficient 
to pay off, satisfy and discharge the amount in such notice 
alleged or claimed to be due to the person or persons filing 
such notice, together with the reasonable costs of any ac- 
tion or actions brought to enforce such claim or the lien 
created by the filing of such notice.

20. To furnish the said Department of Police with satis- 
factory evidence that all persons who have done work or 
furnished materials under this agreement, or who may 
have given written notice to the said Department of Police 
before or within ten days after the completion of the worfc 
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aforesaid, tfiat any balance for such work or materials is 
still due and unpaid, have been fully paid or secured there- 
for. 

2J . And in case such evidence be not furnished as afore- 
said, such amount as may be necessary to meet the claims 
of the persons aforesaid, shall be retained from the moneys 
due the said party of the first part under this agreement 
until the liabilities aforesaid shall be fully discharged, or 
such notice withdrawn. 

22. And the said party of the second part, in considera- 
tion of the undertakings, promises and agreements herein 
contained, on behalf of the said party of the first part, un- 
dertakes, promises and agrees as follows: 

23. To pay to the said party of the first part the sum 
of one hundred thousand dollars in ten installments, pay- 
able from time to time as the work progresses, as is more 
particularly specified in clause 10, subject to the right of 
the said party of the second part to withhold until the 
completion of the work, ten per centum of the said install- 
ments, excepting the last, as hereinbefore set forth. 

24:. It is hereby expressly understood, agreed, and de- 
clared to be the intent of the parties hereto that the party 
of the first part, in and about the prosecution of the work 
herein provided for is to be deemed to act as the agent and 
representative of the said party of the second part, and is 
to be afforded any and all facilities, privileges or exemp- 
tions to which the said party of the second part is now or 
or may hereafter be entitled, or is lawfully accustomed or 
able to obtain without cost to itself; or in case there be 
cost, this cost may, at the option of the party of the first 
part (tQ be expressed only in writing), be assumed by the

the second part agrees to use all reasonable efforts to pro- 
vide the same. 

25. In the event of a refusal or failure on the part of 
any public officer or board or other parties, to allow such 
facilities, privileges or exemptions to or for the use of the 
said party of the first part, as agent for the party of the 
second part, said party of the first part, at its option, shall 
be deemed to be released and discharged from the further 
performance of its obligations under this contract to the 
extent to which it is affected by such refusal or failure,

26. Not to permit, make or suffer any alterations, modi- 
fications or additions in or to any part of the signaling 
system, its extensions or its methods of operation, without 
the consent, in writing, of the party of the first part first 
obtained. 

27. Not to permit sub-station connection or apparatus 
to be made or used by any other person or corporation 
whatsoever, nor to make the same (d). 

28. In witness whereof, the said party of the first part 
hath to these presents set its hand and seal, and the said 
party of the second part hath caused these presents to be 
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executed on the part of the said party of the second part 
by the Board of Police of the Police Department of the 
City of New York, through and by the President of the 
said Board, the day and year first above written.

It is distinctly understood that it is the intention of the 
party of the first part constantly to improve the various 
details of the system, and in order to do this, the party of 
the first part may from time to time desire to make 
changes in the operation or details of boxes, circuits, 
or central office apparatus, and it shall have the 
right to do so, provided that the expense thereof 
to the party of the second part is not to exceed 
that herein set forth; and provided that these changes, 
etc., do not interfere with the constant and uninter- 
rupted practical use of the system by the Police Depart- 
ment. In all such changes, however, among the essential 
features which must be preserved in future installations, 
are the reciprocal locking up of the signal; the use of a dial 
with a minimum of two hundred words upon it; a gong in 
each with a minimum diameter of ten inches; the box to 
be one-third larger than the present box in use in the Nine- 
teenth Precinct, and each box to be provided with a public 
local alarm device, as well as with a help call that can be 
operated through a trap-lock from the outside; devices for 
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receiving and reporting sub-station connections; an inner 
door or plate designed to protect the electrical devices from 
careless or malicious handling by the users of the street 
boxes.

Th 
reasons which were advanced were the necessarily 
adjustment of the instrument; the diffiulty of usi 
noisy streets; the fact that, as it left no record wl 
it did not serve as a sufficient check upon the for 
the fact of the necessary publicity of the conver 
Commissioner Voorhis was more outspoken < 
point than any of the others. When he examii 
Teleseme system, he pronounced it to me, in the p 
of four others, as the best in " theory " of any he 
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yet examined, and he thought that he had looked into 
them all; and while I was pointing out the advantages 
over the telephone, he added that I had not mentioned 
something which, with his police experience, he considered 
one of the most important points— that was, that with the 
telephone, persons on the street would be enabled to over- 
hear what the officer had to say to his superior at the sta- 
tion, and this would often enable criminals to forestall 
contemplated action. He left our office with the instruc- 
tion to show the system in all its details to Superintendent 
of Police Telegraph Crowley, whom he would officially 
direct to make a thorough examination, as to the electrical 
points, and report. 

A few days thereafter, Mr. Crowley came, and after he 
had made an examination lasting some hours, volunteered 
the information that he would report favorably. 

Some time after this visit, I heard from some one in our 
factory that sample boxes of the Metropolitan Telephone 
Company, of Pearce & Jones, of the Municipal Signal Com- 
pany of Boston, and of the Gamewell Company, had been 
put up at Police Headquarters. I went to see Mr. Voorhis, 
and found the first two named boxes exhibited in his ante- 
room. When I expressed surprise that we had not been 
invited to make a commercially perfect sample box, to ex- 
hibit with these, in view of the reports of Superintendent 
Crowley, which I had reason to believe were favorable, and 
the Commissioners' own expression of, and reported ap- 
proval, I was answered and treated in a manner which 
seemed to my mind conclusive, that, to say the least, the 
Teleseme would not be given the benefit of a doubt. I 
went to all of the other Commissioners and was answered 
by each that the entire matter was for the time in the 
hands of Commissioner Voorhis, as the Committee on Re- 
pairs and Supplies. 
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Owing to these circumstances, and to some oth< 
at present necessary to set forth, I had come to tl 
elusion that unless we took some steps to prevent 
system presented by some one of the parties above i 
or by some other telephone licensees, might be adoi 
fore we had an opportunity to fully demonstrate 
vantages of our system, by the exhibit of a perfe 
In order to be sure that this could not be done, I sep 
asked Comptroller Loew and President Coleman, v 
it would not be proper for me to appear before the 
of Estimate and Apportionment, and make an arj 
for the purpose of causing that Board to direct tl 
appropriation of $250,000, requested by the Police '. 
ment for signaling purposes, be used for the inst; 
of the Teleseme system upon the ground that this 
was the only one in existence which could succ< 
combine, in one box and set of circuits, the sij 
apparatus necessary for the use of both the Fi 
Police Departments. I was answered by both 01 
gentlemen that, leaving out of question the el 
possibilities of the apparatus in this direction, am 
admitting the great economy and increased safe 
efficiency which I claimed could be effected by sue 
bination, there were various other considerations 
might make it very difficult, or even impossible, t 
bine the signaling systems of these two department 
in any event, although the expressed approval 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment might in 
the Board of Police in its choice, the choice of tl 
ticular system selected would be left solely with the 
Department. I then stated that I could demonstr 
advantages of my system to the Board of Estinu 
Apportionment very much more easily if they ex 
it in operation at our offices; that, inasmuch as the f 
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' ^d by any of the other applicants com- 
-\ a simple district messenger call 
id in the case of the Gamewell 
i lost enough to confess that an ex- 
not possibly give even ,the least satis- 
-i# booth was presented, all of which 
k1 by laymen without special examina- 
i claimed that my system included a num- 
■ s which were so novel that they could not be 
. unless seen. In view of this, I requested them 
^et their Board to take the trouble to hear my 
uts while inspecting the system at No. 30 Broad 
t , when I would appear before them for the purpose 
demonstrating the superiority of the Teleseme. I also 
• i quested Mr. Coleman and the members of the Board of 
Police to observe that if any appropriation were granted 
for the use of the Police Department that this appropria- 
tion should not, in the final estimates, be in terms limited 
to a " telephonic" system, which limitation I had some 
fear might intentionally or unintentionally be made, and 
thus exclude us from competing, unless we cumbered our 
system with what, in our opinion, was a useless addition, 
but which, of course, we could have added had we con- 
sidered it advisable. 

On or about December 14, or sometime during the two 
or three days preceding, I was informed that the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment had not yet decided to ap- 
propriate the sum asked for the purpose of constructing 
police signals, but had decided to inspect and examine the 
various systems presented, so as to see whether the state 
of the art was sufficiently advanced to warrant so large an 
expenditure, and would probably be at our office on the 
14th, after they had visited Police Headquarters to inspect 
the system put up there. 
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On the afternoon of the 14th the entire Board oi 
mate and Apportionment, together with the entire 
of Police, visited our offices officially, and I appear 
fore them, showed the working of the system, exp 
the superiority of the Teleseme as compared to all ( 
and also spoke at length in favor of the appropr 
After I had shown the Teleseme, all the members < 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment expressed 
selves as highly pleased. Among the remarks nu 
the office, or quoted to me by the reporters who 
viewed them as they were leaving the office, were tl 
lowing: Comptroller Loew, turning to and addressing 
missioner Voorhis, said: "Mr. Commissioner Voor 
seems to me that this apparatus is far superior to an; 
you have shown us at headquarters." President Cc 
said: "This machine does everything but talk; is sv 
to anything we have seen, and it will make everj 
citizen a policeman." President Nooney expressec 
self even more favorably, saying that those syste 
headquarters- were "hardly worth an appropriation 
the Mayor acquiesced in all these remarks. 

As the Boards were about to leave, I stated to the 
bers of the Board of Estimate and Apportioning 
hearing of all the Police Board, as well as a num 
other persons then present, that what I had shown 
necessarily be greatly modified and improved; thi 
mechanical construction of the boxes, as exhibited 
of course, not to be considered, as it was obviou 
crude that the full advantages of the principles 
hardly be understood by those who were not fa 
with apparatus of this character, and that it wouL 
us at least three months to construct a box which 
be commercially complete, and fit to compete, from 
chanical point of view, with those presented by thoi 
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had already applied; that in view of this delay, I asked 
whether, if an appropriation were granted, it could not be 
done so that no contract could be closed by the Police 
Board with any of the other parties before we had an 
opportunity to fully demonstrate the advantages of our 
system, by exhibiting such a commercially complete box; 
that we realized the necessity for an immediate installa- 
tion of some kind, but that we thought that in three 
months we could make so good a sample box that it would 
pay the Police Department to wait. 

In view of the apprehension which I and other mem- 
bers of our Company entertained, that efforts might, 
under some plea or other, be made to have the con- 
tract closed before we had had sufficient opportunity to com- 
pete, I was very careful to ask the above of each member 
of the Board of Estimate, and to note their answers. 
They all agreed that if they should decide to make an 
appropriation, they would instruct the Police Commission- 
ers to make no contract until we, and all the other parties 
who had submitted boxes, had had an opportunity of dem- 
onstrating the advantages of our respective systems. Mayor 
Grace turned to the Police Commissioners, and asked if 
there would be any objection to that. Commissioners 
French and Voorhis answered that that would be satisfac- 
tory, while Commissioner McClave asked if I was sure that 
three months would be about the time, and when I an- 
swered that I thought it would, he also said that this would 
be satisfactory. Commissioner Porter was talking with 
my father and with Mr. L. L. Spring of our Company, 
and I do not think he heard the question. President 
Nooney asked whether the tests would be made in one or 
several precincts. Commissioner Voorhis answered him — 
bow, I do not remember — whereupon President Nooney 
asked, whether they proposed to divide the city up among 
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several satisfactory systems. I am not sure of the 
answer to this. 

Early in 1887, after an appropriation of $100,000 had 
been made by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
I visited President French of the Bo^rd of Police, and 
asked him whether they had decided upon any specifica- 
tion which the contestants would have to follow in con- 
structing their apparatus or installing their respective sys- 
tems. He replied that the Board had not yet determined 
upon anything of that nature, but would probably permit 
the contestants to exhibit what they desired. I then, and 
at subsequent, interviews, explained to him as well as to 
all the other members of the Board, that it seemed to me 
that it was hardly fair to ask the various contestants to 
put up an expensive plant (as I did not think that a single 
box could show the workings of any system), some fea- 
ture of which might not strike the Board of Police favor- 
ably, though, in point of fact, that feature might be 
merely an unimportant detail, and an error in judgment, 
and something more satisfactory could easily have been sub- 
stituted; and that if they would specify any preference for 
any existing form, or any particular features suggested or 
shown by others, or used in other cities, we would try to 
make it, or, if the patents were such that we could not 
do exactly the same, we would try to substitute some prac- 
tical equivalent, which would probably be easy, as all of 
the patents involved were mere detail or construction pat- 
ents, the broad features of which had expired. They all 
stated, however, that in the first instance, at all events, 
the various contestants would have to make their own 
plans; although individual opinions and preferences of the 
Commissioners would be freely expressed, if asked, but 
insisted that a working plant, as I explained it to them, in 
the presence of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
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ment, must be put up in the streets, as on^ of the con- 
ditions of the competition; that an office exhibition was 
not the same thing as actual operation, installed just as 
the system would be if adopted, and that it certainly would 
have to be done in our system, which had never been used, 
practically, for police purposes. 

With a view of protecting ourselves in a manner least 
likely to create friction, I visited President Coleman and 
Comptroller Loew, and gave each of them a general ac- 
count of some of the difficulties in our path, and especial- 
ly asked if there was no way by which we could avoid the 
risk of spending a large amount of money in the con- 
struction and installation of a plant, which might not be 
approved on account of some possibly objectionable detail, 
or because some desirable feature was not presented, which 
we might have included if it had been prescribed. Both 
Mr. Loew and Mr. Coleman answered me that the entire 
matter and manner of choice had been left with the Board 
of Police, and that the only way which they could suggest 
would be to comply with the conditions of the compe- 
tition, as directed by the Board of Police, and thereafter 
to endeavor, if possible, to use the moral influence of appro- 
val of our system by the Mayor; and to this end they both 
said that we would have to put up a plant in the streets, 
and follow the details as the Police Commissioners pre- 
scribed. The Comptroller also advised me to set up a 
duplicate plant in our own office, where it would bo much 
easier to demonstrate the advantages of the system than 
it would be in the station-house. Mr. Coleman suggested 
something afterward, that we should construct one of the 
boxes so as to show a combined fire and police signal-box; 
that he was convinced that the plan, with possibly some 
modifications, was feasible, notwithstanding the fact that 
Mr. Voorbis opposed this point. Both Mr. Loew and Mr. 
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Coleman promised to bring the other members of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment to our office to examine 
the system, and argued that as the chances were, if the 
system selected by the Board of Police worked well, that 
Board would this year (1887) ask for the additional $150,- 
000 asked for in 1886, and probably for more, for the pur- 
pose of extending the system; and, therefore, if I could 
make the Board of Police feel that the individual mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, the 
Mayor especially, believed in my system, or were watch- 
ing the result of the competition and their selection, thife 
would not only ensure me fair play, in case I had just 
ground for my suspicions, but would probably have great 
weight with them when awarding the contract. 

The encouragement of these gentlemen, and the con- 
viction that from the majority of the Police Commissioners 
we would get fair play, finally induced us to go to work to 
make a plant. 

After we had worked on the boxes for two months, we 
found that they were too small to contain all the parts in 
a satisfactory manner, and wished to make new ones, but 
were informed by Mr. Voorhis that the test could not be 
delayed, as all of the other parties would soon be ready; 
that the Board would be satisfied with an approximately cor- 
rect box, and that any mismeasurements or other acciden- 
tal and avoidable defects could easily be allowed for in the 
examination. We reluctantly proceeded to finish the defec- 
tive boxes, and put up our Central Office plant on June 21. 
On June 17 we received an official notification from Mr. 
Voorhis that "all" the other systems that desired to ex- 
hibit were "now ready." We hurried, but owing to 
manufacturing accidents beyond our control, were not 
ready on July 15, when we received another letter from 
him, requesting that our system be in working order "at 
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the earliest day possible," "that is, of course if you desire 
to exhibit the same in competition with those now in op- 
eration in the Nineteenth Precinct." In answer to this I 
went up in person, and again tried to obtain a short ex- 
tension for the purpose of adding inside doors to the boxes, 
so as to protect the delicate parts from malicious or acci- 
dental injury, but the result of the interview was such 
that I decided to put up the boxes in their imperfect and 
unfinished condition rather than run the risk, which I be- 
lieved imminent, of being barred out of the competition. 

In consequence of the above, our boxes were set up and 
in working order at the end of July, notices of the fact 
appearing in the newspapers. Beginning a few days after 
a description of our system was published, and until about 
a week before the passage of the resolution of December 6 
(a period of four months), calling for the " terms or cost," 
the "telephone combine' 1 continued to alter its systems, 
not for the purpose of improving the mechanical details, 
but radically altering the system, and adding important 
features, never, to the best of my knowledge, before made 
by them here or in any other places wherein they advertise 
their police system to be working. During the entire 
period of this delay, I endeavored at various times to hurry 
the matter, and for this purpose spoke to the majority of 
the members of the Board of Estimate, and was in each 
case answered that the entire matter was in the hands of 
the Board of Police.

Gentlemen,— I am in receipt of a communication from 
the Secretary of your Board forwarding to me a copy of 
the following resolution passed by you on March 7, 188S: 
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"Resolved, That the Counsel to the Corporation be 
requested to furnish to the Board his opinion upon the 
following points: 

"1st. Whether the provisions of the contract for the 
construction of the Harlem River Bridge, that the con- 
tractors, for $2,055,000, will fully complete the bridge in 
strict conformity to the specifications, require the Com- 
missioners to pay more than $2,055,000 by reason of the 
construction of Pier 2, in accordance with the terms of 
the contract? 

"2d. Do the specifications which require the piers to 
be from the rock foundation, and the piers to be founded 
upon the solid rock, and such means as the Engineer shall 
direct to be used to lay the rock bare, and the other 
clauses as to foundations, oblige the contractors to found 
Pier 2 upon the solid rock for the $2,055,000? 

" 3d. Does the clause, ' that all excavation for Pier No. 
2 is to be classified as dredging, the price for which is ap- 
plicable only to the net lines of the coffer-dam required 
and to the depth shown on the exhibited plans as depth 
of foundation of fier No. 2. Excavations will be made 
to such slopes as may be directed by the Engineer, * 
modify the requirements of the specification as to 
foundations? 

" 4th. Does the second article of the contract on refer- 
ence to Schedule 'C,' of prices to govern, increase or 
diminution of work, in case of increase or decrease by 
change of plan by the Commissioners, with the items: 

Dredging for Pier No. 2..: $4 00 

For foundations of Pier No. 2, if compressed air is 

used, etc., below said line 45 00 
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— entitle the contractors to claim $45 per cubic yard below 
the line shown on Plan 2 if compressed air is used, in 
order to found said pier on the solid rock, without any 
alteration or change of plans by the Commissioners? 

"5th. Are the prices in Schedule 'C'only applicable 
where the plans are changed, and not to the case where it 
was necessary to go below the line to reach the solid rock 
and to use compressed air to carry out the plan without 
change?" 

I understand the various questions thus offered to me 
for solution to express in different forms but one inquiry, 
namely, were the contractors with the Harlem River 
Bridge Commissioners bound, under the terms of their 
contract, to construct Pier No. 2 as the same now stands, 
without any charge therefor in addition to the contract 
price of $2,055,000? 

The contract certainly might have been made more ex- 
plicit upon so important a point, instead of leaving it to 
be worked out from the various papers which make up 
the plans, agreement, specifications and schedule that to- 
gether constitute, as a matter of law, the contract under 
which the work is to be done, A thorough comprehen- 
sion of the theory upon which the construction of this 
bridge was contracted for is necessary to the solution of 
this question. The contract is based upon certain plans 
showing the character and dimensions of the bridge to be 
constructed, including, among other details, the depth of 
Pier No. 2, which was fixed at twenty -two feet below mean 
high water. The data, from which an estimate of quan- 
tities could be made, were before the contractors, and they 
were expected by the Commissioners to bid a price in a 
lump sum for a bridge of exactly the character, dimen- 
sions and cubical contents described in and measured by 
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the plans which had been prepared; appropriate stipula- 
tions being inserted in the contract for such changes, 
modifications and additions which they were then aware 
would have to be made, or which might be afterwards 
found to be desirable. As any change in the plan would 
necessarily involve some change in quantities and so dis- 
turb the proper relation of the price to the work, a sche- 
dule of fixed rates was made a part of the scheme, accord- 
ing to which the price for the bridge was to be increased or 
diminished by a sum to be ascertained by an application 
of the appropriate schedule rates to the measurement of 
increased or decreased quantities, as the case might be. 

An examination of the plans and specifications seems to 
sustain the correctness of this view. The first section of 
the contract, while it requires that the contractors, in 
consideration of the sum of $2,055,000, shall furnish and 
provide all necessary materials and labor for the construc- 
tion and completion of, and that they shall and will con- 
struct, finish and complete, ready for use and operation, 
the entire bridge to be erected over the Harlem River, at 
One Hundred and Eighty-first street, in the City of New 
York, also provides that they shall furnish all of said 
materials and perform all of said labor and fully con- 
struct, finish and complete said bridge in strict conformity 
to the preliminary plans and specifications annexed there- 
to. 

In the second section it is provided that "the Commis- 
sioners may at any time vary, alter, modify or amend the 
said preliminary plans and specifications, and in case, by 
reason of any such change, the quantity of any kind or 
class of work shall be increased beyond the amount there- 
of required by the said preliminary plans and specifica- 
tions, then, and in each such case, the contractors shall 
receive pay meat for such increased quantity at the rate 
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sjt forth in the schedule hereto annexed, marked <fc C, M in 
addition to the said sum of $2,055,000, and in case, by 
reason of any such change, the quantity of any kind or 
class of work shall be diminished from the amount thereof 
required by the said plans and specifications, then, and in 
every such case, the said sum of $2,055,000 shall be dimin- 
ished according to the rates set forth in said last mentioned 
schedule. In case there shall be, by reason of any such 
change, an increase or decrease in quantity of any kind or 
class of work not specified in said Schedule "C," then 
there shall be added to or deducted from said sum of 
$2,055,000, as the case may be, such sum as shall be certi- 
fied by the engineer as the cost of such increase or de- 
crease in quantity. In every case the increase or decrease 
in quantity of any kind or class of work shall be conclu- 
sively fixed by the final estimate of the engineer to be 
certified to by the Commissioners." 

Reading these two sections together, the necessary de- 
duction must be that the parties to the contract intended 
that the bridge over the Harlem River, at One Hundred 
and Eighty-first street, should be constructed for the sum 
of $2,055,000, strictly upon the basis of the plans and 
specifications and the actual quantities called for by the 
plans, and that where necessity or further study of the 
subject required or suggested a change in or amendment 
of the preliminary plans and specifications, the Commis- 
sioners should have the power to do so, and the contract- 
ors should then receive additional compensation according 
to a fixed schedule of charges, where, by reason of such 
change, the quantity of any kind or class of work should 
be increased "beyond the amount thereof required by the 
said preliminary plans and specifications." 

As I have already stated, the plans showed a depth for 
Pier 2 of twenty-two feet below mean high water, and the 
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quantities which form the basis of the bid, and upon 
which was predicated the contract price of $2,055,000, 
were necessarily based upon this measurement. The con- 
tract, when executed, was for a bridge at the specified 
price with a pier of that depth, neither more nor Jess. It 
was, however, well-known to the contracting parties that 
the foundation for this pier, as a matter of fact, could not 
be established at this depth, and that it would be necessary 
to amend the plans, and consequently increase the quan- 
tities to find a stable resting place for the structure. The 
reason for this is expressed in the communication to your 
Board of Mr. Macolm W. Niven, Secretary to the Com- 
missioners, which appears in your minutes of the 7th ulti- 
mo. He says, "when the contract was made the depth 
to which it would be necessary to sink Pier 2 had not been 
determined, although it was known that it would exceed 
twenty-two feet, nor had it then been decided whether the 
additional depth would be better reached by the process of 
compressed air or by some other method. It was there- 
fore left an open question to be decided by the engineers, 
and the most convenient method of providing for it in the 
contract was to show a depth of twenty- two feet only on 
the plans, leaving the additional depth to come under the 
operation of the 7th (should be 2d) clause of the contract 
and of Schedule "C," which provided that any additional 
depth should be paid for at $45 per cubic yard of displace- 
ment, timber and masonry, if compressed air should be 
used, and at a cost of ten per cent, if any other process 
should be used." 

It appears from the same communication that subse- 
quent to the execution of the contract the engineers of 
the Commission determined that the caisson with com- 
pressed air was the safest and most certain way of found- 
ing said Pier 2, and that method was accordingly adopted 
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and the plans in that respect modified. The depth of 
the pier was thus increased and 4,049.6 cubic yards were 
thus added to the quantities, beyond what the original 
plan called for, to be paid for under the special provis- 
ions in that regard contained in section 2 of the contract. 
It is true that the specifications provide that all excava- 
tions for the middle pier (No. 2) is to be classified as 
dredging, and that Schedule "C" fixes the price for 
dredging for Pier No. 2 at $4 per cubic yard, but it is 
also provided in the specifications that this price shall be 
applicable only to the net lines of the coffer-dam required 
and to the depth shown on the exhibit of the plans as 
depth of foundation of Pier No. 2, which, as we have 
seen, was at a line twenty-two feet below mean high 
water and no further. As to the portion of the pier be- 
low this depth which it was contemplated to provide for 
by subsequent amendment to the plan, we find in Schedule 
" C " that it is to be paid for in the following manner: 

"For foundations of Pier 2, if compressed air is used, 
per cubic yard of displacement, timber and masonry, be- 
low said line, $45. 

"For foundations of Pier 2, if any process other than 
compressed air is used, cost as certified to by the engineer, 
with 10 per cent, added." 

It will be noted that this is not only for excavation, 
but for the entire structure below the line in question. I 
have considered the portion of the specifications to which 
your resolution calls my attention which requires the piers 
to be founded upon the solid rock, and that such means as 
the engineer shall direct be used to lay the rock bare and 
visible. It does undoubtedly involve such an obligation 
upon the contractors, and is a direction to them as to the 
method of doing the work of actual construction ; but the 
plan indicates the limit of the foundation of Pier No. 2 at 
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a line twenty -two feet below mean high water, and as I 
have shown, the contract sum of $2,055,000 was based 
upon this limit. If it became necessary to go beyond it 
in order to reach the solid jock, it became equally neces- 
sary to change the plan of the pier by extending the meas- 
urement of its depth and consequently obligatory . upon 
the Commissioners to make additional compensation to 
the contractors for the increase of quantities so occasioned. 
The views which I have expressed lead to the conclusion 
that the additional depth of Pier No. 2 beyond the twenty- 
two feet line involved an amendment to the original plan 
not covered by the lump sum of $2,055,000, and for which 
the contractors were entitled to receive additional com- 
pensation at the rate of $45 for every cubic yard of addi- 
tional foundation. 

Since I received your request for my opinion the Bridge 
Commissioners have adopted certain resolutions which 
place upon record the evidence of their action in authoriz- 
ing the extension in depth of the pier in question and of 
their approval of the payment to the contractors of an 
additional sum therefor at the above-mentioned rate. A 
copy of these resolutions is forwarded to you herewith 
(marked "D"). 

From the papers before me it is plain that the contract 
has been construed by both parties to it in the manner 
above indicated. The powers of the Commissioners are 
exceedingly broad, and they are entirely unaffected by 
the statutory provisions which limit and regulate the con- 
tracting powers of the different departments of the city 
government. The contract itself is that of the Commis- 
sioners, and does not run in the name of the Mayor, 
Aldermen and Commonalty of the City of New York. 
Where, then, both parties to it are carrying out its pro- 
visions in good faith according to their best understanding 
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of its terms and the intention with which it was entered 
into, it is difficult to perceive how the action of the Com- 
missioners in this respect can be questioned. 

In view of the conclusions I have reached, the following 
replies are submitted to the questions which you have sub- 
mitted for my opinion: 

1st. Whether the provisions of the contract for the 
construction of the Harlem River Bridge, that the con- 
tractors, for $2,055,000, will fully complete the bridge in 
strict conformity to the specifications, require the Com- 
missioners to pay more than $2,055,000, by reason of the 
construction of Pier 2, in accordance with the terms of the 
contract? 

The contract as a whole does not require the entire 
bridge to be completed for $2,055,000. Section 2 expressly 
provides for an increase or diminution in the price as the 
plans may be changed and the actual quantities increased 
or diminished. The increase in depth of Pier No. 2 below 
the twenty-two feet line, indicated upon the plan which 
forms a part of the contract as the limit of its depth, was 
a change in the plan, under the theory on which the con- 
tract was made, and involved an increase in quantities the 
cost of which, under Section 2 and the express provisions 
made for it in Schedule "C," must be paid in addition to 
the sum of $2,055,000. 

2d. Do the specifications which require the piers to be 
from the rock foundation and the piers to be founded 
upon the solid rock, and such means as the engineer shall 
direct to be used to lay the rock bare and the other clauses 
as to foundations oblige the contractors to found Pier 2 
upon the solid rock for the $2,055,000? 

As I have already stated, this provision is one regulat- 
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ing the manner in which the work is to be done. Con- 
sidered in relation to the question of compensation, and in 
the light of other provisions in the contract, it should be 
read as if followed by the words " the cost of so doing to 
be included in the sum of $2,055,000, if the foundations do 
not go below the twenty-two feet line, and if deeper, then 
at such additional compensation as is provided for under 
Section 2." 

3d. Does the clause, "that all excavation for Pier No. 2 
is to be classified as dredging, the price for which is ap- 
plicable only to the net lines of the coffer-dam required 
and to the depth shown on the exhibited plans as depth 
of foundation of Pier No. 2. Excavations will be made 
to such slopes as may be directed by the engineer," modify 
the requirements of the specifications as to foundations? 

Under this clause excavation only is provided for and is 
classified as dredging so far as prices are concerned, but 
not below the depth of foundation of Pier No. 2, as shown 
on the plan — that is, the twenty-two feet line. It is to be 
observed that under Schedule 4< C " the item providing for 
the price of the additional foundation below this line spe- 
cifies that $45 shall be allowed per cubic yard for dis- 
placement, timber and masonry. The clause can hardly 
be said to modify the requirements of the specifications as 
to foundations. It forms one of such requirements, and 
indicates the existence of other provisions to meet the 
construction and cost of construction below the twenty - 
two feet limit. 

4th. Does the second article of the contract on reference 
to Schedule "C" of prices to govern increase or diminn- 
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being a far greater number than the total number c 
vocations from 1870 to 1887. 

While the fees have been increased for most cU

The number and grades of employees and the sal 
to be paid them, as estimated for the current year, ar< 
same as was authorized by the Board of Estimate 
Apportionment for the past year, with the exception

ij rj _The Board of Commissioners of Excise subm 
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following statement and request for a special appropria- 
tion for legal expenses. 

Under the law it is the duty of the Board of Excise to 
prosecute bondsmen upon licenses revoked by the Board 
of Excise or by reason of conviction by a Court for viola- 
tion of law, rendering the license void (Section 8, Chapter 
175, Laws of 1870, as amended by Section 4, Chapter 547, 
Laws of 1873; Section 24, Chapter 628, Laws of 1857); and 
also to prosecute the licensee, whose license is so tfevoked, 
for the penalty prescribed (Sections 13, 14, 21 and 27, 
Chapter 628, Laws of 1857, as amended by Section 5, 
Chapter 547, Laws of 1873). 

The penalties on the bonds are $250 and $500, according 
to the class of license. The penalty to be recovered from 
the licensee is in most cases either $100 or $50. 

While it is the duty of Commissioners of Excise to pro- 
secute these suits, no such suits have ever been prosecuted 
in the City of New York to our knowledge. After some 
difficulty in determining the proper mode of procedure 
we have commenced test cases. As soon as a decision is 
reached in those suits, so that the proper procedure in 
such cases may be established, it will be the duty of the 
Board to commence action in every case. 

During the past year the Board of Excise has revoked 
580 licenses, and 184 licenses have been annulled and can- 
celed by virtue of convictions in the Courts, making 764 
cases in which it would be the duty of the Board to pro- . 
ceed. In each case there would be two suits, one for the 
penalty against the licensee, and one for the penalty of 
the bond against the licensee and his bondsmen. In the 
latter suit there would be three defendants who must be 
served separately, so that there would be four distinct 
sets of papers to be prepared in each case. 

To prepare these cases, to keep the record of the same 
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and to try them would occupy the time of several co 
and at least half a dozen clerks. If the suits were sue 
ful we ;would secure judgments involving in the aggn 
not less than half a million of dollars. 

It is manifestly impossible for the Board of Exci 
perform their duty in regard to these suits unless a sj 
appropriation is made for legal expenses. The Boarc 
do all that is in its power to do with its present force 
with thfe appropriation asked for in our regular estii 
If it is to do more than that a special sum must be a 
priated for legal expenses, to be used as required 
course, only so much of such an amount as was nece 
would be expended; the balance would be returned t< 
City Treasury. If such a special appropriation is i 
we believe that the amount should not be less 
$20,000. If the appropriation is made, and we are th< 
put in a position to prosecute the suits, which it ii 
duty under the statute to prosecute, there is every r< 
to believe that an amount might be recovered very i 
in excess of the cost of the prosecutions. 

During our term of office the Board has taken greal 
in the matter of the acceptance of bondsmen, and w 
lieve that in the great majority of cases the judgr 
obtained against them would be good.

The petition of Nicholas Haughton and John J 
respectfully shows: 

1. We were Commissioners of the Board of E; 
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the County of New York, appointed on May 1, 1883, to 
serve for three years, and until others should be duly ap- 
pointed in our places. 

2. On the 17th of March, 1884, an act of the Legislature 
was passed, entitled "An act to centre responsibility in the 
municipal government of the City of New York," which 
provided that after January 1, 1885, all appointments to 
office in the City of New York, then made by the Mayor, 
and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen, should there- 
after be made by the Mayor without such confirmation. 

3. On the 4th of March, 1886, the Corporation Counsel, 
at the request of the Mayor, gave an official opinion to 
the latter, which was to the effect, that Excise Commis- 
sioners were State officers, that consequently the said act 
did not apply to such officers and that our successors could 
not be appointed without confirmation by the Board of 
Aldermen.

Sir, — I am in receipt of your communication 
date herewith, calling attention to the investiga 
proceeding before the .Committee of the State 
Charities. At the request of the Mayor I design 
of the assistants in this Department to co-operate 
Committee in conducting the investigation, wit! 
tions to give them such assistance as they mighi 
looking towards such an elucidation of the facts j 
assist in the formation of an intelligent opinion j 
condition and administration of affairs in the ins 
under investigation. 

Of course it is, I well know, your wish, as it und 
was the Mayor's, as it is my own and as I doubt 
the wish of the Committee, that the fullest an 
investigation should be had. Ordinarily that 
perfectly well accomplished through the pre 
counsel for the investigators of an assistant fi 
Department. Various persons, however, who 
have knowledge of facts which they think shout 
before the Committee, ask for leave to present th< 
and by permission of the Committee, as I unders 
allowed themselves to frame questions which t 
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pound to the witnesses through the intervention of the 
Committee or of the assistant in charge. 

This is proper enough, because all are alike interested in 
the thoroughness of the examination, but I can readily 
understand that it would place the representative of this 
office in an extremely embarrassing position to act as the 
critic of questions which he himself has, by the method 
adopted, been made the medium of presentation, and I 
have little doubt that the evidence can all be better sifted, 
and a result more satisfactory to the community at large 
can be secured, if the testimony adduced before the Com- 
mittee is subjected to the same tests as is other human 
testimony when advanced in courts of justice. It is the 
universal experience of lawyers that such result can only 
be obtained through the medium of proper cross-examina- 
tion. 

Under these circumstances I think it would be best that 
the Department of Charities and Correction should be 
represented by counsel. As you are aware, the Consoli- 
dation Act provides that when any Commissioner's official 
conduct is being investigated before a body authorized by 
law to conduct such investigation, he is entitled to select 
counsel, and the reasonable costs, charges and counsel 
fees to which he is subjected, are a charge upon the City 
Treasury. Under these circumstances you are entirely 
free to select whomsoever you please to represent you 
upon the investigation; but if you wish that I should make 
any recommendation in the matter, I take great pleasure 
in suggesting the name of Mr. Arthur H. Masten, for many 
years an assistant in this Department, and who has only 
recently severed his connection with it. His known 
character and the intimate knowledge which he has of 
the machinery of the City Government will probably 
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enable him to present the case of yourself and you 
dates as thoroughly as it could be by any one:

2. Manuscript indexes cannot be read as rap 
printed ones and are more bulky. 

3. The names in the indexes are entered accor 
the first three letters of the surname, as Ama, An 
etc. Such an arrangement facilitates the use of a 
script index, but requires a great deal of time 
proper assorting of the certificates before they are i 
Moreover it is likely to lead to errors, owing to t 
spelling of names by the persons who fill out i 
tificates, e. g., Snyder may be spelled by the 
Schneider, and entered in this office under Sch., z 
search might not readily find it. Such an erroi 
likely to occur in the first letter, which is general!

4. A manuscript index for permanent use requir 
careful penmanship than one that is merely a 
weekly one and intended as copy for the printer.

An Act to authorize the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment of the City of New York to examine the claim 
of James V. Lawrence and to audit and pay such 
amount as may be justly due. 

Became a law without the approval of the Governor, iii accordance with the 
provisions of Article four, section nine of the Constitution, April 30, 188S; passed, 
three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
of the City of New York is hereby authorized to examine 
the claim of James V. Lawrence for supplies sold and de- 
livered and services rendered the City of New York at the 
instance and request of Isaac Newton, deceased, late chief 
engineer of the Department of Public Works of said city, 
between the first day of January, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, and the nineteenth day of September, eight- 
een hundred and eighty-four, and fix and determine what 
sum or amount, with interest, if any, is justly due and 
owing to said James V. Lawrence, and file a certificate 
thereof in the office of the Comptroller of the City of New 
York. 

§ 2. The said board shall not reject and disallow said 
claim solely on the ground that the necessity for such 
supplies and services had not been certified to by the head 
of the proper department, if said board shall be satisfied 
without such certificate that said supplies and services 
were, in fact, necessary, and were actually furnished or 
rendered and the price charged therefor reasonable and 
fair. 
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§ 3. The said board shall include in the provisional and 
final estimates for the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
nine the amount, if any, found to be due, as hereinbefore 
provided. 

§4. This act shall take effect immediately.

and on motion, referred to the Counsel to the Corporation 
for his opinion whether or not the rights of the City are 
protected therein," and enclosing the original contract. 

Whether the system known as the Herzog Teleseme 
Municipal Signaling System is sufiicient to meet the re- 
quirements of the Police Department, and whether the 
means proposed are adequate and the specifications suffi- 
cient for the purpose of putting such system into success- 
ful and satisfactory operation, are matters, of course, 
which can only he determined by the Board of Police un- 
der the advice of a competent electrical engineer. I must 
assume, therefore, that the only point upon which my 
opinion in the matter is sought is as to the legal sufficiency 
of the proposed contract for the protection of the interests 
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of the City, assuming that the system itself, and the 
means proposed for putting it in operation, have been ap- 
proved. 

I am unable to advise you that the contract, as sub- 
mitted to me, is at all satisfactory or sufficient to ensure 
a proper protection to the City. The scheme of the con- 
tract comprehends a sale to the City of four hundred 
telesme signaling boxes, together with all the necessary 
receiving or station house apparatus of every description, 
and all necessary poles, fixtures, insulators, wires, cables 
or other supplies for connecting the same, or any other 
supplies, of any nature, necessary r.o fit the whole when 
properly erected, connected and delivered, to be an electric 
telegraph signaling system of the character known as the 
Herzog Teleseme Municipal Signaling System. The com- 
pany is to deliver the plant to the City in complete order 
and condition for immediate working. The City, in con- 
sideration of the same, agrees to pay therefor the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars, such payments to be made 
in instalments of ten thousand dollars, as each set of forty 
street boxes and appurtenances, together with the entire 
connecting precinct station-house plant are erected, con- 
nected and installed in complete working order; the City 
to reserve ten per cent, on each instalment until the 
whole work is completed. 

The principal objectionable feature of the contract 
consists in what seems to be the continued retention 
on the part of the Herzog Teleseme Company of a measure 
of control over the system and plant after it has been pur- 
chased and delivered to the City. This is indicated, first: 
In section 8 of the contract, in which the company agrees 
thereafter to make all repairs and all subsequently in- 
vented improvements, whether in details, or of any part 
of said system or its mode of operation, at a profit of twelve 
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d one-half per cent, over the cost to the company of the 
anufacture, construction or installation of the same, 
ch cost never to exceed otfe hundred per cent, over the 
fcual expenditure for the labor and material used in and 
out the same; second, in section II. of the contract, 
here the company agrees to install, in connection with 
e plant, sub-station boxes in private residences, stores, 
Sees, institutions or any other buildings or location 

may be requested by any taxpayer or the City, sub- 
ct to the reasonable consent and control of the Board 

Police, pre-payment being required by the occupant of 
e installation price, which is not to exceed forty per cent. 
the profit over the cost of the company, or one hundred 
\r cent, over the actual expenditure on account of labor 
id material used in and about the same, and in addition 
ereto, pre-payment of an annual rental or royalty not 
xeeding, for each sub-station precinct, nine dollars an- 
lally for residences, and eighteen dollars annually for 
her places. 

In reference to this last section, it imports a control on 
ie part of the Herzog Teleseme Company over the prop- 
ty of the City, which is bad in policy and of doubtful 
didity, in view of the fact that section 255 of the New 
ork City Consolidation Act of 1882, under which power is 
inferred upon the Board of Police to contract for tele- 
•aphic service, imports that such service shall be under 
ie control of the Department, with permission to the 
oard, however, to permit the said telegraph lines to be 
sed in facilitating the operations of the Department of 
ealth, and that when so used, the expense thereof shall 
* charged to the said Department of Health. An agree- 
lent, therefore, for the purchase and installation by the 
ity for the Board of Police of a telegraphic system for 
ie purposes of said Board, which concedes a partial use 
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of the system to the grantor for his profit, seems to be 
contrary to the object and intention of the Legislature in 
conferring this power. 

Attention is specially called to the clause in this section 
of the contract which makes these sub-connections sub- 
ject to the " reasonable consent and control of Board of 
Police." The use of the word " reasonable " imports only 
a qualified control over the subject by the Board, and 
would leave it always an open question for dispute between 
the Teleseme Company and the Board of Police as to the 
reasonableness or unreasonableness of any action that 
might be taken by the Board under this section. There 
can be no doubt about the fact, that at times serious ques- 
tions of difference would arise between the company and 
the Board of Police, growing out of this provision, and 
that litigation between the City and the company would 
undoubtedly ensue. 

The intent of the company to retain some control over 
the plant is also evidenced by sections 26 and 27, which 
prohibit the City from permitting, making or suffering 
any alterations, modifications or additions in or to any 
part of the signaling system, its extensions or its methods 
of operation, without the consent in writing of the Tele- 
seme Company first obtained, and prohibiting any sub- 
station connection or apparatus to be made or used by any 
other person or corporation whatsoever, and prohibiting 
the majring of any such sub-station or connection or ap- 
paratus. 

I also consider the following stipulations to be objection- 
able: 

Section 7 provides that any essential modification in the 
plant must be mutually agreed to in writing by the parties 
to the contract, and that the City may, for the purpose of 
consenting to such modification, from time to time appoint 
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the Superintendent of Police Telegraph or other person as 
its agent. I assume that the modifications intended are 
those which it might be found desirable to make in the 
specifications before the work was finally completed. It 
is unnecessary and improper to provide for a delegation of 
authority and discretion to any individual or official in 
agreeing upon modifications to the contract. If the 
clause is desirable at all, it certainly would seem that so 
important a power as this should be exercised by the Board 
of Police, itself acting as a Board. There is no practical 
difficulty in the way which renders it necessary that there 
should be any delegation of authority for this purpose. 

Under section 8 provision is made by which the com- 
pany is to make all repairs, etc. It should be made clearly 
to appear that this duty is to be performed by the com- 
pany, not as a matter of right, but solely at the request of 
the Board of Police. 

Section 9 of the contract requires the company to com- 
mence the work of constructing the boxes, etc., with due 
speed, after being notified so to do by the City, and to con- 
tinue the work with due diligence. The contract fails, 
anywhere, to provide a time limit within which the work 
must be completed. In this respect, I consider it to be 
defective. 

Section 10 of the contract provides for the payment for 
the plant by instalments in the manner I have above in- 
dicated. It also provides that if any portion of the work 
upon which an instalment is due is not rejected by the 
Board of Police within two weeks it is to be considered as 
accepted. This, I think, contradicts the purpose of the 
reservation of ten per cent, upon each, instalment of the 
purchase-money, until the whole work is finally com- 
pleted. The purpose of the reservation of this percentage 
is that a fund may be in the hands of the City at the time 
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that the work is finally completed, which shall insure the 
remedying of any defects which may be found to exist in 
any portion of the work. If the City is to be placed in 
the position of having accepted definitely any portion of 
the work before the whole is completed, it is difficult to 
perceive what advantage is to be gained by the reserva- 
tion of the ten per cent. The work should be finally ac- 
cepted only as a whole. Its acceptance should be predi- 
cated upon its being satisfactory to the Department, and 
there should be a distinct period of time after the entire 
work is completed, within which to detect defects before 
final payment is made. 

Section 12 of the contract provides that out of the rents 
to be received by the company from the installation of 
sub : station boxes in private residences, offices, etc., the 
sum of three dollars annually for each sub-station so con- 
nected shall be paid into the Police Pension Fund. This 
stipulation I consider to be illegal. Whatever profit is to 
be derived by the City, under the contract, must go into 
the City Treasury. The City's moneys cannot be used to 
augment the Pension Fund in a manner not provided for 
by statute. 

Chapter 364 of the Laws of 1885, amending Section 305 
of the Consolidation Act, specifically indicates the sources 
of revenue for the Police Pension Fund. In none of these 
provisions can any authority be found for the application 
of any portion of the receipts derivable under this con- 
tract. The same section of the contract provides, how- 
ever, that from this payment so to be made to the Police 
Pension Fund is to be deducted an amount equal to the 
expense of such repairs to the street boxes or central sta- 
tion apparatus or other part of the system as are rendered 
necessary on account of " derangements or breakages oc- 
casioned by an unduly rough or improper handling or the 
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careless or malicious operation of the same." It is difficult 
to understand exactly what this provision means, in view 
of section 8 of the contract, which provides for the pay- 
ment by the City of all the expenses of repairing the sys- 
tem. The phraseology employed is also very loose, and 
would, doubtless, occasion constant disputes and probable 
litigation over the question as to whether the handling 
which caused the injury was or was not unduly rough or 
improper, or whether the operation of the system in any 
particular instance had or had not been careless or mali- 
cious. I consider the whole of this section to be absolutely 
inadmissible. 

Section 13 of the contract is a clause of indemnity to the 
City from all claim, damages, judgments or demands aris- 
ing on account of alleged infringements of any patented 
articles or processes comprised in the system during the 
time when such articles or processes are in use by the 
City I consider that the attempt to put such a limita- 
tion upon the indemnity offered to the City is objection- 
able. The Teleseme Company should, at all times, stand 
ready to defend its title and to save the City harmless from 
the consequences of any defects in its patents. 

Section 14 of the contract provides that the company 
shall detail a competent superintendent to give his per- 
sonal attention constantly to the faithful prosecution of 
the work. This is well enough as far as it goes. There 
should, however, be an additional provision in the con- 
tract similar to those found in all other contracts for City 
work, providing for the appointment of an inspector or 
inspectors or engineers by the City, who shall be charged 
with the duty of inspecting and supervising the work as 
it progresses, and to whom the company should be bound 
to extend every possible facility needful to a proper and 
close inspection. 
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Section 24 of the contract provides that the Herzog Tele- 
seme Company, in and about the prosecution of the work 
provided for in the contract, is to be deemed to act as the 
agent and representative of the City, and is to be afforded 
any and all facilities, privileges or exemptions to which 
the City is now, or may hereafter be entitled, or is law- 
fully accustomed or able to obtain without cost to itself, 
or in case there be cost such cost may, at the option of the 
company, be assumed by the company, and, in case this is 
done, the City agrees to use all reasonable efforts to pro- 
vide the same. This is very objectionable. The idea of 
any relation of principal and agent subsisting between the 
City and the company with which it is contracting cannot 
be tolerated for a moment. The provision is also altogether 
too vague and uncertain. The Teleseme Company should 
specify what privileges they require now, so that the 
Board of Police may be able to determine in advance to 
what extent it may be within their power to concede 
them or procure them for the company. • The Police 
Board, through whom the City is to contract with the 
Herzog Teleseme Company, can bind the City only to 
the extent of the power that is conferred upon the Police 
Department by law. No department of the City Govern- 
ment can contract away the rights or powers of other 
departments. 

Section 25 of the contract provides that in the event of 
a refusal or failure on the part of any public officer or 
board or other parties to allow such facilities, privileges or 
exemptions to or for the use of the said Teleseme Company 
as agent for the City, the Teleseme Compauy, at its option, 
shall be deemed to be released and discharged from the 
further performance of its obligations under the contract 
to the extent to which it is affected by such refusal or fail- 
ure, unless the same can be compensated by the expendi- 
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ture of money, not to exceed five thousand dollars, in 
which case said expenditure is to be added to each pay- 
ment due on account, and together with such instalment, 
is to be repaid with twelve and one-half per cent, added 
thereto as profit, or at the option of the City, the company 
may furnish and install one box less for every two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars so expended. This clause it will be 
perceived, relates to the same matter as section 24, and is 
subject to the same objection. The additional objection is 
also taken that it provides for an increase in the consider- 
ation money to the extent of five thousand dollars, which 
would be illegal, in view of the fact that it would involve 
an increase in the purchase money in excess of the amount 
appropriated by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
for the purpose. It is true that the City has the alterna- 
tive of diminishing the number of boxes to the extent of 
twenty. As to what effect this might have upon the effi- 
ciency of the system as a whole, I am unable to express 
an opinion. It is certain, however, that if this section is 
to stand as it now is, a reduction would become necessary 
on the happening of the contingencies to meet which this 
provision has been inserted in the contract. 

I have thus endeavored to point out to you some of the 
objections which have occurred to me on the examination 
of this contract. As the matter must come before me 
again, should the Police Department determine to enter 
into a contract with this company, it is necessary that I 
should disclaim any inference that I approve of other por- 
tions of the cantract because I have not specifically ob- 
jected to them. 

It is proper in connection with this subject that I should 
call your attention to the fact that an action is now pend- 
ing in the Circuit Court of the United States brought by 
the Equitable Electric Company against the Herzog Tele- 
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seme Company and the Mayor, Aldermen and Common- 
alty of the City of New York, for the purpose of testing 
the validity of these patents and of restraining the oper- 
ation of the system by the company and City, in respect 
to the alleged infringements claimed to exist by the Equit 
able Electrical Company. No preliminary injunction, 
however, has been issued.

To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment: 

Gentlemen, — Since my letter of 29th ult. was written, in 
relation to the terms of the proposed contract with the 
Herzog Teleseme Company, my attention has been called 
to the fact, that it was assumed both by the Police De- 
partment and by your Board, that in my opinion of March 
17, 1888, addressed to the Board of Police, I intended to 
say that the approval of the terms of the proposed con- 
tract of purchase must be sanctioned by you. 

The statute requires that the Board of Estimate shall 
prescribe conditions to secure fair and reasonable oppor- 
tunity for competition between rival patented articles. 

When, however, such conditions have been fulfilled, the 
Department desiring to purchase is left at liberty to fix 
the form of contract, subject to the approval of the 
Counsel to the Corporation. 

I therefore advise that it is only necessary for your 
Board to say whether there has been fair and reasonable 
opportunity for competition in this instance, and if you 
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are satisfied that such opportunity has been afforded, to 
authorize the Police Department to make the purchase. 

If, however, you are not so satisfied, then you should 
prescribe by resolution the conditions which will, in your 
opinion, secure fair and reasonable opportunity for com- 
petition. 

The matter of determining the form of the contract 
should, however, be left to the Police Department and the 
Counsel to the Corporation.

Gentlemen, — I am in receipt of a communication from 
the Clerk to your Board, dated the 1st instant, forward- 
ing to me an extract from the minutes of your meeting 
held May 28, 1888, from which it appears that a copy of 
Chapter 350 of the Laws of 1888, entitled " An Act to 
amend Section 2 of Chapter 572 of the Laws of 1887, en- 
titled * An act to authorize the fixing of salaries of 
Sergeants and Detective Sergeants of Police in the City 
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of New York,"' was laid before the Board, together with 
a resolution, of which the following js a copy: 

" Whereas, The Board of Police, by a resolution adopted 
August 23, 1887, in pursuance of the provisions of Chapter 
572 of the Laws of 1887, fixed the salaries of Sergeants 
and Detective Sergeants at $2,000 per annum, from and 
after October 1, 1887, provided the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment appropriated the amount necessary 
to pay said increase; and 

"Resolved, That the resolution of the Board of Police 
of the City of New York, adopted August 23, 1887, fixing 
and determining the salaries <rf Sergeants and Detective 
Sergeants of Police in said city, pursuant to Chapter 572 
of the Laws of 1887, at the sum of $2,000 per annum, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, be and is hereby approved, upon the con- 
dition that said salaries shall commence on June 1, 18S8; 
and that pursuant to Chapter 350 of the Laws of 18S8, 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment do hereby ap- 
propriate the sum of forty thousand dollars, to be added 
to and included in the Final Estimate for the year 1S8S, 
in addition to the sum therein appropriated ' For Salaries 
of Sergeants of Police and Detective Sergeants,' $40,000. 

" Resolved, That in order to meet the payments required 
under the foregoing resolution, the Comptroller is hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue revenue bonds in an- 
ticipation of the taxes for 1888, as provided by law, and 
in amount not exceeding the appropriation above made." 

Whereupon the Comptroller moved that it be referred 
to the Counsel to the Corporation for his opinion as to 
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the power of your Board to authorize the issue of revenue 
bonds for the purpose* 

Chapter 572 of the Laws of 1887 provides that " The 
Police Commissioners of the City of New York are hereby 
authorized and empowered, with the approval of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment in said city and 
county, to fix and determine the salaries of Sergeants and 
Detective Sergeants of Police in said city at an amount 
which shall not be less than sixteen hundred dollars, nor 
more than twenty-two hundred dollars per annum. 

Section 2 of the act provides that : 

" The pay or compensation mentioned in the foregoing 
sections shall be paid monthly to each person entitled 
thereto, subject to such deduction for or on account of lost 
sick time, disability, absence or fines, as the Board of 
Police may, by rules and regulations, from time to time 
prescribe and adopt." 

Chapter 350 of the Laws of 1888 amends the above 
quoted act by adding at the end of said Section 2 the 
following: 

"And the said Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
may, by a majority vote, amend the appropriation for the 
Police Department for the year in which any salaries may 
be increased, pursuant to the provisions of the first section 
of this act, by adding to the amount theretofore appro- 
priated for salaries of Sergeants and Detective Sergeants 
in such year an amount sufficient to meet and defray such 
increase of said salaries; and the amount so added to said 
appropriation shall be included in the Piual Estimate for 
such year, and certified by the Comptroller to the Com- 
mon Council as a part of said Final Estimate, as required 
by law." 
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The scheme of legislation embodied in these two acts 
provides: 

First. — That the salaries of the Police Sergeants may 
within certain limits be increased by the Police Board. 

Second.— That the consent of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment shall be necessary to give effect to such 
increase. 

Third.— That where such increase takes effect in any 
year after the Final Estimates of appropriations for carry- 
ing on the public business for that year shall have been 
passed, the Board of Estimate and Apportionment may 
reopen such estimates by including within them a further 
appropriation to provide for the amount necessary to 
cover such increase for the balance of the current year. 

The sole purpose of Chapter 350 of the Laws of 1888 was 
to provide a method for the payment of the increase in 
salary for the balance of the fiscal year in which it might 
be authorized. The act authorizes your Board in terms 
" to amend the appropriation for the Police Department 
for the year" in which the increase is authorized; declares 
as the effect of such amendment that " the amount added 
to said appropriation shall be included in the Final Esti- 
mate of such year," and directs the Comptroller to certify 
the same "to the Common Council as a part of said 
Final Estimate as required by law " to be included in the 
tax levy for the year. Amending the appropriations and 
including in the Final Estimate for the year the additional 
amount which the amendment embodies, is, in legal effect, 
.equivalent to an original adoption of such amount in the 
Final Estimates at the time they were passed. 

The terms of the statute requiring the amount in ques- 
tion to be added to and thus incorporated in an existing 
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appropriation, and declaring that it shall be included 
within the Final Estimates, lead inevitably to this con- 
clusion. 

The power of providing money to meet charges upon 
appropriations embodied in the Final Estimates by the 
issue of revenue bonds rests with the Comptroller. 

Section 154 of the New York City Consolidation Act of 
1882 provides as follows: 

" Section 154. The Comptroller is authorized to borrow 
from time to time on the credit of the corporation, in 
anticipation of its revenues, and not to exceed the amount 
of such revenues, such sums as may be necessary to meet 
expenditures under the appropriations for each current 
year." 

The exercise of this power as an independent right of 
the Comptroller, without the necessity of concurrence by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, was asserted 
be Hon. E. Delafield Smith, one of my predecessors in 
office, in an opinion given by him August 27, 1873, to the 
Comptroller, which has been followed in practice since 
that date and in the soundness of which I concur. 

The only limitation upon the power of the Comptroller 
is that the issue of such bonds shall not exceed the amount 
of anticipated revenues, the larger part of which are 
derived from the tax-levy into which the Final Estimates 
enter. 

The proceeds of the bonds are made applicable to ex- 
penditures under the appropriations, which in turn enter 
into the tax-levy from the proceeds of which the bonds 
themselves are redeemed. The amount of the esti 
mates, therefore, as they are finally certified to the Com- 
mon Council substantially measures the extent to which 
the power of the Comptroller goes in issuing these 
bonds. 
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Should your Board take action in exercise of the 
powers conferred hy the two statutes under consideration, 
an appropriation, or more properly speaking, an increase 
of an existing appropriation would exist, subject to ex- 
penditure during the current year, for which it would be- 
come the duty of the Comptroller to make provision by 
the issue of revenue bonds. 

In view of the independent authority of the Comptrol- 
ler in the matter, and the absence of any provision in the 
statutes in question qualifying that power, by requiring 
the sanction of your Board, I am led to the conclusion 
that so much of the resolutions under consideration as 
purport to authorize the Comptroller to issue revenue 
bonds is irrelevant to the exercise of any power possessed 
by your Board in the premises.

Honorable Board of Commissioners, New York Fire 
Department: 

Gentlemen,— I have the honor to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of instructions from your Honorable Body "to re- 
port in full with reasons, as to the feasibility and advisa- 
bility, or otherwise, of combining the Police and Fire 
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Telegraph systems of this city, and a statement of the 
advantages or disadvantages of the proposition." 

The combining with the Fire Alarm Telegraph system, 
of a system for the transmission of messages, signals, etc., 
for the Police Department, does not appear feasible. 

The present state of efficiency to which our fire alarm 
service has been brought is due, to a considerable extent, 
to multiplying of the circuits, and dividing them into dif- 
ferent classes. 

From that class upon which the signals are transmitted 
automatically from the alarm boxes to the Central Office, 
thence to the various companies of the Department, in- 
forming them of the existence of the fire, every other 
kind of telegraphic service is excluded, with the exception 
of such as may be required in the further disposition and 
distribution of the forces during the management of large 
fires, on which occasions constant use is made of them, 
but under such control as to not interfere with regular 
fire signals. In the transacting of other Department 
business telegraphically, use is made of special circuits, 
by use of arbitrary signals which are prearranged to cover 
certain requirements, and the telephone for further and 
general use. 

Under the present system, when a fire alarm signal is 
transmitted from a box the forces of the Department are 
in receipt of the signal, giving them the immediate loca- 
tion, and the men and apparatus assigned to the location 
given are under way in response within twenty seconds 
from the first stroke of the signal. 

It is easy to understand that if the circuits and appli- 
ances were made use of for other and additional service, 
their availability for use at the critical moment would be 
positively destroyed. 

The success of a perfect fire alarm telegraph system 
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must depend upon the exclusiveness of its service and its 
freedom from complexity and the simplicity of its 
appliances. 

To substitute for the present simple method of trans- 
mission of positively correct fire alarm signals any trans- 
mitting device embodying a multiplicity of different 
signals, or combination of signals, accessible to the com- 
munity, and depending upon the intelligence of the sender 
for the proper setting and manipulation of the instrument 
(to insure the transmission of the desired signal or mes- 
sage) would, in my opinion, be a most dangerous experi- 
ment, and the result would be disastrous to any fire alarm 
system. 

Independent of the objections to an inclusive system, 
with an object to making a common use of the same, it 
seems to me its maintenance and management would be 
attended with much complication and embarrassment, in 
affording satisfactory service to one Department without 
danger of prejudice to the other.

Gentlemen, — In accordance with your resolution adopted 
June 22, 1888, I have considered the evidence taken by

the Counsel to the Corporation as to the facts and the true 
value to the City of New York of the services rendered by 
John H. Strahan, in the years 1877 and 1880, for which 
services a claim has been made by him for payments of 
$25,000 and $5,000 respectively. 

Careful consideration of the evidence in question, sup- 
plemented by several interviews with Mr. Strahan, and 
by an explanatory letter from one of the gentlemen testi- 
fying before the Counsel to the Corporation, Mr. Orlando 
B. Potter, which letter I beg to submit in connection with 
this report, has convinced me that the services rendered 
by Mr. Strahan were not only arduous, delicate and ex- 
tended, but were productive of very large pecuniary benefit 
to the City of New York, reflecting great credit upon their 
performer. 

But in computing what pecuniary value should be 
placed upon the same, I am compelled to differ widely 
from the amount which has been claimed by Mr. Strahan. 

It should not be overlooked that from the time such serv- 
ices were rendered until now, a period of some eight or 
ten years, no claim has ever been filed for payment of the 
same; and that there is nothing of record to sho^ what, if 
any, understanding originally existed, or was subsequently 
reached between Mr. Strahan and the then Comptroller, in 
accordance with which the services of the former were 
engaged by and rendered to the latter. It seems peculiarly 
remarkable to me that not only has no formal demand for 
payment been previously made, but that no intimation 
even was shown during the entire term of my predecessor, 
the Hon. Edward V. Loew, that any claim for any amount 
existed or was intended. 

Apart from this, the matter would seem to reduce itself 
to the simplest of business principles, and the question of 
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how much should be paid appears to me to hinge upon 
how much labor has been done, and in no wise upon what 
results have been accomplished through such labor. With 
no desire to begrudge a spray of the legal laurels to which 
Mr. Strahan's labors in the City's behalf justly entitle him; 
but considering the question solely practically and with a 
conscientious regard for the equity of both parties in in- 
terest, I would report the sums of $5,000 and $2,500, or 
$7,500 in all, as the amount at which I recommend this 
claim to be audited and allowed. 

It is proper that I should add that such an amount, 
when suggested by me to Mr. Strahan as an equitable one, 
in nowise met with his acceptance, and that all conversa- 
tion with him has proved an inability to decide upon any 
mutually satisfactory sum.

To the Honorable the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment: 

Gentlemen, — I am in receipt of a communication from 
the Clerk to your Board, enclosing an extract from the 
minutes of your meeting, held June 22, 1888, from which 
it appears that the following communications were re- 
ceived by you and referred to the Counsel to the Corpora- 
tion for his report, as to how far the expenditure referred 
to therein is deemed to be necessary. 

The communications in question consist of a certificate 
signed by the Chief Clerk to the Health Department, and 
addressed to the supervisor of the City Record, certif ying 
to the necessity of printing indexes of births, marriages 
and deaths for the year 1888. 

A communication addressed by the Register of the Bu- 
reau of Vital Statistics to the Secretary of the Health De- 
partment, stating that the printing of these indexes would 
greatly facilitate the clerical work of the office, by reason 
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of the large yearly increase in the number of these records, 
and that it will soon be impossible to keep them properly 
without a greatly increased force, for which the Bureau 
has no room. An explanation is given of the arrange- 
ments of these indices, and the inconveniences accompany- 
ing the use of them in manuscript form. The advantages 
of a printed index are stated to be : 

1. The ease of reading, greatly facilitating the work of 
the searcher. 

2. That several persons could be searching at the same 
time. 

3. That the names could be entered by the first letter 
only, thus avoiding liability to error, and rendering the 
work of indexing much more rapid. 

4. Extra copies could be sent to the Law and City Li- 
braries and others, for the use of lawyers. 

5. That the marriages could be indexed by the bride's 
maiden name as well as by the bridegroom's name. 

6. That the printed indexes would occupy much less 
space than the written ones. 

Also, a communication addressed by the Supervisor of 
the City Record to your Board, referring to these papers, 
and stating that however desirable the change proposed 
may be, the Bureau of the City Record has no appropri- 
ation to meet the additional expenditure which, for the 
residue of the current year, would be about fifteen hun- 
dred dollars, and submitting the requisition of the Board 
of Health in the matter to your Board, for such action as 
you may deem proper;

Also, a communication from the Chief Clerk to the 
Health Department addressed to the Supervisor of the 
City Record, stating that, if the appropriation is not suf- 
ficient, there is an unexpended balance to the credit of 
the Health Department for 1887, from which a transfer of 
fifteen hundred dollars can be made to meet the desired 
expenditure. 

In response to your inquiry, the reason given by the 
Chief of the Bureau of Vital Statistics for the substitution 
of printed for manuscript copies of the indexes of births, 
marriages and deaths of record in that bureau, seem to 
me to justify the expenditure of the money necessary to 
carry out the proposed change. With the lapse of time, 
these records become more and more valuable, and will 
be, as they now are, frequently used for the purpose of 
determining property and other rights of supreme impor- 
tance. Without an index of some kind, of course the 
records themselves would be practically valueless. With 
the manuscript index, the chances of destruction, mutila- 
tion and fraudulent alterations increase with the lapse of 
time. All of these possibilities are entirely avoided by 
the printing of the indices and the preservation of the 
large number of copies which that will make possible, 
through the distribution of them proposed to be made by 
the Health Department. 

For the reasons I have given I consider the work pro- 
posed sufficiently desirable to justify the expenditure nec- 
essary for the purpose, and in that sense deem such ex- 
penditure to be necessary. 

So far as providing the necessary funds is concerned, in 
view of the fact mentioned in the communication of the 
Chief Clerk to the Health Department, that there is a 
balance of appropriations for 1887 to the credit of that 
Department remaining unexpended, I see no objection to 
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a transfer therefrom to the appropriations for 1888, for the 
City Record, of an amount sufficient to cover the cost of 
the work. Of course, this transfer can only be made with 
the consent of the Board of Health.

An Act to authorize the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment of the City of New York to examine, audit and 
allow the claims of the stenographers of the Court of 
General Sessions of the City of New York. 

Approved by the Governor, May 26, 1888 ; passed, three-fifths being present 

The People of the State of New York, represented 
in Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. — The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
of the City of New York is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, irrespective of any legal defense which the City 
may possess by reason of the failure of the Legislature to 
prescribe the fees of stenographers of the Court of General 
Sessions, and irrespective of any statutory prohibition 
against the receipt of fees of such stenographers in addition 
to their salaries as fixed and determined by law, to exam- 
ine into and determine the claim of each of said sten- 
ographers for services by any of them rendered in the 
transcription of notes taken by them or any of them in 
criminal trials at any time prior to the passage of this act, 
and to audit and allow the amount of such services in case 
the said Board shall be satisfied that the claims of said 
stenographers or of any of them are honest and just claims,, 
and ought legally and equitably be allowed to be paid by

The Comptroller called up for consideration the v matter 
of the application of Henry A. Rogers et at, for compensa- 
tion, etc., as Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment 
in the proceedings to acquire land for the High Bridge 
Park, presented and laid over at a meeting of this Board, 
held June 22, 1888. 

After discussion the matter was referred to the Comp- 
troller for examination and report. 

The Comptroller offered the following preamble and 
resolution: 

Whereas, Pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 572 of 
the Laws of 1887, the Board of Police passed a resolu- 
tion August 23, 1887, fixing the salaries of Sergeants 
and Detective Sergeants at $2,000 per annum from 
and after October 1, 1887, provided the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment appropriate the amount 
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necessary to pay the increase, and also by a resolution 
requested the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
. to appropriate the sum of $19,200 to pay the extra sal- 
ary of Sergeants and Detective Sergeants from Octo- 
ber 1st to December 31, 1887; and 

Whereas, A resolution was presented to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment by the Chairman, at a 
meeting held October 13, 1887, approving of said reso- 
lution of the Board of Police fixing the salary of Ser- 
geants and Detective Sergeants at $2,000 per annum 
from and after October 1, 1887, subject to the condition 
therein provided; and 

Whereas, Said resolution was laid over and the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment took no further action 
thereon; and 

Whereas, The Legislature passed an act on May 22, 1888, 
entitled " An act to amend Section two of Chapter five 
hundred and seventy-two of the laws of eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-seven, entitled ' An act to authorize 
the fixing of salaries of Sergeants and Detective Ser- 
geants of Police in the City of New York,'" which 
amending act provided for an amendment of the ap- 
propriation for the Police Department for the year to 
which any salaries may be increased, by adding to the 
amount theretofore appropriated for the salaries of 
Sergeants and Detective Sergeants in such year an 
amount sufficient to meet and defray such increase of 
said salaries, and that the amount so added to said ap- 
propriation shall be included in the Final Estimate for 
such year, and certified by the Comptroller to the 
Common Council as a part of said Final Estimate, as 
required by law; and 
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Whereas, Said act was presented to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment by the President of the 
Board of Aldermen, at a meeting held May 28, 1888, 
. and also a resolution approving of the resolution 
adopted by the Board of Police, August 23, 1887, fix- 
ing the salaries of Sergeants and Detective Sergeants, 
upon the condition that said salaries shall commence 
on June 1, 1888; and also a resolution authorizing 
the Comptroller to issue Revenue Bonds in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes for 1888, to meet the payments of 
salaries thus required; and 

Whereas, Said act and resolutions were referred to the 
Counsel to the Corporation for his opinion as to the 
power of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
to authorize the issue of Revenue Bonds for such pur- 
pose; and 

Whereas, The Counsel to the Corporation states in his 
opinion, submitted June 22, that " in view of the" in- 
dependent authority of the Comptroller in the matter, 
and the absence of any provision in the statutes in 
question qualifying that power, by requiring the sanc- 
tion of your Board, I am led to the conclusion that so 
much of the resolutions under consideration as pur- 
port to authorize the Comptroller to issue Revenue 
Bonds is irrelevant to the exercise of any power pos- 
sessed by your Board in the premises ; " and 

Whereas, It does not appear that any action has been 
taken by the Police Board upon said amending act nor 
upon the resolution by it adopted August 23, 1887, 
fixing the salaries of Sergeants and Detective Ser- 
geants at $2,000 per annum, and requesting the Board 
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of Estimate and Apportionment to appropriate the 
sum of $19,200 to pay the extra salary required from 
October 1 to December 31, 1887; and 

Whereas, Since the adoption by the Police Board on 
August 23, 1887, of the resolution fixing the salaries 
of Sergeants and Detective Sergeants at $2,000 per an- 
num, and requesting the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment to appropriate the sum of $19,200 to pay 
the extra salary required from October 1 to December 
31, 1887; there have been changes in the member- 
ship of the Police Board, so that such resolution may 
not represent the opinion of the Police Board as at 
present constituted; therefore 

Resolved } That this whole matter be referred back to the 
Board of Police Commissioners, that action de novo be 
taken by them as may be deemed necessary and ad- 
visable.

The Comptroller offered the following preamble and 
resolution: 

Whereas, At several meetings of this Board, to wit: April 

11, 1888, May 2, 1888 and June 22, 1888, the subject of 

. furnishing an electric telegraph signaling system to the 

Police Department, for municipal purposes, has been 

under consideration, at the request made by the Board 
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of Police that this Board sanction and approve of a pro- 
posed contract of purchase with the Herzog Teleseme 
Company, under a resolution adopted by said Board, 
March 6, 1888; and 

Whereas, The Counsel to the Corporation, in a communi- 
cation addressed to this Board, dated June 2, 1888, in 
reference to said proposed contract, states that "the 
statute requires that the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment shall prescribe conditions to secure fair 
and reasonable opportunity for competition between 
rival patented articles; " and 

Whereas, It appears, that, although the Herzog Teleseme 
system and some other methods of electrical signaling 
have been tried and experimented upon with the con- 
sent and under the direction and partial supervision of 
the Police Department, there is reason to believe that 
there has not been a fair and reasonable opportunity 
for competition between the various systems and 
methods of electrical signaling; therefore 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, there has 
not been such a fair and reasonable opportunity for 
competition in this instance, as would justify it in 
giving its sanction and approval of the proposed con- 
tract of purchase by the Police Board of the Herzog 
TeleseiueJElectrical Signal System for the City of New 
York, involving as it does so large an expenditure and 
the risk of conflicting claims and rights of other 
patentees in a matter of such vital importance to the 
city. 

Resolved, That the said proposed contract be referred back 
to the Board of Police Commissioners, with a request 
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that they arrange for a full and open competition, 
after due advertising and notification, by and between 
all parties desirous of supplying the City of New- 
York with a system of electrical signaling, under con- 
ditions to be approved and thereby prescribed by this 
Board, as required by law. 

Which was laid over until a meeting of this Board to be 
held on Thursday, July 26, 1888. 

F. B. Herzog appeared before the Board and presented 
' the following: 

Office of the Herzog Teleseme Co. of! 
New York State, 
No. 30 Broad Street, 
New York, July 12, 1888. 

To the Honorable the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment : 

Gentlemen,— The opinions given by the Counsel to the 
Corporation, in the matter of the adoption, etc., of the 
Teleseme system by the Police Department, expressly, or 
by necessary implication, state six conclusions of law. 
These are: 

(1.) That Section 63 of the Consolidation Act applied to 
this contract. 

(2.) That failure of the Board of Apportionment to have 
" prescribed, " before the contract was entered into, can 
be cured by subsequent ratification. 

(3.) That this Board can act in a judicial capacity on the 
question whether there was, in fact, a "fair and reason- 
able opportunity for competition. " 
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(4.) That if this judgment is adverse, that Board can, 
without special request from the cognizant executive de- 
partment, and on its own motion, prescribe conditions for 
a competition, the specific appropriation for which has 
been fully and regularly made by a previous Board, and 
has been drawn. 

(5.) That this Board is also the judge as to the propriety 
of the specific provisions and details of the contract. 

(6.) That, even admitting any technical irregularity in 
the proceedings, the unreversed doctrine of Moore vs. 
Mayor (73 N. Y., 238), of the distinctions to be observed 
between the case of an objecting assessed property-holder 
and a complaining contractor, is to be disregarded. 

The fifth point, to be sure, was apparently corrected by 
amendatory letter, but the action of your Board in invit- 
ing our counsel to appear before you for the purpose of 
discussing it, after your attention had been specially called 
to the apparent neglect of its instructions, leads me to be- 
lieve that still later advice has restated the original propo- 
sition. The law from which the first point is deduced is 
carefully set forth; the other conclusions are either stated 
without explanation or are necessary inferences from 
what is stated. The second and third are the only conclu- 
sions which we believe valid, and then only in case that 
the first is law. To this point, that is, whether Section 63 
includes patented articles not used in connection with 
pavements, we have given very careful consideration, and 
feel confident that it does not include such articles, and 
that your only ground for claiming jurisdiction fails. In 
view of the fact that the Counsel to the Corporation 
has fully stated the grounds for his belief, and as these do 
not even touch upon a number of points which we con- 
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sider of the greatest importance in arriving at the law, 
we feel confident that, upon reconsideration and a study of 
our arguments, he will materially modify the opinion given, 
and we also feel sure that a like result will be effected by 
a study of and reflection upon the additional suggestions 
and points appended, and by an examination of various 
controlling matters of fact, apparently not before him 
when his opinion was given, and the effect of which is 
clearly to distinguish the principle governing the case 
from any cited by him. From his remarks to me, as well 
as from other sources, I gather that the opinion was mainly 
written by one of his assistants, and, judging from the 
fact of his withdrawal of the most important point therein, 
it seems to me that he tacitly acknowledges the inaccu- 
racy or incompleteness of the opinion rendered. 

We feel so sure, indeed, of the perfect validity of all the 
proceedings, and of the rights we now have therefrom, 
that unless our present opinion of the law is greatly modi- 
fied, we will endeavor to enforce these rights, and would 
refuse to enter into any new competition which might be 
declared if you decided that the opportunities for competi- 
tion had not been such as you would have prescribed if 
you had been in office when the appropriation was made, 
and when the competition commenced; and if you deter- 
mined fully to follow your counsel's present advice. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Beekman has refused to " volunteer '* 
any further examination without express instructions, 
from you, I respectfully ask you to request him, at his 
early convenience, to consider the appended and some 
other points. 

As far as concerns your own .jurisdiction in the matter, 
we do not believe that you have any right whatever in the 
premises. We now appear, as we have always done, un- 
der protest, and without prejudice. Should you, however, 
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at length determine to end the matter, as far as you are 
concerned, we respectfully call your attention to the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Under, no possible interpretation of the law would 
you have a right to prescribe a new competition, based on 
an old appropriation, partly drawn without express re- 
quest from the Police Department, which, as yet, has only 
asked you to sanction the present contract, in pursuance 
of the directions given them by the Corporation Counsel, 
and now acknowledged as incorrect. 

2. In acting under the directions of the Counsel to the 
Corporation, and judging whether the opportunity for 
competition has been fair and reasonable, you can act 
solely as judges of fact, and not on conclusions of law. 
For instance, you can have no right to judge whether the 
usual provisions, directing advertisements in the cases of 
ordinary contract, are to apply here. That is purely a 
question of law. All you could in any case do, would be 
to judge of the fact, whether a sufficient number of com- 
petitors had had an opportunity to compete. 

3. In view of the preamble to the Police Board resolution, 
adopting this system, and of the opinion expressed by the 
Counsel to the Corporation, that he considered: " That the 
facts show that everything intended to be secured by the 
provision of Section 63, in the way of competitive exami- 
nation of rival systems, has already been secured " (which 
statement, by the way, was made with knowledge that 
there had been no formal advertisement); and in view of 
the fact that, prima facie, you must consider that a con- 
tract exists between this company and the city, we hold 
that the burden of proving that the opportunity for com- 
petition was not sufficient to be termed " fair and reason- 
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able " is on those who seek to invalidate our contract. We 
here charge that when you last considered the matter, a 
number of deliberate misstatements were made by various 
" protestants'* ; we, therefore, as a matter of common jus- 
tice, ask you to receive no contradicted statements of facts 
which are not sworn to, and are either recorded by a sten- 
ographer, or are put in the shape of affidavits, so that 
those making them can be held responsible.

It was not necessary for the Board of Apportionment 
to " Prescribe" Conditions in this Competition. 

The power of the Board of Police to make this contract 
was firstly governed by Section 64 of the Consolidation 
Act, which provides that: "All contracts to .be made or 
let for work to be done, or supplies to be furnished, except 
as in this act otherwise provided, shall be made by the 
appropriate heads of departments, under such regulations 
as now exist, or shall be established by ordinances of the 
Common Council." This clause is followed by two special 
clauses; one of them relating to contracts under one thou- 
sand dollars, and the other as follows: " Whenever any 
work is necessary to be done, to complete or perfect a 
particular job, or any supplies needful for any particular 
purpose, which work or job is to be undertaken or supply 
furnished for the corporation, and the several parts of the 
said work or supply shall together involve the expendi- 
ture of more than one thousand dollars, the same shall be 
by contract, under such regulations concerning it as shall 
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be established by ordinances of the Common Council." 
Here follow several exceptions, and then: " All contracts 
shall be entered into by the appropriate heads of depart- 
ments, and shall, except as herein otherwise provided, be 
founded on sealed bids or proposals." Here follow direc- 
tions as to the manner of securing these bids; and then: 
" If the head of department shall not deem it for the inter- 
ests of the city to reject all bids, he shall, without the con- 
sent or approval of any other department or officer of the 
city government," etc. Here follow certain further direc- 
tions. 

It will be seen that both in the general clause, begin- 
ning Section 64, and in the special clause thereafter, we 
find the words " except as in this act otherwise provided," 
and " except as herein otherwise provided.'' 

If there were no other express charter provisions, the 
existing interpretations of the courts would, by operation 
of law, exclude from the operation of this clause any con- 
tract which, like the present, possessed an element which 
from its very nature negatived the idea that the lowest 
first cost would necessarily be for the best interests of the 
city, and excluded the idea of the possibility of an ordinary 
competition, such as exists in almost every city contract. 
This has been repeatedly held by the courts, in the follow- 
ing classes of cases: 1. Contracts relating to personal serv- 
ices requiring special skill or knowledge, such as those of 
a surveyor, architect, legal counsel, medical expert to aid 
coroner or district attorney, where it is evident that the 
personal skill could not be measured by the element of 
comparative price. 2. Cases where the skill of the indi- 
vidual cannot be separated from the material with which 
he works; such as the services of an artist of a picture, or 
designer or sculptor of a statue, or manufacturer of scien- 
tific apparatus for meteorological and astronomical obser- 
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vations for the proper department of the government, 
such as, in New York, the Department of Parks, or the 
manufacture of artistic fireworks, or of the present fire- 
alarm signaling system. 3. Cases where a particular 
product of nature was required, such as certain varieties 
of stone from quarries, or of sand in building opera- 
tions, certain kinds of lumber, medicines, drugs, or 
animals for a zoological garden, or botanical specimens. 
4. Standard manufactures long in use and of a well-known 
brand, or articles covered or protected by some manufact- 
urers' pool or trust. 5. Cases where certain locations 
were necessary, such as dock for dumping refuse, or the 
location of a station-house or public building. G. Cases 
where certain special existing circumstances prevent com- 
petition in the broadest sense of the term, such as the sup- 
plying of gas to a portion of the city, where by prior fran- 
chise, a certain company has the sole right of having gas- 
mains. 7. Cases coming under the provisions of the 
copyright laws, such as school books for the Board of 
Education, law books for the Law Department, special in- 
dexes for various departments, and other articles of simi- 
lar nature, and lastly, 8. Patented articles (hereafter we 
will more carefully examine the construction of the words 
" patented article, "as used in Section 63 of the Consolida- 
tion Act), 

In all of these foregoing cases the courts, not only of 
this State, but of numerous others, have held that charter 
provisions relating to the " lowest bidder " do not apply. 
As Judge Field says, in Pavement Co. vs. Painter, in the 
35 "Cal." : "To advertise for sealed proposals, where 
there can be but one bidder, to open them in open session, 
to examine and publicly declare them, and thereupon 
award the work to the lowest responsible bidder, * * * . 
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would be to play as broad a farce as was ever enacted be- 
hind the footlights." It is to be noted here that in the 
decisions of the Court on this subject two classes of cases 
must be distinguished; firstly, those in which the validity 
of the contract comes up, on the refusal of the abutting 
or other assessed property-holder to pay an assessment, 
based upon some public improvement, involving the use 
of articles of this nature; and secondly, cases where the 
contractor sued for his pay, or for the award of the con- 
tract. The law on this subject has been divided into what 
is called the Wisconsin or Louisiana view, which holds 
that an assessment is properly vacated or modified in these 
cases; and what is called the Michigan (or New York) and 
Kansas view, which holds that not even the assessment is 
vacated, but in all cases, even in the extreme Wisconsin 
view, it is clearly laid down that a distinction must be 
drawn between these instances: that though an assess- 
ment might be invalid where a patented article was 
adopted, although the charter called for a letting to the 
lowest bidder after advertisement, yet a contract other- 
wise within the powers of the municipality would be 
valid. This distinction is very clearly set forth in a num- 
ber of cases, and is well summed up in the words of a 
very recent case in New York, on an analogous provision, 
in which the Court of Appeals says: " A statute may well 
have a different interpretation, or rather a more stringent 
operation and effect, in some cases than in others. Stand- 
ing between the citizen whose property is threatened and 
the city, the Court could well hold that the law was man- 
datory in favor of the citizen, and that in order to 
(justify ?) a local assessment it must be strictly observed, 
but as between him who has bona fide performed the work 
authorized to be done, and the city who has accepted and 
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brought it into use, but refuses to pay for it, it may con- 
sistently say that it is no shield and protection to the city, 
but quod these parties, and the litigation in hand, it is 
directory merely, and Want of literal observance of it, in 
all respects not fatal to the ordinance or contracts made in 
pursuance of it." (Moore vs. Mayor, 73 N. Y., 238). 

If there had been no other charter provisions, the 
making of this contract would unquestionably have been 
entirely within the power of the Board of -Police, as far 
as any prohibition or directed mode of procedure or the 
nature of the contract was concerned. But the Consoli- 
dation Act and subsequent enactments provide various 
additional regulations, which would fall within the excep- 
tions provided for it in the law already quoted; among 
these are the following: (1.) Section 352 reads: "The 
Commissioner of Public Works is authorized in his dis- 
cretion to cause water-meters, the pattern and price of 
which shall be approved by the Mayor, Comptroller and 
Chief Engineer of the Croton Aqueduct, to be placed," 
etc., and further, u all expenses of meters, their connec- 
tions," etc., " shall be a lien upon the premises where said 
water is supplied." (2.) Section 354 provides that: " No 
patent hydrant, valve or stopcock shall be used by the 
Department of Public Works, unless the patentee or owner 
of said patent shall allow the use of the patent by said de- 
partment without royalty." (3.) Section 254 provides 
that: "The Board of Police may, with the authority and 
approval of the Mayor and Common Council * *. ♦ 
provide and furnish stations and station-houses," etc. 
(4.) Section 698 provides that: " The Department of Pub- 
lic Parks, with the concurrence of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, is authorized to enlarge * * * the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art." (5.) Chapter 581 of the 
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Laws of 1887 provides that: " The Department of Public 
Parks in the City of New York, with concurrence of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, is hereby author- 
ized to repair and improve * * * the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art." (6.) Chapter 44 of the Laws of 1887 
provides that: "The Department of Public Parks in the 
City of New York, witji the concurrence of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment," can do the same with 
reference to the American Museum of Natural History. 
(7.) Chapter 487 of the Laws of 1886 provides that: 
€€ Armories shall be built * * * by the Armory Board, 
with the concurrence of the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund." (8.) Chapter 535 of the Laws of 1886 provides 
that the Commissioners of Charities and Correction of the 
City of New York are authorized to establish municipal 
lodging-houses, after being authorized to hire special 
buildings for the same by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. (9.) Use of real estate for building purposes 
for various departments requires the concurrent action of 
the particular department and the Sinking Fund. (10.) 
By Section 68, the printing and stationery for the city is 
to be done, except where specially excepted, after concur- 
rent action of the department requiring the same and a 
printing board, consisting of the Mayor, Corporation 
Counsel and Commissioner of Public Works. (11.) By 
Section 69, the street lighting for the city is to be con- 
tracted for by the head of Department of Public Work?, 
in conjunction with the Mayor and Comptroller. (12.) 
Section 63 provides that: " Except for repairs, no patented 
pavement shall be laid, and no patented article shall be 
advertised for, contracted for, or purchased, except under 
such circumstances that there can be a fair and reasonable 
opportunity for competition, the conditions to secure which 
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shall be prescribed by the Board of Estimate an 
tionment." 

A reasonable interpretation of the above excep 
special provisions, must lead to the following de< 
Firstly, that the Court doctrine of the practical 
ties and inapplicability of the general provisions j 
lowest bidders was recognized in the terms of the 
tive enactments, and that wherever necessary ai 
ble, additional safeguards and regulations are i 
provided; secondly, that wherever the greater se 
requiring concurrent action of a particular dej 
and a special board was not more than counterbal 
the increased amount of labor thrown on such a] 
board, or by some other objection, provision was 
secure this; thirdly, that in accordance with 
known rules of interpretation, where a number c 
tions to, or modifications of, a general rule are $ 
others will be implied or presumed; and fourthl; 
limited meaning must be given to the words " 
articles " as set forth in the following paragraph: 

The words " patented articles," in Clause 63, 
confined to the patented articles used in conjunct 
patented pavements for the following reasons: 

A. In accordance with the well-known rule of 
tation, that general words following special prov 
relation to a particular subject matter are to be c 
simply as defining or modifying the special words 
case, that the " patented articles " means merely 
articles to be used in connection with " patent 
ments," such as a patented traplock, or chemic 
pared paving or guttering materials, or, admit 
broadest construction, material commonly used ir 
tion with paving, such as a manhole, etc. 
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B. If this clause were to cover all sorts of patented arti- 
cles, the two special provisions, with relation to special 
patterns, water- meters and patent hydrants, would be un- 
necessary, and hence their mention must exclude the in- 
terpretation that the Legislature intended to include all 
patented articles under the terms used in Section 63. 

Additional reasons are found in the history of the Sec- 
tion, and of its interpretation by all the Counsels to the 
Corporation. Corporation Counsel Beekman says, as fol- 
lows: " The provisions in question, however, first became 
a part of the City Charter in 1873, as Section 115 of Chapter 
335 of the Laws of 1873. That Section, as originally en- 
acted, provided, in the first place, that no street which has 
once been paved, and the expense thereof paid by assess- 
ment, shall afterwards be paid at the expense of the adja- 
cent property-owners, unless the repavement be petitioned 
for and the ordinances therefor passed, directing a repay- 
ment which has not been petitioned for, and for which no 
contract has been made, should become inoperative and 
void. Following the provisions in respect to repayment, 
and as part of the same section, is the provision above 
quoted, which now constitutes Section 63 of the Consolida- 
tion Act. The provision as thus enacted in 1873, came 
under discussion, and in repeated instances the Counsel to 
the Corporation advised several heads of departments that 
patented pavements only were covered by the provisions 
of _ the act, and that the purchase of patented articles 
other than patented pavements, was not affected thereby. 
See opinion of the Counsel to the Corporation, January 
29, 1876; January 22, 1878; November 30, 1877; March 27, 
1880; July 23, 1881. These opinions are founded upon, 
and illustrate, the well-established principle that when 
general words follow special provisions in relation to a 
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particular subject matter, the general words will be 
deemed to be limited in their application to the spe- 
cial subject matter indicated. The separation of the 
general prohibitory clause from the special provisions 
in relation to the repavement of streets, which has been 
effected in the Consolidation Act, may, perhaps, be deemed 
to indicate an intent that the provision in question shall be 
extended to comprehend any purchase of a patented ar- 
ticle, and that it shall no longer be Jimited to the pur- 
chase of patented pavements. It seems to ine, however, 
that since the object of the Consolidation Act, declared in 
its title, is to consolidate into one act and to declare the 
special and local laws, affecting public interests in the City 
of New York, it is probable that no change of the existing 
law was intended." 

D. The " probability" suggested by Mr. Beekman, is 
rendered very strong in view of the following: The 
act (Chapter 594 of the Laws of 1880) which directs this 
consolidation, provides that: " In making such revision, 
the said Commissioners shall not make any change in the 
meaning of existing laws, but shall seek to simplify and 
to mould into consistent acts all existing statutes upon 
matter embraced in such special and local laws." These 
were the directions given to the board, consisting of Cor- 
poration Counsel Whitney, and two Commissioners ap- 
pointed by him (Messrs. Bliss and Olney). These gentle- 
men, in a long preface, explained the method pursued by 
them, quoting this provision at the very beginning as lim- 
iting their powers, and then proceeded to state: %< We 
have endeavored strictly to conform to these provisions." 
This statement must have great weight when taken in 
connection with the prohibition to make any change in the 
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"meaning" of existing laws, and with the fact that Corpora- 
tion Counsel Whitney repeatedly gave it as his opinion that 
the clause affected applied only to the patented pavements. 
It is also to be noted that the only change is that the first 
part of the old section is omitted; the section itself, in 
both charters, being in the chapter entitled, " General 
provisions, powers and limitations." 

E. This view is strengthened by a further study of the 
history of this clause: The particular provision, as found 
in Section 115, begins with the words: " No patented pave- 
ment," and was amended a month thereafter, in Chapter 
757 of the Laws of 1873, Section 22, by the prefix of the 
words: "Except for repairs," and as so amended corre- 
sponds verbatim to the present Section 63. The addition of 
these words, by all rules of grammatical as well as legal 
construction, must also be understood before the words: 
" No patented article," unless these words are to be limited 
in their application to a patented article, used in connec- 
tion with patented pavement, and this exception that 
" patented articles " are not included in the prohibition, if 
purchased for "repairs" renders it difficult to conceive 
that it was not the legislative intent to restrict this prohi- 
bition to articles used in connection with pavements; 
which so often needed repairs and which evidently should 
be repaired and patched so as to correspond with the ad- 
joining portions. The fact that this prefix was made 
so soon after the original enactment strengthens this 
interpretation. 

F. The fact that Corporation Counsel Beekman refers 
to a number of opinions holding that the section is so 
limited, but gives none subsequent to the Consolidation 
Act, makes it probable that he overlooked an exceedingly 
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pertinent opinion of his predecessor in office, 
combe, who, in an opinion rendered to the Fii 
ment, in April, 1886, declared that Section 63 die 
to patent firm-alarm signal boxes. This will p 
construed as of great importance in view of tb 
the present Counsel to the Corporation, in his 
cation of March 14, does not give it as his opinio 
law has been changed, but rather inclines to th 
view; and it must be given still greater weig 
present instance, in view of the fact that at th 
the appropriation by the Board of Apportion mei 
and of the action of the Board of Police, in in 
rival manufacturers to compete, it was, as f 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel is controlling 
of action for the city officials, and for those de;

G. Still another important point is reached i

tor vhnfe, whether that of itself be or be not patented, 
w in the aelertion of signaling systems, there is not merely 
-- 1 *.:* diffamne of relative cost, durability, etc., but an ab- 
- ..i> difft*tvnce of function which could not be compared 
* -ih rival apparatus, or, at all events, in the comparison 
' vhirh there may be a great difference of opinion, which 
tjart oltiniau*ly he settled by the particular executive de- 
artmratA, and the exercise of which, according to all 
-dm «jf law, tieing within the limits, a sound discretion 
■■ •{ a judicial nature, and as such is never subject to re- 
»-w Tli»* manner, moreover, in which all of these 
' n»t KiK&nfo of Apportionment attempted to prescribe 
thtium* pnirtically amounted to a farce. The attempts 
". ■ 'prescribe** directions to the executive departments 
«<r thai the-** should advertise and award the contract 
■ thr lnw«-"t Ividtler, for the precise article which suited, 
*i*k, pr.v-tically and necessarily, left the matter just as 
i jrfc mithin their hands as if there bad been no prescrip- 
-• a or advertisement. The very arguments which have 
M fo» Courts to declare the non-applicability of the 
•-irUr prori^kms as 9 to departmental advertisements 
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for article inherently non - competitive, because not 
measurable by the same standards, must apply with equal 
force when dissimilar articles are sought to be advertised 
for by the direction of a second body, such as the Board 
of Apportionment. The recognition of the futility of this 
mode of procedure was evidently the cause for its dis- 
continuance. The fact that patented pavements belonged 
to that class of patented articles in which the function, 
being practically or nearly the same, it is often almost im- 
material which of several styles is chosen. That this is 
not so with regard to most other patented systems, and 
particularly a system of the nature of the system, also 
points to an interpretation limiting the operation of the 
clause to pavements. 

H. Section 63, preceding 64, in a chapter devoted to 
general provisions, if it covered broadly an entire class of 
contracts, would not be controlled by the succeeding clause 
limiting the amount. Therefore, as it itself contains no 
price at which the " prescribing " must begin, this would 
have to precede the purchase of all patented articles, ex- 
cept when used for repairs. This would be entirely irre- 
spective of the price. But the absurdity of such a con- 
clusion is not so apparent when we limit the interpretation 
to beginning a new paving job, which would be the case, 
as pavements for " repairs" are excepted. 

J. But, however that may be, all doubt as to the inten- 
tion of the Legislature to limit this clause to patented pave- 
ments must be set at rest by the provisions contained in 
Section 62 of Chapter 412 of the Laws of 1886, and in the 
amendment to the same in Chapter 437 of the same ses- 
sion. These sections provide fon erecting, altering, en- 
larging or renting of armories, and providing the necessary 
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apparatus, fixtures, means for heatiug, ventilating and 
lighting the same, water and wash closets therein, and for 
the construction of suitable lockers, closets, gun racks, 
cases, etc., etc.; and provide that "all work which it is 
necessary to do, and all materials which it is necessary to 
purchase in and for such erection, alteration, enlargements 
and furnishing, shall be done and procured, under "con- 
tracts made at public letting, pursuant to the general pro- 
visions of law as to public contracts in the City of New 
York, contained in sections fifty nine, sixty four and 
sixty-five of Chapter 410 of the Laws of 1882, entitled, 
'An Act to consolidate into one act, and to declare the 
special and local laws affecting public interests in the City 
of New York."' That this omission of Section 63 was not 
accidental is shown by the same omission in Chapter 487 
of the Laws of 1S86. This omission can only mean that 
it was recognized that Section 63 applied only to patented 
articles used in connection with patented pavements, and 
hence was not necessary to incorporate in specifying " The 
general provisions of law as to public contracts in the City 
of New York." This amounts to a legislative construction, 
which must be controlling under the circumstances. 

Admitting, however, that Section 63 covers more than 
** patented articles" used in connection with pavements, 
what is the force and effect of each of the following words 
in that section ? 

A. "Patented Article" does not include a patented 
" method " in view of the five different classes of patents 
which are allowed by the Patent Office ; that is, patents 
for new and useful improvements in an " art," " machine," 
"article of manufacture," " composition • of matter" or 
" design " or pattern of the outward configuration of an 
article, such as lamp-post, bridge, etc. This question must 
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be controlled by the uniform decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States to the effect that these words 
cover entirely distinct classes of patentable subject matter, 
affected with different incidents. The word " art " covers, 
as distinct branches, chemical " processes," mechanical 
" methods," and electrical "systems," each of which 
worcis has a defined and inflexible meaning given to it in 
the interpretations by the United States Court of the para- 
mount law of the land. As the Teleseme is covered by 
one of these classes of "system," "method" or "art" 
patents, and as the award included the adoption of the 
Teleseme " system," the special force of this will be seen. 
(In one of the "patent pavement" cases [People v. Van 
Nort] the distinction is drawn between the " article " and 
the "mode of work.") 

B. Must be limited to the contracting for a specific job, 
every part of which is patented, or an article patented in 
its entirety, in contradistinction to contracting for work 
comprising, in addition to non-patented portions, either a 
patented "article" or a patented "method" or ''proc- 
ess " of using, or doing some part thereof, either generally 
or in a particular manner (as is the case in the installation 
of the Teleseme system, where, for instance, the poles and 
other parts are not patented). It is obviously absurd to 
attempt to construe the law so that any contract or work 
(including, as a detail, an " article " or a "method " that 
is patented) could be undertaken without express "pre- 
scription," by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
of " conditions to secure fair and reasonable opportunity 
for competition," with respect to each and every patented 
detail. No structure, for example, could be built by any 
department of the city that would not involve, in its con- 
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struction, numerous patented articles, such as elevators, 
steam-pipes, builders' locks, hinges, screws, bolts, struct- 
ure of iron, plumbing, arrangements for heating, lighting 
and ventilating ; or patentable "methods" (such as, for 
instance, the methods of roofing, in which certain ma- 
terials in themselves not patented, are used in certain 
definite positions with respect to others, and the " method " 
of placing them is "patented," while the "articles" are 
not patented). In smilar cases courts have been led by the 
practical necessities of the case to interpret that not only 
the particular " head of the department," but even the 
contractor, must necessarily have a certain amount of lati- 
tude in selecting arid even modifying those details as occa- 
sion demands. There would often be several patented 
articles which, for all practical purposes, could be indis- 
criminately used, and the contractor must take whatever 
the market affords, or whatever was dictated by any one 
of numerous valid reasons that might prompt him to do 
so. Some of these patented articles might be purchased 
directly from the parties controlling the patents, while 
others might be purchased from dealers who had originally 
acquired them from these parties, or from venders who 
manufactured them by virtue of certain "shop rights," 
which general rights to manufacture they had purchased 
from the owners of the patents. It would obviously be 
absurd if, whenever the question of the choice of one of 
several styles of patented fire-brick, or door knob, should 
come up, that the particular department of the city, or, 
worse still, that the Board of Apportionment should in 
each such case prescribe "conditions to secure fair and 
reasonable opportunities for competition"; or, even take 
the time to consider which is the best form. It is, more- 
over, important to remember that by well-known rule of

law anything like this duty of prescribing or determining 
these, points, in the first instance, necessarily involves in 
each case the duty to consider this in the contingency of 
the necessity for unforeseen modifications which might be 
necessitated by the force of circumstances. 

C. Must restrict its construction so that it cannot cover 
articles, the " applications" for patents for covering which 
are either not yet made or technically "filed," or have been 
" filed " but are still u pending " in the Patent Office, and 
whether " allowed '' or not, are not yet issued; in other 
words, if the present patents were donated to the public, 
as far as the City of New York's police system is con- 
cerned, would this relieve the Herzog company of any dis- 
ability in the premises ? 

D. " Can "—May have the force of " shall " or " must," 
but probably has only the force of " may." 

E. " A" — In the words "a fair and reasonable oppor- 
tunity " may mean that there shall be but one opportunity, 
and not that the competition can be indefinitely and re- 
peatedly opened on request, on so-called protests of disap- 
pointed contestants. 

F. " Fair "—May be opposed, in meaning, to " unfair," 
or it may be opposed to " excessive," that is, it may relate 
to the conditions as to the justice, or to the conditions as 
to the amount, degree, or duration, of the opportunity, 
qualifications of the contestants, etc. 

O. "Pair and Reasonable "—There can be no legal 
ground for supposing that because the City Record is 
made the official paper for advertising certain classes of 
bids, it must be so for all. The same desired result would 
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be secured by a greater amoUiit of publicity secttred in 
other ways. By Section 64, published notice is to be ad- 
vertised in the City Record of all contracts, "except as 
herein otherwise provided." Under the word " herein" 
would be included the 66th Section, which relates entirely 
to the City Record. It is here stated that : " There shall 
be inserted in said City Record nothing aside from such 
official matters as are expressly authorized. " As insertions 
of the advertisement for this patented article were not 
u expressly " or even impliedly authorized, they could not 
be properly inserted, and hence their omission cannot 
prejudice the case. This section also provides for the in- 
sertion of brief advertisements calling attention to any 
contracts intended to be awarded, in other papers, "and 
referring for full information to the City Record " ; this 
provision being clearly made to provide for cases where a 
greater amount of publicity is advisable, or for cases where 
parties who regularly make it a business to compete are 
not prepared to do the character of work required, and 
where those who are probably equipped therefor would 
not examine the Record. (Estimates of Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment are published in City Record be- 
fore action of the Aldermen.) 

H. " Opportunity "—May apply to conditions of time or 
of manner of the entrance for competition, or to conditions 
of number of competitors, or to conditions of test, neces- 
sary expenditures by the contestants, etc., to be under- 
taken by the competitors. 

J. " Competition " — May apply to competition in price, 
or in conditions of the installation, or in suggesting or pre- 
paring plans, details or perfection of apparatus. 
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K. " The "—May be held to direct that all of the " condi- 
tions " (of whatever nature these may be) are to be pre- 
scribed, or that only such of the conditions as aid the 
" securing " of this shall be prescribed. 

L. " Conditions " — May relate to the antecedent "cir- 
cumstances," " opportunity," or " competition." 

M. " To Secure "—May have either the force of "abso- 
lutely necessary to secure," or of "satisfactory to" the 
Board of Apportionment. 

N. "Which" — May relate to the antecedent "circum- 
stances," "opportunity," or "competition." 

O. "Shall be" — May mean "must be" or "may be." 
If the Board of Apportionment did not prescribe, this was 
a neglect on their part, and does not prejudice those who, 
in good faith, acted in the matter. 

P. " Prescribe " — May mean either that the prescription 
must be made " in each particular instance," or " once for 
all" (if the latter, the provision would give to this board, 
in the case of patented articles, powers co-extensive with 
those given to the Common Council in the next clause, 
which provides that in the case of " all contracts * * * 
except as in this act otherwise provided " shall be made 
" under such regulations as now exist or shall be estab- 
lished by ordinances of the Common Council." At one 
time, the Board of Apportionment did make such several 
provisions in the case of patented articles, and by analogy 
to the ordinances, these would still apply. 

Q. " Prescribed "—Does not necessarily mean in writ- 
ing; even if so, it is not restricted to written formal reso- 
lutions separate from other matters, but can be inferred 
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from or included in certain acts; in the present instance, 
the formal written grant of the appropriation, even with- 
out taking into consideration the contemporaneous acts 
and investigations of the Board into the merits of the 
various patent systems, was tantamount to prescribing 
the actual conditions; this is especially true, in view of the 
fact that the appropriation was specifically for the " con- 
struction of electric signaling boxes " and not to a general 
fund for a signaling system, etc. 

The Board of Apportionment is expressly directed, in 
making the estimates, that these "shall be prepared in such 
detail * * * as the said Board shall deem advisable. " It 
follows from this that they are at the time the judges of 
the detail and manner of performing this work. 

Again; the time within which they shall "prescribe" is 
not limited — it may be at any time before final completion 
of the contract. 

R. By the Board of Apportionment, etc.— -This Board, 
expressly, or by implication, could appoint the Board of 
Police as its agent in the present case, in which the matter 
was purely ministerial. That this was done is distinctly 
implied in the wording of the appropriation, which is for 
the "construction of signal boxes;" in other words, if the 
boxes are " to be constructed" (in the future) by or under 
the direction of the Police Department, it could not come 
within Section 63, the strictest construction of which 
could only make it apply to the "doing " of one kind of 
work, i. e. y either "work," "labor" or "supplies." This 
entire clause, examined from this point of view, would 
be considered by the courts in a manner analogous to the 
provision of the Statute of Frauds, which draws a dis- 
tinction between the purchase of ready "merchandise" 
and "work and labor." This view is strengthened by com- 
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paring it with the provisions of the subsequent section, 
which clearly brings in that a ki work and job " is to be un- 
dertaken, or li supply" furnished; thus differentiating 
between the two classes of cases which would occur. 

In addition to these questions raised as to the construc- 
tion of the clause, we also raise two questions as to its 
ability to stand. 

A. Is not the entire clause impossible in law; can there 
be opportunity for competition in a subject which, from 
its nature, is con-competitive? 

B. The entire section is in controvention of the United 
States laws and Supreme Court doctrines, giving to the 
United States the exclusive right to legislate concerning 
patents (see Gibbons vs. Ogden; Weber vs. Virginia; Patter- 
son vs.. Kentucky, the explosive oil case, the oleomargarine; 
Bliss vs. Brooklyn, etc.). In these cases, the doctrine by 
which the State was admitted to have certain limited 
power in relation to laws affecting patented articles, was 
that it was a proper case for the exercise of the reserved 
taxing or police power, where the life or health of the 
citizens was supposed to be in danger, or sought to be pro- 
tected by those laws. In Weber (103. 0. G.), decided in 
1881, the court says: "Nor can the sale of the article or 
machine produced be restricted except as the production 
or sale of other articles for the manufacture of which no 
invention or discovery is patented or claimed, may be for- 
bidden or restricted." This section 63 discriminates 
against articles protected by the United States patent 
legislation, not on the ground of any objection to any 
articles of a certain class, but solely on the ground that 
they are patented. 

Note. — In addition to the points thus raised with refer- 
ence to Section 63, there are a number of other points, in 
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themselves entirely controlling the matter, and demon- 
strating the validity of the contract. If considerations, 
arising from a study of the above suggestions, be not suf- 
ficient to cause the Counsel to the Corporation to give his 
opinion of the freedom of the present matter from the con- 
trol of examination of the Board of Apportionment, and 
the present validity of our claims, we will submit these ad- 
ditional points. 

Which was received and ordered to be printed in the 
minutes. 

George Bliss appeared before tfre Board and presented 
the following: 

City and County of New York, ss. : 

David H. Bates, being sworn, says: That he is the Vice- 
President of the Gamewell Fire-alarm Telegraph Com- 
pany; that he has been familiar with what has been done 
by the Police Department with reference to the introduc- 
tion of a police signaling system; that there has never 
been any specifications under which bids could be submit- 
ted or any formal statement of what was required or desired 
by the Police Department; that parties desiring to com- 
pete and who acquired a knowledge that the matter was 
being considered were, on application, allowed to place on 
the streets, houses or boxes under their system, which were 
connected with the Nineteenth Precinct Station-house; 
that such houses or boxes were so placed in March, 1887; 
that the Gamewell Fire-alarm Telegraph Company placed 
such houses, and in October, 1887, turned over the keys 
thereof and the entire control to the Police Department; 
that other companies or persons, as deponent is informed 
and believes, did the saqae ?it oy qboyt the sapae period; 
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that the Herzog Teleseme Company did not place its 
boxes and connect them with the Nineteenth Precinct 
Station till & much later period, but the records of the 
Police Department show that they persistently refused to 
turn over the keys or control to the Department, so that 
whatever test or use or examination was made of their 
systems must have been made under the supervision of the 
officers of the Teleseme Company and substantially as an 
exhibition and not in practical operation, in all weathers 
and under all circumstances and by the policemen of 
ordinary intelligence; that on or about February 20, 1888, 
the keys were turned over by the Teleseme Company to 
the Police Department, and on the 6th of March, 1888, 
the Board of Police passed its resolution adopting the 
Herzog system, which is in the following words: 

" Whereas, After twenty months consideration of the 
requirements of a perfect electric signaling system for 
municipal purposes, and after a thorough examination 
into the features and details of numerous systems pre- 
sented to us, including those in use in other cities, as well 
as others not yet adopted, and after competitive tests made 
by and in the presence of the entire Board, with the work- 
ing plants installed by the respective contestants, the same 
having been for a long period subjected to extremes of 
weather exposure, and after consideration of the reports 
of various members of the force, it is our opinion the 
system presented by the Herzog Teleseme Company fully 
meets all the requirements of the service, and is the only 
one that does so meet them ; therefore it is hereby 

" Resolved, That the ' teleseme ' system (as. exhibited 
by the Herzog Teleseme Company, modified in details of 
construction as proposed in the specifications accompany- 
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ing their informal bids to us), be and is hereby adopted as 
the system for signaling between the various station- 
houses and outlaying posts, thus serving as an extension 
of the signaling system at present existing between Head- 
quarters and the station-houses, provided that such boxes, 
together with all station connections complete, can be 
furnished, erected and delivered under the terms and con- 
ditions set forth in the bids of said company ; it being 
understood that the contractors are to have the exclusive 
right, subject to the consent and control of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, to extend the circuit system, with- 
out cost to this Depatment, from the street boxes to the 
neighboring sub-stations. 

" (2.) That the Counsel to the Corporation be requested 
to proceed immediately to advise and to take all steps neces- 
sary to enable us to procure the said system for the city, 
to the extent of the funds at the disposal of the Board for 
this purpose. " 

Deponent further says that he is informed and believes 
that if the Board of Apportionment will call for all reports 
made to the Board of Police or its officers as to the use of 
the different signaling systems, they will acquire valuable 
and interesting information as to whether there has been 
full and free competition. 

Deponent further says that it was never in any manner 
intimated to the Gamewell Fire-alarm Telegraph Company 
that it was proposed to allow the company or individual 
who received the contract for putting in a police signaling 
system to use the wires and plant for doing a private busi- 
ness with and over them such as is allowed under the 
resolution of the Board of Police, and that had said com- 
pany known that such privilege would be permitted they

would have offered to undertake the contract on much 
more advantageous terms to the city. 

Deponent further says that in the New York Herald 
for April 18, there appeared an article containing state- 
ments alleged to have been made by John R. Voorhis, one 
of the Police Commissioners herein, and that he has ascer- 
tained that the said Voorhis did, in fact, make the state- 
ments therein set forth and that in so far as they relate to 
the examination made by the Board of Police and its mem- 
bers, the statements are true. 

Deponent further says that in such article appears the 
following statements, among others : " It means an ex- 
penditure of half a million of dollars by the city, with an 
indefinite revenue to the company on money expended by 
the city, for a thing that will be absolutely worthless. " 

***** When the matter of introducing signal boxes 
for the purpose of communication between the station- 
houses and the patrolmen on post was first considered, I 
was made Chairman of the Committee to look into the 
best appliances. We were much behind other cities, and 
it was the desire to bring the Department not only on a 
par with them but, if possible, to make it superior, and to 
this end I began my labors. I visited Washington, Phila- 
delphia, Boston and Chicago, and I studied the systems in 
operation in those cities. On my return I consulted with 
the Metropolitan Telephone and Telegraph Company of 
this city, not being an electrician myself, and they soon 
got up a plan which promised to be effective at a cost of 
maintenance to the city of $30,000 per annum. They were 
to supply one thousand post boxes and the proper parapher- 
nalia for the city, including a telephone system that would 
dispense with the present slow dial system, which cost 
the city $15,000 a year." 
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" What became of that project !" was asked. 

" My resolution to test it was laid upon the table by the 
Police Board, and led to the appearance of an army of 
electricians, each with a system that was the one and only 
proper thing for the Department to adopt." * * * 

" This Herzog dial was originally designed for the use of 
hotels." "The other companies which I have mentioned 
placed their apparatus for test on Sixth and Seventh ave- 
nues, respectively, and Mr. Herzog was given permission 
to fix his dials on Fifth avenue. All experiments were 
made in the precinct, so that the same men could watch 
them all and become familiar with their peculiarities. 
Mr. Herzog, forsDme reason best known to himself, did 
not put up his machines at once; he did not erect them 
until warned by letter that, as all other available systems 
had been thoroughly tested, the Board would come to a 
decision, and he had best be alert or his chance would be 
gone. And then, instead of turning everything over to 
us to be used by our own men, he put the keys of his dial 
boxes in his own pockets and refused to let us have them 
or to investigate the workings of his system, except at 
times when he or his men were present. When we did 
make our experiments under these conditions he did a 
very great deal of talking. He talked very much better 
than some of the other inventors, and, as he supposed, 
explained his system very satisfactorily." " He said there 
was prejudice against him in the Police Department. I 
told him that I was anxious to secure the best system, and 
that no amount of prejudice should interfere with the 
fairness of all tests. He said then that some of his boxes 
had been broken, and that he felt there was a feeling 
against him among the members of the Police Force. 
In fact he intimated that the Patrolmen had been bought 
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up by the other companies. I asked Mr. Herzog if he 
would not let us have the use of his dials at the station- 
house, which were constantly under the eye of responsible 
officers, but he refused to listen to the proposition. " * * * 
" The Board of Police Commissioners, as a body, looked 
into the Herzog system on one or two occasions, and Mr. 
Herzog accompanied them each and every time. To me 
his exhibitions were utter failures in every particular, ex- 
cept one, and that was that his message could be locked 
up. He maintained that, with the other system, a mes- 
sage transmitted would be lost, unless the officer in charge 
at the station-house were at leisure to receive it. This was 
not true, however, of the tape system, which could be read 
at any time after it had been recorded. As a means of 
calling an officer from his post, he furnished a small gong 
only, which was enclosed in the dial box, whose back was 
perforated to allow the escape of the sound. The Herzog 
system did not begin to meet the requirements. Further- 
more, I did not like Mr. Herzog's methods. He was not 
altogether manly, as, for example, his unwillingness to 
place his machines in open competition with the others. 
A rumor also reached me that he was endeavoring to cre- 
ate a favorable impression for his system through the me- 
dium of the press by means of nicely-written notices. 
That is all right in itself; but my suspicions were aroused 
when I discovered that after a test of all the machines, his 
was given the most prominent notice in the newspapers. 
I looked closely into the matter, and learned much more 
which I do not consider is advisable to disclose. Howfever, 
this newspaper puffing is no crime. But it should not 
affect the judgment of an offcial in reaching a conclusion 
that will concern a vast amount of interest in the city's 
welfare." * * * " Proposals weFe invited on or about 
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the 1 5th of last January from the various companies whose 
systems had been tested." * * * "At that time the 
Herzog people had done nothing in the test line. When 
they sent in a proposal I said to my colleagues that I could 
not consider it, owing to my absolute ignorance of the 
Herzog system. My sentiments must have been con- 
veyed to Herzog, because, as I afterward learhed, he went 
immediately to the station-house, and gave up the keys to 
his dial boxes, and his system was at once set in operation. 
For eight or ten days the operations continued without my 
knowledge. And that was the first opportunity we had 
for testing his appliance, and that, too, was not until Feb- 
ruary of this year, and when the other systems had all 
been in use throughout the winter and previous fall. It 
was about the latter part of last February —no, it was in 
last March, last month — that the resolution was adopted 
by the Board of Police Commissioners approving of the 
Herzog system. The resolution was adopted by vote of 
three to one." * * * "I have spent a great deal of 
time in testing these various systems myself. J had keys 
and sent messages from the street to the station and from 
the station to the street. I did this by day and night. I 
question whether there is another member of the Board 
who has done the same thing. I have no interest in any 
one system. My only interest is in that the people's 
money shall be expended judiciously and effectively." 

Deponent further says, that after the appearance of 
this interview in the Herald, the Board of Police passed a 
resolution calling Mr. Voorbis' attention to it, and he in 
reply admitted its correctness, but said he had no inten- 
tion of reflecting upon tlie motives of his fellow-mem- 
bers. 

Deponent further says, that the system of the Game- 
well Fire-alarm Telegraph Company has been introduced 
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and been in use in many cities and towns of the country 
for many years past, that it is now in use in not less than 
two hundred cities and towns; that the system of theHer- 
zog Teleseme Company has never been introduced or used 
* in any city or town as an out-door or police- signaling sys- 
tem, though it has been introduced in a few instances for 
signaling in hotels, among them the Albemarle Hotel in 
this city; that it is quite possible that a system may work 
well where the wires are under cover and not exposed to 
the weather and to changes of temperature and when 
operated by persons of intelligence and experience, when 
the same system would utterly fail out of doors, amid 
changes of temperature and weather, and especially when 
used by the average policeman in the current course of 
business day and night, and that the Herzog Teleseme 
Company's system has never been tested or used any- 
where under such conditions, or in free and fair com- 
petition with any other system. 

Deponent further says, that as bearing upon the neces- 
sity of the prescribing beforehand the conditions of com- 
petition and what the Board of Police consider essential 
for a police signaling telegraph, that after the boxes of the 
Gamewell Company were first erected in the Nineteenth 
Precinct, an objection was informally raised that there 
was no provision for long signaling to the officer on his 
beat when he was not near the box, and that said com- 
pany at once supplied the alleged defect; that since the 
discussion of this matter, and since the adoption of their 
resolution, members of the Board of Police have in con- 
versation indicated various points in which they thought 
the Herzog system superior and the other systems defect- 
ive; that if bids shall be invited with specifications stat- 
ing what is required, the Gamewell Company is prepared 
to submit a bid for a system which shall, in all respects, 
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meet the requirements and avoid the alleged defects; that 
in submitting its former bid it had and could have no 
knowledge as to what the Board of Police considered nec- 
essary; that deponent respectfully suggests that the fair 
and business-like way is for the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, after consultation with the Board of 
Police and with some disinterested electrical expert to 
prescribe conditions for a fair and open competition, and 
to let bids be invited. 

It would, perhaps, be a good thing if the suggestion 
once made by Commissioner Voorhis were adopted, of giv- 
ing all bidders, or intended bidders, an opportunity to 
point out to the Board of Police the alleged advantages of 
their systems and the defects of competing systems. 

Deponent further says, that a complete system for the 

city must cost much more than one hundred thousand 

dollars.

The Board met in pursuance of an adjournment. 

Present — The following members, viz. : 

Abram S. Hewitt, the Mayor. 
Theodore W. Myers, the Comptroller. 
Michael Coleman, the President of the Department of 
Taxes and Assessments. 

Absent — 

George H. Forster, the President of the Board of Alder- 
men. 

The minutes of the meeting held July 12, 1888, were 
read and approved. 

The Board proceeded to the consideration of the subject 
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of an electrical signaling system for municipal purposes, 
laid over at the last meeting. 

George Bliss, representing the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Company et at., appeared before the Board and 
submitted that a fair and reasonable opportunity for com- 
petition between the various systems and methods of elec- 
trical signaling had not been had. 

P. B. Herzog, President of the Herzog Teleseme Com- 
pany, appeared before the Board and made an argu- 
ment in favor of the approval by this Board of the pro- 
posed contract with the Herzog Teleseme Company. 

The Comptroller called up and offered the following 
preamble and resolutions, laid over at a meeting held 
July 12, 1888: 

Whereas, At several meetings of this Board, to wit: April 
11, 1888, May 2,1888 and June 22, 1888, the subject of 
furnishing an electric telegraph signaling system to 
the Police Department, for municipal purposes, has 
been under consideration, at the request made by the 
Board of Police that this Board sanction and approve 
of a proposed contract of purchase with the Herzog 
Teleseme Company, under a resolution adopted by 
said Board, March 6, 1888; and 

Whereas, The Counsel to the Corporation, in a communi- 
cation addressed to this Board, dated June 2, 1888, in 
reference to said proposed contract, states that " the 
statute requires that the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment shall prescribe conditions to secure fppg 
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and reasonable opportunity for competition between 
rival patented articles;" and 

Whereas, It appears that, although the Herzog Teleseme 
system and some other mothods of electrical signaling 
have been tried and experimented upon with the con- 
sent and under the direction and partial supervision of 
the Police Department, there is reason to believe that 
there has not been a fair and reasonable opportunity 
for competition between the various systems and 
methods of electrical signaling; therefore 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, there has not 
been such a fair and reasonable opportunity for com- 
petition in this instance, as would justify it in giving 
its sanction and approval of the proposed contract of 
purchase by the Police Board of the Herzog Teleseme 
Electrical Signal System for the City of New York, 
involving, as it does so large an expenditure and the 
risk of conflicting claims and rights of other patentees 
in a matter of such vital importance to the City. 

Resolved, That the said proposed contract be referred back 
to the Board of Police Commissioners, with a request 
that they arrange for a full and open competition, 
after due advertising and notification, by and between 
all parties desirous of supplying the City of New York 
with a system of electrical signaling, under conditions 
to be approved and thereby prescribed by this Board, 
as required by law. 

The Chairman moved to amend by striking out the sec- 
ond and third preambles and the first resolution thereof, 
so as to read as follows: 
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Whereas y At several meetings of this Board, to wit: April 
11, 1888, May 2, 1888, and June 22, 1888, the subject 
of furnishing an electric telegraph signaling system 
to the Police Department, for municipal purposes, 
has been under consideration, at the request made by 
the Board of Police that this Board sanction and ap- 
prove of a proposed contract of purchase with the 
Herzog Teleseme Company, under a resolution adopted 
by said Board, March 6, 1888;

Resolved , That the said proposed contract be referred back 
to the Board of Police Commissioners, with a request 
that they arrange for a full and open competition, 
after due advertising and notification, by and between 
all parties desirous of supplying the City of New York 
with a system of electrical signaling, under conditions 
to be first submitted to this Board and to be approved 
and prescribed by this Board, as required by law.

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Chapter 545. 

An Act to provide for lectures for workingmen and 
workingwomen. 

Approved by the Governor, June 9, 1888 ; passed, three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. The Board of Education of the City of New 
York is hereby authorized and empowered to provide for 
the employment of competent lecturers to deliver lectures 
en the natural sciences and kindred subjects in the public 
schools of said city, in the evenings, for the benefit of 
workingmen and workingwomen. 

§ 2. The said Board of Education shall have power to 
purchase the books, stationery, charts and other things 
necessary and expedient to successfully conduct said lec- 
tures, which it shall have power to direct. 

§ 3. No admission fee shall be charged, and at least one 
school in each Ward of said city, where practicable, shall 
be designated by said Board of Education for the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this act, and at least 
three lectures shall be delivered in each school in each week 
between the first day of October and the thirty-first day 
of March, in each year (excepting the two weeks preceding 
and the week following the first day of January, in each 
year), which shall be advertised in * a daily newspaper 
published in said city at least one week in advance of the 
delivery thereof. 

§ 4. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment of the 
City of New York is hereby authorized, previous to the 
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first day of September, in the year eighteen hu 
eighty-eight, to meet and provide the necessary 
tion for the purpose of carrying out the provisi< 
act.

That your petitioner has from time to time endeavored, 
but unsuccessfully, to have such reimbursement made to 
him. 

Eleventh.— That by Chapter 574 of the Laws of 1888 of

Chapter 574. 

An Act to amend Chapter four hundred and ten of the 
Laws of eighteen hundred and eighty-two, entitled 
" An act to consolidate into one act and to declare the 
special and local laws affecting public interests in the. 
City of New York." 

Approved by the Governor, June 9, 1888; passed, three-fifths being present; 

The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Section one hundred and ninety-six of Chap- 
ter four hundred and ten of the Laws of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-two, entitled " An Act to consolidate into one 
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act, and to declare the special and local laws affecting 
public interests in the City of New York," is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

§ 196. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment is 
hereby authorized to audit and allow, as charges against 
the city, the reasonable costs, counsel fees, with interest 
and expenses paid and incurred, or which shall hereafter 
be paid or incurred, by any Commissoner or Police Justice, 
who shall have been a successful party in any proceeding 
to remove him from office, or to review or prohibit any 
such removal, or to obtain possession of his office (or by 
any Commissioner for the proper presentation and justifi- 
cation of his official conduct before any body or tribunal 
lawfully investigating the same, and not officially making 
a final disposition of the case during the term of office of 
such Commissioner). The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment is hereby authorized and directed to cause to be 
included in the taxes to be levied and raised for the year 
following such audit, upon the estate subject to taxation 
in said city and county, an amount sufficient to pay the 
sum audited and allowed as hereinbefore provided. 

§ 2. This act shall take effect immediately.

The minutes of the meeting held July 26, 1888, were 
read and approved.

To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment : 

On June 22d, Nelson J. Waterbury, Esq., presented to 
this Board the petition of Henry A. Rogers and Edward 
P. Barker, assignees of W. H. Barker, W. Belden and 
M. B. Flynn, for compensation, expenses and disburse- 
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ments as Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment in 
the proceedings to acquire land for the High Bridge Park, 
which, together with affidavits and an act of the Legisla- 
ture to provide for the payment of the claim, passed May 
28, 1888, were laid over and ordered to be printed in the 
minutes. 

On July 12th, the matter was called up for considera- 
tion and referred to the Comptroller for examination 
and report. 

An examination was immediately ordered, and held 
July 16th, of the High Bridge Commissioners, William 
Belden, Maurice B. Flynn and William H. Barker, and 
their statements and testimony taken under oath of the 
services performed by them respectively, all of which is 
herewith submitted. 

It appears from the statements and the examinations 
had that the Commissioners visited the land, and worked 
upon the estimate and assessment of the various proper- 
ties for a period of nearly two years during 1884, 1885 and 
1886, and that the labor was very great in going over the 
rough ground, examining maps, making estimates and 
calculations of values of the lands and tenements, and 
adjusting the amount of assessment for benefit and dam- 
age for each property owner. The computations were 
made, and the report of the proceedings said to be nearly 
completed when they were discontinued by an order of the 
Supreme Court. 

The act providing for the payment of the compensation 
and expenses of the Commissioners was referred by me 
to the Counsel to the Corporation for his opinion and 
advice as to the mandatory nature of the statute upon the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, to credit and allow 
said compensation and expenses. 
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His opinion is herewith submitted: 

He advises that " the act in question in empowering the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to audit and allow 
the claims of these Commissioners imports a duty on the 
part of the Board to consider and act upon them, and to 
that extent the statute is mandatory." 

" As to your inquiry whether the Board has the power 
to fix and determine the amount so to be audited and al- 
lowed at such sum as may by it be deemed fair and rea- 
sonable, I am of the opinion and therefore advise you that 
it has that power, which must, however, be exercised 
judicially in view of the nature of the service, its extent, 
the time occupied in performing it and the general esti- 
mate of value for similar services." 

The amount claimed by the Commissioners as compen- 
sation for their services in this proceeding is $4,500 each, 
and they considered their services as worth, in fact, twice 
as much. 

Mr. Belden and Mr. Mynn both state in their testimony 
that they devoted entire weeks continuously to the work, 
" when they could not get a chance to attend to anything 
else," and that, "taking an average all through," they 
thought it would be fair to say, it took half their time 
during a great portion of a period of two years. 

Mr. Barker seems to have performed more services than 
the others, in making computations, etc., as office work, 
and he states that it took ninety per cent, of his time dur- 
ing the same period. 

The statute in this case empowers the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to audit and allow as charges against 
the City and County of New York the reasonable com- 
pensation, expenses and disbursements of the Commis- 
sioners, and, after careful consideration of the testimony 
taken in their examination, and being governed, in my

judgment, by the general provisions of the law applicable 
thereto, and the allowances made by the Courts for such 
services in other similar proceedings/ and in accordance 
with the opinion and advice of the Counsel to the Corpo- 
ration, I recommend that said Commissioners be allowed, 
as a fair and reasonable compensation for their services, 
the sums set against their names respectively, as fol- 
lows : 

William Belden $1,200 00 

Maurice B. Flynu „ . 1,200 00 

William H. Barker . - 1,500 00 

—and that the amount be paid to their assignees, Hetiry 
A. Eogers and Edward P. Barker. 

These sums cover and include all expenses and disburse- 
ments made by the Commissioners, excepting for clerk 
hire and office rent. Mr. Carroll Berry was appointed 
and acted as clerk for the Commissioners, and I further 
recommend the payment to him of the sum of $150 for 
expenses as follows: 

Clerk hire $100 00 

Office rent 50 00

The act under which compensation to the Commissioners 
is provided for, authorizes the amount audited and allowed 
to be included in the final estimates of the amount neces- 
sary to be raised by taxation for city purposes in the year 
following, and provides that the Comptroller shall pay the 
amount out of the revenues of the city to said Commis- 
sioners. 
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To make these payments immediately it will be necessary 
to issue revenue bonds, payable next year, and I submit a 
resolution to authorize the payments above mentioned to 
be made from the proceeds of such bonds.

Hon. Theodore W. Myers, Comptroller: 

Sir, — I am in receipt, of your communication of the 25th 
instant, referring me to Chapter 425, Laws of 1888, entitled 
" An Act to provide for the payment of the compensation 
and expenses of certain commissioners appointed by the 
Supreme Court of the State of New York to estimate and 
assess the benefit and damage resulting from the taking 
of certain lands and premises for High Bridge Park, in the 
City of New York," and requesting me to advise you 
whether said act is to be considered mandatory upon the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to audit and allow 
such expenses and disbursements, and include the amount 
in the final estimate far 1889; and, if so, whether said 
Board has the power to fix and determine the amount at 
such sum as may by it be deemed fair and reasonable. 

The statute provides "that the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment of the City of New York is hereby em- 
powered to audit and allow as charges against the City 
and County of New York the reasonable compensation, 
expenses and disbursements of certain commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court of the State of New York 
on the 23d day of May, 1884, as Commissioners of Esti- 
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mate and Assessment, to estimate the loss and damage to 
respective owners, lessees, parties and persons respectively- 
entitled to or interested in the lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments and premises contained within that portion of the 
City of New York designated and known as High Bridge 
Park, and to assess such parties and persons, lands and 
premises, as they should deem benefited by such improve- 
ments." The act also requires that the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment "shall cause the amount so audited 
and allowed to be included in the final estimate of the 
amount necessary to be raised by taxation for city pur- 
poses in the year following, and that the Comptroller shall 
pay out of the revenues of said city to said Commissioners 
and such other persons as may be entitled thereto the 
amount so as aforesaid audited, allowed and included in 
the final estimate." 

The reason for this legislation arises out of a decision by 
the Supreme Court that the proceedings initiated for the 
opening of this park, in which the Commissioners in 
question were appointed, were void for want of jurisdic- 
tion, the result of which was that no authority existed for 
the payment to the Commissioners of any compensation 
for the services which had been rendered by them in pur- 
suance of their appointment. Having, however, rendered 
the service in good faith, their claim for compensation, 
although without warrant of law, is one based upon nat- 
ural justice and equity. It was the purpose of the Legis- 
lature in passing this law to recognize the existence of 
such a claim, leaving it to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, after a thorough examination of the facts 
of the case, to determine upon an amount which, in their 
judgment, would be a reasonable reward for the actual 
services rendered. The Courts have held that while the 
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words "authorized and empowered " are usually words of 
permission merely, and generally have that sense when 
used in contracts and private affairs, they are, when used 
in statutes, frequently mandatory and imperative. 

In the case of Supervisors vs. United States, 4 Wallace 
435, Mr. Justice Swayne says: 

"The conclusion to be deduced from the authorities is 
that where power is given to public officers in the language 
of the act before us, or in equivalent language, whenever 
the public interest or individual rights call for its exercise, 
the language used, though permissive in form, is in 
fact peremptory. What they are empowered to do for a 
third person, the law requires shall be done. The power 
is given not for their benefit but his. It is placed with 
the depositary to meet the demands of right and to pre- 
vent a failure of justice. It is given as a remedy to 
those entitled to invoke its aid and who would otherwise 
be remediless." 

This case is quoted with approval by the Court of 
Appeals in the case of 

People ex rel. the Otsego County Bank vs. Supervisors of 
Otsego Co., 51 N. Y., 401, which in its essential features is 
similar to the case now under consideration. 

For the reasons which I have given, and under the 
authorities above cited, I am of the opinion and therefore 
advise you that the act in question in empowering the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to audit and allow 
the claims of these Commissioners imports a duty on the 
part of the Board to consider and act upon them, and to 
that extent the statute is mandatory. 

As to your inquiry whether the Board has the power to 
fix and determine the amount so to be audited and allowed 
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at such sum as may by it be deemed fair aud reasonable, 
I am of the opinion, and therefore advise you that it has 
that power, which must, however, be exercised judicially 
in view of the nature of the service, its extent, the time 
occupied in performing it and the general estimate of 
value for similar services.

To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment : 

The Comptroller, to whom was referred July 12, 1888, an 
Act of the Legislature, Chapter 414, Laws of 1888, entiled 
" An Act to authorize the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment of the City of New York to examine, audit 
and allow the claims of the stenographers of the Court of 
General Sessions of the City of New York," with accom- 
panying papers, respectfully submits the following 

Report: 

The claims referred to by the act are for fees of several 
stenographers employed in the Court of General Sessions, 
for furnishing transcripts of shorthand notes of testimony 
taken in criminal cases in that Court, at various times 
during the years 1886 and 1887, by direction of the District 
Attorney. 

The claim of compensation for such services was ob- 
jected to by the Finance Department for the reason that 
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it was not provided for by law" to be paid as fees for said 
services rendered by stenographers of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, in addition to their salaries as official stenog- 
raphers of that Court. The question was referred to the 
Counsel to the Corporation in September, 1887, and the 
opinions were rendered by the then Counsel, Hon. Mor- 
gan J. O'Brien, adversely to the claim of an official stenog- 
rapher of that Court for the payment of fees for such 
services. Under date of September 27, 1887, the Counsel 
to the Corporation says: "By virtue of his office, it is 
his duty to take. down, in shorthand, the notes of the* 
testimony adduced in criminal trials; and, to my mind, it 
is only by a very strained construction of the law that it 
could be held tha,t the transcription of those notes by him, 
by direction of the Court and the District Attorney, made 
in the discharge of a duty imposed by statute, was a serv- 
ice rendered outside of and not by virtue of the office 
which the stenographer holds." 

The legal objections to the allowance and payment of 
the claims of the stenographers for such services have 
been removed by the law above referred to, which author- 
izes and empowers the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, "irrespective of any legal defense which the city 
may possess by reason of the failure of the Legislature 
to prescribe the fees of the stenographers of the Court of 
General Sessions, etc.," to "examine into and determine 
the claim of each of such stenographers for services ren- 
dered by any of them, rendered in the transcription of 
notes taken by them or any of them in criminal trials 
at any time prior to the passage of this act, and to audit 
and allow the amount of such services in case the said 
Board shall be satisfied that the claims of said stenogra- 
phers or any of them are honest and just claims, etc."

The act in question was referred by me to the Counsel 
to the Corporation for his opinion on its provisions for 
payment of the stenographers, and also as to its constitu- 
tionality, which opinion is herewith submitted, advising 
to the effect that the statute is constitutional, and that 
the decision of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
fixing the compensation to be paid, may be carried out 
under the law. 

The claims presented are severally certified as correct 
by the District Attorney, the Eecorder, the presiding 
Judge, and the Clerk of the Court of General Sessions. 

The claims being thus certified would appear to be 
" honest and just claims," and I herewith submit a 
resolution to audit and allow the claims, and pay the 
same.

Hon. Theodore W. Myers, Comptroller: 

Sir, — I beg to acknowledge the receipt of a communica- 
tion from you in reply to mine of the 23d instant, indi- 
cating, as requested, the points, to your mind, of doubtful 
constitutionality suggested by a consideration of Chapter 
414 of the Laws of 1888. The objections raised by you 
are three in number — two of them arising from the char- 
acter of the act referred to, which is, as may be conceded 
for the sake of the argument, both local and private in its 
nature. As such it is essential to its validity that it be in 
no respect brought within any of those classes of local or 
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private bills which the Legislature, under the Constitution, 
is not permitted to pass. It is, however, suggested that it 
may be obnoxious both to Section 16 of Article III. of the 
Constitution, which prescribes that "no private or local 
bill which may be passed by the Legislature shall embrace 
more than one subject, and that shall be expressed in the 
title;" and to that paragraph of Section 18 of the same 
article which prohibits the Legislature from passing a pri- 
vate or local bill " creating, increasing or decreasing fees, 
percentages or allowances of public officers during the 
term for which said officers are elected or appointed." 

The act in question is as follows: 

Chapter 414. 

" An Act to authorize the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment of the City of New York to examine, 
audit and allow the claims of the stenographers of 
the Court of General Sessions of the City of New 
York. 

Approved by the Governor May 26, 18*8 ; three-fifths being present 

" The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as folloivs: 

Section 1. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
of the City of New York is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, irrespective of any legal defense which the city 
may possess by reason of the failure of the Legislature to 
prescribe the fees of stenographers of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, and irrespective of any statutory prohibi- 
tion against the receipt of fees of such stenographers in 
addition to their salaries as fixed and determined by law 
to examine into and determine the claims of each of said 
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stenographers for services by any of them rendered in the 
transcription of notes taken by them, or any of them, in 
criminal trials at any time prior to the passage of this act, 
and to audit and allow the amount of such services in 
case the said Board shall be satisfied that the claims of 
said stenographers, or any of them, are honest and just 
claims, and ought legally and equitably to be allowed to 
be paid by the City of New York in accordance with the 
scale of fees payable to stenographers mentioned in the 
Code of Civil Procedure; and the Comptroller of the City 
of New York is hereby authorized and directed to pay the 
amount which may be so. audited and allowed by said 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment as aforesaid, to each 
of the stenographers entitled thereto. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect immediately." 

First.— As to the duality of subject and insufficiency of 
title. If the act embraces more than one subject, whether 
the title accurately describes the subjects or not, it is un- 
constitutional. It is evident, however, that this act deals 
with but one subject. The Legislature had under consid- 
eration the claims of stenographers of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, and the legislation under examination pro- 
vided a method by which those claims might be ascertained 
and liquidated. The Courts have held acts, the constitu- 
tionality of which was assailed on this ground, valid in 
cases in which matters were embraced having only a 
slender bond of connection to entitle them to be regarded 
as constituting but a single subject. (See Peo. vs. Briggs, 
50 N. Y., 554). 

I am therefore of the opinion that this act is open to no 
criticism in this respect. 

Nor does the title fail to properly express this subject. 
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It is described as an act to authorize the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment of the City of New York to examine, 
audit and allow the claims of the stenographers men- 
tioned. The title is so far adequate that the body of the 
act may be regarded as but an amplification, and within 
any of the numerous decisions upon ' w this point must be 
held to be sufficient. (Sun Mutual Ins. Co. vs. The Mayor, 
etc., 8 N. Y., 241). 

Second. — As to whether the act increases " the fees, 
percentages or allowances of public officers." 

The question is not as to whether the Legislature has 
the power to increase the compensation of the stenog- 
raphers of the Court of General Sessions, but as to whether 
it may do it in a private or local bill. It is only the com- 
pensation of those officers whose salaries, percentages, fees 
or allowances are fixed and determined by the Constitution 
that the Legislature may not alter. As to all other officials 
of every nature it may legislate under the single limitation 
that it do so by a general act. 

Has, then, the Legislature, by the act in question, in- 
creased the fees, percentages or allowances of a public 
officer within the meaning of those words as used in the 
Constitution? As noted in your letter, these stenographers, 
prior to the passage of this act, were prohibited from re- 
ceiving any fees whatever (see section 1532 of Consoli- 
dation Act). Their compensation was a sum fixed and 
determined by statute at so much per annum, and was 
paid from the City Treasury, at the same intervals as the 
salaries of other officials (see Chapter 558 of the Laws of 
1886). 

Assuming that the effect of the act is to indirectly 
authorize the increase of the compensation which the 
stenographers have heretofore received by permitting the 
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Board of Estimate to consider and adjust claims to which, 
according to a former opinion from this office the City had 
a valid defense, it then becomes a question as to whether 
such an adjustment would be an increase of fees, or per- 
centage or allowance, in view of the fact that the stenog- 
raphers were previously paid a stated salary and that such 
.salary was their only compensation? 

In the case of Mangan vs. The City of Brooklyn (98 N. 
Y., 586), the action of the Common Council of that city, 
based upon an Act of the Legislature, in reducing the sal- 
aries of patrolmen, was under consideration. The act in 
question seems to have been conceded to be local in its 
nature, and the point was then determined that the pro- 
vision of the Constitution was intended to include ouly 
"those irregular and uncertain modes of compensating 
"public servants which were indicated bywords of like 
" character and meaning as those of ' fees,' ' percentages,' 
"etc." It was accordingly held, for reasons which were 
set forth at length in the opinion of the Court, but to 
which it is not necessary here to allude, that this provision 
of the Constitution did not apply to officers receiving fixed 
salaries. This authoritative exposition of the meaning of 
the words "fees," "percentage" or "allowance," leaves 
no room for doubt, and I am therefore of the opinion the 
clause referred to by you has no application to the act. 

Third.— There remains to be considered a third objection 
raised in your letter and put upon the seventeenth section 
of the third article of the Constitution. That section is as 
follows: "No act shall be passed which shall provide that 
any existing law, or any part thereof, shall be made or 
deemed a part of said act, or which shall enact that any 
existing law, or any part thereof, shall be applicable, ex- 
cept by inserting it in such act," 
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The Act of 1888 does not refer by mention of chapter 
and section to the prohibitory clause (1532) of the Consoli- 
dation Act, nor does it make that section a part of the act. 
So far as it affects that section at all it operates as a par- 
tial repeal by implication. To what extent a general act 
need be embodied in a special act, see Peo. vs Banks, 67 
N. Y. f 575. 

As was said in the case of Wells vs. The City of Buffalo, 
14 Hun, 438, this provision of the Constitution should only 
be applied "when in a subsequent statute another act is 
referred to, not to amend it but to give effect to the pro- 
visions of the new. In other words, the new act must, 
by its express terms, provide that an existing law shall be 
made or deemed part of it." It is evident that the statute 
of 1888, so far from making the prohibitory section of the 
Consolidation Act part of it, operates as a repeal. 

Fourth. — There is a further objection, based upon the 
24th Section of Article III., of which it will be proper to 
dispose, although not referred to in your letter. That sec- 
tion is as follows: " The Legislature shall not, nor shall 
the Common Council of any city, nor any Board of 
Supervisors, grant any extra compensation to any public 
officer, servant, agent or contractor." The question is as 
to whether the amount which may be awarded by the 
Board of Estimate, is to be regarded as " extra compensa- 
tion," in view of the fact that certain defenses existed to 
the claims of the stenographers based upon the prohibitory 
section of the Act of 1.3S2, and upon the failure of the 
Legislature to make the scale of fees provided for the serv- 
ices of stenographers of other Courts specifically applica- 
ble to the stenographers of the Court of General Sessions. 
The facts are these: The stenographers, acting upon 
the faith of a construction which had been placed upon 
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these statutes for many years, rendered certain services in 
the transcription of notes taken by them in various cases 
tried in the Court of General Sessions, probably out of 
business hours, in the expectation of a compensation 
which had been paid formerly, and which the Judge and 
District Attorney requiring the services expected that 
they should receive. Under ordinary circumstances, in 
the absence of statutory defenses, an action might have 
been maintained, but when the services were rendered it 
was not even supposed that such defenses existed. It was 
discovered after the rendition of these services that these 
stenographers were a single exception to the rules applica- 
ble to the stenographers in all other Courts of Record of 
the State. Can it then be said that an act which author- 
izes the adjustment of these claims by a competent body 
is an act granting "extra compensation" to a public officer? 
It is true that the claims are not founded upon a legal lia- 
bility capable of enforcement in a Court of justice. But 
the claims are none the less meritorious, though legal de- 
fenses may prevent their assertion. The Statute of Limi- 
tations might have been the sole legal defense to these 
claims, but would it be asserted that the Legislature, by 
authorizing the Board of Estimate to liquidate them with- 
out regard to the statute, had thereby granted the stenog- 
raphers " extra compensation" ? 

That the Legislature may, in spite of this provision of the 
Constitution, award thus indirectly to a public officer com- 
pensation for services to which a valid legal defense might 
be interposed was expressly decided in the case of Cole vs. 
The City of New York, 102, N. Y. , at p. 59. In that case 
a statute fixing the compensation of the Captain of the 
Harbor Masters upon the basis of a fixed percentage on 
the tonnage of vessels had been declared unconstitutional 
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portionment hereby admits and allows the fees of cer- 
tain stenographers of the Court of General'Sessions at 
the several amounts as certified by the District At- 
torney and the Judges and Clerk of the Court as the 
amounts legally and equitably to be paid for services 
rendered by them, respectively, as follows, to wit:

there remains a balance of seven hundred and seven ($707) 
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dollars, which will not be required for the year 1888 for 
the purposes for which it was appropriated, and we re- 
spectfully ask for the passage by the Board of Apportion- 
ment of a resolution transferring said amount to the ap- 
propriation for the Department of Public Works, entitled 
" Supplies for and Cleaning Public Offices," for 1888, 
which is insufficient for the purposes thereof, for the pur- 
chase of carpets, etc., for the City Court, for the following 
reasons:

Sir, — I beg to acknowledge your letter, dated August 
6, 1888, inclosing a voucher for $25 in favor of John 
Owen, for damages to his crops by surveying parties. 
You ask whether, in my opinion, his claim, as certified by 
the Aqueduct Commissioners, is a legal charge against the 
Additional Water Fund, created by the New Aqueduct 
Act, Chapter 490, Laws of 1883. 

From a certificate signed by Mr. Church, the Chief En- 
gineer, and a letter dated April 17, 1888, written by E. P. 
Roberts, Assistant Engineer (both attached to the voucher), 
it appears that the claim is for damages unavoidably 
caused by a topographical party in 1885 and 1886, in mak- 
ing necessary surveys upon Mr. Owen's farm, which skirts 
Muscoot Mountain on the north, east and south. 

Section 23 of the act referred to authorizes the Aque- 
duct Commissioners, subject to the approval of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment of the City of New Y.ork, 
to agree with the owners of the real estate laid down on 
the aqueduct maps as to the amount of compensation to 
be paid to such owners, etc., for the taking or using or 
occupying such real estate. 

Section 24 declares that the term "real estate," as used 
in the act, shall embrace, among other things, all claims 
for damages to such real estate. 

Under date of September 23, 1884, and November 23, 
1885, the then Counsel to the Corporation advised the 
Aqueduct Commissioners — advice in which I concur — that 
the provisions of Section 23 of the act were sufficiently 
broad to authorize an adjustment by the Aqueduct Com- 
missioners of claims for damages of this character sus-

The Comptroller, to whom was referred, on August 7, 
an application of the Board of Education for an appropria- 
tion of $20,000, to provide for a course of lectures for 
working-men and working-women, under a recent act of 
the Legislature, respectfully 

reports: 

That, upon examination of said act it was found obscure 
in certain provisions, and it was submitted to the Counsel 
to the Corporation for his opinion thereon, which is here- 
with submitted. 

The act is especially defective in not conferring power to 
raise the money necessary to meet the appropriation it 
authorizes to be made by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, for the expenses to be incurred by the Board 
of Education in the present year. 

As stated by the Counsel to the Corporation "the ap- 
propriation cannot be included in the tax levy for this 
year, nor can it be supplied by any unappropriated funds in 
the hands of the Comptroller, for the reason that there are 
no moneys in the City Treasury the disposition of which 
is not already provided for by some existing law. Nor can 
the Comptroller issue Revenue Bonds for the purpose, 
under his general powers so to do, in view of the fact that 
his authority in that regard is limited to cases where there 
exists a particular source of revenue out of which the ex- 
penditure under the appropriation would be payable, and 
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which would, therefore, exist as a fund out of which the 
bonds issued might be paid when due." 

The Counsel to the Corporation therefore suggests that 
provision by the transfer of an appropriation may be made 
for the payment of the expenses to be incurred during the 
current year, which, estimated on the basis of cost of the 
lectures, etc., submitted by the Board of Education, 
amount, in all, to $9,200. 

In order to provide the means necessary for such ex- 
penses during the current year, a transfer can be made 
from some unexpended balance of appropriation made for 
the Board of Education, and in anticipation of the consent 
of that Board, I herewith submit a resolution to make 
such transfer.

Hon. Theodore W. Myers, Comptroller: 

Sir, — I am in receipt of your communication of the 10th 
instant, transmitting an application of the Committee on 
Evening Schools of the Board of Education to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, for an appropriation of 
$20,000 to provide for lectures for working-men and work- 
ing-women, and for a further appropriation of $2,720 for 
purchase of charts, etc., and the employment of a Super- 
intendent. 

You state that the application was referred to yourself, 
and request my opinion as to whether it is mandatory 
upon the Board of Estimate and Apportionment to make 
the desired appropriation; if so, in what manner the 
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money shall be raised, and whether the Board has any dis- 
cretion as to the amount that shall be appropriated. 

The statute under which this application is made was 
passed June 9, 1888, and is known as Chapter 545 of the 
Laws of 1888, entitled " An Act to provide for lectures for 
working-men and working- women." It provides as fol- 
lows: 

" Section 1. The Board of Education of the City of New 
York is hereby authorized and empowered to provide for 
the employment of competent lecturers to deliver lectures 
on the natural sciences and kindred subjects, in the public 
schools of said city in the evenings, for the benefit of 
working-men and working- women. 

"Sec. 2. The said Board of Education shall have 
power to purchase the books, stationery, charts, and other 
things necessary and expedient to successfully conduct 
said lectures, which it shall have power to direct. 

"Sec. 3. No admission fee shall be charged, and at 
least one school in each Ward of said city, where practic- 
able, shall be designated by said Board of Education for 
the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act, and 
at least three lectures shall be delivered in each school in 
each week between the first day of October and the thirty- 
first day of March in each year (excepting the two weeks 
preceding and the week following the first day of January 
in each year), which shall be advertised in a daily news- 
paper published in said city at least one week in advance 
of the delivery thereof. 

u Sec. 4. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment of 
the City of New York is hereby authorized, previous to the 
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first day of September, in the year 1888, to meet and pro- 
vide the necessary appropriation for the purpose of carry- 
ing out the provisions of this act." 

In pursuance of the authority vested by this act in the 
Board of Education, a resolution was passed by said Board 
requesting the Board of Estimate and Apportionment " to 
appropriate a sum of money which may be deemed neces- 
sary by the Committee on Evening Schools, to provide for 
free evening lectures in twenty-four schools for each week 
in the current year after the first day of October next;" 
and directing the Evening School Committee, upon such 
appropriation being made, to take all necessary steps to 
comply with the provisions of said act. 

In conformity with the requirements of this resolution, 
the Committee on Evening Schools has made an applica- 
tion to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment for the 
sum of $20,000 for the purpose of carrying out the provis- 
ions of said act. This amount is intended to cover lect- 
ures to be given three times a week in each of the twenty- 
four wards of the City of New York for a period of 
twenty-four weeks, the cost of which, at ten dollars a 
lecture, is estimated at $17,280; and also for the cost of 
purchasing charts and such other stationery as shall be 
necessary, and of securing the services of a Superintend- 
ent for the purpose of presiding over and conducting the 
lectures, the expense of which is estimated at $2,720. 

Your first inquiry is whether it is mandatory upon the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to make an appro- 
priation for the purpose of enabling the Board of Educa- 
tion to carry out its plans in compliance with the provisions 
of this act. 

The statute vests in the Board of Education the power 
and authority to provide for the lectures in question, from 
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year to year, and of organizing the methods by which the 
system is to be put into practical operation. 

The purpose of the act was to extend the general juris- 
diction of the Board of Education so as to include a new 
and special method* of instruction for a particular class of 
persons which might be permanently adopted as part of 
the general educational system under the management and 
control of said Board. 

The expenses necessary for the purpose would, there- 
fore, become the subject of appropriation each year 
by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, in the same 
manner and under the same general authority as other 
appropriations are made for the Board of Education, and 
would be included, as other appropriations are, in the final 
estimates passed for each year.' 

The only allusion in the act to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment is found in the fourth section, which 
authorizes that Board, previous to September 1, of this 
year, to meet and provide the necessary appropriation to 
carry out its provisions. The necessity for such a pro vis- 
ion is found in the fact that at the time this act became a 
law the final estimates for the current year had already 
been passed by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
and special legislative authority was therefore necessary 
to supply an appropriation which should provide for the 
expenses which might be incurred under the act during 
the present year. For future years the power already 
possessed by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment to 
include in their annual estimates whatever appropriations 
might be necessary for the work of the different depart- 
ments of the City Government, is sufficient to justify a 
provision for the purposes of the statute in question. It 
will be perceived, then, that the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionmeut holds the same relation to the Board of 
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Education in the performance of its duty under this act as 
it does in reference to other appropriations generally, 
which, under the law, it is called upon to make each year, 
" to pay the expenses of conducting the public business of 
the City and County of New York, in each department 
and branch thereof, and of the Board. of Education." 
The act in question empowers the Board of Education to 
extend the field of its educational work in a specified man- 
ner. Its action in this respect is not made subject to 
the control of any other body, any more than is the exer- 
cise of any other of its powers. The statute is, therefore, 
so far mandatory that the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment may not refuse entirely to grant an appropri- 
ation for the purpose of carrying out its provisions, 
although, as in the case of appropriations for other pur- 
poses, it may, within reasonable bounds, review and limit 
the amount asked for, so as to ensure as economical an 
expenditure of the City moneys as possible, without sacri- 
ficing the object for which the appropriation is sanctioned 
by the Legislature. The law is well settled that while the 
words " authorized and empowered " are usually words of 
permission merely, and generally have that sense when 
used in contracts and private affairs, they are, when used 
in statutes, frequently mandatory and imperative. 

As expressed by Mr. Justice Sutherland in the case of 
the People ex rel. f the Commissioners of Records against 
The Supervisors of New York, 11 Abb. Pr., p. 114, " the 
grant by the Legislature of an official power involves a 
corresponding public duty; and where the power is not 
expressly discretionary, its exercise is a peremptory public 
duty." 

The general rule which has been laid down on this sub- 
ject, and which has been followed by the Courts of this 
State for a long period of years, is that " where a public 
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body or officer has been clothed by statute with power to 
do an act which concerns the public interests or rights of 
third persons, the exercise of the power may be insisted 
on as a duty, though the phraseology of the statute may 
be permissive merely and not peremptory."

The responsibility and power to inaugurate the lectures 
in question and to incur expenditures therefor rests, 
under the statute, upon the Board of Education, and the 
necessity for action by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, in order to provide means for this purpose, 
which is purely public in its character, imports under the 
law, as I have stated it, an obligation to do that which 
the Legislature has authorized to be done. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion, and advise you, that the 
act is mandatory upon the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment in so far as to require an appropriation to be 
made. 

You inquire in what manner the money shall be raised, 
and whether the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
has any discretion as to the amount that shall be appro- 
priated. 

The act, unfortunately, is in this respect imperfectly 
drawn. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment in 
making appropriations merely determines the amount 
which it shall be proper for the various departments of the 
City Government to expend. It has no power to raise the 
money necessary for the purpose of supplying the appro- 
priations it makes. Its function forms only a part of the 
financial machinery of the City Government, and when 
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the Departmental Estimates have been finally made it has 
no further duty in the matter. It then becomes the duty 
of the Comptroller to certify the estimates to the Board 
of Aldermen, and for that Board to raise the funds neces- 
sary to meet them by taxation. Ordinarily, where special 
appropriations are authorized for particular purposes by 
acts of Legislature, provision is made for the issue of 
Revenue Bonds necessary to meet the expenditure author- 
ized, and directions are given that the amount of such 
bonds be provided for by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment in making up the financial estimates for the 
ensuing year. Such authority, however, has not been 
given in this case. 

While, therefore, the act in question authorizes an ap- 
propriation to be made by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, or, in other words, determines the amount 
which the Board of Education may expend for the pur- 
poses of this act, there is no indication of any kind or de- 
scription expressly contained in the statute, pointing out 
the source from which the money is to come in expending 
the amount so appropriated. The appropriation cannot 
be included in the tax levy for this year, nor can it be sup- 
plied from any unappropriated funds in the hands of the 
Comptroller, for the reason that there are no moneys in 
the City Treasury, the disposition of which is not already 
otherwise provided for by some existing law, nor can the 
Comptroller issue Revenue Bonds for the purpose, under 
his general powers so to do, in view of the fact that his 
authority in that regard is limited to cases where there 
exists a particular source of revenue out of which the ex- 
penditure under the appropriation would properly be pay- 
able, and which would, therefore, exist as a fund out of 
which the bonds issued might be paid when due. 

But it is a well recognized principle of law that where 
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power is conferred by statute upon a public body, what- 
ever may be necessary for the purpose of giving effect to 
that power is to be implied, where not in conflict with 
other existing provisions of law. If, therefore, there is 
any way by which funds may be lawfully supplied under 
any of the powers which may be vested in the City Gov- 
ernment, such powers should be exercised for the purpose. 

It is no doubt competent for the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to meet and make the appropriation. It 
is unnecessary, however, that any appropriation should 
now be made for the delivery of any lectures other 
than those which are to be delivered during the current 
year. Hereafter the Board of Education should include 
all applications for appropriations for such purpose in their 
annual estimates. As. under the provisions of the act the 
lectures are not to commence until the 1st day of October, 
and no lectures are to be delivered during the last two 
weeks of December, the number of weeks to be provided 
for are ten, and the number of lectures which under the 
law may be delivered during the year 1888, at three lect- 
ures a week, are thirty in each one of the wards in the 
city, or seven hundred and twenty in all of such wards, 
making $7,200 as the total amount necessary at $10 
a lecture, which with $2,720, the amount estimated for 
books, stationery, charts, superintendent, etc., makes the 
entire sum necessary to be appropriated for the current 
year amount to $9,920, on the basis of the estimate of the 
Committee on Evening Schools. 

The appropriation, then, having been determined on, I 
see no reason why it may not be considered as sub- 
stantially forming one of the various appropriations made 
for the current ye^r for the various purposes of the Board 
of Education, in the sense of being an authorized object of 
expenditure for such year, but in a condition of being 
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insufficient in amount to meet the charges against it, thus 
substantially presenting a case justifying the transfer of 
some unexpended balance to supply the deficiency, under 
Sections 204 and 207 of the New York City Consolidation 
Act of 1882. Should the Board of Education request such 
a transfer, from some existing appropriation which is in 
excess of the amount necessary for its purpose, to the 
appropriation which, under the statute under considera- 
tion, the Board of Estimate and Apportionment is author- 
ized to make to provide for these lectures, I see no reason 
why it may not be made. Nor is this course open to the 
objection that it is in violation of the rule laid down in the 
case of Bird against The Mayor, 33 Hun, 396. 

The gist of that decision was that &he Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment could not create an additional appro- 
priation after the final estimates had been passed, and sup- 
ply its requirements by a transfer under the authority of 
the sections of the Consolidation Act I have cited. 

In the case under consideration the Legislature has 
expressly authorized the new appropriation to be made 
and the act of the Board, therefore, in making the trans- 
fer, would be simply carrying an unexpended or unrequired 
amount from one appropriation lawfully made to another 
appropriation expressly authorized by statute. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion, and advise you that the 
money necessary for the purposes of this act may be law- 
fully secured through a transfer to be made in the manner 
which I have indicated. 

In reply to your question as to whether the Board has 
any discretion as to the amount that shall be appropriated, 
I advise you that its duty in that regard is measured by 
the just and economical requiretnepts of the Board of 
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Education in properly carrying into effect the purpose of 
the statute.

Dear Sir, — The fire-boat Havemeyer is now out of ser- 
vice and plans and specifications for the repairs will be 
immediately submitted. 

It is very necessary that these repairs be made as speed- 
ily as possible, as the entire water-front is now protected 
by only one fire-boat, the Zophar Mills, and the time has 
expired for her inspection by the United States authorities. 
They will, no doubt, order repairs on the boat, which will 
then leave us, for a time, without any protection on the 
entire water-front. Since the inspection of the Have- 
meyer, when her boiler was condemned by the United 
States authorities, we have had an inspection made by an 
expert marine architect, who has decided that the boiler is 
unsafe, and also that the engine and hull of the boat (hav- 
ing been continuously in service for thirteen years) require 
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extensive repairs. This was all foreseen last year when a 
new fire-boat was asked for, but, as the authorities failed 
to allow it, we find ourselves in the condition herein 
shown, with cold weather approaching, the number of 
fires increasing, and the entire water-front of both rivers 
(many of the piers, as well as the vessels containing large 
and valuable cargoes of merchandise) depending on one 
fire-boat for protection. 

With this state of affairs confronting us, I would earn- 
estly recommend your Honorable Body to take action in 
the matter at the earliest moment.

Gentlemen,— After a thorough examination of the 
boiler, fire-pumps, engines, machinery, hull and fittings 
of your fire-boat William F. Havemeyer, I beg to make 
the following statement: 

The boat, although thirteen years old, does not seem to 
be past her usefulness as a fire-boat. Of course, no rea- 
sonable amount of repairs or improvements could bring 
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her up to the power and efficiency of modern fire-boats, 
but with a new boiler, the addition of two more double 
fire-pumps (which the Department now has on hand), the 
overhauling and lining up of the engine and machinery 
and the making of a number of minor repairs, alterations 
and improvements, all as set forth in a list or outline 
specification hereto attached, the boat could be made a 
valuable and efficient auxiliary at fires in the vicinity of 
the water-front for a number of years to come. 

In any way of looking at this boat the boiler is the first 
thing demanding attention. Even in an ordinary harbor 
boat the possible quantity of steam and its pressure limits 
and governs the capabilities of the boat as nothing else 
does; in afire-boat the importance of this feature out- 
weighs all others, and it is safe to say that the Have- 
meyer has always been handicapped by the shortness of 
her steam supply. The present boiler in the Have- 
meyer has been in use thirteen years ; this is remark- 
able, as it is much beyond the average lifetime of marine 
boilers. The condition of the boiler is now such as to 
render it absolutely dangerous, to say nothing of its inef- 
ficiency as a steam producer. In my inspection of this 
boiler I found a number of places where with one slight 
blow with an ordinary chipping hammer I made a crack 
or hole through which water immediately ran out. The 
boiler cannot be made safe to use, even at the extremely 
low pressure of forty-five pounds, without an entirely new 
set of water legs and furnace sheets. With only forty- 
five pounds steam pressure the boat would be of very lit- 
tle, if any, use as a fire-boat, and I cannot advise or sug- 
gest that the Fire Department put any more money in 
this old and unsuitable boiler. With a suitable form of 
water-tube boiler, capable of raising steam quickly and 
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furnishing all the steam that the main engine and the four 
sets of fire-pumps could use, when all are running together 
at full speed, the Havemeyer could be relied upon to 
do far better service at a fire than she could do even when 
new. The engine and shaft seems to be quite badly out 
of line, but with this defect corrected and the minor repairs 
suggested in the specification, the machinery would be 
capable of efficient service. 

The suction and discharge pipes connecting the fire- 
pumps can be so rearranged and enlarged as to greatly 
increase the efficiency of the pumps— suggestions are made 
in the specifications to effect this, and these alterations 
and the increase in sizes are especially important in view 
of the proposed addition of fire-pumps. 

With the increased steam pressure and the ample supply 
of steam proposed, it may be assumed without question that 
the boat will throw much larger and stronger fire-streams 
than ever before; furthermore, the engine can be run 
faster and can also turn a screw of increased pitch, which 
will result in a most important increase of speed (a weak 
feature in the Havemeyer heretofore); the new screw 
propeller necessary should therefore be specially designed 
to fit the new conditions. 

The deck-room forward is now too small and cramped 
for working the boat; the suggestion of shifting the pres- 
ent large reel aft and placing a smaller or more compact 
reel forward, will remedy this defect to a great extent. 

The suggestions referring to small repairs and some 
slight alterations in hull and about joiner work are only 
such as seem reasonable and necessary in order to put the 
boat in suitable condition for service.

On July 26 last, the petition of Bankson T. Morgan for 
payment of costs, counsel fees and expenses incurred by 
Jiim in the action of The People on the relation of Edward 
Hogan vs. Morgan, brought in the year 1874, together 
with a copy of an act (Chapter 574) passed June 9, 1888> 
was referred to the Comptroller for investigation. 

This action was brought against Mr. Morgan in the 
Court of Common Pleas, to test the question of his title 
to the office of Police Justice, to which he had been duly 
appointed on or about October 25, 1873, and on trial, judg- 
ment was directed in favor of the defendant, which on 
appeal to the General Term, was unanimously affirmed. 
The Court of Appeals also affirmed the judgment of the 
lower Court, thus determining that Mr. Morgan was 
entitled to the office to which he had been appointed. 

According to a bill of particulars attached to his petition 
it appears that he has expended for counsel fees in defend- 
ing his title to the office, the sum of $5,294.90, which he 
asks this Board to audit and allow as provided by Chapter 
574 of the Laws of 1888, amending Section 196 of the New 
York City Consolidation Act of 1882. 

By this act the Board of Estimate and Apportionment is 
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authorized to audit and allow, as charges against the City, 
the reasonable costs, counsel fees, with interest and ex- 
penses, paid or incurred by any Police Justice, who shall have 
been a successful party in any proceedings to remove him 
from office, or to review or prohibit any such removal, or 
to obtain possession of his office, and the Board is author- 
ized and directed to include the amount so audited and 
allowed in the taxes to be levied and raised for the year 
following such audit. 

By an examination of the claim of the petitioner, pur- 
suant to Section 123 of Chapter 410, Laws of 1882, it is 
shown by the evidence of the claimant in person, duly 
sworn to, that he paid the sum of $5,294.90 as counsel fees 
in the said proceedings against him as a Police Justice, the 
several checks therefor drawn by him during the years 
1875 and 1876, being exhibited at said examination, the 
record of which is herewith submitted. 

In pursuance of the provision of Section 211 of the Con- 
solidation Act of 1882, as amended by Chapter 246 of the 
Laws of 1886, which provides that no appropriation or 
payment for the contesting of the office of public officers 
whose salary is paid from the City Treasury, shall be paid 
to any but the prevailing party, nor unless the chief officer 
of the Law Department and the Chief Justice of the 
Court of Common Pleas of the City and County of New 
York certify in writing who is the prevailing party and the 
value of the services rendered in the case; the certificates 
to that effect are also herewith submitted by Hon. Henry 
R. Beekman, Counsel to the Corporation, and R. L. Lar- 
remore, Chief Judge of the Court of Common Pleas, New 
York, both dated September 18, 1888. 

I also submit a communication from the Counsel to the 
Corporation explaining the legal points involved in this mat- 
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ter, from which it appears that it is competent for this Board 
to audit and allow the claim of the petitioner with interest 
on the amount, as provided by Chapter 574, Laws of 1888, 
provided the counsel fees paid by him are reasonable.

Sir, — I am in receipt of your communication of the 4th 
ultimo, transmitting petition of Bankson T. Morgan to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, for payment of 
costs, counsel fees and expenses incurred by him in the 
action of The People on the relation of Edward Hogan vs. 
Morgan, in or about the year 1874. You state that these 
papers are submitted to me for such action and legal ad- 
vice as are required in the case, for the guidance of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

The petition of Mr. Morgan shows that he was duly ap- 
pointed a Police Justice on or about the 25th day of Octo- 
ber, 1873 ; that while he was engaged in the performance 
of his duties, as such justice, an action was begun against 
him in the name of the People on the relation of Edward 
Hogan, in the Court of Common Pleas for the City and 
County of New York, calling in question his title to the 
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office; that the action was brought to trial, and a verdict 
directed in favor of the defendant. 

Upon an appeal, taken from the judgment entered on 
this verdict, to the General Term of the Court of Common 
Pleas, the judgment was unanimously affirmed. An 
appeal was taken thence to the Court of Appeals, which 
Court also affirmed the judgment of the Court below, thus 
determining that Mr. Morgan was entitled to the office to 
which he had been so appointed. 

It also appears from the petition that Mr. Morgan, in 
defending his title to the office, has expended for counsel 
fees, according to a bill of particulars attached to the peti- 
tion, the sum of $5,294.90. 

The prayer of the petition is, that the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment audit and allow these expenses. 

The application is based upon the authority of Chapter 
574 of the Laws of 1888, amending Section 196 of the New 
York City Consolidation Act of 1882. 

By this act, Police Justices who have been successful 
parties in proceedings to remove them from office, or to 
review or prohibit any such removal, or to obtain posses- 
sion of their offices, are included within the jurisdiction 
conferred upon the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
by the section in question, to audit and allow, as charges 
against the City, the reasonable costs, counsel fees, with 
interest, and expenses heretofore paid and incurred, or 
which shall hereafter be paid or incurred by the persons 
therein named, in the course of any such proceedings. 

It is, therefore, competent for the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to entertain the application now made 
by Judge Morgan, and to audit and allow, as charges 
against the city, the counsel fees, with interest, stated in 
the petition to have been paid by him in the defense of 
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his title to his office, provided the counsel fees so paid are 
reasonable. 

Section 211 of the Consolidation Act, as amended by 
Chapter 246, Laws of 1886, provides that no appropriation 
or payment for the contesting of the office of Mayor, or 
any seat in the Board of Aldermen, or office in any de- 
partment, or the office of any officer, whose salary is paid 
from the City Treasury, shall be made to any but the pre- 
vailing party ; nor unless the chief officer of the Law De- 
partment and the Chief Justice of the Court of Common 
Pleas of the City and County of New York, certify in 
writing, who is such prevailing party and the value of the 
services rendered in the case. 

This section should be read in connection with Section 
196, and therefore requires in the present case the produc- 
tion before the Board of Estimate and Apportionment of 
the above-mentioned certificates as a condition of the 
right of said Board to make the desired appropriation. 

Should the Board of Estimate and Apportionment audit 
these charges, it will then become its duty to cause the 
amount to be included in the final estimates for 1889. 

I am not aware that there are any other points upon 
which it is probable that the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment will desire my advice.

Sir, — I am in receipt of your communication of the 6th 
instant, in which you state that the Commissioners of 
Excise have presented to the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment an estimate of the expenses of the Board of 
Excise for the fiscal year commencing May 1, 18S8; that 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment has not as yet 
agreed upon the amount to be appropriated, but that in 
order to provide for the payment of the salaries of the 
Commissioners of Excise and employees on the basis of the 
present pay-rolls, the sum of twelve thousand dollars per 
month has been so far appropriated. You ask me for my 
opinion as to whether the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment has authority under the law to make monthly 
appropriations for the expenses of the Board of Excise in- 
stead of fixing the amount of an appropriation for the 
whole fiscal year. 

The statute relating to this subject was passed June 23, 
1 874 (Chapter 642 of the Laws of 1874). It provides as fol- 
lows: 

' * Section 1 . Section 2 of an act entitled 4 An Act to regu- 
late the sale of intoxicating liquors,' passed April 11, 1870, 
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is hereby amended by inserting after the words * and shall 
be paid as other city officers are paid,' the words follow- 
ing: ' provided that in the City of New York the Commis- 
sioners of Excise shall receive a salary not to exceed $5,000 
a year each, to be fixed by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment of said city, who shall annually fix such 
amount as may be necessary for the hire of employees, 
rent, and other necessary expenses of said Board of Com- 
missioners, which amount shall be paid out of the moneys 
received for licenses, and said Commissioners shall receive 
no other compensation or emolument for services as Com- 
missioners; and provided, further, that all excise moneys 
hereafter derived from licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors by said Commissioners, except as above provided, 
shall, from time to time, and in sums according to their 
discretion, be appropriated by the Board of Apportionment 
and Estimate of said city by resolution of the said Board 
to whatever benevolent, charitable or humane institutions 
may seem to such Board deserving or proper, but no such 
resolution shall be valid unless adopted by the vote of a 
majority of the said Board," etc. 

The question submitted to me under this statute is sub- 
stantially this: Is it the duty of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to fix the amount necessary to meet 
the expenses of the Board of Excise by one act of appro- 
priation for an entire year, or may it appropriate money 
monthly, or from time to time, during the year to meet 
estimated expenses of portions of the year? 

The use of the word i( annually" qualifying the verb 
" fix" in the sentence which provides that the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment " shall annually fix such 
amount as may be necessary for hire of employees, rent, 
and other necessary expenses of said Board of Comrais- 
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sioners," giving it the least possible significance, must 
mean that the Board is to perform the act in question and 
determine upon the amount necessary for the expenses of 
the Excise Board in each year and for such year. It will 
be noticed that the power which the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment possesses is not conferred in words 
giving general authority to appropriate money for the use 
of the Excise Board, but is expressed in phraseology which 
particularizes the objects of expenditure, which are to be 
considered by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
and requires it to determine or "fix" how much money 
or " the amount " which may be necessary for hire of em- 
ployees, rent, and other necessary expenses. 

The particular duty, then, which the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment has to perform, is to consider, in the 
light of information or knowledge of the just requirements 
of the business of the Excise Board, the extent to which 
employees may be necessary, the reasonableness of their 
salaries, the sufficiency of office accommodation and the 
amount which should be expended for rent and, as to all 
other objects of expenditure, their necessity in relation to 
an economical, but at the same time thoroughly efficient 
conduct of the business of the Board. 

It is quite plain that this must embrace the needs of the 
Boar4 for an entire year. Rent and salaries are usually 
measured by yearly standards. Office accommodation 
cannot be procured on short or uncertain tenures, and 
efficient service from employees cannot be had without 
reasonable assurance of something more than merely 
temporary employment. In other words, no public office 
involving the management of business of any magnitude 
can be administered in this city without utter demoraliza- 
tion, unless its resources are fixed and certain, and to be 
counted upon for a period which common experience 
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has found to be essential to good organization. This 
period seems to have been fixed at one year. All appro- 
priations to be provided for in the tax levy are made 
in this manner in this as well as in most other cities of the 
State. In interpreting a statute, it is our duty to consider 
the object and intent of the Legislature in passing the 
same, which intent is to be ascertained from the cause or 
necessity of making the statute as well as other circum- 
stances. 

People ex rel. Wood vs. Lacombe, 99 N. Y., 
43. 

Where the statute will admit of two or more interpre- 
tations, one of which will more effectually accomplish the 
legislative purpose than the other, it is our duty to adopt 
the former. The object of the Legislature in the case 
under consideration was to provide means for the neces- 
sary operations of the Excise Board, and in such manner 
that its work could be most efficiently conducted. Con- 
eding, therefore, as I think we must, that good adminis- 
tration requires certainty as to the amount of available 
funds necessary for the proper performance of the duties 
of the Board for at least a year, it would seem to be clear, 
under the rules of construction I have mentioned, that the 
Legislature, in requiring such amount to be annually fixed, 
must have intended that it should be so fixed for the en- 
tire year by substantially one act of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. In no other way could that certainty 
of resources essential to good administration be assured. 
Appropriating monthly, or from time to time, is not appro- 
priating annually. To hold that it is, not only involves 
a strained and unnatural construction of the statute but 
deprives the word " annually " of all significance. That 
the Legislature intended by the use of this word to denote 
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an act to be once performed for the entire year is also 
shown by the phraseology used in the same statute 
conferring power upon the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to appropriate excise moneys for ch?ri- 
table purposes. It is provided in that regard that "all 
excise moneys hereafter derived from licenses for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors by said Commissioners, excopt as 
above provided, shall, from time to time, and in sums 
according to their discretion be appropriated by the Board 
of Apportionment and Estimate," etc. The words "from 
time to time" were intended to convey the idea of re- 
peated acts of appropriation at the discretion of the 
Board, and were doubtless expressly employed to distin- 
guish this method from the form of annual appropria- 
tion previously authorized in providing for the expenses 
of the Excise Board. To hold that the word "annually" 
contemplates repeated appropriations during the year, is 
to give it subtantially the same meaning as if the words, 
"from time to time," during the year had been used, 
the effect of which would be to deprive these obviously 
contrasted adverbial expressions of all significance. 

In view of the above considerations, I am of the 
opinion that the intention of the statute is that the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment shall in each year, 
by one act of appropriation, fix the amount to be ex- 
pended for that year by the Board of Excise. This con- 
struction seems to have been adopted and acted upon 
for many years by the Board in making such appropria- 
tions. 

I do not mean, however, to be understood as holding 
that the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, having 
made an appropriation for the entire year, may not sup- 
plement it by such additional supplies for the same year 
as some further need of the Excise Board may be dis- 
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covered; but such supplemental appropriation can only 
follow a previous act of appropriation which has assumed 
to determine the aggregate amount of expenditures of 
the Board for such year. The statute devolves upon the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment a duty to make 
the appropriation as a single act for the entire year. If 
that duty is not fully performed the power of the Board 
is not exhausted so as to prevent the supply of defi- 
ciencies in the original act. 

A statute defining a mode of proceeding is usually di- 
rectory. An exact compliance with that mode is not to 
be regarded as essential to the validity of the proceed- 
ings themselves unless it be so declared by statute, or is a 
matter of necessary inference therefrom (Potter's Dwarris 
on Statutes, page 224, note 29). While, then, the exist- 
ence of the power may not be conditioned upon the 
time appointed for its execution, it is still the duty of 
those with whom the power resides to exercise it at 
the time and in the mode which the statute points out. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion, and advise you, that 
it is the duty of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment to fix such amount as may be necessary for the 
hire of employees, rent and other necessary expenses of 
the Excise Board, by one act for the entire year, as 
heretofore practiced.

And whereas, At a meeting of this Board held on May 28, 
1888, an estimate of the Board of Excise for said fiscal 
year was presented, amounting to one hundred and 
sixty-three thousand one hundred dollars ($163,100) ; 

Resolved, That, pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 642, 
Laws of 1874, conferring authority upon the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, the sum of one hundred 
and forty- four thousand dollars ($144,000) be and is 
hereby allowed and appropriated to pay the salaries 
of the Commissioners of Excise and the hire of 
employees, rent and other necessary expenses of the 
Board of Excise Commissioners, for the fiscal year 
commencing May 1, 1888, said sum being inclusive of 
the sum of forty-eight thousand dollars ($48,000) here- 
tofore appropriated for this purpose, the salary of the 
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Commissioners of Excise being hereby fixed at five 
thousand dollars ($5,000) each, and the amount 
deemed necessary for the hire of employees, rent and 
other expenses being also hereby fixed at one hundred 
and twenty-nine thousand dollars ($129,000) for the 
fiscal year commencing May 1, 1888. 

The President of the Board of Aldermen moved to 
amend the said preamble and resolution by striking out 
the words " employees, rent and other necessary expenses 
of the Board of Excise Commissioners," and substituting 
in lieu thereof the words " Secretary, Chief Clerk, Cashier, 
Assistant Cashier, Bookkeeper, Stenographer, Clerks, 
Inspectors, Cleaning, Janitress, Rent, Stationery aud 
Printing." 

Which was lost by the following vote: 

Affirmative — The President of the Board of Aldermen and 
President of the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments— 2. 

Negative — The Mayor and Comptroller — 2. 

The question was then taken on the original preamble 
and resolution. 

Which were adopted by the following vote: 

Affirmative— The Mayor, Comptroller, and President of 
the Department of Taxes and Assess- 
ments — 3. 

Negative— The President of the Board of Aldermen— I. 
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The President of the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments presented the following : 

I am still of the same opinion as I was last year when I 
was the only member of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment who voted against the increased appropriation 
to $140,000. 

I regret that I cannot agree with the views of the Com- 
missioners of that Department, for a still further increase, 
as I have the highest regard for President Woodman and 
Commissioner Von Glahn (and I know that no public 
officials give more of their time and attention to the 
interests of the City than they). After careful examina- 
tion, I cannot see the necessity for the increase asked for. 

There are, doubtless, those who cover over, by a license 
to sell liquor, some far worse business, and who need 
careful watching ; but there are thousands of good citizens 
who keep hotels, cafes, restaurants and saloons, who 
watch and control their business in a good, legal and 
moral way, and to annoy such citizens with an obnoxious 
detective service and compel them to submit to the arbi- 
trary rules laid down (and, no doubt, necessary for the 
control of the worst classes engaged in the liquor business) 
is an injustice and an unnecessary expense. 

The argument put forth, that the sum should be allowed 
because it does not come out of the taxpayers directly is a 
fallacy. It is City money and should be protected and as 
wisely spent as any other. 

While it was wrong, in my opinion, to start such an 
expensive plan last year, it would, at this time, probably 
cripple the Department to reduce the appropriation from 
the figures of last year ; but I feel assured that the Com- 
missioners can, if they so desire, reduce the expenses of 
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their Department, without injury to its service or effi- 
ciency. 

It is a shame that the City should be required to pay 
two sets of Police and Detectives, and to admit that the 
Police cannot be depended upon to do this work, which is 

clearly their duty.

Section 1. The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
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of the City of New York is hereby authorized to examine 
into the facts relating to the claim of the representatives 
of the firm of S. P. Dinsmore and Company, for adver- 
tising in the newspaper, the Stockholder, notices and pro- 
ceedings required by law to be published in said city, and 
to audit and allow the said claim for advertising said 
notices and proceedings as have been reported by the 
special examination of the Department of Finance of said 
city, to have been inserted in the said Stockholder, at the 
usual and customary rates for advertising in said newspa- 
per, so far as the same shall be found not to have been 
heretofore audited, allowed and paid. And the said Comp- 
troller is hereby authorized to pay to said representatives 
the amount of the claim as so audited and allowed, with 
interest.

Sir, — By the statute, Chapter 405 of the Laws of this 
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year (Session Laws of 188S, page 674), entitled " An Act 
relating to the improvement of Seventh avenue, in the 
City of New York," the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment is authorized to ascertain and determine the date 
upon which the contract for regulating and grading 
Seventh avenue, from One Hundred and Tenth to One 
Hundred and Forty-seventh street, but for delay caused 
for which the contractor was not responsible, would have 
been completed ; and also to ascertain and determine the 
amount of interest, at the rate si>ecified in the said con- 
tract, on the several payments made by the city on account 
of said work as the same progressed, from the date of the

The Comptroller, to whom was referred, on October 16, 
a resolution making an appropriation from the Excise 
Fund to the New York Diet Kitchen, respectfully sub- 
mits the following 

REPORT : 

By Section 210 of the Consolidation Act the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment is authorized to appropriate, 
according to its discretion, all excise moneys derived from 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors, to benevolent 
and charitable institutions in the city, for the support of 
the poor, and it was provided that, ** no payments shall 
be made in pursuance of this section, except as a per 
capita allowance for the poor and destitute persons 
actually supported, treated, cared for, or educated in the 
institutions referred to in this section." 

Prior to the year 1885, a portion of the excise moneys 
were appropriated to charitable institutions for the care 
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and support of destitute children committed to them by 
the courts, as provided by law, the remainder, after pro- 
viding for payment of the salaries of the Commissioners, 
and the employees and expenses of the Excise Board, 
being appropriated annually to various charitable societies, 
homes and asylums, and hospitals and dispensaries. The 
distribution of the excise moneys among these societies 
and associations was based upon a " per capita allowance," 
in the discretion of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, which allowance was ascertained and determined 
upon statements and returns made to the Board by such 
institutions of " the poor and destitute persons actually 
supported, treated, cAred for, or educated." 

All such charitable societies were required to make 
returns to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment ac- 
cording to printed forms furnished to them, stating all the 
facts relating to the nature and objects of the societies, 
their receipts and expenditures from all sources and on all 
accounts during the fiscal year, and their actual operations 
as to the numbers of patients treated, and persons sup- 
ported, and the amount and kind of relief and assistance 
dispensed to the poor and needy, such as meals, clothing, 
fuel, groceries, etc., or by donations of money. The infor- 
mation thus obtained was made the basis of per capita 
allowances and appropriations from the Excise Fund, ac- 
cording to the discretion of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. 

No appropriations of this kind have been made from the 
Excise Fund since 1884, the whole amount collected after 
that year being required and appropriated for the support 
of committed children, the number of which had increased 
immensely, and has been paid into the Police Pension 
Fund, pursuant to Chapter 364, Laws of 1885, and to the 
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Fire Department Relief Fund, pursuant to Chapter 370, 
Laws of 1885. 

Within the last two years, however, the receipts of the 
Excise Fund have been largely augmented by an increase 
of the license fees, and last year the sum of $200,000 
surplus moneys was transferred by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to the General Fund for the reduction 
of taxation in the present year, 1888. 

Applications have been made for appropriations from 
the Excise Fund by the following charitable societies: 

1. The St. Joseph's Home for the Aged. Referred Oc- 
tober 16, 1888. 

2. The Little Sisters of the Poor. Referred October 16, 
1888. 

3. The Yorkville Hospital and Dispensary for Women 
and Children. 

4. Linda Gilbert, for "Aid to ex-Convicts." Referred 
June 22, 1888. 

An application has also been made by the Prison Asso- 
ciation of New York from the Theatrical Fund. 

These applications, however, like that of the "Diet 
Kitchen," are all informal, and the appropriations asked 
for are not based upon specific information of the actual 
operations of the societies, which was required formerly 
to entitle them to appropriations from the Excise Fund. 

There will probably be a considerable surplus in the Ex- 
cise Fund for the present year, but if it is not transferred 
to the General Fund for the reduction of taxation for 1889, 
as for 1888, and the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
should determine to make appropriations of the excise 
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money to charitable societies as formerly, it will be neces- 
sary to distribute the amount proportionally among them 
in the manner prescribed by Section 210 of the Consolida- 
tion Act. 

These appropriations can be properly made only at the 
close of the year, after the required information has been 
obtained from such charitable societies as are entitled by 
law to a share of the excise moneys, which information 
should be furnished by them upon returns prepared simi- 
lar to those heretofore employed for the purpose. 

Measures have been taken to obtain the required infor- 
mation, which will be submitted as soon as practicable.

Sir, — I desire to acknowledge the receipt of a letter, 
dated the 18th instant, from the Secretary to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, enclosing a copy of the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

" Whereas, Section 3307 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
fixes the fee of the Sheriff for serving Surrogate's orders 
to show cause at the sum of £1 each, and mileage fees at 
6 cents per mile; 

u Resolved, That in pursuance of the authority con- 
ferred upon the Board of Estimate and Apportionment by 
Chapter 207 of the Laws of 1884, the Sheriff's fees for 
such service and mileage is hereby approved and fixed at 
the rates mentioned in said Section of the Code of Civil 
Procedure.'' 

My opinion is requested as to "the duties of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment in the premises." 

My attention is exclusively directed to a consideration 
of the effect of Chapter 207 of the Laws of 1S84, which is 
referred to in the resolution quoted. 

The obvious purpose and intent of that Act is to place a 
Sheriff's office upon a footing similar to that held by other 
county offices, in their relation to your body, as the de- 
pository of the financial powers of the coi*poration. So 
far as expenditures incurred by the Sheriff in the dischai^e 
of the official duties pertaining to his office are concerned, 
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it is proposed by the act to submit them to your considera- 
tion for final determination, in order that they may be in- 
cluded -in the tax levy, as other county and municipal 
charges have been. The act itself does not, however, in 
any way, relate to the fees which the Sheriff is authorized, 
by other statutes, to impose for services rendered by him 
to litigants. The fees which he may exact for the levy of 
an execution, for the service of a summons, or for a war- 
rant of attachment, or of any of the other processes issued 
out of the Courts of Record of the State, are to be levied 
upon private parties, and with such fees the Act of 1884 
has not, so far as 1 can see, anything whatever to do. For 
the performances of services by the Sheriff to the City or 
County of New York, the compensation is authorized to 
be fixed under the statue by your Board, but that provis- 
ion of the statute does not relate to fees for services ren- 
dered to persons, or corporations, other than the city and 
county. 

While, therefore, section 3307 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure may fix the fee for the service by the Sheriff of 
Surrogate's orders to show cause, I cannot see that the 
Act of 1884 requires of your Board any action whatever 
in the premises.

The amount asked for and appropriated in the Final Estimate lor the present 
year was $74,700. The amount asked for the year 1889 is $900 in excess of that 
amount, and is accounted for by the fact that, after the organization of the Board 
of Aldermen for the year 1888, an additional Messenger was found to be necessary, 
and, upon the request of the Board, the Board of Estimate and Apportionment trans- 
ferred from an unexpended balance of appropriation for the Common Council, last 
year, the sum of $588.00, which, with the amount of money unexpended from 
Salaries for the month of January, 1S88, was sufficient to pay the salary of the 
additional Messenger from the date of his appointment until January 1, 1889. 
The amount asked for the year 1889 is, therefore, virtually the sum asked for and 
appropriated (with the balance and transfer referred to) for the year 18S8.

The bureau has a fund for contingencies per annum of five hundred dollars.

I would, 
that the present force of Inspectors be increased to six, an 
made at least $1,000 per annum. I am ready, upon requ 
detail for this recommendation, although I think your owi 
perience will agree with mine. I would recommend a 
working force, as suggested by you in your commuuicatic 
February last. At present the cash book is kept by the 
enters therein and issues each license and receives and ace 
therefor.

Herewith I submit the Departmental Estimate of the Finance Department for the 
year 1889, pursuant to the provisions of section 189 of New York City Consolida- 
tion Act of 1 882, specifying in detail the amount of expenditures required by that 
department for said fiscal year, and the objects and purposes thereof, the amount 
of all salaries of officers, clerks and subordinates employed in the service of said 
department, and including the compensation of temporary clerks employed annu- 
ally during a portion of the year in the Bureau for the Collection of Taxes. 

Detailed statements are also submitted of all the stocks and bonds of the City 
and County of New York, and of the annexed territory, constituting the Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth Wards, which become due and payable in the year 1889. 

Of the funded debt the sum of five million ninety-one thousand two hundred dol- 
lars ($5,091,200), originally payable by law from taxation, may be paid from the 
Sinking Fund for the redemption of the City Debt without in any way impairing 
the preferred charge upon that fund, as provided by section 175 of the Consolida- 
tion Act, thus reducing taxation that amount for the year 1889, as in several pre- 
vious years taxation has been largely reduced in this way. • 

Consolidated Stock for fifty-one thousand nine hundred dollars ($51,900) will 
become due from the Sinking Fund, the redemption of which has been provided 
for by annual installments raised by tax pursuant to section 192 of the Consoli- 
dation Act. 

The sum of thirty-two thousand dollars (182,000) must be raised by tax for the 
redemption of the debt of the annexed territory of Westchester County, payable 
in 1889, and also ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to pay a special bond issued in 
pursuance of chapter S92, Laws of 1888, making the sum of forty-two thousand 
dollars ($42,000) to be included in the annual estimates for 1889. 

A statement is herewith submitted of Assessment Bonds for eight hundred and 
eighteen thousand dollars ($818,000), issued pursuant to section 144 of the Consoli- 
dation Act, which fall due in 1889, payable from collections of assessments, and 
which, if insufficient, may be provided for by the issue of bonds for the amount 
required. 

The sum of one million eight hundred and thirty-five thousand two hnndred and 
thirty-four dollars and fifty-six cents ($1,835,281.56) is the estimated amount re- 
quired to be raised by tax in 1889, which, with the accumulated interest thereon, 
will be sufficient to pay the stocks and bonds payable from taxation issued after 
June 3, 1878, pursuant to section 192 of the Consolidation Act, and those issued 
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after December 81, 1884, pursuant to section 11 of the amendment to the State 
Constitution adopted at the general election held November 4, 1884, as shown by 
statements herewith. 

This is a rapidly growing item of annual taxation, which will become burden- 
some in a few years, as the redemption of all stocks and bonds issued by the City 
is now provided for by installments raised by tax annually, and paid into the 
Sinking Fund for the redemption of the City Debt Large issues of bonds are 
annually required for the construction of the New Aqueduct, the improvement of 
the water front of the City and other public purposes. 

The State tax for the City and County of New York to be raised in 1889, in- 
clusive of the tax for common schools and compensation and expenses of the 
Shore Inspector, is four million one hundred thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
two dollars and seventy-one cents ($4,100,822.71). This amount is thirty-six 
thousand six hundred and forty-three dollars and forty-seven cents ($86,643.47) 
more than the State tax for 1888. 

It was supposed that the State tax imposed upon corporations, and the tax upon 
collateral inheritances, would reduce the State taxes to be raised by counties, but 
they still continue to increase, notwithstanding the large amounts derived by the 
State from those sources of revenue. 

The State tax upon corporations works unjustly upon the City of New York, 
particularly on account of the large proportion paid by corporations doing busi- 
ness in the City, while at the same time the City loses the tax upon their personal 
estate, which is exempted from taxation by the City for State purposes — that 
is, on account of its quota of State taxes. 

The following statement shows the valuation of personal estate of corporations 
doing business in this City exempted from taxation for State purposes in 1888, 
and the consequent loss to the City by such exemption :

The State tax upon collateral inheritances amounted, in the fiscal year of the 
State ending September 80, 1887, to five hundred and sixty-one thousand seven 
hundred and sixteen dollars and twenty-three cents ($561,716.23), of which 
amount the sum of three hundred and thirty-one thousand three hundred and 
forty-two dollars and eighty cents ($881,842.80) was paid to the State Treasurer 
from the City of New York. 

Appended are statements of the equalized valuation of real and personal estate 
In the City and County of New York, as fixed by the State Board of Equalization 
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of Assessments, of the amount of State taxes to be raised in the year 1689, and of 
compensation and expenses of the Shore Inspector, to be included in the estimates 
for 1889. 

The State Board of Equalization has fixed the aggregate valuation of property 
in the City and County of New York, upon which the State tax is to be levied in 
1889, at fifty-nine million eight hundred and twenty-two thousand six hundred and 
eighty-one dollars ($69,822,681) more than the valuation for 1888, as follows: 

Valuation for tax of 1889 $1,560,378,506 00 

Valuation for tax of 1888 1,600,560,825 00 

Increase of valuation $59,822,681 00 



The total amount of equalized valuations of real estate in the City and County 
of New York, as fixed by the State Board of Equalization on September 27, 1888, 
in excess of the amount of assessed valuation in 1887, on which the City tax was 
levied, is one hundred and eighteen million eight hundred and eighty-three thou- 
sand two hundred and two dollars ($118,883,202). 

At the last session of the Legislature various acts were passed imposing a large 
additional amount of taxation for the settlement of claims against the City, some 
of which have been audited and others are yet to be acted upon, a statement of 
which is submitted. 

Statements are also submitted with the Departmental Estimate of the rents to 
be provided for in the year 1889, payable on leases to the City of premises for the 
use of various departments and public offices, the Civil and Police District Courts, 
Armories and Drill-rooms, together with estimates of miscellaneous expenses 
chargeable to the City Treasury and payable in said year, and on account of judg- 
ments obtained against the Corporation, necessary expenditures for real estate 
belonging to the City, the wages of armorers, janitors and engineers for armories, 

etc., as provided by law.

To the Honorable Board of Estimate and Apportionment : 

Gentlemen— Pursuant to the provisions of section 189 of the Consolidation Act 
of 1882, and in compliance with the circular letter of the Comptroller, dated July 
24, 1888, 1 have the honor to submit herewith the accompanying estimate of the 
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amount of money required for the use of the Department of Public Parks for the 
year 1889, the same haying been adopted by the Board of Parks ae the " Depart- 
mental Estimate. 1 * 1 also transmit list of employees and comparative statement 
showing the amounts of all appropriations made to this Department for the year 
1888, and the amounts of appropriations asked for in the estimate for 1889. 

In explanation of several of the items contained in the estimate, I am directed 
to state as follows : 

The amount asked for " Police — Salaries" is $260,525, as against $219.500. al- 
lowed for the current year. The increase will be required for the more efficient 
policing of Central and other Parks throughout the city, constant demands having 
been made by the public during the present year for a larger number of police- 
men on the various parks. The present force consist of 198 men, including 18 
inspecting officers and 16 mounted men, which force is not sufficient for the re- 
quirements of the Department, and it is proposed to add 1 Roundsman, 4 mounted 
men and 46 Patrolmen, making an aggregate of 244, which number would be dis 
tributed as follows :

For " Labor, Maintenance, etc.— General Maintenance," the amount asked for, 
$860,000, is the same as that allowed for the current year. For " Special Work," 
the sum of $168,705 asked for is required for the reconstruction of the downtown 
parks and for the purchase of additional settees. It will be readily apparent to 
any one familiar with the downtown parks that their condition is by no meant 
satisfactory at the present time. When they were last reconstructed, many years 
ago, much of the work was done in an unskillful manner, and in consequence we 
find the walks badly cracked and, in some places, broken up entirely, the curb- 
stones damaged and out of place, and the lawns impoverished and bare of grass. 
A portion of this is, of course, due to the friction of millions of people and the 
deleterious influence of a city atmosphere. Endeavors have been made, from time 
to time, to improve this unsatisfactory condition of things, and the expenditure 
has greatly improved the general appearance of such of the parks as have been 
treated. It is now proposed to thoroughly reconstruct all the downtown parks, 
so that hereafter, with a moderate expenditure for manure, mould, sod, fencee and 
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pavement in the way of repairs, a standard of maintenance may be retained that 
will be creditable to the taste and wealth ef the metropolitan city. The cost of 
this work haa been carefully calculated, and the sum of $188,706 will be required 
for the purpose. The number of people visiting the parks haa increased so much 
of late years that a great clamor has arisen during the past year for more settees 
throughout all the parks, and in order to rally supply this want it is proposed to 
purchase two thousand settees, at an expense of $20,000. This expenditure will 
secure the best style of settee ever used in the Department, and secure the mini* 
mum of expense in repairs, which at the present time constitutes a very consider- 
able Kern of maintenance. 

In relation to the sum asked for '• Maintenance of Museums,* 1 attention is called 
to chapter 579 of the Laws of 1887, which authorizes the increase of the appro- 
priation to that amount, in the discretion of your Board. 

It is the experience of the Department that the music furnished In the parks 
during the summer season is greatly appreciated and has given general satisfac- 
tion, and, with the view of extending the concerts to other parks, an increase of 
$9,000 in the appropriation is asked for. 

The amount asked for " Special Repairs" to Harlem River bridges is required 
for the Third Avenue, Madison Avenue and Central Bridges, and also for tempo- 
rary approaches to Eighth Avenue Bridge, the latter necessitated by the closing 
of Central Bridge for all traffic during the construction and putting up a new 
draw. The swing-span of this bridge (Central) was constructed of wood in 1875 
and 1876, and the whole structure has become so decayed that a new span is an 
absolute necessity ; with the repairs which have been made, and are in progress, 
the span cannot be kept in a safe condition for any longer period than the present 
year. As it is proposed to dispense with this bridge by the construction of a 
tunnel near its site, and the deepening of the channel for the Harlem River Im- 
provement will undermine the present pivot pier, the estimate has been prepared 
for a span of wood superstructure, the cost of which will be $17,000, much less 
than one of iron, and will afford a safe transit for a sufficient length of time for 
the construction and completion of the tunnel. 

For the appropriation for " Telephonic Service * the sum of $4,000 is asked 
for, an increase of $860. Additional service having been provided by the tele- 
phone company since the amount of compensation was originally fixed, the in 
crease is asked for as being a proper remuneration for the present service. 

In explanation ef the amount asked for " Maintenance, etc., Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards — For General Maintenance," I beg to state that there are 
now some 20} miles of roads and avenues in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards which should be macadamized during the year 1889. Many of these 
roads have been before macadamized, but are now worn out and should be re- 
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newed. There are also many miles of dirt roads to be repaired and maintained, 
and with the small amount heretofore appropriated it has been found impossible 
to keep the roads and avenues in such condition as to give general satisfaction. 
With the appropriation asked for, a Urge amount of work could be done next 
year, and the principal thoroughfares put in such condition that in future they 
would not require the constant patching which now has to be done to keep them 
in even passable condition. 

For " Surveying, Laying-out, etc.," the Department asked for 1888, $32,150, 
and but $20,000 was allowed. The estimate for 1889 is $31,864, and includes the 
amount required for an additional field-party, which is absolutely necessary to 
enable the Department to monument the new streets, parks, etc., for which the 
Board of Street Opening and Improvement has initiated proceedings for the open- 
ing since the first of January last. There were 58 proceedings under way on 
January 1, 1888, and there are now 89, and many other new proceedings will 
soon be initiated. The streets must be monumented before they can be opened, 
and one field-party is not sufficient to perform all the work required. 

For " Surveys, Maps and Plans w the amount allowed for the current year was 
$27,000, to which has been added by transfer the sum of $2,500, making in all 
$29,500. The amount asked for 1889 is $34,636. The increase asked for is re- 
quired for the work relating to street opening and drainage matters, which is of 
very great importance, and is rapidly increasing, and also for engineering, super- 
vision and inspection necessary in connection with the depression of the tracks of 
the New York and Harlem Railroad. 

At the time of the consideration of the Department Estimate in October last, 
the attention of your Honorable Board was invited to the fact that the condition of 
the Central or McComb's Dam Bridge was such that a great and constant outlay 
had become necessary to place and keep it in safe condition, and the construction 
of abridge or tunnel to replace the present structure was then advocated by the 
representatives of this Department The subject, being of special importance, has 
been, by resolution of the Board of Parks, referred to General John Newton and 
Messrs. E. B. Van Winkle, G. W. McNulty and T.C. Clarke, with request to ex- 
amine the locality and report whether, in their judgment, it would be most ad- 
visable to construct a drawbridge, a fixed bridge or a tunnel as a means of 
transit across the Harlem River at or about the terminus of Seventh avenue, under 
sections 675, 676 and 677 of chapter 410, Laws of 1882. These gentlemen ac- 
cordingly considered the subject, and on June 13th last submitted their report, 
ii copy of which is herewith forwarded, favoring the construction of a tunnel, 
which recommendation was approved by the Board of Parks. The sum of two 
million dollars (#2,000,000), given in their report as an estimate of the coat of 
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construction of such tunnel, is included in the Departmental Estimate for the 
coming year.

The undersigned have the honor to submit the following report, in pursuance 
of a resolution adopted by the Board of Parks on October 22, 1887, appointing 
them a Commission to report whether it would be most advisable to construct a 
draw -bridge, a fixed bridge or a tunnel as a means of transit across the Harlem 
River, to replace the present so-called Central or Macomb's Dam Bridge, and 
what, in their judgment, should be its least possible* height if a fixed bridge ; if 
a tunnel, what its dimensions, and if a draw -bridge, its height above tide 
water, with an approximate estimate of the cost of such a construction as may be 
recommended. 

It is the unanimous opinion of the Commission, in view of the fact that a bridge 
of fixed span should give a clear opening in height of not less than one hundred 
feet above high water datum, that such form is inexpedient and undesirable. Its 
two terminating avenues are low, level thoroughfares; hence all traffic across the 
bridge would be subject to the tax— enormous in the aggregate — of actually lifting 
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its entire weight some sixty (60) to seventy-five (75) feet more than would be 
quired in case of either drawbridge or tunnel This would be practically k 
unbearable. 

Again, the approaches with a gradient of 8 in 100 would require to be at ' 
one-half mile each. This great length would be objectionable not only aa to 
but as presenting massive, dense barriers between the opposite sides of the 
nuea wherein located — a condition of things well illustrated by that portion o 
Fourth avenue near One Hundred and Tenth street containing the raf 
viaduct 

Your Commission is further united in the opinion : 

First.— That no bridge with adequate and satisfactory approaches caui be 
at right angles to the axis of the U. S. channel while maintaining a direct oc 
tion between Seventh and Jerome avenues. 

Second.< — That for either a drawbridge or a tunnel, the centre line of 
structure should approximate closely to that laid down by General Geo- 
Greene in his report, made to your Board in 1873, upon a proposed tunnel * 
point. 

Third.— That no bridge should be constructed of less draw opening Us - 
full width of the U. S. channel less the space occupied by the pivot or cento-*- 
This arrangement, without regard to the angle of intersection of the axes 
channel and bridge, would seem to fully comply with the spirit of the law 
with the letter (see " Consolidation Act, 1 * Laws 1882, chap. 410, sec 676). 
were decided to be otherwise an amendment should be procured making 
missible to place the axis of the draw span oblique to that of the channel L 
where the pivot pier is the only obstruction to be placed in the channel. 

In our opinion the cost of such a draw span — leaving when closed the 1* 
quirement of 24 feet in clear height above high water datum— would, a 
necessary land approaches, machinery, etc, be about $450,000. 

Considering the inseparable and burdensome interruption to transit ove: 
nected with the use of any draw-bridge, as well as the delays and risks it \ 
to navigation, we are led conclusively to the opinion that a draw-bridge 
give the best means of passing across the Harlem River at the locality un 
si deration. 

1. Jerome avenue must become and remain the most important thor 
for business traffic in the annexed district ; its grades, location, width anc 
tions combine to render such result inevitable. On the other hand, the gt 
employment for business traffic the less used will it be for pleasure driv 
one who has noted its use for years past this result is already seen to h 
menced. 

The character of its roadway surface, now well adapted for " speeding 
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mast in the coarse of the next decade give way to something much more substan- 
tial and adapted to heavy teaming at all seasons. The Manhattan Bridge, connect- 
ing as it does drives on either side of the river along parks and through elevated 
park-like districts, with extensive and beautiful views of the Harlem valley and be- 
yond, roust, when opened, monopolize almost the entire pleasure driving of the city 
outside of the parks, thereby establishing clearly the utilitarian character of the 
traffic to be passed over the river at Seventh avenue. "While the delays to travel 
that must continually increase with the growth of the city in the use of a draw- 
bridge may be merely vexatious to those driving for pleasure, in business traffic 
it will be practically felt, not alone in loss of time, but in uncertainty of move- 
ment. 

2. Again, the impediments presented to navigation by a draw-bridge are very 
burdensome, depending in degree upon the amount of tonnage passing through 
it If the draw is not promptly opened, as most frequently happens, the delayed 
boats lose their steerage way and are consequently liable to damage from col- 
lision. 

The right of way for the proposed United States channel in the Harlem River 
has already cost nearly $225,000, and the actual construction of the channel is 
estimated to require an expenditure, by the Government alone, of about two and 
one-half millions additional. In view of this expenditure, it would seem to be 
folly to neutralize the benefits to commerce and navigation of the improved chan- 
nel by constantly allowing impediments, in the shape of draw-bridges, to be inter- 
posed. It is not unreasonable to assume that opportunities for transit will have 
eventually to be provided along the Harlem River at distances of not more than 
half a mile apart. 

If draw-bridges are built wherever high, fixed spans are impracticable, no less 
than twelve (12) would be required, exclusive of railroad bridges. 

Again, any piers placed in the channel— even the single pivot pier of a draw* 
bridge spanning the entire channel — would be objectionable, as breaking up the 
uniform section of the channel prism, thereby tending to eddies with resulting un- 
even scour and shoaling. 

The cost of completing a tunnel of adequate capacity, including lands, should 
not, in our judgment, exceed $2,000,000. 

Built on the line suggested above, its length under the channel from opening to 
opening would be only about 450 feet. The approaches would best be in open 
cut, with bridges carrying intersecting streets across it. The gradients of the 
approaches should not be greater than 3 feet in 100, requiring a length for each 
approach of about 1,800 feet. 

It is further recommended that the tunnel proper between channel bulkheads — 
to secure the most perfect ventilation as well as greater ease and economy of con- 
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Btruction— had beet be a triple one ; that is, it should have two large sections for 
driveways on either 6ide of a smaller one at higher level for footways. 

The driveways should eaeh have an inner width of not less than 18 to 20 feet, 
with a height of about 15 feet. The intermediate footway should have approxi- 
mately an inside width of 15 feet, with height of 10 feet 

AH three sections should be amply lighted with electricity and drain into a 
sump at the northern end, to he kept emptied by pumping. 

The approaches should combine both driveways and footways in one open cut 
As in the tunnel, the footway should separate the roadways, having its floor some 
five feet higher than those of the latter. 

At all intersecting streets steps should give access to the footway. 

We find that the tunnel proper, the southern approach and most of the northern, 
would rest upon the solid rock, so that the uncertainty of foundation, so difficult 
to estimate upon, would be almost entirely eliminated in this case. 

From the character of the rock in the vicinity where extensively quarried, wt 
have reason to believe that it is of a very sound, durable character, and that some 
of the stone required for the tunnel and approaches would be furnished from the 
excavations therefor. 

The construction of the tunnel under the channel can best be effected by means 
of coffer-dams, closing one-half of the channel at a time. 

Furthermore, we urgently recommend that the United States Government be 
induced to complete its work of excavation for the new channel at and in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the proposed line of crossing before either a tunnel or new 
bridge be commenced. 

Reviewing the objections to a draw-bridge, the delays to travel which it pre- 
sents, its obstruction and dangers to navigation, and its injury to property oa 
Seventh and Jerome avenues, facing the approaches, we are led to the conclusk* 
that a tunnel constructed as above described will best fill all of the condition* 
imposed in connection with providing means for crossing the Harlem River at 
the point under examination.

Dear Sir — We respectfully submit to you our estimates for the " Construction 
of New Buildings, etc.," for 1889, and ask your consideration of the following 
explanations : 

The tendency of the census of this Department is to increase in spite of every 
effort that experience can suggest to keep down the aggregate. To meet these 
conditions, and especially where the relief of the overcrowded institutions has 
become imperative, new buildings and increased accommodations have been asked 
for. The figures in each case are based upon careful estimates, made by the 
Architects and Supervising Engineer. 

belle v UK hospital. 

The roofs of the main building and many of the adjacent structures have been 
worn through and repaired again and again, until considerable portions must now 
be renewed. For this, $10,<K)0 will be required. 

The elevator for raising and lowering patients to and from the wards and the 
operating room, and all accident cases received, is old, and has become so worn as 
to be practically of little use. A new passenger elevator to replace it is urgently 
needed as soon as possible. This will cost $5,500. 

The facilities for washing and performing the laundry work of this great institu- 
tion have become inadequate, and it will be necessary to spend $5,000 for new 
machinery and repairs to the building. 

The wards, exposed to the winter storms from the north, are not heated sum- 
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ciently. Extra coils of pipe and increased radiating surface must be provided at 
an expense of $1,500. 

CHARITY HOSPITAL. 

Bids for the additional story to wash-house having been received twice, after 
the usual time of advertising for proposals, it has become evident that to make 
this improvement $4,000 additional is required. 

PENITENTIARY. 

New roofs are required for the south wing for females, the " New Prison," or 
west wing, and the carpenter's and the blacksmith's shop, as the Warden states 
that the present covering cannot last through the coming winter; and for this 
purpose $2,500 is required. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

This institulion still is overcrowded, and to meet the requirements of the present 
time only two more pavilions are needed as soon as they can be constructed ; one 
for males, costing $85,000, and one for females, $85,000. 

The balance of the appropriations for the two pavilions in process of completion 
for the relief of the Almshouse is insufficient to provide fully for their being 
heated by steam ; $2,000 additional will be required for this purpose. 

NBW TORE OITT ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE, BLACKWELL8 ISLAND. 

The Retreat, which has been put in thorough order, now requires a water-closet 
and bath-room tower, to be erected on the south side, at a cost of $15,000. 

Nine of the pavilions connected with the asylum need attention, and some por- 
tions will have to be replaced by new work, in all estimated to cost $4,000. 

The new building for the home for Attendants employed in this institution must 
be provided with suitable plumbing, at a cost of $2,500. 

Proposals for necessary alterations to make the " Lodge " available for the 
patients of this asylum were advertised for, but the lowest bid received was $7,500 
in excess of the sum appropriated for this purpose, and further action was deferred 
until this additional amount, to wit, $7,500, should be appropriated, when the work 
will proceed forthwith, as the room for more patients is so greatly needed to 
accommodate the increasing census. 

The plumbing of the " Old Asylum Building," so called, especially that supply- 
ing the bath-rooms, water-closets, etc., demands immediate attention. This 
should be carefully repaired, and the whole put in proper order to make the 
sanitary conditions what they should be. This will require an expenditure of 
$5,000. 

HOMOEOPATHIC HOSPITAL. 

In this institution the plumbing and sewerage system demands prompt atten- 
tion. The present sewer, being constructed of rough stones with clay filling, is 
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of too great a diameter to admit of its being thoroughly cleaned by flashing. Filth 
inevitably accumulates under such conditions. To remedy this state of things 
and prevent its recurrence, as well as to put the entire plumbing system of this 
institution in proper order, $6,000 is asked for. 

The washing machinery and the whole laundry apparatus needs overhauling 
and renewing in some parts at a cost of $2,500. 

The facilities for bathing are inadequate, and $2,000 is required to provide 
the additional necessary accommodations for both the male and female patients. 

NEW TOEK CITY ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE, WARDS ISLAND. 

The restoration of the appropriation of $60,000 for the Hospital Pavilion at the 
Insane Asylum, Ward's Island, is " most urgently needed." This sum, originally 
appropriated for this purpose in 1883, was transferred to meet an emergency 
arising from the necessity of beginning work immediately on the farm at Central 
Islip, Long Island, N. T. Dr. Macdonald calls attention to the fact that 
on the visit of your Honorable Board to Ward's Island, less than a year ago, 
the necessity for the immediate erection of this " Hospital Pavilion " was noted 
and acquiesced in. 

The bad condition of the entire plumbing and sewerage system of this large 
group of buildings could not be understood until the same was uncovered while 
proceeding with the work. Careful estimates by the Architects and the Super- 
vising Engineer show that $10,000 more will be required to complete the work now 
in progress here. 

All the boilers of this institution have been condemned by the Supervising 
Engineer. They are old and have been patched and repaired until they can stand 
it no longer. The quantity of coal needed to get even a portion of the heat 
required is much larger than it would be with new, sound boilers of modern con- 
struction. The pressure has to be kept down for fear of some disaster. The cost 
of the new boilers will be $80,000. 

The " new home " being constructed for the Attendants of this institution will 
require plumbing and fixtures for heating and lighting, at a cost of $6,300. 

Randall's island. 

The new building for a kitchen and laundry will require an additional amount 
of $7,000 to furnish the necessary apparatus for cooking, washing, etc. 

A proper house is imperative to contain the gas plant, to construct which 
$2,000 is required. 

The plumbing in the North and South Hospitals, for boys and girls, is in each 
bad condition that it must be torn out at once, and replaced by a new system of 
thodcrn construction, meeting the sanitary requirements of the present Board of 
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Health. For this, the remodeling and reconstruction of the building and neces- 
sary improvements to the heating system, $17,000 is required. 

In the Infants' Hospital the laundry needs washing machinery and parts of the 
apparatus to replace those worn out in the service, and an expenditure of $3,000 
will be necessary for this purpose. 

NEW YORK CITY ASYLUM FOE THE INSANE, HART'S ISLAND. 

To relieve the overcrowding on Blackwell's Island has been a matter of the 
greatest solicitude to this Board. What seemed to be a large number of female 
insane were transferred to the new pavilion on Hart's Island immediately on its 
completion. They seemed hardly to have become settled in their new quarters 
before the asylum on Blackwell's Island was nearly as full as before the transfer 
was made. These facts indicate that a still larger transfer is called for to relieve 
the present overcrowded state on Blackwell's Island, and to accommodate these 
two hundred female insane and complete the pavilion now in course of erection 
on Hart's Island for the same end, $50,000 is imperatively required. 

For the new boilers and accompanying apparatus necessary to heat these four 
pavilions, etc., $8,500 is needed. 

Upon advertising for proposals, it was found that the sum appropriated was 
inadequate for the construction of a residence for the Medical Superintendent, and 
$3,000 additional will be required for this purpose. 

The improved dietary calls for the construction of suitable ovens for roasting 
meat and other cooking apparatus, which, altogether, will require an expenditure 
of $4,000. 

BRANCH WORKHOUSE, HART*8 ISLAND. 

A one-story building for the employees is greatly needed. This accommodation 
will be secured by a building 75 x 25, which will cost $3,000. 

STEAMBOATS. 

The new steamboat in process of construction needs to be coppered, at a cost of 
$3,250, and to repair the steamer Fiddity $8,000 is required. 

RECEPTION HOSPITAL, NORTH OF ONE HUNDRED AND 8E VENT Y- FIFTH 8TREET. 

The growth of the city and its rapid extension northward render the imme- 
diate compliance with chapter 149, Laws of 1888, imperative, and $8,000 will be 
needed to open this hospital. 

RIKEa's ISLAND. 

The time is at hand when the valuable property on Hiker's Island should be 
rendered available for the purposes of this Department, for which the same was 
purchased. Land under water is owned by the City to a depth of twelve (12) feet,

mean low water, and when reclaimed, the area of this property will be increased 
from about eighty to nearly three hundred acres. An "enabling act" will be 
necessary before work is actually begun ; but, in preparing for this improvement, 
an expenditure of about $5,000 is necessary for the surreys, etc, to enable plus 
and specifications to be prepared for the intelligent comprehension of the work u> 
be done and the best methods for performing the same. 

FARM AT CENTRAL I SLIP, L. I. 

The improvement of the farm at Central Islip, L. I., has been so satisfactory to 
this Board, and the work has received such hearty commendation by the State 
Board of Charities and others interested in this subject, who have visited and 
thoroughly inspected the place, that we have no hesitation whatever in asking for 
$250,000 more, to enable us to carry out our plan to relieve our overcrowded in- 
sane asylums, aud provide out-door employment for those who appear to be 
proper cases to be benefited by this treatment. The work in progress and already 
completed has consumed the appropriation and transfer made for these improve- 
ments, and a visit by your Honorable Board to the site of our operations will do 
more to demonstrate our fidelity to the trust reposed in us by you and the tax- 
payers than any descriptive statement that can be made here. 

MUNICIPAL LODGING-HOUSES. 

To enable this Board to carry out the requirements of the act of June 2, 1S$<>, 
for the establishment of " municipal lodging-houses," $25,000 is asked for. The 
nature of the plans most desirable and economical for the effective oonsummatioe 
of this project is as varied as the propositions are numerous, and some practice 
experience may be necessary to determine how these things will operate in tfm 
great city, which have met with apparent success elsewhere in smaller and differ 
ently constituted populations. 

FLOUR. 

In view of the present and unexpected condition of the flour market, we hsr? 
consulted with a number of the principal dealers in this city, to enable us > 
arrive at an approximate price for the coming year, and find that the almost 
unanimous opinion is that the price of flour will be from $1 to $2 per barrv 
higher than it has been. 

Should these predictions prove true, it will result in increasing our supply it- 
count nearly $50,000, and we would suggest that your Honorable Board make si 
appropriation to meet this large and unlooked-for expenditure.

Sweeping— For 1888, the sum of $226,000 was allowed for sweeping north of 
Fourteenth street, and with that sum it was intended to sweep 25,000 miles of 
streets. A reduction in this amount, however, was occasioned by a transfer of 
$25,000 to cover the extra expense for the removal of snow and ice incurred by 
the severe snow-storm or blizzard of March 12th. With the remainder, $200,000, 
the Department will be able to sweep daring the present year about 22,500 miles 
in the territory mentioned, unless a transfer to supply a deficiency in one of the 
other appropriations should become necessary before the close of the year. 

The Department proposes to sweep during the year 1889, in the territory north 
of Fourteenth street, 25,000 miles, and it is estimated that it will require fully

The territory south of Fourteenth street will be swept by contract • 
first four months of the year (January to April, inclusive).

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Carting— For removing the material from the territory north of Fourteenth 
street the sum of $825,000 was allowed for the present year, but the Department 
will scarcely be able to carry on the work to the close of the year without asking 
for a transfer to this account During the summer months the system of night 
work, particularly the collection of ashes and garbage by night, which was suc- 
cessfully tried in the Nineteenth Precinct last year, has been carried on in the 
territory from Fourteenth to Fifty-ninth street, and I am satisfied that it gives 
more general satisfaction to the people than does the performance of the work by 
day. I desire, therefore, to enlarge the territory for night collection and to con- 
tinue the system daring the greater part of the year, though it must be admitted 
that it is slightly more expensive than doing the work by day. This, together 
with the natural increase in the number of loads of ashes, garbage and street 
sweepings to be collected, especially in the upper portion of the city, where the 
growth of population is most rapid, and where, for want of proper dumping 
facilities, mnch of the material is hauled long distances, makes an increase in the 
amount required for carting in the territory north of Fourteenth street impera- 
tive. It is estimated that $840,000 must be expended in this work. 

To remove the material from the territory south of Fourteenth street by day's 
work, from the expiration of the contracts, April 80 to December 81— eight 
months — will require $180,000, which, with the amount necessary to do the work 
north of Fourteenth street, makes an aggregate sum of $470,000 required for 
removing the ashes, garbage and street sweepings. 

Hired Cartmen— As compared with last year's estimate there is an increase of 
$140,000, of which $10,000 is required to cover the additional expense occasioned 
by night work and the natural increase in the number of loads of materiel to be 
collected, and the balance, $130,000, is occasioned by the expiration of the con- 
tracts, but is offset by a corresponding reduction in the amount heretofore allowed 
for contract work. Hired cartmen, with carts, are allowed $8.50 per day. 

Drivers of Department Carts— Amount asked for the same as in previous 
years, the rate of pay being $2 per day.

Final Disposition — The cost of final disposition of material is at present macs 
greater than in former years. It has been even greater than was anticipated h 
last year's estimate. Then I asked for $240,000, bat the amount finally allowed 
was $280,000. I have done the work as economically as possible and hare 
endeavored to keep the cost within the sum granted me, yet, unless I can discover 
some cheaper way of disposing of the material than the present method, by the 
end of December I shall have expended $25,000 in excess of the sum allowed for 
this work. The blizzard contributed largely to this increased cost, but the rise 
in the price of self-dumping boats, from $17.50 to $20 per day, which we are 
obliged to pay at present, is the principal factor of increase that had not bees 
foreseen. From year to year there is a large increase in the amount of material 
to be disposed of, and with the recurrence of each summer our boats are seat 
further out to sea to avoid the possibility of the refuse being washed ashore to 
the annoyance of the multitudes of people who throng the seaside resorts in the 
vicinity of New York during the summer season. Thus it is evident that the cost 
of final disposition will be even greater in 1889 than for the current year. The 
sum asked for. $265,000, is deemed to be absolutely necessary for the performance 
of the work and the proper maintenance of the plant used therein. 

Wages of Tug Employees— The amount required is the same as last year. 
Double crews are employed on each of the Departmemt tugs, as follows :

Scowmen — This item is made up of wages of 23 Scow Captains, at $12 per week, 
the same as at present. The Department owns 24 deck-scows, one of which is 
not in service on account of its small size. 

Unloading Scows — Amount asked for is the same as last year, which is thought 
to be sufficient. 

Hired Scows— There is an increase in this amount of $15,000, made necessary 
by the advance in the price of the self-dumping boats, as before stated, and by 
the annual increase in the amount of material collected, which requires the hiring 
of an increased number of scows for its removal. 

Extra Towing — The amount asked for is the same as for the current year. 

Repairs and Supplies to Steam Tugs — The amount Is the same as in former 
years. 

Repairs and Supplies to Scows — I have not been able to have many of the 
ecows thoroughly overhauled for a number of years, as the appropriation allowed 
has been sufficient only to carry on the regular work of final disposition, leaving 
comparatively nothing for the proper maintenance of plant. They show the 
effects of the hard service to which they are subjected, and unless soon properly 
repaired cannot long be kept in sea-going condition. There are 28 in all, and the 
$18,000 asked for should be wholly spent in repairs. For supplies, only the 
usual amount is required. 

Repairs to Dumps— $», 000 is deemed sufficient for this purpose. 

Dump Expenses — This item is the same as last year, and includes dump supplies 
and the wages of a few laborers employed, as required, at the dumping-boards, 
where the greatest amount of work is done. 

Sundries— This item consists of the wages of mechanics (about $4,500), when 
employed on tugs, scows or dumping boats (see Stable Expenses — Carting), and 
wages of Department Cart-drivers when detailed to dumping-boards in the absence 
of Dump Inspectors or for other cause, and of petty charges against final disposi- 
tion not otherwise provided for.

Besides replenishing the present plant of the Department, it will be 
to purchase 25 sweeping machines and 15 water-carts additional for the work sooth 
of Fourteenth street. 

The present dumping-board at Twelfth street is too dilapidated to warrant 
further repairing, and an entirely new structure is necessary. New boards are 
also required at the following places, where temporary ones have been provided : 

Fifty-eighth street, North River. 

Seventieth and Ninety-sixth streets, East River. 

Lincoln avenue, Harlem River. 

The establishment of permanent boards at these places will largely lessen the 
expense of hauling material in the upper part of the city, as many of the cartmea 
will then be able to draw from two to thi-ee additional loads per day. 

The erection of a stable at a convenient location in Harlem, where fifty horses, 
twenty-five carts and fifteen machines could be properly taken care of, would greatly 
enhance the present efficiency of the work of the Department in that part of the 
city, and would repay for the outlay in a few years by the saving that would be 
effected in cost of extra horses, which the Department now hires at $1.50 per 
day. 

The great amount of towing to be done by other than the Department boats, 
and the difficulty at times experienced in securing outside tugs promptly, when 
needed, compels me to ask for the purchase or the construction of an additional 
tug-boat for the use of the Department. The greater dispatch in the movement 
of scows that could be secured would cause a large saving in the hire of scowi 
and in hauling material, besides enabling the Department to do much more efficient 
work on the streets.

In making this estimate for the Fire-alarm Telegraph ser- 
vice, the Superintendent (Mr. J. Elliott Smith) makes the fol- 
lowing statement to the Board of Fire Commissioners:

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circuit and quantity of apparatus, and the responsibilities at- 
tending its care and management have naturally greatly in- 
creased, while the rates of compensation are much lower than 
in former years, and in part lower than at present allowed in 
other principal cities.

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The great amount of repairing required to the apparatus 
of the Department in consequence of the large increase in 
fire duty makes it necessary to ask for an addition to the 
mechanical force in the Repair Shops.

Upon the subject of this appropriation, the Superintend- 
ent of Telegraph makes the following statement : 

" Contracts have been awarded for placing such portions 
of the Department wires within the electrical subways as the 
appropriation for this year, which amounted to $50,000, per- 
mitted. The entire amount ($100,000) which was asked for 
the purpose could have been judiciously applied, and the ad- 
ditional quantity of conductors placed within the subways 
already constructed. Having assurances from the Board of 
Electrical Control that during the coming year further exten- 
sions will be made to the subways, I recommend that one 
hundred thousand dollars be provided for the continuance of 
the transfer of the fire-alarm wires to the underground 
sj-stem." 
For New Houses for Engine and Hook and Ladder Companies,

For a new hospital and training stable on Ninety-ninth 
street, between Ninth and Tenth avenues ; Engine Company 
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No. 85, No. 288 East One Hundred and Nineteenth street ; a 
new hook and ladder company at No. 432 West Thirty-sixth 
street; Engine Company No. 42, Fulton avenue, between One 
Hundred and Sixty-seventh and One Hundred and Sixty- 
eighth streets. 

The present hospital stable on Ninety-ninth street, be- 
tween Ninth and Tenth avenues, is a very old and unsuitable 
structure ; its floors and beams are rotten ; the roof is beyond 
repair, requiring continual patching, and the walls are too 
thin to permit of building upon them. There are only twenty 
stalls, all of them too small, and there is no room for more. 
About thirty-five ordinary stalls and four box stalls are 
needed. The building was formerly used as a stable by the 
Police Department, but was given up because it was inade- 
quate and unfit for its purposes. It is necessary and will be 
found profitable to provide better facilities for treating the 
sick and injured horses of the Department. It is also pro- 
posed to accommodate the training stables (now located in a 
very old and dilapidated building in Lawrence street, near 
One Hundred and Twenty-eighth street) in the new building. 

The condition of the house No. 283 East One Hundred 
and Nineteenth street, in which Engine Company No. 35 is 
quartered, is such that it must be rebuilt. To repair and alter 
it suitably to the present requirements of the service would 
be throwing money away. The house was built for the Vol- 
unteer service thirty years ago. An appropriation was 
asked for this house in 1886 and also in 1887, but was not 
allowed. 

A house is needed for a new company in West One Hun- 
dred and Thirteenth street, upon the lot purchased for that 
purpose last year. 

A new hook and ladder company is greatly needed about 
midway between Hook and Ladder Company No. 12, in 
Twentieth street, and Hook and Ladder Company No. 4, in 
Forty-eighth street (on the west side of the city>, at No. 432 
West Thirty -sixth street. The house was built for and used 
by the Volunteer Department prior to its disbandment 
twenty-three years ago, but has never been used as an appara- 
tus house by the Department, to the needs of which it is en- 
tirely unsuited. It would be false economy to attempt to

alter and repair the present building. The house of Engine 
Company No. 42, on Fulton avenue, between One Hundred 
and Sixty-seventh and One Hundred and Sixty-eighth 
streets, was built for the use of a hand-engine company of the 
Volunteer Department of Morrisania in 1868, prior to the 
annexation of that section of the city. It is only two stories 
high, and the walls of the second story, being only eight 
inches thick, will not bear the weight of an additional story. 
The building is very narrow (twenty feet), and is too small in 
every way for its present purposes. It has no cellar, the 
floor-beams are rotting, and its condition generally is such 
that it would be unwise to expend money upon it for altera- 
tions to make it suitable, and for repairs to make it habitable. 
For a New Floating Engine $76,000 00 

An appropriation for this purpose was requested in 1886 
and in 1887, but was not allowed. The necessity for this ap- 
paratus is, in our judgment, imperative. The Department 
has two floating engines with which it endeavors to cover 
both the North and East River fronts. 

The oldest of these boats was built in 1875. The hull is of 
wood, and it requires more frequent repairs from year to year. 
It is now laid up for extensive repairs to both hull and ma- 
chinery, and will necessarily be out of commission for the 
greater part, if not all, of the approaching winter. 

An examination, just completed, has revealed the fact that 
the boiler is so far gone that it must be replaced with a new 
one, and that other repairs are absolutely needed, which it is 
estimated will cost altogether about $12,500, and require fully 
three and one-half months to make. 

The other boat is also in need of repairs, which must be 
begun as soon as the first referred to is again in service, and 
it roust also be laid up soon to undergo the annual inspection 
and test by the United States Steamboat Inspectors, for 
which the usual notice has already bee i received. 

It is certain, therefore, that the Department will be com- 
pelled to do without a fire-boat to protect the immense water- 
front of the city during apart of the coming winter, the season 
during which the services of the boats are most needed. 

The necessity for the additional fire-boat has, within the 
past three years, been emphasized by heavy losses at fires, 
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which would unquestionably have been mastered had there 
been such an apparatus at hand. Iu one instance the city 
itself was directly a loser in a greater amount than the cost 
of the proposed new floating engine. The Fire Commissioners 
consider this so important an item that they feel constrained 
to say that, if any item of this estimate be disallowed, they 
trust it will not be this one.

The foregoing estimate, amounting to two millions two hundred and eighty one 
thousand one hundred and seventy-seven dollars ($2,281,177), is adopted as the 
sum of money which will be required for the expenses necessary to the adminis-

to adjournment at 1 o'clock this day in the Mayor's Office. 

The provisional estimate presented by the Supervisor of the City Record at the 
meeting held September 10 was taken up for consideration and, after discussion, 
was, on motion, approved, and the Supervisor was directed to transmit it to the 
Comptroller in reply to his circular letter of August 24, and also a copy to the 
Board of Aldermen.

Abram S. Hewitt, Mayor; Hon. Henry R. Beekman, Counsel to the Cor- 
poration; Hon. John Newton, Commissioner of Public Works : 

Gentlemen — I am in receipt of a circular letter from the Comptroller, under 
date 24th ult, requesting an estimate in detail of the amounts required to pay the 
expenses of conducting the business of this office for the year 1889. 

In submit tins such an estimate, I respectfully call attention to the condition of 
the present appropriations for "Printing, Stationery and Blank Books" and* 
" Publication of City Record" Both are insufficient for the necessary demands on 
them, a condition of things not exceptional this year but the prevailing rule for 
many years. 

"Printing, Stationery and Blank Books." 

The amount of this appropriation for 1888 now remaining unexpended, 
£ 14,196.12, is sufficient only to meet outstanding obligations and fixed monthly 
charges. The unexpended balances at the same date in 1887 and 1886 were 
respectively $52,972.79 and $50,74.1.1 8. 

Whenever in the past this appropriation became exhausted, it hat been the 
practice to permit the regular dealers in printing and stationery supplies to furnish 
at their own risk such printing and stationery as the departments, courts and 
bureaux imperatively .needed for the remainder of the year. Up to 1886 the 
deficiencies thus created were made good at the close of each year by transfers 
from unexpended balances wherever the same might exist, or by allowing the 
dealer to sue and recover out of the judgment fund. 

In that year the Board of Estimate and Apportionment adopted a new method, 
and made the appropriation read for " Printing, Stationery, etc., etc., etc., and 
including arrearages." This plan simplified the accounts and saved the city costs 
in litigation. In its actual operation, however, the amount of arrears continually 
increased, because in making each annual appropriation the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment failed to take into account the arrears that would exist when 
'the new appropriation became available ; thus this year's appropriation was de- 
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pleted on tlie 2d day of January to the extent of $25,793.93 for work and supplier 

neither performed nor delivered this year. 

I have estimated the amount required for " Printing, Stationery and 

Blank Books— 1889, including arrearages," at $218,793 y< 

This estimate is arrived at as follows :

This sum will, in my judgment, clear up all arrearages to close of 1889, as well 
as provide for the necessary books, printing and stationery for that year. 

Jf the amount asked for is granted, the estimate for 1890 will not need to inclmlr 
either the item for arrears or the estimated deficiency for the current year, whirh 
together aggregate in this estimate over $40,000. 

In making the estimate for 1888, I adopted as a basis the amounts actually ei- 
pended in the several departments and offices during the year 1886, the then tat 
completed year. I now append tabular statements showing the expenditure* > 
these different offices to July 31, 1888, as compared with same expenditures t« 
same date in 1886, also the entire expenditures under like heads in the years IK** 

and 1887. 

" Publication of City Record." 

In January of this year a transfer of $4,233.42 was made from the appropriation 
"Publication of City i2worrfr-1888," to meet a deficiency of that amount in 1SST. 
Excluding this, the expenditure to July 31, this year, is $33,495.13 a-* again?* 
$30,492.80 in 1887, and $35,825.16 in 1886, for same months. 

The cost of compiling and printing the Registry last year was $8,3 ,t 1.37. I 
estimate the increase of the Registry this year at thirty -three per cent, an<l * 
consequent increased money expenditure of about $2,80o.

The duty of the Commissioners of Accounts is prescribed, and the ways and 
means to enable them to perform it provided by section 1. chapter 516, Laws of 
1884, as follows: 
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They shall, " once in three months, make an examination of the receipts and 
disbursements in the offices of the Comptroller and Chamberlain, in connection 
with those of all the departments and offices making returns thereto, and report 
to the Mayor a detailed and classified statement of the financial condition of the 
city at shown by such examinations. They shall also make such special examine 
tions of the accounts and methods of the departments and offices of the city and 
county government as the Mayor may from time to time direct, and report to the 
Mayor the results thereof, and such other examinations as the said Commissioner! 
may deem for the best interests of the city and county. For the purpose of ascer- 
taining facts in connection with these examinations, they shall have full power to 
compel the attendance of witnesses, to administer oaths and to examine such per- 
sons as they may deem necessary. Such Commissioners shall be paid the sum of 
five thousand dollars each, annually. The Board of Estimate and Apportion 
ment shall annually appropriate a sum sufficient to pay the salary of said Com- 
missioners, and, in the discretion of said Board, a sum sufficient to enable them U> 
employ the necessary assistance to carry out the provisions of this act/* 

The Commissioners are also required by the charter to make an annual ex 
amination of the Chamberlain's office and report the result to the Mayor and 
Common Council. 

The expenditures of the current year will not exceed the amount appropriated 
That amount, however, has proved to be insufficient to pay the expenses of ex 
amining the accounts and methods of all the offices, numbering about one 
hundred. 

Examinations of the Departments of Public Works, Parks, Fire, Health, and 
Street Cleaning, and of several minor offices, will have to be deferred until next 
year. This will necessitate an increased appropriation for that year to the extent 
herein requested. 

We assume that it is desired that all offices shall be thoroughly examined at 
least once in every year, and also that such examination shall b# exhaustive of 
the accounts and business methods, and so far as may be of the merits of expen- 
ditures. If, however, it be held that no necessity of examining all the offices an- 
nually, or that the examination shall be confined to a mere checking of the books 
and returns, and to the methods of bookkeeping, no increase of appropriation will 
be required.

To the HonorabU the Board of Estimate and Apportionment : 

Gkjitlemin— Under the provision of the statute, chapter 67 of the Laws of 
1883, Hon. Charles Donohue, a Justice of the Supreme Court, of the First 
Judicial District, on October 8, 1887, made a certificate which was filed in the 
office of the County Clerk, that the security and safety of the public records in 
the office of the Register required that certain libers and indices which had become 
mutilated, obliterated, or otherwise rendered unfit for public service should be 
recopied. 

In my estimate to your Honorable Board, dated October 12, 1887 (seepage 
652. Minutes of 1887), I stated that, on account of the limited space in the 
Register's office, it would be impossible to have all the work included in the 
Judge's certificate performed during the year 1888, and an appropriation of 
$31,500 was made for the performance of a portion of the work in the present 
year. The work thus authorized has been duly proceeded with and by the 
close of the year the amount allowed therefor will be exhausted. 

I now ask your Honorable Board to appropriate the same amount, $31,500, for 

continuing the work of recopying these records, as specified in the Judge's order, 

during the year 1889.

To the Honorable the Board of Ettimate and Apportionment of the City and Cowwt* 
of New York : 
Gentlemen— In submitting the estimate of expenses for the year 1889, for the 
District Court in the City of New Tork for the Fifth Judicial District, I set 
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down the sum of eight thousand dollars for repairs, improvements and altera- 
tions for the court-house, and I deem it proper to state the reasons which make 
■uch proposed repairs and alterations necessary. 

The building in which the court is held was at one time occupied as an engine- 
bouse, and stazds upon a lot of land which I am informed is the property of this 
municipality. The width of the building is about twenty-five feet, and the depth 
about fifty five feet The court-room has a seating capacity, outside of the division 
allotted to the members of the Bar, of not more than ninety, and that space of 
thirty, making the entire seating capacity one hundred and twenty at the utmost. 
There are no windows at the sides, and but two in the rear of the. room, and 
three in the front where the judge's bench is placed, and which fronts on the 
atreet. 

The litigation in the district has so increased within several years past that 
frequently on court days there are as many as one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty cases and special proceedings to be called. There is an average attendance 
on trial days of about two hundred and fifty persons, and I have on more than a 
dozen occasions seen many more than that number straggling to get into the 
court-room. There are rarely less than one hundred and fifty persons crowding 
in the room on any morning that court is held. On at least four occasions more 
than four hundred persons were in attendance, crowding up the court-room, fillirg 
the stairs and standing in the lower hall in vain endeavor to get up to the 
court-room. These scenes occurred when the calendars were made up of eighty 
to one hundred civil actions, and fifty to sixty dispossess cases. Some estimate 
of the business transacted in the court can be formed from the fact that from 
January 1, 1888, to the present time (a period of about nine months) over five 
thousand seven hundred (6,700) actions and special proceedings were brought 
and disposed of. I do not hesitate to venture the assertion that this far exceeds 
the record of work in any of the other District Courts in this city. 

The ventilation is exceedingly bad, the plumbing work is out of order, and I 
have been informed by reliable plumbers that it is in bad condition. On many 
occasions suitors In attendance in court, as well as witnesses, were compelled to 
leave, having been taken sick from the stench caused by overcrowding, bad 
ventilation and the imperfect sanitary condition of the building. In conse- 
quence of this condition of affairs, the disgusting spectacle was several times 
presented of persons so seized with illness, vomiting on the floor, that the court at- 
tendants had to use chloride of lime to disinfect the room. 

The foul odor and stench arising from the condition of things before described, 
as well as the bad sanitary condition of the building, has caused me to be taken ill 
while actually in the performance of my duties on the bench, and the officers of 
the court have likewise suffered. 
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Nor does this form the only subject of complaint. When the court-room is so 
crowded as before mentioned, litigants and tenants summoned to court are unabk 
to come forward to respond to the call of their names, and the scene often wit- 
nessed of some one breaking his way through the crowd in the room, reeking 
with foul smells, is simply disgraceful to a court, and yet, from the condition and 
situation of the present building, unavoidable. Women— sometimes with children 
in their arms — are compelled to squeeze through the crowd, in order that they 
may come — or rather be rushed through the dense crowd — to the bar of tht 
court to be heard in the matter in which they may be interested. 

Nor is this all. The result of a want of room occasions crowds to congregate 
on the sidewalks, who, although by my orders driven away by the court officers 
and by the police, still insist upon being within call and having an opportunity to 
breathe some fresh air. 

The Clerk's office is not large 'enough, nor is there that accommodation whfcfc 
is absolutely needed in order to conduct the court in a proper and well-regulated 
manner. The place is wholly inadequate for the holdiog of a court, and aside 
from this fact the sanitary condition is, in my opinion, dangerous. 

There are many other reasons which could be suggested, rendering it necessary 
to have alterations and repairs made to the court-room, and the offices attached 
thereto; but for the purposes of this communication I shall refer to no more on- 
less your Honorable Board may request them to be stated. They are likewise 
weighty, but for the present it is hoped sufficient has been said to convince yos 
of the necessity of making the necessary changes. 

In the present condition of the building, its mode of interior construction sad 
its bad effects, the business of the court cannot be properly conducted without 
danger to the health of the court attaches and myself, and without constant repe- 
titions of the disagreeable, disorderly, and what may be termed disgraceful 
scenes above described. 

As the cold weather is approaching, I am reminded of the great inconvenience 
suffered last winter while holdiog court The large stove took away some of the 
much-needed space, and the heat not only made it unbearable at times, but i 
the air stifling and caused the otherwise foul odor to be still more foul and < 
So peculiar, however, is the construction of the buildiog and the situation of the 
bench that where I was compelled to sit (close to the front windows, unprotected 
by shades, screens or curtains) it was so cold that I had either to wear an over 
coat on the bench or to leave the bench to warm my feet to prevent them becom- 
ing numb with cold. 

An extension can well be built at the rear of the present building — say about 
thirty feet deep and carried up to the second story of the building, end if properly 
constructed, good light and fair ventilation could be obtained. Such alterations 
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could then be made to the interior as to remedy the condition and defects com- 
plained of, and thus there could be remedied a state of affairs which ought not to 
exist in this large City of New York. 

With the earnest hope that you may be pleased to make an appropriation for 
the purposes indicated, and which I judge to be very reasonable for the purposes 
of estimation at $8,000,

Surrogate'* Court. 

To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment : 

I desire, in submitting the estimate for the Surrogate's 
thereof, for the year 1889, lo call your attention to the i 
tional assistance to enable the business to be so administ 
parties interested in estates may not be jeoparded by del 
and distribution. To this end 1 ask your consideration c 
In 1865, the calendar of contested wills pending in the 
it was found impossible, from lack of clerical help, to keej 
of the business. In that year an act was passed (chapter 
ing section 256 of the (old) Code of Procedure, giving t 
to appoint a Stenographer to take testimony in contest* 
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Surrogate Tucker to hasten the trial of proceedings and to leave the calendar 
nearly clear on the expiration of his term. 

In 1870, an act was passed by the Legislature (chapter 359) largely extending 
the jurisdiction of the Surrogate of New York. The power was given to him to 
hear proceedings to establish lost and destroyed wills, also jurisdiction to construe 
wills ; and his jurisdiction in this regard was continued by the Code of Civil 
Procedure in 1880 in respect to wills of personal property. The Court was then 
made a Court of Record. 

By the same act (section 9) he was empowered to " grant allowances in lieu of 
costs to counsel," and under the construction given to this language, allowances 
were awarded to contestants who had failed to maintain their objections. A 
knowledge of this fact resulted in a great increase in the number of contests. 
But the adoption of the present Code, denying costs to non-successful contestants, 
decreased the number. 

The four towns in Westchester County which were added to the city and the 
upper portion of the island, since the completion of the elevated railroads, have 
become the seats of large and rapidly increasing populations, and the normal 
growth of business resulting therefrom has been very great. 

To relieve the Surrogate of the burden of hearing some of these cases, an 
amendment to section 2546 of the Code was passed in 1881, giving him jurisdic- 
tion, on the written' consent of parties appearing in probate cases, to appoint 
a referee to take the testimony and report the same to the Court for its considera- 
tion. Tnder this provision, numerous cases were referred, generally to Mr. 
Underbill, the Stenographer, who is one of the assistants to the Surrogate, a 
member of the Bar for nearly twenty-five years and one of the oldest attaches of 
the Court. But in many instances, when the objections had been filed merely for 
the purpose of delay in the hope of getting an offer to compromise from the 
parties interested under the will, the contestants refused to consent to a reference. 
With the large number of cases pending, such refusals often postponed the trials 
of causes many months, and sometimes nearly two years elapsed before they were 
reached. To prevent this factious opposition the Legislature, in 1887, further 
amended section 2546 of the Code, by giving to the Surrogate of New York, in 
his discretion, jurisdiction to direct an assistant to the Surrogate to take and 
report the testimony in probate cases, but without Authority to pass upon the 
issues involved. Acting under this statute, last year, Judge Rollins ordered many 
cases before Mr. Underhill, who sook the testimony of the witnesses and submitted 
it to him for his decision. Under this practice Judge Rollins was enabled to leave 
the bench with nearly every contest decided, the trial of which had been begun 
before him. Since my accession to the office 1 have availed myself of the same 
power, and with results most f ntisfactory. 
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Still, litigation increase* both in magnitude and the i 
effectually check the flood of vexatious and fruitless con 
my disfavor of proceedings initiated without reasonable 
and of my intention to charge costs against all unsuccessful 
I am satisfied that the objections were not filed in good 
cause. 

Owing to the demands upon ray time in the dischai 
duties, three days in the week are all that 1 can at presen 
of will contests. They are usually cases of great im 
amounts or the questions of law involved. Such of thei 
to personally hear proceed before two assistants, general! 
and are conducted nearly every da}* in the week, even 01 
presiding myself. The volume of testimony often amount 
times nearly a thousand folios in a day, and up to this 
amounted to 23.000 folio9, and the total will reach, foi 
folios, equal to 3.800,00n words. 

Stenographers employed in other courts have no dut 
take notes of proceedings on trials and to transcribe them 
or for use by the Court, or on appeal, and for which servi 
fees. But in my Court the Stenographer must, in all ci 
write out from his notes the testimony given. To do 
amanuenses at his own expense, hire clerks, rent an offia 
purchase and replace writing machines, and employ lithoj 
cates as the most economical and efficient means thus far c 
pose. Then in the capacity of an Assistant to the Surrog 
to perform. Ho must index the records of proofs; and m 
cided the cases ho must, as required by section 1, chapter 
arrange them for binding, to become a part of the pern

The result of assigning assistants to the Surrogate, whc 
to take testimonj* in contests on the probate of wills, is 
having created an additional trial term, except that they 
on the -law or the facts.

It is an imperii 
be another Stenographer attached to the Court, not only 
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court, but also in the probate department, to take the testimony of subscribing 
witnesses to wills, with regard to the validity of their execution, for the satisfac- 
tion of the Court. He is also needed for service in other proceedings that arise 
in the Court. A competent Stenographer for this service must bo familiar with 
proceedings on the trial of causes, and cannot be had for less than $2,500 a year, 
and I a9k that appropriation therefor. 

An experienced Stenographic Amanuensis and Typewriter is also imperatively 
needed for the uses of the Court. A lady competent to do this can be secured 
for $1,000 a year, and I ask that provision be made therefor. 

The necessity for additional help to the Court is not confined to cases of con- 
tested wills alone. Business has been increased by the accumulation of enormous 
fortunes during the war, which have been added to or have been since acquired by 
the organization and extension of great corporate and individual enterprises, large 
portions of the profits of which have been concentrated in this city. As a result, 
the labor involved in the supervision of the administration of estates has been 
enormously increased. 

When Judge Rollins ascended the bench he retained Mr. Cornelius N. Minor as 
his Chief Clerk, and appointed William V. Leary as his Law Assistant. Mr. 
Minor in a few months died and Mr. Leary was advanced to the chief clerkship. 
In addition to his onerous duties as Chief Clerk, the volume of business was so 
large and continually increasing that he was compelled to perform a portion of the 
duties of Law Assistant. How well both Judge Rollins and Mr. Leary performed 
their tasks is attested by the unanimous sentiment of the Bar; but it is a fact well 
known that, to accomplish what they did, Judge Rollins passed his days at the 
Bar Association, when not upon the bench, and at night was joined by Mr. Leary, 
where they worked together at least five nights out of the week until near mid- 
night, and holidays scarce ever formed an exception to the rule. During this 
period they were aided by Charles E. Soule, a very able, experienced and indus- 
trious lawyer, who was appointed Law Assistant when Mr. Leary was made Chief 
Clerk. But with the increase of business, efficient as was the assistance of Mr. 
Soule, it failed to lesson their hours of labor, and he died before the expiration of 
Judge Rollins' term, his death being caused by overwork. 

In the latter part of Judge Rollins' term the law providing for a tax upon col- 
lateral inheritances added largely to the labors of the law department of the 
Court. There was ambiguity in the language of the act, and questions of its con- 
struction were constantly arising, some of which have not been finally determined 
to this day. The decisions, in the first instance, were left maiuly to myself, and 
baaed on my determinations, I have prepared the forms of procedure and precedents 
adapted to the practice in such cases. The law in this regard imposes on the Sur- 
rogate an enormous amount of labor, ministerial as well as judicial. Its execution 
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in respect to all questions depends wholly upon his pcrsoi 
and decision. He is required, to keep an accurate record 
the payment of this tax, to make frequent stated report 
eluding a great detail of information, to the Comptroller 
who is to receive the tax after the sum has been ascerta 
upon a valuation to be fixed by the latter of the propert 
necessities of this department of business demand the c 
clerk, who must be and is aided by two more.' The 
department must be a competent lawyer. 

There has been another large increase of busiuess durii 
reason of many hundred orders issued by me for comj 
countings of administrators, executors and trustees, in th< 
ficiaries of estates. This has been found necessary by r 
tions of abuses of trusts having come to my knowledge. 

Then the magnitude of many of the estates involved 
novel questions in respect to their settlement and distribi 
tin lies to such an extent that the legal literature growing 
this Court has reached many large volumes, and Mr. Lear 
intellect and large experience in the office make him an i 
Court. He is still employing his time with the assiduity 
my predecessor. His salary should be increased to $8,00 
public officers in other departments of justice in this coun 
of the character required by the position occupied by Mr.

The present Law Assistant is also devoting his time indi 
to aid in the dispatch of business. His salary should

Tc 
work, and to enable me to have such aid as will insure it 
cient expedition, two additional Law Assistants are necess 
propriation for their employment, at a salary of $S,000 a y 
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the nature of the services whicb they will he called upon to perform the amount 
suggested is very reasonable. 

The Deputy Chief Clerk is the right arm of the Chief Clerk. The magnitude 
and importance of his work cannot be overestimated. It demands for its efficient 
performance unusual integrity, industry and ability, as well as exceptional learn- 
ing in the law. Edward W. Bonynga, the present Deputy Chief Clerk, has com- 
pletely filled this important position in the Court during the entire administration 
of Judge Rollins, and at my request, and much to my satisfaction, and I believe of 
the public, has remained with me. His salary should be materially increased, and 
be $5,000 a year. 

The Clerk of the Court is at the head of one of the most important of its depart- 
ments. The present incumbent, James F. McLaughlin, discharges to my entire 
satisfaction the important functions of his office. He is the financial officer of 
the Court, as well as its Clerk, and his salary should be increased to $5,000. The 
amount now paid him is about half the salary paid to the clerks of other courts 
in this county, whose duties and responsibilities are much less onerous. A deputy, 
to aid him should be appointed, at a salary of $2,500 a year. 

The probate department requires for its successful administration a lawyer of 
large experience, of varied and extensive learning in the law, and of great execu- 
tive ability and industry. The Bar and all those having business with the De- 
partment recognize that Mr. Charles H. Becket, ile chief, possesses all these 
qualifications in an eminent degree. His salary should be fixed at $5,000. 

The administration department of the Court is of great importance, and its 
head is designated by law as the Administration Clerk. He must be a well- 
equipped lawyer, of undoubted integrity, exercising as he does quasi-judicial func- 
tions, of untiring industry, and with unusual capacity for the rapid dispatch of 
b isiness. The present incumbent, Mr. John A. O'Brien, is gifted with all these 
requirements. His present salary is less than half the actual value of his services, 
and in comparison with the duties of clerks of other courts, is ridiculously inade- 
quate. It should be increased to $3,000. 

The same may be said of the Assistant Administration Clerk and also of the 
Assistant Probate Clerk, whose respective salaries should be increased to $2,500 a 
year. 

The Accounting Clerk of the Court at present receives $1,800 a year as salary. 
This is a very important department, demanding exceptional diligence, system 
and great accuracy. His assistant should receive a salary equal to his own. The 
salary of the Assistant, until recently increased to $1,800 out of the temporary 
appropriation made in May of this year, was $1,400; it should be permanently 
increased to $1,890 a year. 
There should be continued permanently a new clerkship, called the Collateral 
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Inheritance Tax Clerk, who was appointed by me a few a 
authority and appropriation granted by the Board of 
purpose, and his salary was then fixed at $1,200 a year, 
tion granted was but temporary, and was not certain of 1 
it was not sufficient in the aggregate to warrant an ex 
the salary which he now receives.

Lea ring out of consideration the foregoing items marked "decrease," 1888 
shows an average increase over 1887 of 44 per cent. While most of the items 
marked " decrease/' such as " wills offered," " wills rejected," and " ancillary let- 
ters," are inconsiderable in comparison with the rest of the business of the Court, 
and should hare been eliminated from a table of this nature, still they hare been 
presented, although they tend to reduce the average percentage of 1888 over 
1887 very considerably. But, making allowance for the foregoing items marked- 
" decrease " in reduction of the average annual percentage of increase, the in- 
crease shown by 1888 over 1887 is 32 per cent The decrease represented in 
" motions " is not real, for the reason that the Surrogate has striven to dispose of 
cases in Chambers which, before, had been permitted upon the calendar of the 
Court, thus showing a decrease in motions which otherwise would have shown an 
increase. This statement is made merely for the purpose of comparison with that 
made by Judge Rollins for the year 1887, and shows the large increased average 
percentage hereinbefore given. 

This comparative statement does not include the great number of adminis- 
trators' and guardians' bonds prepared, the sureties examined and approved, the 
executors', administrators', guardians' and trustees' accounts filed and examined, 
the guardians* annual accounts filed and examined, the compulsory intermediate ac- 
countings and the searches made, there being over one thousand in seven months, 
this being entirely new business instituted by the present Surrogate on behalf of 
the public ; citations issued, certificates granted, recording work with which it is 
difficult to keep pace, with the present force ; and the large and increasing busi- 
ness imposed by the collateral legacy tax law. Taking these matters into con 
sideration, and the fact that the volume of business in any one of the last four 
months is much greater than any of the preceding months of the year there can 
be no hesitancy in saying that 40 per cent, represents a low estimate of the in- 
crease of the business of this Court for the year 1888 over that of 1887.

This estimate is greater by $18,400 than that for the year 1888 was, and the 
increase is owing to my asking for two Certifiers, ten Clerks and two Messengers 
in addition to tbe clerical force that I now have. I ask for this additional force 
because I desire to make a thorough enrollment of all persons whose names appear 
on the poll list, for the purpose of obtaining for our liable list the names of all 
persons in this county that are liable to do jury duty, and for our exempt list the 
names of all those that are exempt from doing jury duty. There is no system 
prescribed by law as to how enrollments shall be made. Until recently it has oeea 
customary to rely exclusively on the city directories and tbe tax list, but they 
are insufficient for our use, and the results obtained from them are unsatisfactory. 
From experiments I have made with the poll list I am convinced that, if yoa 
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grant me the additional force I ask for, I can, during the coming year, put into 
operation a system of enrollment that will be in every respect thorongh and com- 
plete, and continue said system from year to year ; and I am also convinced that, 
under said system, I could so increase the number of names on our liable list that 
it would not be nesessary to call on any individual to serve oftener than once in 
two years.

To the Board of Supervisors of the County of yew York : 

By the existing provisions of law, the Supervisors of any county from which 
State pupils are admitted into the N. Y. Asylum for Idiots are required to raise 
the sum of ($30) thirty dollars a year for each pupil so admitted. See chapter 
739 of the Laws of the State of New York for 1867. 

As the trustees of the asylum have no disposition to charge the counties for 
clothing State pupils anything more than the actual cost of the clothing furnished, 
they have decided to reduce the charge to twenty-two dollars each for male 
pupils, and sixteen dollars for females. They are enabled to do this only by pur- 
chasing the supplies at wholesale, and by making a portion of the garments with 
the labor of the inmates. 

The following pupils have been received into the asylum from your county 
upon the proper legal certificates, as required by the law relating to the admis- 
sion of pupils.

On motion, the reading of the minutes of the meeting 
held October 31, 1888, was dispensed with. 

The Comptroller offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Provisional Estimate made by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment on the 31st 
day of October, 1888, of the amount required to pay 
the expenses of conducting the public business in the 
City and County of New York, in each department 
and branch thereof, and the Board of Education, 
for the ensuing financial year, to wit: for the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-nine (1889), be submit- 
ted to the Board of Aldermen, with the reasons for it 
in detail, as required by Section 189 of the New York 
City Consolidation Adt of 1882, as follows: 
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The Mayoralty. 

The sum of $26,000 was asked for in the Departmental 
Estimate, and is appropriated for 1889, including the 
salary of the Mayor, as fixed by law, the amount being 
the same as for 1888. 

The appropriation for the Bureau of Licenses, which is 
attached to the Mayor's office, is included in the appropri- 
ation for "Miscellaneous Purposes," being increased 
$3,600 over the appropriation for 1888, to secure more 
efficient service. 

The Common Council. 

The sum of $75,600 is asked for in the Departmental 
Estimate, and is appropriated for 1889, being $900 more 
than the appropriation made in the Final Estimate for the 
present year, an increase to provide for the salary of one 
additional Messenger, deemed necessary for performing 
the public duties connected withthe Board of Aldermen, 
whose salary for a part of the present year has been pro- 
vided for by a transfer of an appropriation. 

The Finance Department. 

The sum asked for in the Departmental Estimate and 
appropriated for 1889 is $277,000, including expenses of 
cleaning markets, salaries of Temporary Clerks employed 
annually in the office of the Tax Receiver, and the 
amounts fixed by law for salaries of the Comptroller and 
for the office of the Chamberlain. 

The total amount appropriated for all purposes in the 
Finance Department for 1889 is the same as for 1888, ex- 
cepting an increase of $1,000 for salary of a Janitor re- 
quired for the New West Washington Market. 
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Interest on the City Debt. 

The sum of $6,951,573.97 is appropriated for " Interest 
on the City Debt," payable from taxation in 1889, as.pro- 
vided by law, including interest on the debt of the terri- 
tory annexed to the city in 1874, comprising the Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth Wards, as reported by the 
Comptroller, with the estimates of the Finance Depart- 
ment, in which. is also included the sum of $189,615 for 
the estimated interest at three per cent, per annum, re- 
quired in 1889, on stocks and bonds that may be issued 
after August 31, 1888; and also the sum of $210,000, esti- 
mated to be the amount of interest required on Revenue 
Bonds to be issued in anticipation of taxes for 1889. 

The Redemption of the City Debt. 

The sum of $12,000 is appropriated for the redemption 
of the debt of the annexed territory in 1889, and to pay 
a bond issued in pursuance of Chapter 392 of the 
Laws of 1888, and a further sum of $1,835,2: J 4.56 is 
appropriated, to be raised by tax in 1889. to provide for 
the redemption at maturity of stocks and bonds issued 
under the provisions of Section 192 of the New York City 
Consolidation Act of 1882, and Section 11, Article VIIL of 
the Constitution of the State of New York, requiring a 
sum sufficient, with the accumulation of interest thereon, 
to discharge the amount of said bonds or stocks by the 
time they shall become payable, to be raised by tax each 
year and paid into the Sinking Fund. 

The State Taxes. 

The sum of $1,100,822.71 is appropriated for the quota 
of State taxes and common schools, to be raised by the 
City and County of New York in 1889, and including 
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$12,644.12 for salary and expenses of the Shore Inspector. 
as provided by law. 

Rents. 
The sum of $129,172 is appropriated for payment of 
rent of property under leases to the City required for 
public offices, etc., other than armories and drill-rooms. 

Armories and Drill-rooms. 
The sum of $73,500 is appropriated for rent of armories 
and drill-rooms in 1889, and the sum of $37,236 for wages 
of Armorers, Janitors and Engineers, as provided by law. 

Judgments. 
The sum of $250,000 is appropriated to provide for the 
payment of judgments that have been or may be obtained 
against the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty, not 
otherwise provided for, which will be payable in 1889. 

Special Appropriations. 
The sum of $15,000 is appropriated for the Seventh 
Regiment New Armory Fund, under Chapter 57, Laws of 
1879, and $10,000 for necessary expenses of real estate and 
of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund in 1889. 

The Law Department. 
The sum of $215,144 is appropriated for 1889, including 
the salaries fixed by law of the Counsel to the Corpora- 
tion, the Public Administrator, the Corporation Attorney 
and the Attorney for the Collection of Arrears of Personal 
Taxes, the amounts allowed for all other purposes of the 
Law Department and the Bureaus attached thereto being 
deemed sufficient by the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment; and the sum of $2,056 having been disallowed on 
various items in the Departmental Estimate. 
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The Department op Public Works. 

The sum of $3,142,548 is appropriated for all objects 
and purposes in 1889, against $3,180,309 for 1888, reduc- 
tions being made in various items of the Departmental 
Estimate, amounting to $331,084, and the amount appro- 
priated being deemed sufficient for conducting the business 
of the Department of Public Works in 18S9. 

The Department op Pcjblic Parks. 
The sum of $1,135,200 is appropriated for all objects 
and purposes in 1889, against $1,014,650 appropriated for 
1888. The sum of $3,351,905 is asked for in the Depart. 
mental Estimate, including $2,000,000 for the construction 
of a tunnel under the Harlem River to replace the Central 
or Macomb's Dam Bridge, which item is disallowed, the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment not deeming it 
expedient to provide for this object by tax in 1889, and 
considering it advisable that legislative authority be ob- 
tained providing for the construction of the proposed 
work. Reductions are made in various other items of the 
Departmental Estimate besides the disallowance of the 
item therein included for the tunnel under the Harlem 
River, the amount appropriated being deemed sufficient 
for conducting the business of the Department of Publk 
Parks in 1889. 

The Department of Public Charities and Correction 

The sum of $2,323,550 is appropriated as sufficient for 
all objects and purposes in 1889, against $2,343,37* 
allowed in the Final Estimate of 1888. The total amount 
asked in the Departmental Estimate is $2,685,362. The 
sum of $154,000 is deducted for new buildings and repairs, 
for further consideration in the Final Estimate. The 
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sum of $25,000, for Municipal Lodging houses, is disal- 
lowed, and reductions are made in salaries, supplies, etc., 
amounting to $182,812, the amounts allowed therefor 
being deemed sufficient for the respective purposes. The 
amounts required for the salaries of the Commissioners 
and for the Poor Adult Blind are included in the appro- 
priations, as required by law. 

The Health Department. 

The sum of $409,300 is appropriated as sufficient for 
all objects and purposes in 1889, against $394,277 allowed 
in the Final Estimate for 1888, an increase over the appro- 
priation for 1889 being largely required for improvements 
in apparatus for disinfecting purposes. A reduction of 
$12,161 is made upon several items in the Departmental 
Estimate, considered more than necessary. * 

The Police Department. 

The sum of $4,409,450.94 is appropriated for the salaries 
of the Commissioners and the Police force, as provided by 
law, and all other objects and purposes deemed necessary, 
against $4,415,255.66 allowed in the Final Estimate for 
1888, which included $110,000 for new station-houses and 
sites and additions to buildings. 

The Departmental Estimate for 1889 amounts to $4,459,- 
550.94. The sum of $100,000 is included therein for one 
hundred additional Patrolmen, and $50,000 is allowed on 
account of their appointment during the year 1889. 

The Department of Street Cleaning. 
The sum appropriated and deemed sufficient for all pur- 
poses in 1889 is $1,272,040.54, against $1,259,459 for 1888. 
The Departmental Estimate for 1889 amounts to $1,437,- 
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400.54, and reductions are made in various items amount- 
ing to $165,360. 

The Fire Department. 

The sum of $2,083,043 is appropriated for salaries of 
the Commissioners and Firemen, pursuant to the provis- 
ions of law, together with appropriations deemed sufficient 
for objects and purposes required by the Fire Department 
in 1889, including the sum of $40,000 for a new floating 
engine, against $1,976,492 allowed in the Final Estimate 
for 1888. Reductions amounting to $198,134 are made on 
various items in the Departmental Estimate, amounting 
to $2,281,177. 

The Department of Taxes and Assessments. 
The sum of $117,200 is appropriated for the salaries of 
the Commissioners, as provided by law, and for the sala- 
ries deemed sufficient for the Deputies and the Secretary 
and Clerks, including also the salaries of the Board of As- 
sessors and $1,500 for "Contingencies.'' The sum of 
$121,400 was asked for in the Departmental Estimate, a 
reduction of $4,200 being made thereon. 

The Board op Education. 

The sum of $4,081,350 deemed sufficient for all objects 
and purposes, is appropriated for 1889, against $4,3<,3,167 
allowed in the Final Estimate for 1888, which included

" The People of the State of Xew York, represented in 
Assembly and Senate, do enact as follows : 

"Section I.— The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment in the City of New York is hereby authorized and 
empowered to include in the final estimates of the moneys 
to be raised by taxation for conducting the public business 
of said city for the year one thousand eight hundred and 
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eighty-nine, such* sum as in the judgment of said Roan: 
may be necessary to provide for the suitable celebration h 
said city of the centennial year of the inauguration <i 
.General Washington as the first President of the Unites 
States. 

" Sec. II. — Said moneys shall be expended under the 
direction of the Mayor of said city, and upon vouchers t«« 
be approved by him.'' 

In regard to the amount of money that is needed fin 
the celebration in this city next April, Mr. Gerry desire> 
me to say that the very lowest estimate is $175,000, and a; 
the last meeting of the Plan and Scope Committee, held 
in the Mayor's office, in the City Hall, November 8, it wa* 
resolved that to raise the sum of $175,000, $50,000 should 
be solicited in private subscriptions, $50,000 asked from 
the State of New York, and $75,000 from the City erf 
New York, under the act above quoted. 

As it is probable that the total expense will be more, 
rather than less, than $175,000, it might be added thai 
such additional expense will be raised by private subscrip- 
tions. The very lowest sum that our committee would

One hundred years ago the City of New York gave to 
the general government the old City Hall at the corner of 
Broad and Nassau streets, which was at once altered into 
Federal Hall, and is now the site of the Sub-Treasury 
Building.

Sir,— I have received your letter of the 27th instant, re- 
ferring to Section 5 of Chapter 296 of the Laws of 1888, in 
relation to submitting a proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution, to the electors of the State, and inquiring : 

1st. Is it the duty of the County Clerk to provide ballots 
to be used in the county, for the purpose mentioned in said 
act? 

2d. In what manner shall the distribution of said ballots 
be made to the several election districts of this county, as 
provided for in Section 5 of this act? 

3d. How many ballots should be printed of each kind 
for and against the proposed amendment ? 

In answer I beg leave to say : 

1st. That it is the duty of the County Clerk to provide 
and distribute the ballots, as required by the act. 

2d. The method of distribution is left entirely to the dis- 
cretion of the County Clerk, and he may adopt such as 
commends itself to his judgment. 

The services of political committees may, in my judg- 
ment, be accepted and the ballots distributed through 
them, upon their requisition and engagement to distribute 
the same in the election districts. 

3d. The number of ballots is also to be determined by 
the judgment of the County Clerk. 
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An equal number should be provided for and against the 
proposed amendment. 

The number of ballots furnished should be such as to 
enable the committees to distribute them in the same 
manner and to the same extent as in the case of individual 
candidates. 

The determination of the aggregate amount to be printed 
is a practical matter upon which you should exercise 
your best judgment, in view of the information furnished 
by the Registry Lists as to the number of voters, and such 
other information as you will receive from political com- 
mittees and other sources.

To the Honorable the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment : 

The petition of the undersigned respectfully represents 
to your Honorable Body : 

That heretofore the firm of Kehr, Kellner & Co., com- 
posed of your petitioner, Peter Kehr, and John Kellner 
and Louis Ott, did business in the City of New York as 
manufacturers of desks and general office furniture, and 
that your petitioner, Peter Kehr, holds a general power of 
attorney to collect all outstandings owing said firm, the 
original of which is on file in the Comptroller's office. 

That on March 28, 1873, said John A. Kellner procured 
from the Fire Department of New York City, through 
their Secretary, Carl Jussen, an order for " twenty-seven 
desks, No. 7, to be all outside of solid walnut, solid tope, 
plain backs, case on top to be like sketch, at $33 each, 
less five per cent, net cash; " and, likewise, at the same 
time, an order for " fourteen tables, No. 1, oak, four feet, 
at $13 each, less five per cent, net cash." A copy of the 
order, taken from the order-book of the firm, is annexed. 
The sketch of a desk, as they were to be furnished, as 
well as the sketch for a table, are also annexed. 

The desks and tables, as thus ordered, were actually 
made as per order and sketches, and were delivered to the 
Fire Department of the City of New York. 

The desks and tables were and yet are in actual use by 
said Department (and there never was any complaint made 
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that they were unfitted for the purpose, or not in accord- 
ance with the order and sketches). 

Subsequently, in the regular course of business, the bill 
for said articles was presented for payment. Comptroller 
Andrew H. Green refused payment on the ground that 
your petitioner, Peter Kehr, was a member of the Board 
of Aldermen of the city and therefore could not be inter- 
ested in any contract with any department of the City 
Government. 

Thereupon an action was commenced against the City 
for the amount of the bill. The Corporation Counsel ad- 
vised, when the case was reached for trial, that relief 
should be asked of the Legislature. 

The action was thereupon discontinued without costs. 

In the year 1880 a relief bill was introduced in the Legis- 
lature, and passed the Assembly by a unanimous vote, 
but was not reached in the Senate. In the following year 
the bill was again introduced and passed both Assembly 
and Senate by a unanimous vote, but failed to become a 
law. 

The bill was again introduced in the session of 1888, 
passed both houses unanimously and became a law, a cer- 
tified copy of which is hereto annexed. 

It will thus be seen that constant efforts were made to 
procure payment of the indebtedness. 

The bill was duly audited on April 30, 1873. 

The annexed certificate of the Commissioners of the 
Department shows that the articles mentioned were put 
in use in the Department, are still in its use and posses- 
sion, and no other bill for them has been audited by the 
Fire Department. 

It must be borne in mind that formerly the Fire Depart- 
ment made its own purchases and audited its own bills. 
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To the objection that the bill could not be paid because 
your petitioner was a member of the Board of Aldermen, 
the following answers are made: 

The order for the goods was not obtained by your peti- 
tioner, but was gotten by Mr. John A. Kellner, and your 
petitioner had no knowledge of such order until the goods 
were made and delivered. 

Section 101 of the charter does not absolutely make all 
contracts void, but leaves it to the option of the Comp- 
troller. 

It reads, "AH such contracts in which any such per- 
son is, or becomes, interested, shall, at the option of the 
Comptroller, be forfeited and void." 

Your petitioner respectfully submits that in this instance 
the City certainly sustained no injury, but, on the con- 
trary, as appears by the certificate of the Department an- 
nexed, the goods in question have been and are in use by 
said Department, and there is, therefore, in equity, no 
valid reason for holding the contract void. 

The amount of the bill for the goods furnished as afore- 
said is $1,083. 

Your petitioner respectfully represents that it is justly 
due and owing, and right, in equity and justice, to be paid, 
and your petitioner respectfully asks your Honorable Body 
to grant the certificate for its payment, with interest, as 
provided for in Chapter 89 of the Laws of 1888, hereto 
annexed.

To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment: 

The amount appropriated for the Finance Department 
in the Provisional Estimate for 1889 appears, in view of 
further examination by me of the needs of the Depart- 
ment, inadequate for its most imperative requirements, 
and an increase of $10,000 is considered necessary, that 
the interest of the City may not suffer. 

The very large and constant augmentation of the volume 
of business transacted by the Finance Department, corre- 
sponding to the rapid growth of the city, has been followed 
by no increase whatever of the clerical force charged with 
its performance ; and in consequence the efficiency of the 
Department has been greatly restricted. An increase of 
clerks as bookkeepers and record clerks is essential to meet 
the demands which are imposed by the detailed monthly 
reports, and to avoid delays in entry which an insufficient 
force and increased duties resulting in the physical pros- 
tration of the chief of the bookkeeping force have caused. 

Additional clerical force is especially required in the 
" Bureau for the Collection of City Revenue and of 
Markets." The importance of this Bureau cannot be over- 
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estimated, as on its operation the revenues of the City 
depend ; and by any inefficiency in its conduct the revenues 
of the City, and in consequence all taxpayers are im- 
mediate sufferers. In my opinion, with proper reorganiza- 
tion, and with an addition to the force in accordance there- 
with, the revenues of the City may be legitimately largely 
increased, by following the business methods through 
which private revenues have been made to keep pace with 
the City's growth and prosperity. But to do this, there 
must be opportunity afforded for a close and thorough 
examination of all the City's sources of income, and 
widely determined upon and executed systems of reform, 
which are naturally impossible, when pressing clerical 
duties demand undivided attention. 

Among the recent additions to the work of this Bureau 
may be cited the collection of car license fees and percent- 
ages of receipts payable by the street railroads which has 
been recently transferred from the office of the Mayor's 
Marshal to the Bureau of City Revenue. Great losses of 
revenue have been incurred in former years from the 
failure of street railroads to pay the fees due to the City 
under their respective franchises, and the most watchful 
care of this important item of City revenue is necessary. 

The revenues of the City from ferry franchises, markets, 
real estate holdings and various other sources all demand 
as well the most systematic supervision by the Bureau of 
City Revenue, not only to protect the City against loss, by 
prompt collections when they become due, but to increase 
the moneys derived by the City wherever opportunity 
offers. 

The engineering force of the Finance Department is also 
inadequate for properly performing the additional duties 
imposed upon the Department by the New Aqueduct, the 
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new public parks and the increasing number of contracts 
for public works of all kinds ; skilled men and Civil Engi- 
neers being required to make searching examinations, and 
to prepare detailed reports and maps relating to all such 
works and various other matters of great public import- 
ance, such as water-front improvements and all the many 
real estate holdings belonging to the City. All these 
public interests are constantly demanding attention, and 
necessitating an increase of expert service in this as in the 
other branches of the Finance Department. 

A stenographer is also greatly needed to report meetings 
of Boards, etc., and to facilitate the large and growing 
correspondence of the Department ; and some of the 
clerks in the Department should, undoubtedly, have better 
compensation than they now receive for the work they do. 

I, therefore, respectfully request an increase of $10,000 
in the appropriation for salaries in the Finance Depart- 
ment, for 1889; believing that a proper application of this 
additional sum will result in savings and direct returns to 
the City, by reason of greater efficiency, which will far 
outbalance the additional expenditure.

Sir,— I have received your letter of November 28th ul- 
timo, transmitting the following resolution: 

" Resolved, That the matter of a transfer, to pay clerks 
to the Board of County Canvassers of, $1,000 from the. 
Register's Office be referred to the Counsel to the Corpora- 
tion for his opinion upon the legality of such transfer for 
the payment of clerical service for the Board of County 
Canvassers in excess of the sum of $2,000, appropriated 
therefor, and also whether the Board of County Canvass- 
ers can create a debt, making the City liable therefor." 

In answer I beg leave to say : 

1. There is no legal objection to the transfer of a sum 
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of money from the appropriation for " Salaries— Krister's 
Office," to the appropriation for "Expenses of County 
Canvassers." 

2. It is provided by Section 47 of the Consolidation 
Act: " No charge, claim or liability shall exist or arise 
against said city for any sum in excess of the amount ap- 
propriated for the several purposes." 

The expenses of the Board of County Canvassers are 
such as," prior to the act consolidating the Government 
of the City and County of New York, passed April 30, 
1874, would have been charges against the County, and 
which, under Section 27 of the Consolidation Act of 1882, 
are made liabilities of the City. 

Such charges are, therefore, city charges, and fall within 
the limitation of Section 47. 

It follows, therefore, that the Board of Canvassers had 
no right to incur expense for clerical service in excess 
of the appropriation, and, in the absence of a sufficient 
appropriation, their action fails to create a present legal 
liability for any sum in excess of the $2,000. 

If, however, the proposed transfer had been made prior 
to the employment of the clerks, their claims would be 
valid; and if the transfer should now be made, I am of 
the opinion that the defense founded upon the lack of a 
sufficient appropriation would fall, and the City would 
be held liable for the expense incurred. 

Such has been invariably the ruling of the Court when 
it has been proven that a sufficient appropriation has 
been made subsequently to the performance of the service 
for the purpose of meeting deficiencies. 

If the defense of excess of appropriation should be urged 
against the claims for clerical service, it is impossible to 
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say to which of the claims it is applicable, since all were 
employed at the same time, as I am informed. 

While, therefore, in answer to your second inquiry I 
advise you that the power of the County Canvassers to in- 
cur debts is limited by the appropriation made for the par- 
ticular purpose, yet it is within the power of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment to increase the appropri- 
ation by transfer, and thereupon the claims for services 
actually performed become legally recoverable from the 
City.

Sir, — At the beginning of the new year, and at a time 
when you are engaged upon the preparation of your 
annual message, I am requested by the Commissioners 
governing this Department to make their acknowledg- 
ments to you for the liberality and courtesy which they 
have received at your hands during the past year. 

The grand total asked for by us for 1888 was $2,721,152. 
The amount allowed us was $2,343,372, or $377,780 less 
than asked for. But the sum allowed was $850,072 in ex- 
cess of the appropriation for 1887, which was $1,493,300.

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In gratitude for the above increase in the estimates for 
1888 over 18S7, of $850,072, we shoald fail in our duty 
should we not respectfully call your attention to the fol- 
lowing explanations as to how we propose to expend this 
extra allowance. 

During the last five years causes of a general charac- 
ter have compelled this Department to struggle along 
with the existing accommodations. In the meantime the 
census has steadily increased, the buildings have become 
overcrowded and entirely inadequate. These conditions 
have reached a point where relief has become imperative, 
and, after a careful and thorough digestion of all the 
circumstances bearing upon each case, with estimates of 
cost by the Architect and Supervising Engineer, with a 
thorough knowledge of what is required, and the best 
methods and plans to meet these requirements with the 
utmost economy of expenditure, we have decided upon 
making the following improvements during the coming 
year: 

City Prison. 

The present plumbing system of the old City Prison 
(Tombs) will be entirely renewed at an estimated cost of 
$7,000. 

Bellevue Hospital. 

The advances in hospital treatment have been attrib- 
uted largely by the Medical Board to improve sanitaiy 
conditions. One of the most important changes has been 
the removal of the water-closets and bathing facilities 
from the wards of the hospital to towers especially erected 
for this purpose. The two water-closet towers yet to be 
built will complete the removal of all the water-closets d 
the entire hospital. Their estimate is $28,000. 

The Morgue building, torn down, after having been cod 
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demned by the Building Department of the City of New 
York, must be replaced at once, as there is now no proper 
accommodation for the Coroners and the cases that come 
within their jurisdiction, nor for the location and care of 
unknown bodies, which have to be exhibited to parties in 
search of missing friends. The estimated cost of a suit- 
able building for these purposes is $10,000. 

It is evident that it will be necessary properly to 
furnish the building for the Training School for Male 
Nurses, the gift to the city of D. O. Mills, Esq. A care- 
ful estimate has fixed upon the sum required as $6,000. 

Charity Hospital. 

Many years ago it became necessary to remove the pub- 
lic maternity service from the city proper, where it had 
been located in a wing of Bellevue Hospital, to the neigh- 
borhood of Charity Hospital on BlackwelTs Island. The 
necessity for the removal was urgent, and the service was 
located in two old pavilions that then barely answered the 
purpose. Since that time they have become inadequate. 
These are wooden pavilions, over twenty years old, and 
should be replaced by a new brick pavilion, especially con- 
structed and adapted to this maternity service. The esti- 
mated cost of this pavilion is $25,000. 

An additional story upon the wash-house is required, to 
accommodate the Workhouse help necessary for this 
branch of the service, and to prevent doubling up in the 
main hospital, at an estimated cost of $5,000. 

The Medical Board have repeatedly called the attention 
of the Commissioners to the necessity of greater facilities 
for the transportation of patients in the Hospital. For 
the sake of light, distance from the wards, and many 
other good reasons, the operating amphitheatre is located 
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in the upper part of the Hospital. The Medical Board rec- 
ommend a suitable passenger elevator, at an estimated 
cost of $3,000. 

Almshouse. 

Although $100,000 was asked for, for one male pavilion 
and two female pavilions, only $37,000 was allowed, which 
will be used to build one female pavilion, as a worse con- 
dition of affairs exists on the female side of the Almshouse. 
Every conceivable spot is now utilized, and nearly three 
hundred women are obliged to sleep upon beds made on 
the floor. 

Workhouse. 

The present kitchen, wash-house and dining-rooms of 
the Workhouse are utterly inadequate to the demands of 
this institution. A large part of the washing for the De- 
partment is done here, and much of it is purposely done 
by hand, to furnish employment to the prisoners. The 
proposed improvement is important and is regarded as im- 
perative and urgent. To bring about these changes a new 
building is necessary. We have $30,000 with which to 
construct it, and will spend $10,000 for the necessary plant 
for this improvement. 

Lunatic Asvlum. 

One of the principal causes of complaint by the attend- 
ants in the Lunatic Asylums, and one making it difficult 
to obtain proper persons to fill these positions, has been 
the great lack of accommodations for their health and 
comfort when relieved from duty. Being compelled to 
sleep in the same wards with the patients, they are un- 
able to secure the seclusion and quiet which are necessary 
for proper rest and recreation. To remedy this, it is im- 
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perative, both for the welfare of the patients and the at- 
tendants, that a suitable building should be erected to 
furnish the attendants with proper accommodations, at an 
estimated cost of $25,000. 

Additional bathing facilities are imperative. The build- 
ing necessary for this purpose can be erected at an esti- 
mated cost of $10,000. 

Necessary changes in the kitchen demand the building 
of double ovens, at an estimated cost of $1,500. 

The old lodge, for many years containing the most vio- 
lent maniacs, is a building unfit for habitation. Additional 
facilities are needed for workshops and an amusement 
hall, and instead of erecting new buildings for these pur- 
poses, the lodge can be remodeled, at an estimated cost of 
$9,500. 

New York City Asylum fob the Insane, Ward's Island. 

It is deemed necessary, in order to increase the facilities 
for cooking at this Asylum, that a new double oven and 
additional steam kettles should be supplied, at an esti- 
mated cost of $4,000. 

In the wash-house the present machinery is taxed be- 
yond its capacity. Additional plant is required, at an es- 
timated cost of $2,000. 

All that has been said in regard to the accommodation 
of the attendants at the Lunatic Asylum, Blackwell's 
Island, can be repeated as to this institution. It is the 
opinion of physicians that the effect of living in almost 
constant contact with the insane is demoralizing and de- 
pressing. It causes frequent changes; attendants just 
reaching the point when they begin to be especially use- 
ful, become low-spirited and refuse to remain longer in the 
institution. The general improvement of the attendants 
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means better care of the inmates and more satisfactory 
results in the management of the Asylum. To attain this 
end, a new building should be erected, to be used as quar- 
ters for the attendants and workshops for the patients. 
We are allowed $35,000 for this building. 

HOMCEOPATHIO HOSPITAL. 

The present heating apparatus is inadequate to keep the 
temperature of the wards of this institution at the proper 
standard, and, therefore, in accordance with the report of 
the Supervising Engineer, an additional amount of $4,000 
is necessary to overcome this difficulty. 

Randall's Island. 

With the exception of two or three buildings, all the 
structures now on Randall's Island are old and unsuitable 
for the purposes for which they are used. The Idiot Asy- 
lum is so overcrowded that it is difficult to keep the in- 
mates in a proper sanitary condition. $25,000 will be ex- 
pended for a new pavilion to relieve the overcrowding of 
patients. 

A new building for a laundry and kitchen is absolutely 
necessary. $18,000 will be expended on this building and 
$3,500 for addition to the present gas plant. 

Hart's Island. 

When Hart's Island was purchased by the City of New 
York the wooden barracks erected for the soldiers quar- 
tered there during the late war were utilized as far as pos- 
sible. At the present time many of these buildings have 
been condemned as utterly unfit for further occupancy. 
Nevertheless, two hundred and fifty female insane axe 
now sheltered in these condemned barracks, and in addi- 
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tion to the danger of inhabiting such weather-beaten, 
utterly worn-out buildings, they are exposed to the risk of 
fire, either set by some accidental cause, or purposely, 
through some insane freak. These old buildings are heated 
by stoves and lighted by kerosene oil in lamps. A new 
building for the accommodation of these lunatics should 
be built as quickly as possible, and we have $35,000 avail- 
able for this purpose. The new gas works, or electric light, 
in accordance with the plans and specifications, will cost 
$20,000. We shall expend $2,000 for additional water 
supply, $1,500 for two hoisting machines for filling in crib, 
and $3,000 for residence for the Medical Superintendent. 

New Steamboat. 

$36,000 will be expended for a new steamboat, which 
sum can be made to suffice by using the engines in the 
Minnahannock, and such other parts as can be utilized, 
and converting the hull of the old steamer into a barge. 
$2,400 will be expended for new boiler and engine for 
steam launch W. H. Wickham. 

Steam Launch. 

The transportation by row boats to Ward's and Ran- 
dall's Islands has been found to be difficult and unsatis- 
factory at all times. In the winter, when the ice is run- 
ning in the river, there are times when it is positively 
dangerous. 

The census of these institutions is so large, that the 
number of relatives and friends of the inmates visiting 
them is greater than the capacity of the row boats. The 
visiting physicians and surgeons who serve the respective 
institutions gratitously, complain bitterly of the exposure 
and the delays to which they are subjected in crossing the 
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river. To obviate this great evil, a steam launch is re- 
quired, at an estimated cost of $4,000. 

The Board are pleased that they are able to present such 
arguments in favor of the benefits to be derived from 
providing out-door employment for those able to be bene- 
fited by such work, as to induce you to allow them $187,- 
500 for the improvement of the Long Island Farm. 

Of the $80,000 increase in salaries, the major portion 
goes to increase the salaries of the physicians, and the 
number of attendants of the insane, and by your own 
motion, the appropriation was divided in such a way as to 
give the salary account of the lunatic asylums $171,539. 

An increase in the appropriation for supplies is due to 
the fact that the dietary is to be improved. The estimate 
for food increase is about ten cents per day for each insane 
inmate; and the rest of the increase is due notably to the 
proposed extra allowance of 200,000 pounds roast beef, to 
provide a good dinner for the inmates once a week.

The Chairman presented the following: 

Matters affecting the Asylums Generally. 

The principal event of the period embraced in this report, 
has been the granting by the Board of Apportionment, as 
a result of their meetings last fall and the hearings then 
given to the Commissioners of Charities, and others, of a 
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sum for the maintenance of the city's insane, considerably 
in excess of that theretofore granted in any one year. 
This increased appropriation went into effect upon the first 
of January, and its result may be most readily and easily 
estimated by comparing the average daily expenditure 
upon each patient for all purposes of care and maintenance 
for the first six months of the year, which is as far as the 
accounts have yet been balanced, with the expenditure for 
like purposes in the year preceding. In 1887 the cost to 
the City of New York of feeding and clothing the county 
insane, together with the expenditures for fuel, light, 
medicines, salaries of officers and employees and for all 
other items of maintenance, was, in round figures, thirty- 
one cents per diem for male patients, and twenty-three 
cents for female. For the first six months of 1888 the 
average, per diem, expenditure has been for forty-one 
cents for males and thirty-one cents for females, respect- 
ively. When the expenditures for the remainder of the 
year shall have been determined and averaged with these, 
the increase will no doubt be found to be still greater, 
for it was necessarily impossible to take advantage of 
the larger allowances for all purposes simultaneously — 
time was required to find incumbents for offices newly 
created, or to which increased and therefore more inviting 
salaries were attached, etc. 

Supplies. 

Perhaps the most important direction in which the in- 
creased funds have been expended has been in the im- 
provement of the dietary table at all the asylums in com- 
mon, about sixteen cents a day has been the average ex- 
penditure for men for some years past and about thirteen 
for the other sex. These have been augmented by an 
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average of about six cents per diem, certain articles, su 
as tea, coffee, milk, etc., being served in increased quan 
ties, others being added to the table, and others agas 
being improved in quality. Of the last named, the ma 
conspicuous article has been the beef, which, upon a 
average of two days of each week out of the four ] 
which it is served, has been made of the superior qualij 
indicated by a doubling of its price— from four to eigl 
cents. Apart from the changes in quality or quantity < 
articles of daily supply, there is now much greater regi 
larity in the filling of requisitions. It had been not m 
usual for certain articles to fail of delivery for some day] 
and irregularities in the filling of the standard dietar 
table were not infrequent. During the present yea 
lapses in this direction have been almost unknown 
scarcity of potatoes at one time, when they were ver 
high in the price and not easily obtainable in market 
being the only really serious one. Any lapses occurring 
are at once recognized and complained about by tfa 
patients, as copies of the standard dietary scale (one o 
which is appended hereto) are framed and posted in tb 
several wards and dining-rooms. 

Bakery, etc. 

To improvements in the character, allowances and regu 
larity of supply of articles of food may be added a decided im 
provement in the methods of their preparation and serving 
For unskilled cooks, underpaid, and generally either former 
attendants or former workhouse inmates, have been sub- 
stituted regularly paid professional cooks. Salaries are 
now sufficient to secure a head cook and assistant for each 
of the asylums, the incumbents thus far coming to as 
through selection by the President of the Society of French 
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Cooks of this city. A skilled baker, obtained from the 
same source, has also been placed in charge of the new 
bakery on Ward's Island, opened early in the year. Prior 
to its opening, the patients of the Ward's Island Asylum, 
in common with the other institutions of the Department 
upon Blackwell's, Ward's and Randall's Islands, were sup- 
plied from the bakery attached to the workhouse upon 
the island first named. At the date of writing, at the 
Ward's Island Bakery, more recently built and fitted with 
more modern apparatus, it has been found possible to 
produce from the same material much better bread than 
was formerly sent to the Asylum, and it is admitted that 
this change for the better is contributed to by the fact that 
the patients detailed are more skillful, cleanly and industri- 
ous than the prisoners at the other. Apart from the im- 
provement in the ordinary, or as it is called, white bread, 
a sufficient quantity of brown or graham bread is baked 
to afford all patients a choice; twice a week cake of differ- 
ent kinds is baked in accordance with the dietary table, 
and occasionally, through the proper season, fruit pies. 
The new bakery has also relieved that at Blackwell's Is- 
land of the duty of providing for the inmates of the 
Homoeopathic Hospital altogether. The work ot the 
bakery is now represented by 4,699 pounds of white, and 
1,033 pounds of graham bread, daily, and 475 pounds of 
cake of different kinds, twice a week, in the baking of 
which 16 patients are engaged under the direction of the 
head baker, and in the care of a detailed attendant. 

Cooking, etc. 

While the bakery on Ward's Island is the most import- 
ant addition of the year to the means of proper prepara- 
tion of edibles, and incidentally, to the employment of 
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patients, other additions have also been made, not alone at 
Ward's Island, but at BlackwelPs and Hart's Islands. At 
the first-named, $400 secured from the Board of Appor- 
tionment, have served to purchase three additional kettles; 
one of 75-gallon capacity, for soup and vegetables, and 
two of 40 gallon capacity, for tea and coffee, and a most 
necessary and long desired improvement has been made 
in the erection of large double ovens of seven and one- 
half feet by ten feet measurement, so that instead of an 
almost uninterrupted succession of broiled meats, roasted 
meats are now served in proper courses. Other articles of 
kitchen apparatus will be added before the close of the 
year, including the increasing of the capacity of the range 
at Ward's Island, and similar additions will be made at 
Hart's Island, where two iron kettles of a capacity similar 
to those purchased for Ward's Island, have already been 
put in use. At Blackwell's Island, a roasting oven, the 
capacity of which has been outgrown, has been duplicated, 
and other additional apparatus will be purchased to the 
extent of the special appropriation of $1,500 obtained for 
the purpose. 

Clothing and Bedding. 

In the clothing of the patients improvements have been 
made no less conspicuous than in the provisions for their 
table. The cost of the materials employed in making it 
has in some cases been doubled and articles have been 
supplied which were before unknown. For the male 
patients' winter wear a cloth has been substituted, of 
varied patterns, and free from the prison-like look of that 
theretofore in use. Until very recently no underclothing 
had been furnished, and when, three or four years since, 
such supply was commenced it was limited to undershirts. 
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Now comfortable undershirts and drawers are furnished 
to all male patients. The articles of ordinary wear have 
been increased to coat, vest, pants, cap or hat, and, in 
winter, warm gloves, and to the patients employed in out- 
door work, for whom until the present year only a few 
old soldiers' overcoats were available, thick, warm pea- 
jackets are now furnished, while ordinary overcoats are 
supplied to a considerable number of those who go out 
for exercise instead of work. The number so supplied is 
being increased as funds become available and in time all 
will be provided for. In the case of the female patients 
similar additions have been made to their underwear and 
the materials for their gowns, both summer and winter, 
has undergone such improvement as is represented by a 
doubling of cost, while for winter the thin shawls, which 
afforded but little protection from cold and inclement 
weather, and so greatly reduced the percentage of those 
afforded daily exercise, are giving way to a warm and 
substantial " ulster," cut and made by the patients them- 
selves from gaily colored blankets, as rapidly as the sub- 
stitution can be accomplished. 

In the other articles of supply, bedding, furniture and 
the like, there has been perhaps less improvement made, 
but it has only been because all the changes desired could 
not be made at once, and because, therefore, preference 
was given to the items embraced under the appropriations 
for provisions and clothing. 

Salaries and Wages. 

A material addition was made to the appropriations for 
the year 1888 for the salaries and wages of the officers and 
employees, making it possible not only to increase their 
number, but also the remuneration of individuals. The 
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corps of attendants in each asylum has been so increased 
in number as to afford an average of one attendant to 
every ten patients, for ordinary ward duty, without taking 
account of those detailed for special duty, such as clerks, 
mechanics, etc. The wages have been raised also, so that 
upon entering the service of the asylums, each male at- 
tendant receives $25, and each female attendant $18 a 
month, instead of $20 and $14 respectively, as in former 
years. Upon the completion of four months' service to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendents, promotion may 
be made to $30 and $20 a month respectively and beyond 
that wages of $35 and $40 a month for males and of 
$25 for females are open to those who show special 
fitness and industry. A new code of regulations, agreed 
upon between the Commissioners of the Department of 
Charities and those of the Board of Municipal Civil Ser- 
vice, has contributed also to a noticeable improvement in j 
the corps of attendants. Under these regulations the j 
method of selection in vogue in the State asylums is ap- 
proximated, though not quite adopted. Instead of being 
limited to the selection of applicants who have previously 
presented themselves to the Civil Service examiners and 
secured their admission to their eligible list, the Superin- 
tendent of each asylum has now the right to examine and 
select for himself. Immediately upon their occurrence be 
may fill vacancies with probationary appointees, whom 
the Civil Service examiners, within four months of this 
appointment, unless they have already been relieved by 
the Superintendent, subject to the examination formerly 
given, and, with it, an examination upon the duties, regu- 
lations, etc., of the service. Thus far no rejections bav* 
resulted from the Civil Service examinations, showing 
that the fear that inferior selections might be made 
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groundless. The fortnightly leaves-of -absence granted to 
attendants have been increased from an average of twenty- 
four to an average of thirty-six hours, and the yearly 
leaves from five to seven days. It is expected that it will 
"be found possible to increase these still further, and that 
the completion of the homes for attendants now being 
bulit at Blackwell's and Ward's Islands, and of a simi- 
lar one contemplated for Hart's Island, and of other 
improvements in their table, time and means of re- 
laxation and amusement, etc., will make the service still 
more attractive to a more desirable class. 

The salaries of the Medical Superintendents and the 
assistant members of the staffs of the several asylums 
have been increased, and some salary is now paid to every 
member of each staff, instead of expecting, as before, that 
the senior assistants would serve for very meagre salaries, 
with their board and washing; and the junior assistants 
for the latter, without any salaries at all. It was promised, 
and understood, that these increased salaries should not be 
simply given, by virtue of their incumbency, to the phy- 
sicians already in office, but that the endeavors should be 
made to improve the service where that was feasible. At 
the opening of the year, and owing, in principal measure, 
to the calling away to other asylums, able to offer higher 
salaries, of the most promising of the assistants, the staffs 
consisted of about one-half their complement; in other 
words, the unpaid positions were unfilled. Appointments 
have been made slowly and cautiously, and with due 
regard to the understanding above mentioned, but to-day 
each staff is complete, and, with one single exception, all 
appointments made during the current year have been of 
physicians who have had former experience, either in 
asylums or general hospitals. The propriety of the employ- 
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merit of female physicians in the care of patients of their 
own sex has been put in process of a fair trial and deter- 
mination by the appointment, at Hart's Island, of a 
female physician who has already had an experience of 
three years at the State Asylum, at Willard, and at Black 
well's Island, in the first place, of a female physician of 
experience in general hospital practice, and subsequently, 
as she became sufficiently versed in the routine of the asy- 
lum to assume charge of a service, of another female phy- 
sician as junior to assist her therein. Apart from the 
ordinary duties of their own service, the female assistants 
are required to attend and supervise the bathing — whether 
in the salt-water baths, or indoors — of females of all other 
services. Much of the complaint, rightly or wrongly 
made, of ill-treatment of patients,, connected such alleged 
ill-treatment with their bathing. It was possible, and had 
been the custom, to require the assistant physicians to 
attend at the bathing of male patients, but, in the case of 
female patients, this was not, of course, feasible. Now, 
with the assistance of female physicians, the bathing of 
patients of both sexes is under thorough medical super- 
vision; and not only is its proper performance assured, 
but opportunity afforded for detection and investigation 
of existing bruises or other marks of accident or injury. 
Former scandals, inseparable from large hospitals 
employing male physicians and female nurses, in the 
majority of instances took their origin and color from the 
former being called upon to attend the latter, and, conse- 
quently, to visit their rooms and bedsides, in their occa- 
sional illness. By making it the special duty of the female 
physicians to attend and prescribe for all female attendants 
reporting sick, this prolific source of gossip and scandal 
has been done away with. 
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Restraint and Seclusion. 

The record of the Ward's Island Asylum in the matter 
of abstention from the use of seclusion or of mechanical 
restraint, has continued unbroken through the period since 
the last visit of the Committee, and recourse has not been 
had to either since December 18, 1883, a period of nearly 
five years. With the reorganization of the asylums in 
the spring of 1886, an effort was begun to reduce the 
amount of seclusion and restraint in vogue in the other 
asylums of the Department, and has met with such suc- 
cess that at Blackwell's Island, upon the date of the visit 
of the Committee, it was found that no patient was in 
process of subjection to either, and that neither had been 
used for fifteen months. 

' At Hart's Island, too, the use of seclusion and restraint 
was found to be very moderate, if not, indeed, insignifi- 
cant, there being on the day of the Committee's visit but 
one, and the averages for the past three years being 0.203 
and 0.02 and 0.07, respectively. 

It is to be remembered, in the case of the Hart's Island 
patients, that they have been sent there only after long 
years of residence in the parent asylum on Black well's 
Island, during the period when mechanical restraint was 
most common ; and that, in many cases, as has been ob- 
served among the inmates of asylums, the wearing of a 
camisole or of wristlets had been continued so long as to 
make it almost impossible to entirely abandon it. 

Attendants' Homes. 

It has always been felt that the corps of attendants in 
the several asylums have not been just what they should 
be, although opinions have differed as to the exact cause 
of the deficiency. 
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Among other causes, it has been a matter of general 
agreement that at least some measure of responsibility 
could belaid to the uninviting and uncomfortable sleeping 
quarters assigned to them. 

It had always been customary to have the attendants 
sleep upon the wards where they did duty; and, indeed, 
until very recent years, when an efficient night servioe 
has been inaugurated, they were apt to be called upon at 
any hour, and not by any means infrequently, to supple- 
ment their long hours of arduous day duty by rising and 
attending to unruly patients and meeting other emergen- 
cies. As the overcrowding increased, the attendants suf- 
fered from it, in common with the patients, and rooms 
intended for but one occupant, and of no extravagant pro- 
portions then, came to be assigned to two, and, in time, 
even to three. 

This year an urgent appeal was made to the Board of 
Apportionment, and fortunately, successfully, to set aside 
funds sufficient to erect upon BlackwelTs and Ward's 
Islands separate and secluded buildings, specially designed 
for occupation by the attendants as dormitories, and for 
purposes of rest and relaxation during their hours of free- 
dom from duty. 

It has been held that from all points of view, sanitary 
and otherwise, it was improper to require of any man or 
woman that he or she should work all day and sleep at 
night, besides taking their meals and enjoying their brief 
hours of relaxation, in the same atmosphere and with the 
same surroundings, and that this impropriety was aggra- 
vated when the surroundings were those of an asylum and 
the duty that of waiting upon and caring for the insane. 

The buildings are now rapidly approaching completion, 
and the propriety of their erection is so generally ad-

mitted that it is proposed to ask for funds for the erection 
of a similar building at Hart's Island, in the coming year. 

It is not proposed to remove all the attendants from the 
main building, but to leave there a sufficient number to 
promptly reinforce the regular night attendants, in case 
of fire, or other sudden emergency. Sleeping rooms are 
provided for about two-thirds of the entire number in the 
detached buildings, and they are mainly single rooms, of 
more generous proportions than those upon the wards, 
though some larger dormitories are also provided, so that 
two sisters, or intimate friends, for example, who desire 
to room together, may do so. There is a fair proportion 
of large and cheerful apartments, with open fireplaces, 
for sitting and recreation rooms, and a roof garden, for 
use in the warmer months, constitutes an attractive fea- 
ture. 

Upon each island the site was chosen with a view to 
giving the best effect to the last-mentioned feature, while 
at the same time securing a sufficient distance from the 
nearest wards to avoid disturbance by the patients. 

The basement of the Ward's Island building has been 
utilized to afford accommodation for the workshops, 
which, up to this time, have been inconveniently located 
in the main building, and which, not having been origi- 
nally designed for the purpose, were a continual source of 
annoyance, through interference with ventilation, etc., 
and a continual menace of danger of fire. 

Changes in Individual Asylums. 

Improvements, etc., heretofore described, are such as 
have been generally applied to all the asylums of the de- 
partment ; others hereafter briefly enumerated relate to 
individual institutions. 
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At the Asylum for Females on BlackwelFs Island, speci- 
fications, already prepared, provided for the erection of a 
commodious bath-house, wherein the serious defects in the 
existing tubs and water supply will be remedied, and 
whereby, also, the salt-water bath, which has proven so 
useful and desirable in the summer time, will be supple- 
mented by a large plunge bath, wherein heated salt water 
will be available for use all the year round. 

At BlackwelFs Island, too, the old building known as 
the Retreat, one wing of which had already been altered, 
has had similar alterations extended to the remaining 
wing, and is now a habitable building, according to the 
more modern ideas of asylum construction. 

In its original condition, the patients' rooms were placed 
in the centre of the building, without proper provision for 
light, heat or ventilation, while the corridors surrounded 
and separated them from the outer walls, with their small, 
dark and heavily barred windows. 

The change made places the rooms upon the outside, 
with wide corridors between, each room having a lai^e 
outer window, and due recognition being paid to the most 
recent modes of heating, ventilation, etc. "The Lodge," 
a building of still older construction than the Retreat, and 
showing in still greater degree its defects, has been finally 
and fortunately condemned. Funds for its alteration have 
been granted by the Board of Apportionment, and contracts 
are now being advertised for, under the provisions of 
which its use as a domicile for patients will be finally 
abandoned, and it will be so transformed and refitted as to 
make it available for the occupation and amusement of 
the patients, the upper floor being assigned as an amuse- 
ment hall, and the lower story divided into cheerful and 
well-lighted sewing and working rooms. 
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Ward's Island. 

An appropriation of $2,000 is being expended in the in- 
crease and improvement of the laundry apparatus and 
appliances. Like the kitchen, the laundry had been 
planned and fitted for a total of patients less than one- 
half the present census. Incidentally, the detached build- 
ing in which the laundry is situated, is in course of alter- 
ation and repair, the machinery of the electric light, which 
has constantly suffered from its proximity to the boilers 
and the ill effects of dust, etc., is being isolated, and similar 
relief is being extended to the printing office, which has 
been so conspicuous a feature of the asylum, and so valu- 
able a source of employment for its patients. 

At Ward's Island, too, while improvements, already 
effected or now in progress, have remedied the defects in 
the bathing facilities, which have been so constant a 
source of complaint, a plunge bath of similar construction 
and similarly supplied with heated salt water, will permit 
the continuance through the winter of the general salt- 
water bathing, which has proven, from year to year, an 
increasing source of pleasure to the patients, and of gain 
in their hygenic condition. 

Incidentally, the use of the salt water, warmed when 
necessary, obviates to a great degree the troubles which 
have arisen from a deficient supply of the Croton water. 

Hart's Island. 
Funds were asked for from the Board of Apportionment 
for the erection of a large brick pavilion of identical de- 
sign with that completed about a year since, but that 
Board reduced the amount about one-half. In view of 
this fact, and the further fact that at Hart's Island, it 
being without the city limits, the erection of frame build- 
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ings is permissible, it has been decided to adopt that form, 
and plans for a colony of two or three such pavilions with 
a central dining room and connecting corridors, resembling 
that of the Central Islip Farm, are now in course of 
preparation and advertisement. 

The Board of Apportionment also appropriated a sum 
for the erection of a residence for the Medical Super 
intendent who has heretofore been quartered at an incon- 
venient distance from his charge; for an improved system 
of lighting, either by gas or electricity, in place of the ofl 
lamps which have been so constant a menace to the safety 
of the several buildings; and for an improved and in- 
creased water supply. Following the attainment of the 
last-named requirement, it is hoped that it will be found 
possible to replace, by an efficient system of steam-heating, 
the present most unsatisfactory and dangerous use of 
stoves, which add greatly to the danger of fire to which 
the use of the oil-lamps gives origin.

To the Honorable the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment: 

Gentlemen, — Permit me to invite your consideration to 
the feasibility of making and appropriation for building a 
crib around Biker's Island in Flushing Bay, within the 
twelve-foot contour line, and permit the filling in behind 
the same, with coal ashes, cellar dirt, etc., to be sent there 
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by the Street Cleaning Department, or by individuals who 
have contracts for removing cellar dirt or the debris of old 
buildings from the city. 

After completing the sale of Biker's Island to the city 
for the uses of the Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Correction, I obtained, at the Office of the United State 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, in 1884, a plot of the survey 
of the island, and had the twelve-foot contour line speci- 
ally indicated upon it, by courses and distances, and had a 
computation made of the number of acres of dry land, 
and the number of acres of land under water, with all 
the soundings marked within the twelve-foot curve, and 
also had computed the number of cubic yards of dirt it 
would require to fill it up to three feet above high- water 
to make it all dry land. 

In March, 1885, I drafted a bill which was presented to 
the Legislature, and which was enacted into a law, grant- 
ing to the City of New York said land under water around 
Biker's Island within the twelve-foot curve as indicated in 
that map, with the right to crib in, fill up, and make dry 
land of nearly 400 acres. The map alluded to I presented 
to the city, and it is now on file in the Comptroller's 
Office. 

It is known that about 1,200,000 cubic yards of cellar 
dirt, ashes, and debris of old buildings are annually 
gathered in and taken from the City of New York, and 
either dumped into the bay, or off the mouth of the har- 
bour, to the great injury of the commerce of this port. 

The locality referred to would afford a dumping-ground 
for about ten or twelve years, and by thus utilizing this 
amount of material about thirty acres of dry land per 
annum could be added to Biker's Island — worth certainly 
over $3,000 per acre. 

The towage to this island would be an average of about 
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twelve miles, against a claimed towage seaward of about 
twenty-five miles. The annual saving in towage alone 
would doubtless more than pay for the crib required, and 
the gain to the city in new made land would be about 
$100,000 annually, for ten to twelve years. 

I submit the following resolution for your action: 
That $50,000 be appropriated with which the Com- 
missioners of the Department of Docks may commence 
the construction of a crib around Biker's Island to hold 
the dirt, ashes, etc., sent there by the Department of 
Street Cleaning, or taken there by private individuals. 

That the plans of said crib, and the work of so filling 
up the land under water, within the twelve-foot curve 
allowed by law, be first approved by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment before the building of said crib 
is commenced.

Dear Sir, — If it be not too late for the action of your 
Board, I respectfully beg you to reconsider your action 
upon our application for an increase of $15,000 to the ap- 
propriation for apparatus and supplies asked for 1S89. 

The urgency of this increase is as follows: 

As early as November 9th, $3,750 were taken from this 
year's appropriation for the purpose of hiring a steam 
fire-boat during the repairing of the Havemeyer. This so 
reduced the amount on hand that only repairs of absolute 
necessity were and can be made this year, while many of 
importance were necessarily put off to next year. 

The Havemeyer will be laid up till about April 30th, 
when the Mills will have to be overhauled and repaired, 
and the hired boat continued in service for some time. 

Our estimates are very close to the amounts actually 
needed for each year, and now, if the increase asked for is 
not granted, we fear that our funds, so unusually taxed, 
may be again so limited as to injuriously restrict the pur- 
chase of needed supplies and affect the usefulness of some 
of our apparatus at the close of the year, when every- 
thing should be in the best of order to contend against the 
number of fires which increase with the approach of winter.

Gentlemen, — I am in receipt of a communication, dated 
the 21st instant, from your Clerk, stating that at a meet- 
ing of your Board, held the 21st instant, .the subject of an 
annual appropriation for the Normal College was discussed 
and referred to me for my opinion, as to whether it is 
mandatory upon your Board to appropriate the amount 
asked for. 

Under Chapter 580 of the Laws of 1888, entitled " An 
act relative to the Normal College of the City of New 
York," passed June 9, 1888, the Normal College of the 
City of New York is declared to be a separate and dis- 
tinct organization and body corporate, with the powers 
and privileges of a college pursuant to the Revised Statutes 
in this State, and subject to the provisions of said statutes 
relative to colleges, and to the visitation of the Regents of 
the University, in like manner with the other colleges of 
the city. The members of the Board of Education of the 
City of New York (not the Board), together with the Presi- 
dent of the Normal College, are declared, eax>fficio 9 the 
trustees of said college; and all acts of the Legislature then 
in force with regard to said Normal College, its control 
management, support and affairs, not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act, were declared to be applicable 
to said college. 

Section 5 of the act provides that it shall be the duty of

the trustees of said college, annually, on or before the 15th 
day of November, to report to your Board such sura, not 
exceeding $125,000 in any one year, as they may require 
for the payment of the salaries of the professors and 
officers of the said college, for obtaining and furnishing 
scientific apparatus, books for the students, and all other 
necessary supplies therefor; for repairing and altering the 
college buildings and for the support, maintenance and 
general expenses of said college. The section further pro- 
vides as follows: 

"And the said Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
of the City and County of New York are hereby author- 
ized, in each and every year, to raise and collect by tax 
on the estate, real and personal, and liable to taxation in 
said city and county, such sum of money, not exceeding 
the amount aforesaid, as may be reported to them by said 
trustees. The amount so to be raised and collected to be 
in addition to the sums required for the purposes of com- 
mon schools in the City of New York, under the act en 
titled 'An act to amend, consolidate and reduce to one act 
the several acts of the State of New York,' passed July 3, 
1851, and the several acts amendatory thereto." 

Prior to the passage of this statute the Normal College, 
so called, was entirely under the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Education, having been organized, conducted and main- 
tained in pursuance of the provisions of Subdivision 8 of 
Section 1027 of the New York City Consolidation Act of 
1882, which authorized the Board "to organize an institu- 
tion for females, similar to the free academy, as the same 
existed in eighteen hundred and fifty-one, " and providing 
that when so organized all the provisions of Chapter 17 of 
the Consolidation Act, relative to the free academy, should 
apply to each and every one of such institutions then exist- 
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ing or thereafter to be established, " as fully, completely 
and distinctly as they could or would if it was the only 
institution of the kind; to distinguish each existing and 
future institution by an appropriate title; and to pur- 
chase, erect, or lease sites and buildings for each and all 
of the said institutions." 

Prior, therefore, to the Law of 1888, the Normal College 
formed a part of the general educational system of the 
State, within the City and County of New York, under 
the control and management of the Board of Education, 
and subject, so far as appropriations for its maintenance 
and support were concerned, to the same control which 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment was authorized 
to exercise over the appropriations for other objects con- 
nected with the work of the Board of Education. 

Chapter 580 of the Laws of 1888, however, removes the 
Normal College from the control of the Board of Educa- 
tion, makes it a separate, independent and distinct organi- 
zation and body corporate, under the control of trustees 
consisting of the members of the Board of Education and 
the President of the college. Of course if the college is 
to be continued, and if the trustees are to perform any of 
the functions vested in them by law, as the responsible 
officers in charge of the work which the college is incor- 
porated to perform, it is necessary that they should be 
provided with the requisite funds, and accordingly, the 
statute makes it their duty to determine the amount which 
they may require for such purpose, and to report the 
same, not exceeding $125,000 in any one year, to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 

It was obviously the intention of the Legislature that 
the judgment of the trustees of the college should abso- 
lutely control as to the amount necessary for the purpose 
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of meeting the expenses of the college, and that such 
judgment should not be subject to review by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. The statute does not pro- 
vide that the Board of Estimate and Apportionment shall 
be authorized to appropriate so much money as may be 
necessary, or as in their judgment may be proper to meet 
the expenses of said college, but "such sum of money not 
exceeding the amount aforesaid (i. e., $125,000) as may be 
reported to them by said trustees." So far, therefore, as 
the amount of any appropriation for this object may be 
concerned, the Board of Estimate and Apportionment has 
no option except to appropriate the total amount asked 
for by the trustees, provided that amount does not exceed 
$125,000. 

As, under the statute, it is the duty of the trustees to 
perform the functions vested in them by law, and to re- 
port to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment the 
amount necessary to enable them to meet their obliga- 
tions, a correlative obligation rests upon the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to respond to their demands. 
Under any other construction, the object of the law could 
be entirely defeated by a refusal of the appropriating 
power to supply the means necessary to give it effect. 
The institution is a public one, and the duty resting upon 
the officers having it in charge, as well as that of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, in relation to ap- 
propriations for its maintenance, is a public one. The 
case, therefore, comes within the familiar principle of 
statutory construction, that, where a statute confers au- 
thority upon a public body, to be exercised for a public 
purpose, it imports a duty to exercise such authority, and 
is, therefore, mandatory. 

It appears from your minutes that the Board of Trustees 
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of the Normal College on October 5, 1888, reported to you 
that they required, for the payment of professors, tutors 
and others of the Normal College and Training Depart 
ment of the Normal College; for obtaining and furnishing 
scientific apparatus, books for students, and all other nec- 
essary supplies therefor; for repairing and altering the 
college buildings, and for the support, maintenance and 
general expenses of said college for the year 1889, the sum 
of $118,500. 

For the reasons which I have above given, I am of the 
opinion, and therefore advise you, that the Trustees of 
the Normal College, in determining upon and reporting 
to you the above-mentioned sum for the purposes above 
expressed, acted within their powers, under the statute of 
1888, that their judgment in fixing upon that amount is 
final, and not subject to review by your Board, and that, 
as said sum does not exceed the statutory limit of $125,000, 
you are bound, as a matter of law, to appropriate the 
amount asked for.

Gentlemen,— Sections 176 and 177 of the Consolidation 

Act of 1882 authorize and empower the Commissioners of 

the Sinking Fund to pay and redeem any portion of the 

City debt, " provided such payment shall not in any way 

impair the preferred claims " upon the Sinking Fund for 

the Redemption of the City Debt, as declared by Section 

175 of said act; and "provided, also, the Commissioners 

of the Sinking Fund shall deem it for the best interests of 

the City that such payment should be so made." No part 
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of such preferred claims or charge upon the Sinking Fund 
becomes due in the next calendar or fiscal year, 1889. 

The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund are authorized, 
in their discretion, to pay and redeem that portion of the 
City debt which becomes due and payable in 1889, which 
was made payable originally from taxation under the 
laws authorizing the issue of stocks and bonds constitut 
ing such indebtedness. 

The amount of such stocks and bonds becoming due in 
the year 1889 is $5,091,200, as follows:

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The stocks and bonds now outstanding which constitute 
a preferred charge against the Sinking Fund, as provided 
by Section 175 of the Consolidation Act, and known as the 
First Lien, is $4,«*93,400, including past due bonds for 
$4,800, warrants for which remain uncalled for. 

The Sinking Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt 
is also liable for the payment of the Funded Debt, created 
under Section 176 of the Consolidation Act, known as the 
Second Lien, for the sum of $9,700,000, and for the sum of 
$23,592,553. 11, on account of bonds and stock issued since 
June 3, 1878, the redemption of which is provided for by 
installments to be raised by tax, annually, and paid into 
the Sinking Fund, pursuant to Section 192 of the Consoli- 
dation Act, a re-enactment of Section 8 of Chapter 383 of 
the Laws of 1878, and for the sum of $20,850,000, on ac- 
count of stocks and bonds, the redemption of which is 
provided for by installments to be raised by tax, annually, 
and paid into the Sinking Fund, pursuant to Article VIII., 
Section 11 of the State Constitution as amended in 1884. 

The sum of $51,900 is due and payable from the Sinking 
Fund in 1889 for Consolidated Stock, the redemption of 
which is provided for by annual installments raised by 
tax, pursuant to Section 192 of the Consolidation Act.

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By the foregoing statements it will be seen that the ac- 
cumulations and revenues of the Sinking Fund are suffi- 
cient to pay and redeem the stocks and bonds constituting 
that portion of the City debt becoming due in the next 
fiscal year, 1889, without in any way impairing the pre- 
ferred claims upon that fund. 

Section 191 of the Consolidation Act of 1882 provides as 
follows : 

"Whenever, and as often as the Commisssioners of 
the Sinking Fund shall certify to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment that the accumulations in the Sink- 
ing Fund will not be sufficient to meet the payment of 
any bonds or stocks falling due in the next following 
calendar year, it shall be the duty of said Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, and it is hereby required, to in- 
clude in the annual estimate for such year, to be raised by 
tax on the estates, real and personal, in said city, subject 
to taxation, such an amount to be applied to the payment 
of said bonds or stock as shall be certified by said Commis- 
sioners, and the amount so included in said estimate shall 
be paid into said Sinking Fund and applied as in this sec- 
tion specified ; provided, however, that the amount so to 
be raised by tax and paid into the Sinking Fund, as in this 
section provided, shall not in any one year be less than the 
sum of one million dollars nor more than two million dol- 
lars." 

In accordance with this provision of law, I submit here- 
with a resolution for presentation to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, certifying the condition of the Sink- 
ing Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt, the amount 
of its estimated revenues for the ensuing calendar year, 
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1889, and the amount of stocks and bonds becoming due 
and payable in said year which were originally bylaw pay- 
able from taxation, for such action thereon as may be re- 
quired by the provisions of law above cited.

The Comptroller, to whom was referred the claim of 
James V. Lawrence, respectfully 

Reports: 

That said claim is for supplies delivered and services 
rendered by order of Isaac Newton, late Chief Engineer of 
Department of Public Works, between January 1, 1884, 
and September 19, 1884, and amounts to $696.12. 

Mr. Lawrence did not send in his claim until after the 
death of Chief Engineer Newton. 

When it was presented to the Department of Public 
Works, the head of the Department declined to give 
the certificate required by law before payment, as the 
claim was not approved by Mr. Newton's successor. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 195, Laws of 188S, the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment is authorized to fix 
and determine what sum is justly due and owing to the 
claimant, and to include such sum in the Final Estimate 
for 1889, if the Board shall be satisfied without the certifi- 
cate of the head of the proper department that the sup- 
plies and service were, in fact, necessary, and were actually 
furnished or rendered, and the price charged therefor 
reasonable and fair. 

At my request the Counsel to the Corporation detailed 
one of the Assistants in his office to conduct such an ex- 
amination of the claimant as is provided for by law. Mr. 
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Thomas Stratford, Resident Engineer of the Croton Aque- 
duct in 1884, conducting surveys on the New Aqueduct, 
and Mr. Samuel L. Cooper, Engineer in charge of the 
Croton Aqueduct in Tonkers, were examined also as to the 
merits of the claim. 

From this examination it appears that all the items of 
this bill are found properly entered in the cash books or 
day books, and are supported by vouchers, excepts three 
items which were furnished previous of January, 1884, 
aggregating $18.61, and on overcharge in February of 
$1, in all $19.61. 

The claimant testifies that the prices charged are the 
same as those charged to any one else. 

Deducting from the bill the items above mentioned, 
amounting to $19.61, three remains $676.51, which may 
be allowed under the provisions of the Act of 1888. 

Accordingly, I recommend that this amount be included 
in the Final Estimate for 1889, for the payment of the 
claim. I submit also a form of certificate to be filed in 
the Comptroller's Office, as required by the special act, for 
your approval.

Sir, — I am in receipt of your communication of the 11th 
instant, in which you state as follows: 

" Under what is known. as the 'Free Library Act,' the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment are requested to 
appropriate certain amounts of money to the Society of 
the Mechanics and Tradesmen and the Free Circulating 
Library. I understand that it is discretionary with the 
Board whether any appropriation shall be made, but if 
it be decided to make an appropriation, the question is 
whether it is then mandatory upon the Board to appro- 
priate according to the rule laid down based upon the cir- 
culation of each library. Last year this basis was adopted, 
but during the present year the amount will be increased 
if the rule be adhered to. The Board, therefore, is in 
doubt whether to make any appropriation, or if one be 
made whether they may confine themselves to the 
amounts appropriated last year, although the application 
of the rule would require the appropriation of a larger 
amount." 

You state that my opinion upon this question is desired 
by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

The statute under which the appropriations in question 
are sought was passed June 15, 1886, and is known as 
Chapter 666 of the Laws of 1886, entitled " An Act to en- 
courage the growth of free public libraries and free circu- 
lating libraries in the cities of the State."

Section 1 of the Act authorizes any library association 
incorporated under the laws of this State, and located in 
any city of the State, owning real estate of the value of at 
least $20,000 in said city, and also at least 10,000 volumes, 
and maintaining the same as a free public library or a free 
library for the free circulation of books among the inhabit- 
ants of said city and which shall have actually circulated 
in the twelve months next preceding the date of the appli- 
cation at least 75,000 volumes, to apply, in this City, to 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment for the appro- 
priation of the sum not exceeding $5,000. 

Section 2 authorizes a further application for an addi- 
tional appropriation of $5,000 for each 100,000 volumes 
circulated in the twelve months next preceding the date of 
such application over and above the 75,000 volumes above 
referred to. 

Section 3 defines the term " circulation" as used in the 
act, to mean the aggregate number of volumes actually 
withdrawn from the library or libraries of any such li- 
brary association by the people of the city, for use in their 
own homes or places of business. 

Section 4 authorizes and empowers the proper local au- 
thorities to make proper provision for the payment of any 
appropriations which may be made pursuant to the act. 

Section 5 authorizes the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to annually include in its Final Estimate such 
sums as may have been appropriated to any such library 
association, with a proviso that the whole appropriation 
for any one library association shall not exceed the sum 
of $40,000 in any one year. 

A careful reading of the act seems to lead to the conclu- 
sion that it was intended to be permissive and not man- 
datory in its nature. The true construction of the act 
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seems to be that the Legislature intended, subject to cer- 
tain restrictions, to empower the local authorities in each of 
the cities of the State to render assistance to free public li- 
braries and free circulating libraries, whenever, in their 
opinion, it might be consistent with the public interest to 
exercise such power. This being the case, it rests with the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to determine 
whether a case has been presented upon each application 
which calls for the favorable exercise of the power of ap- 
propriation. 

I can find nothing in the statute which suggests any 
reason why, in conferring full discretionary power to 
make or withhold an appropriation, the Legislature 
should, when the Board has determined to make an ap- 
propriation, withdraw from the exercise of a similar dis- 
cretion the amount to be appropriated. 

The specific amounts mentioned in this statute are, 
therefore, not to be construed as those which must be 
appropriated, in case it is determined to make any appro- 
priation at all, but rather as maximum sums limiting the 
amounts beyond which no appropriation may be made. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion, and advise you that this 
statute is permissive, not only in relation to the exercise 
of the power of appropriation, but also in relation to the 
amount which may be appropriated, provided the maxi- 
mum limit prescribed is not exceeded.

Sir, — At a recent meeting of the above-named Board, I 
was orally requested to furnish my opinion as to the duty 
of said Board to make provision for the performance 
by the Board of Parks of the duties devolving upon it in 
reference to the laying out of a parade ground and rifle 
range in what is known as Van Cortlandt Park. 

Chapter 522 of the Laws of 1884, entitled u An Act lay- 
ing out public places and parks and parkways in the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards of the City of 
New York, and in the adjacent district in Westchester 
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County, and authorizing the taking of the lands for the 
same," under section 6, provides as follows: 

" Section 6. The Department of Public Parks shall be by 
law vested with the control of the said parks, and shall, 
within three months after the title to the land bounded 
and described by this act as the * Van Cortlandt Park ' 
shall have been perfected, lay out that portion of the said 
park, consisting of about one hundred and twenty acres, 
named and designated on the map of J. C. Lane, engineer, 
dated January 7, 1884, and submitted to the Legislature, 
with the report of the Commission under Chapter 253 of 
its laws, as a parade ground, to be, and to be used as a 
military parade, camp and drill ground; and also that part 
of said park named and designated on said map as a rifle 
range to be used for rifle and target practice; said parade 
ground and rifle range to be used by the First Division of 
the National Guard of the State of New York when re- 
quired by the commanding officer of such division." 

Section 12 of said act also provides as follows: 

" Section 12. The same powers of control, maintenance, 
construction and jurisdiction which are conferred by Sec- 
tion 14 of Chapter 613 of the Laws of 1873 upon the De- 
partment of Public Parks in the City of New York, over 
public parks, streets, roads and avenues in said section 
mentioned, shall extend and apply to all parks and park- 
ways created and authorized by this act." 

Section 14 of Chapter 613 of the Laws of 1873, above 
alluded to, confers upon the Department of Public Parks 
exclusive control of the maintenance and construction of 
public parks within the annexed district. 

The title to the larger part of Van Cortlandt Park is now 
vested in the city. As to certain portions, objections have 
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been interposed by property owners to the report of the 
Commissioners of Appraisal in so far as it affects their 
parcels, and the consideration of these objections has been 
adjourned by the Court until the 18th of January next. 

It must therefore be assumed that within a very short 
time the city will be vested with the entire title to the 
whole of this park, and that the duty will thereupon de- 
volve upon the Department of Public Parks of complying 
with the provisions of Section 6 of the Park Act, above 
quoted. I do not think there can be any doubt as to the 
mandatory character of these provisions, especially in view 
of the fact that the object sought to be attained is purely 
of a public nature and directly connected with the im- 
provement in efficiency of the National Guard. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion, and advise you, that the 
Park Department is charged with the duty of carrying out 
the provisions of this statute, according to the directions 
which the Legislature has given. Such being the case, it 
becomes the duty of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment to provide that Department with the means neces- 
sary to the proper execution of the act; and such amount 
as, in the judgment of your Board, may be reasonably 
necessary for the purpose should be appropriated. If it be 
considered undesirable that the large amount which will 
probably be required for the purpose should be raised by 
taxation, application can be made to the Legislature, at 
its ensuing session, for authority to provide for this ex- 
penditure by the issue and sale of City bonds. If this is 
granted, as doubtless it would be, the Legislature can by 
the same act strike the appropriation you may make from 
the Final Estimates.

It appears that on the 1st day of January, 1888, the 
total Funded Debt amounted to the sum of $128,268,719.- 
45 ; that stocks and bonds, exclusive of revenue bonds, 
have been issued during the year up to December 26, 1888, 
amounting to $8,187,215.15, and that stocks and bonds to 
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the amount of $3,99S,539.14 have been paid and redeemed 
within the same period, leaving outstanding on December 
26 stocks and bonds amounting to $132,457,395.46, consti- 
tuting the Funded Debt. 

On the same date the amount held by the Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fund was $43,746,425.95, which, with 
cash in the fund, $576,355.34, makes the net debt $88, 134,- 
614.17 on that date. 

On January 1, 1888, the total Funded Debt being $128,- 
268,719.45, and the amount of bonds and cash in the Sink- 
ing Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt at that date 
being $39,521,884.61, the net debt then was $88,746,834.84. 

The amounts and purposes for which stocks and bonds 
have been issued, principally, during the past year, are: 
Dock Bonds, $1,300,000, for the improvement of the water 
front; Armory Bonds, $250,000, for the construction of 
armories; School House Bonds, $658,000, for the purchase 
of sites and erecting public school buildings; Bridge Bonds, 
$900,000 for construction of Manhattan bridge over the 
Harlem River; ftansevoort Market Bonds, $283,715.15, 
for construction of the market building; Additional 
Water Stock, $4,000,000, for construction of Croton 
Aqueduct, etc., and $150,000 for Croton water pur- 
poses; Assessment Bonds, $330,000, for improvement 
of streets and avenues; and other issues of small amounts 
for various purposes, making the total issue of stocks 
and bonds, $8,187,215.15, as above stated. 

It is estimated that stocks and bonds of the Funded 
Debt will be issued in 1889 to the amount of $19,500,000, 
the principal items of which will be $9,000,000 on account 
of the new parks; $5,000,000 for Croton River aqueduct 
purposes; $2,000,000 for improvement of the water front; 
and the remainder for armories, public schools and other 
purposes. 
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The estimated interest included in the Final Estimate 
for 1889 has been largely increased on account of the large 
amount of bonds which it will be necessary to issue in 
1889. 

The amount of stocks and bonds of the Funded Debt to 
be paid off in 1889 is $5,993,100, of which $5,143,100 will 
be redeemed by the Sinking Fund for the redemption of 
the City Debt; $818,000 from assessments, and the balance, 
$32,000, from taxation. 

Besides the stocks and bonds of the Funded Debt out- 
standing, there are $395,130.49 Special Revenue Bonds, 
issued in 1888, payable in 1889, for which provision has 
been made in the Final Estimate. 

The increase of installments payable from taxation in- 
cluded in the Final Estimate for 1889 is necessary to meet 
at maturity the stocks and bonds issued in 1888, as provided 
by law.

The Chairman presented the following: 

Mayor's Office, ) 
December 31, 1888. ) 

To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment: 

Subject to the superior power of the Legislature, which 
has determined by law about three-fifths of the annual tai 
levy, the Board of Estimate and Apportionment holds the 
municipal purse strings, and hence upon its action depends 
primarily the character of the City government. Every 
department must apply to this Board for the appropna 
tions required for its administration. If these appropna 
tions are extravagant, the public service is demoralized 
and the taxpayer is fleeced. If, on the other hand, the 
appropriations are inadequate, the public service is crip 
pled, and the main objects of government, the preservation 
of order and the protection of life, liberty and property an 
defeated. 

On my accession to office, on the 1st of January, 1S6T 
I found very grave abuses in nearly every department rt 
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the government, which were the subject of general com- 
plaint. The heads of department invariably defended 
themselves against these complaints by the statement 
that the appropriations were insufficient for the due en- 
forcement of law and the proper discharge of the duties 
confided to them. The first months of my administration 
were, therefore, devoted to a careful investigation of the 
facts, and I was driven to the conclusion that the appro- 
priations made for carrying on the government during the 
year 1887 were insufficient for its proper conduct. 

Nevertheless, with the means at the command of the sev- 
eral departments, very considerable reforms were effected. 
In reply to complaints, addressed to the Commissioners of 
Police, the Mayor was informed that arrests for violation 
of the Excise law were not followed by punishment. I 
soon ascertained that this lamentable state of things was 
due to the fact that the accumulation of business in the 
criminal courts was altogether beyond the ability of the 
existing machinery to deal with it. Arrangements were 
made for holding a third branch of the court and the 
services of an additional judge were secured. The effect 
was, to a considerable extent, to reduce the calendars, and 
the necessity for a permanent addition to the force of the 
court was so apparent that the Legislature authorized the 
election of an additional judge and the permanent exist- 
ence of the third branch of the court. The machineiy of 
justice having been thus improved, a vigorous effort was 
made to suppress places of evil resort, and particularly 
those known as " dives." My personal appeal to the Com- 
missioners of Police was met by a hearty response, and 
the result was that, before the summer of 1887, the most 
notorious, if not all, of these vicious resorts were closed. 

An earnest movement was also made to enforce the 
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Sunday liquor law, and, although, at the present time, it 
is believed to be very largely violated, it is quite certain 
that the arrests for its violation are made in increasing 
numbers, and that the offenders are, to a considerable ex- 
tent at least, compelled to desist, and have received the 
punishment due to the offense. The Board has been in 
formed by the District Attorney that the number of excise 
cases which were found upon the calendar when he took 
office on the first of January, 1888, exceeded 5,(KX), and 
there are now remaining upon the calendar only about 
900. The effect of this reduction is to insure a prompt 
trial for those who may be arrested, so that the Police 
Force have no longer any excuse for not enforcing the law. 
It may be proper for me here to state that the attempt to 
prevent the hotels from supplying their guests with bev- 
erages on Sunday was undertaken without consultation 
with me and, it is believed in some quarters, was intended 
to prevent the proper execution of the law. I took the 
earliest possible measures to provide for a test case, which 
resulted in confirming my belief that the attempt to inter- 
fere with the hotels was not warranted by law. 

In this connection it may be stated that no " dive" can 
hereafter exist in the City of New York without the con- 
sent of the Mayor, because an act has been passed by the 
Legislature which requires that such establishments shall 
have concert licenses, which can only be issued by the 
Mayor. If, therefore, they ever reappear in this city, it 
will be due to the fact that the Mayor has granted licenses 
to persons who do not conduct a respectable business. I 
am glad to see that the recent attempt to re-establish one 
of these resorts in Broadway, without a concert license, 
has failed, the Excise Board having revoked the license 
under which the establishment claimed the right to do 
business.

Charities and Correction. 

The condition of the public institutions under the care 
of the Commissioners of Charities and Correction was 
early made the ground of very serious complaint. It was 
alleged that the food supplied to the inmates was not good; 
that the custodians were often persons unfit to be charged 
with the duties confided to them, and that the institutions 
were so overcrowded as to absolutely defeat the object of 
their existence. On investigation, I discovered that the 
accommodations provided by the insane asylums were 
totally inadequate to care for the inmates. The first step 
was to lease buildings from the Commissioners of Emigra- 
tion, by which 500 or 600 lunatics were properly housed. 
I called upon the State Board of Charities to investigate 
the condition of the asylums, and their report confirmed 
all the allegations which had been made, except that there 
had been any failure of duty on the part of the Commis- 
sioners and the physicians. The whole difficulty was 
chargeable to want of sufficient appropriations to carry on 
the institutions in accordance with the requirements of 
humanity. I therefore requested the Commissioners, in 
their estimates for the year 1888, to include a sum suffici- 
ent to remove, as far as practicable, all just grounds of 
complaint. After careful examination of the estimates 
and a personal visit to the institutions, the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment appropriated the large pum of 
$850,072, in addition to the appropriation of the year be- 
fore, of which amount about $500,000 was applied to ad- 
ditional accommodations, and $350,000 for the improved 
dietary aud care of the patients. The result of this large 
additional expenditure has been most satisfactory and 
meets with the unqualified approval of the State Board of 
Charities, of the Commissioners of Charity, of the State 
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Aids Charities Association, and of the physicians in chart? 
of the institutions. The establishment of the new pa** 
Lons at Islip, on the farm of one thousand acres purchase: 
by the City for the use and care of the insane, whose cases 
admit of out-door occupation, is especially commended, 
and the buildings erected at a cost exceeding $200,000 an 
now ready for the inmates, who will be shortly rerocm^ 
from Ward's Island. During the present year the wort 
of improvement has been carefully provided for and wi^ 
be continued so as, at the close of the year 1S89, to lea v* 
but little to be desired in the condition of these great i& 
stitutions, which shelter about 15,000 inmates. 

Law Department. 

It was found necessary to appropriate to the Law W 
partment, for the expenses of 1888, the sum of $M,Hj 
more than was expended in 1887. This increase wi 
mainly required to pay counsel fees which had been p* 
viously incurred in the proceedings to acquire the ne< 
parks and for other litigations in which outside conns* 
had been employed. 

In the Law Department the year has been one of great 
activity, and in the amount of work done by the office J 
the Counsel to the Corporation in court, the record for 1?*( 
is unprecedented. 687 motions were argued, 174 casi 
tried at Circuit, Trial and Special Term, 97 argamec: 
made at General Term and 28 arguments at the Court d 
Appeals. The office has not only fully kept abreast witi 
the current law business, but has at the same time mft 
a substantial inroad upon the still large accumulation d 
unfinished cases. Over 400 of such cases have been & 
posed of during the year. 

Sixty-six "accident " cases have been disposed of aiTral 
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trm, of which verdicts wholly in favor of the City were 
tained in more than one-half. The total percentage of 
accident " recovery during the year has been a trifle over 
e per cent. The 66 cases mentioned involved claims 
gregating upwards of $512,000. 

In the branch of the Law Department business known 
" Assessment Litigation," the Court of Appeals has re- 
ntly handed down opinions in three test cases, under 
hich a large proportion of assessment actions must be 
itermined in favor of the City. These decisions not only 
ve the City an enormous sum of money, but will effect- 
tlly stop any attempt to litigate anew the legality of the 
d street improvement contracts. At Special or Trial 
3rm the whole number of assessment actions reached and 
sposed of was 76, 56 of which were decided wholly in 
,vor of the City. At General Term 14 cases were dis- 
>sed of, all in favor of the City. In the Court of Appeals 
iree of these cases have been decided in favor of the City, 
id a fourth has been argued, but not yet decided. Dur- 
ig the year, also, 635 special proceedings, by way of peti- 
ons in assessment matters, have been finally disposed of, 
ad in six test cases decisions favorable to the City have 
*en made at Special Term. Argument on the latter has 
3en had at General Term, but no decision has yet been 
anded down. When the decision of these test cases by 
le Court of Appeals shall have been made a large propor- 
on of petitions of this class can be disposed of at once, 
t the General Term, in addition to the argument of the 
x cases last above referred to, sixteen appeals of different 
etitioners have been dismissed. 

One of the most important results achieved by the office 
aring the year was in the Kingsland case, in whjch a de- 
sion was made at the Court of Appeals in October, order- 
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ing judgment absolute in favor of the City, holding in 
effect that the valuations upon which the City should 
make compensation to owners of bulkhead rights taken 
for the improvement of the water-front should be made 
upon a basis which should exclude the sheds or platforms 
built in front of the bulkhead, or the chance or privilege 
of obtaining the right from the City to build them. It is 
no exaggeration to say that upon a proper application of 
the principles laid down in this decision several millions of 
dollars will be saved to the City Treasury. In May a settle- 
ment was made in the case of the Mayor against Van 
Ness, by which the defendants relinquished all wharfage 
and riparian rights and claims, and paid $115,000 into the 
City Treasury. A settlement upon a substantially similar 
basis, in the case of Appleby against the Mayor, has been 
agreed upon, which is expected to be consummated within 
a few days. By it Mr. Appleby is to relinquish all his 
riparian and wharfage rights, and to pay $180,000 into the 
City Treasury. I 

During the year the Law Department, including the 
office of the Counsel to the Corporation; and the three 
bureaus of the Corporation Attorney, the Public Adminis- 
trator, and the Attorney for the Collection of Arrears of 
Personal Taxes, has collected $533,189.81. 

During the year fifteen street opening proceedings we* 
finally disposed of, and 41,065 lineal feet of streets were 
opened. This shows an increase of 12,000 feet over 1887. 

The foregoing outline is far from complete, but it will 
indicate a few of the more salient features of the year^ 
work. The muncipal taxpayers can view the statement 
with entire satisfaction. Considering the nature and ex 
tent of the City's legal affairs, it dearly appears that the 
transactions, which are probably greater than those of any 
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)ther law office in the United States, have been conducted 
>n sound business principles under three successive able 
and diligent officers, two of whom have been elevated to 
the Bench. 

Department op Public Parks. 

The addition in the budget of 1888 was $173,900, which 
Kras used chiefly for the increase of the Police force, for 
ihe care and maintenance of the streets bordering on the 
>arks which were added to the jurisdiction of the Cora- 
nissioners, and for the arrangement and opening of the 
jmall parks, which have been greatly appreciated by the 
public. The condition of the parks is admitted on all 
lands to have been greatly improved. 

Health Department. 

In the Health Department the increase was $41,769. 
This Department I found to be in a demoralized condition, 
n consequence of the removal of the President of the 
Board, which had not yet been confirmed by the Governor. 
A.8 soon as this removal became effective, the Board was 
•eorganized, with results which have called forth general 
commendation. During the past year this city has been 
subjected to the inroad both of cholera and yellow fever, 
tfo apprehension was excited in the public mind, nor in- 
leed was there any real danger, because the arrangements 
nade by the Health Department were so complete as to 
call forth general admiration. 

In this connection it is proper to refer to the quarantine 
establishment, which was found to be in a deplorably di- 
lapidated condition, entirely unable to cope with the dan- 
gers of contagion. I made a prompt representation of the 
facts to the Governor, and, finally, failing to get action, 
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appealed directly to the Legislature, who at length apprc 
priated about $200,000 for the reconstruction and improt* 
ment of the sanitary arrangements of the> quarantu 
establishment. This work has been done by a commissia 
of which the Mayor is a member, and the result has bea 
to make the city comparatively safe from the dangers < 
disease imported from abroad. The work now in haa 
will be completed during the coming year, and will the 
provide the safeguards for which it was designed 

Police. 

The increase for the Police Department was $179,388.1 
which was mainly used for the payment of the salaries > 
the additional policemen required by law and for additic 
accommodations for the Police force. 

Street Cleaning. 

On my accession to office I was met with complaints 1 
regard to the filthy condition of the streets. Prompt t 
were taken to change the method and time of colle 
ashes and garbage, which had been an offense to all de 
people. An additional appropriation of $209,459 was i 
in order to enable the Commissioner of Street Cle 
sweep the streets more frequently, and, although 
plaints are still rife, it is but right to say that the 
have never, within the memory of its citizens, 
clean as they are at the present time. They never < 
properly cleaned, however, until the pavements are 
good order, and the various corporations, which havei 
the right to tear up the streets, are prohibited from! 
stroying the pavements at their own pleasure. I 
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hat with the money at his command, the Commissioner 
as produced the best attainable results under present 
onditions; but, if the Department of Public Works shall 
e authorized, as I have recommended, to repave a large 
ortion of the lower part of the city and to put the other 
pavements in proper repair, the money now appropriated 
rill be adequate, in my opinion, to keep the streets in as 
jood order as they are in London or in Paris. The substi- 
ution of electrical or cable power for horses on the street 
ailways will do much to relieve the difficulties of the situ- 
ition, and I am glad, before the close of my term of office, 
o have given my assent to the use of electric power on 
he Harlem Railroad, upon the condition that the track 
hall be replaced with rails which will not obstruct the 
ordinary use of the streets. The sanding of the street 
racks is an intolerable evil, and many of the complaints 
vhich are made against the Street Cleaning Department 
ire really due to this cause, which in windy weather fills 
ihe eyes and nostrils of passers-by with powdered sand 
ind clouds the air with dust. 

Public Works. 

The increase in the appropriations to the Department of 
Public Works in 1888 was $420,589. This large sum was 
altogether covered by the increase in the appropriations 
for new pavements and repairing the existing pavements 
The result has not been according to the expectations, for 
the reason that the Common Council refused to authorize 
the repaving of the streets called for by the Commissioner 
of Public Works. It is to be hoped that during the com- 
ing year the amount thus appropriated will be made avail- 
able; but it ought to be understood that the delay is due 
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solely to the action of the Common Council and not to any 
neglect, on the part of the Commissioner of Public Works. 
The failure to secure the improvement which I desired to 
effect in the streets may be properly set down to the refusal 
of the Legislature to authorize the repavement to the ex- 
tent of $3,000,000, which I recommended, and of the 
Common Council to authorize the expenditure which the 
existing law permitted. 

Fire Department. 

The excess of appropriations in 1888 over 18S7 amounted 
to $171,727, which was mainly required for new houses, 
apparatus and additional force. No just requirement of 
this Department was refused, because upon its efficiency 
depends the safety of the city. 

Education. 

The sum of $309,079 was added to the tax levy in 18SS 
more than was paid in 1887. This money was impera- 
tively required to put the school-houses into a proper state 
of repair and for the erection of one additional school- 
house pending authority from the Legislature to issue 
bonds for the construction of other school-houses. The 
work of repairing the existing buildings is now almost 
entirely completed, and the neglect of past years has been 
corrected. Provision has been made for the erection of 
seventeen additional school-houses, of which eight are 
under way and nine more are being prepared for contracts. 
At no time in the history of the City has there been such a 
pressure upon the public schools for additional accommo- 
dations, and at no time has the action of the City Govern- 
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nent been so liberal in supplying the provision which 
light to have been anticipated by previous Boards of 
Estimate and Apportionment. 

The Budgets. 

A comparison between the budget of 1887 and that of 
888 will show that the total increase in the amount of 
impropriations was the very large sum of $2,417,527.60, 
>y which the tax rate was raised from 2.16 to 2.22. Satis- 
factory evidence has been furnished to the Board of Esti- 
nate and Apportionment that all' of this large increase 
jvas necessary and has been wisely expended, and the 
citizens are to be congratulated that, whereas, on the first 
lay of January, 1887, the public property was suffering 
? or want of protection and the public service was im- 
paired for want of adequate means, at the close of the 
pear 1888 every department of the City Government is in 
\ thoroughly efficient and satisfactory condition. 

In making provision for 18S9, no attempt has been made 
to cripple any of these Departments. On the contrary, 
the same spirit of judicious liberality, tempered by econo- 
my, has governed the action of the Board. No just de- 
mand has been refused, and it is believed that the sums 
appropriated are entirely adequate for the proper and 
efficient administration of the several Departments. It is 
satisfactory, therefore, to state that in the aggregate the 
appropriations for 1889 to the several Departments are 
less than they were for 1888, as will appear from the fol- 
lowing table:

It will be observed that in the Department of Public 
Parks there is an increase amounting to nearly $200,000, 
which is accounted for by the appropriations made to meet 
the new parks in the Annexed District and other outlays 
required by law. 

The increase in the Health Department is for the addi- 
tional Inspectors required to enforce the tenement-house 
law, and for disinfection purposes, made necessary in 
order to stamp out contagious diseases. 

The increase in the Fire Department is very considera- 
ble, but was required, according to the representations of 
the Commissioners, for various additions and improve- 
ments, including a new steam fire-boat. 

Considering the ample provision which has thus been 
made for the public service for the coining year, it is satis- 
factory to note that, as the result of the operations of the 
City Government, the actual amount to be raised by taxa 
tion, in 1889, is $33,034,309.17, against a tax levy of 
$33,800,000 in 1888, showing a reduction of $765,690.83. 

In view of the normal increase of the assessed value of 
property, it is safe to state that the tax rate will not ex 
ceed 2.15, as against 2.22 for the last year, and 2.16 for the 
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year 1887, being the lowest rate which the City has had 
to pay since the reorganization of the Municipal Govern- 
ment under its present charter. 

It is especially satisfactory to note that the debt of the 
City has also been reduced. On the first of January, 

1888, the net amount of public debt, after deducting cash 
in the treasury, was $88,746,834.84. On the first of Janu- 
ary, 1689, the net amount is $88,134,614.17. This reduc- 
tion has been made in the face of the large issue of new 
bonds required for the new aqueduct, for the docks, for 
the Harlem Bridge, and for school and various other pur- 
poses, amounting'in the aggregate to $8,187,215.15. 

The year 1888, therefore, ends with a reduction in the 
rate of taxation and a reduction in the total amount of 
the indebtedness of the City, thus justifying the prudence 
and wisdom with which the Board had the courage to face 
the demand for necessary increased appropriations in 
order that the public service might be properly conducted. 

During the last two years the receipts from the Excise 
Fund have been raised from $681,440 in 1886 to $1,186,730 
in 1887, and to $1,425,490 in 1888. The number of licenses 
has been reduced, and the character of the persons licensed 
has been raised. This department of the City Governmen 
has received the unqualified praise of all who are familiar 
with its operations, and has contributed the sum of 
$432,000 towards the reduction of taxation in the year 

1889, besides paying to the corporate . charities and the 
pension funds of the Police and Fire Departments the 
large sum of $856,795.32, for which, prior to 1887, the Ex- 
cise Fund was entirely inadequate. • 

During my term of office the new parks beyond the 
Harlem River have been acquired, the proceedings for 
which were pending prior to the first of January, 1887* 
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An act was procured from the Legislature authorizing the 
creation of small parks in the city, and during the past 
year proceedings have been taken to open a park in Mul- 
berry street, another at Corlears Hook, another for the 
extension of the East River Park, at the foot of East 
Eighty-sixth street; and finally the resolutions have been 
adopted by which the High Bridge Park will be finally ac- 
quired on terms satisfactory to the owners of property in 
the neighborhood, and to our citizens generally, who have 
long desired that this great improvement should be made. 

In the Annexed District, from which many serious com- 
plaints have been made as to the inaction of the City Gov- 
ernment, the facts show that at no time in the history of 
the City has so much work really been done. I find that 
during my term of office all the proceedings have been 
taken to open ninety-twostreets in the Annexed District 
alone; water mains have been extended, lights have been 
generally distributed, and altogether the expenditure has 
been out of proportion to the value of the property. But 
it must be remembered that the future growth of the city 
will take place in that district, for which provision must 
be made in advance. 

The improvement of the docks has been steadily prose- 
cuted during the last two years. I found on coming into 
office that the operations of the Dock Department were 
impeded by the delay in settling certaiu legal questions 
affecting the value of property required for the improve- 
ment of the wharf front. The Corporation Counsel by 
my request, and the judges of the Court of Appeals, 
on my personal application, preferred these cases, which 
have been decided upon principles so favorable to the City 
that the improvement of the docks need no longer be de- 
layed, and the cost will now be within limits which will 
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nake it profitable for the City to press this great work as 
•apidly as circumstances will admit. There is an absolute 
learth of proper wharf accommodation. An expenditure 
>f $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 a year can be wisely made, be- 
cause it is at once reproductive and adds to the resources 
)f the Sinking Fund. 

In the same time one additional armory has been com- 
peted, another is under construction, a third is ready for 
contract, and proceedings have been initiated to acquire 
;he land necessary for the erection of a fourth armory. 

Gansevoort Market has been completed, and is ready to 
>e opened for public use. This great improvement will • 
•elieve the pressure of business now felt in the streets 
eading to West Washington Market, and will be a source 
)f largely increased revenue to the City. 

The Metropolitan Museum of Art has completed the ex- 
tension to its building, which has been paid for by the City, 
ind it is now open for public use. I am glad to say that 
irrangements have been made by which this valuable col- 
ection will be open for two evenings in the week for the 
general use of the citizens, and I look forward to the day 
vhen it shall also be open upon Sundays. The same state- 
nent applies to the Museum of Natural History, whose 
idditional building is now in progress. 

There is great need of a municipal building of suffi- 
cient capacity to provide for the several departments of 
she City Government now occupying rented premises, 
[legislation was secured in 1887, authorizing the erection 
)f such a building in the City Hall Park. A competition 
:or plans was advertised, and the award has been made in 
iccordance with the judgment of a committee of experts. 
These plans are now complete and await the action of the 
Sinking Fund Commission. 
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Provision has also been made by law for the erection of 
a building for the accommodation of the County Clerk, 
the Register and the Surrogate; but, on the request of 
these officers, action has been delayed. If the municipal 
building should be erected, it would be a waste of public 
money to erect the additional building, and hence the 
whole matter has been referred to the incoming adminis- 
tration for decision. 

Finding that the people had lost confidence in the man- 
agement of the great undertaking to supply the city with 
an increased quantity o£ water, I appealed to the Governor 
to recommend the Legislature, at its extra session, to re- 
constitute the Commission and restore to its membership 
the Mayor and the Comptroller. With this request the 
Legislature promptly complied, and the Aqueduct Com- 
mission has accordingly been reorganized so as to include 
the city officials and four new commissioners, whose ap- 
pointment has given general satisfaction. The work has 
been vigorously prosecuted, and it is now expected that 
the aqueduct will be ready to receive the water during the 
coming year. Although the quantity will not be sufficient 
at first for the rapid growth of the city, the safety of the 
supply will be assured, and as soon as additional reservoirs 
can be constructed the complaint which has existed in this 
city for so many years, of an inadequate supply of water, 
will be removed. 

The Manhattan Bridge over the Harlem River has been 
completed during my term of office, at a cost exceeding 
two millions and a half of dollars, and will shortly be 
opened for public use. 

Arrangements have been made to sink the tracks of the 
Harlem Railroad in the Annexed District, without cost to 
the City, and this work is being vigorously prosecuted, 
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involving an outlay to the railroad company of over 
&2,000,000. 

For many years serious complaints have existed in re- 
gard to the occupation of the streets at night by trucks and 
luring the day by stands for the sale of fruit and other 
articles of merchandise. A careful examination of the 
Jifficulties showed the necessity of additional legislation, 
which, after consultation with all the parties interested, 
has been secured, so that henceforth it will depend entirely 
upon the Mayor of the city to what extent trucks and 
stands shall be permitted to occupy the streets. Already 
\ beginning has been made to restrict the area within 
which trucks may be permitted, and all dead trucks and 
those owned by non-residents of the city have been re- 
moved, so that the streets are less encumbered than they 
have been at any previous time. Careful attention has 
been given to the removal of encumbrances generally. 
Every complaint made at the Mayor's Office has been 
promptly attended to, and in all cases where there was a 
real grievance the Department of Public Works has 
promptly enforced the law. The continuance of this wise 
policy will soon relieve the streets of most of the objec- 
tionable features. To enable this work to go on a larger 
appropriation has been made for the Bureau of Incum- 
brances. 

Legislation. 

At the outset of my term of office I adopted the prin- 
ciple of calling together the heads of Department to con- 
sult as to the legislation which might be required for the 
advantage of the City and the better conduct of its busi- 
ness. Every act proposed was carefully considered by 
this conference. One hundred and ninety one bills directly 
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affecting the City of New York were passed during the 
last year. The passage of many objectionable bills was 
thus defeated, but in some important cases the Legislature 
acted directly against the recommendations of the city 
authorities. The commission for the construction of the 
electrical subways was thus organized against the unani- 
mous protest of the city officials who had recommended 
the addition of the Mayor, Comptroller and Commissioner 
of the Public Works to the commission, but the latter two 
officers were omitted. The consequence has been that 
the work has gone on in a manner which has been ex- 
ceedingly destructive to the use of the streets, and the 
result is believed by many competent experts to be an en- 
tire failure. The only consolation is that it is not paid 
for out of the city treasury. The importance of burying 
the electrical wires is so great that it is to be hoped that 
some means may be found of making the existing conduits 
of use in order that the improvement may not be indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

A bill was carefully prepared to provide for the con- 
struction of a rapid transit route from the Annexed District 
to the lower end of the island. This bill failed of enact- 
ment, but the work of preparation has been made, and 
the people of this city can get the advantage of it when- 
ever they choose to bring public opinion to bear upon the 
Legislature in favor of a proposition which, while it in- 
volves no ultimate outlay of public money, will secure 
forever to its inhabitants the control and ownership of a 
structure indispensable to the growth of the city and the 
increase of its taxable property. 

On coming into office I found the dockets of the various 
Municipal commissions of which the Mayor is a member, 
greatly encumbered with business. This has all been dis-

X>osed of, so that the new administration will come into 
power absolutely freed from complications arising out of 
various public questions which had been postponed from 
year to year. Every department of the city government 
is in admirable working order. I think I can say that 
no private business is better organized, or more closely at- 
tended to, than the public service in this city. Every out- 
standing claim that could be collected has been enforced; 
old disputes have been adjusted; the public property has 
been carefully conserved and made productive, and there 
are no claims against the city of any considerable magni- 
tude. The new administration will, therefore, receive at 
the hands of the outgoing one a municipal household 
thoroughly cleansed and garnished. Even the City Hall 
and its furniture! 1 have been renovated, and the Mayor's 
office has been converted from a pest-house into a salubri- 
ous atmosphere for the transaction of the public business. 
Its doors have been open to the poor and the rich alike, 
and no complaint has been unheeded for which redress 
could be found. The City Court, which must by law be 
held in the City Hall, has at length been provided with 
adequate accommodations. Even the statue of Justice, 
which crowns its dome, has been renewed, and the patri- 
otic rule of the Fathers of the Republic been re-established, 
never again, I trust, to be disregarded, that no foreign flag 
shall ever float over the seat of municipal authority. 

In conclusion, I call attention to the fact that the credit 
of the City, as indicated by the prices bid for its bonds, 
has never been so high as at the present time, and that 
its securities command a higher price than those of any 
other city in the world. It will thus be seen that the past 
two years has been a period of unprecedented activity and 
of solid achievement in opening the way for rapid devel- 
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opment, and inaugurating an era of general prosperity 
which ought to be as satisfactory to our fellow citizens as 
they are gratifying to the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment.
